LAWS ANB REGUILATIONS 



OF THE 



BRITISH AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY. 



I. The Designation of this Society shall be the BRITISH 
and FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY, of which the sole 
object shall be to encourage a wider circulation of the Holy 
S.cripturesy without Note or Comment : the only Copies in 
the Languages of the United Kingdom to be circulated by 
the Society, shall be the Authorized Version. , 

'- II. This Society shall add its endeavours to those em- 
ployed by other Societies, for circulating the Scriptures 
through the British Dominions ; and shall also, according to 
its ability, extend its influence to other countries, whether 
Christian, Mahometan, or Pagan. 

III. Each Subscriber of One Guinea annually,, shall be a 
Member. 

XV. Each Subscriber of Ten Guineas at one time, shall be 
a Member for Life. 

V. Each Subscriber of Five Guineas annually, shall be a 
Governor.

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' Vi/Each Subscriber of Fifty Pounds at one time, or 
who shall, by one additional payment, increase his original' 
Subscription to Fifty Pounds, shall be a Governor for Life. 

' VII. Governors shall be entitled to attend and vote at all 
Meetings of the Committee;

VIII. An Executor paying a Bequest of Fifty Pounds,

* IX. A Committee shall be appointed ta conduct the 
business of the Society, consisting of Thirty-six Laymen, 
Six of v^hom shall be Foreigners, resident in London or its 
vicinity ; half the remainder shall be Members of the Church 
of England, and the other half Members of other denomi* 
nations of Christians. Twenty-seven of the above number, 
who shall have most frequently attended, shall be eligible 
for re-election for the ensuing year,

The Committee shall appoint all Officers, except the 
Treasurer, and call special General Meetings, and shall be 
charged with procuring for the Society suitable patronage, 
both British and Foreign. 

X. Each Member of* the Society shall be entitled, under 
the direction of the Committee, to purchase Bibles and 
Testaments at the Society's prices, which shall be as low as. 
possible. 

XI. The Annual Meeting of the Society shall be held 
on the first Wednesday in May, when the Treasurer and 
Committee shall be chosen, the Accounts presented, and the 
Proceedings of the foregoing year reported. 
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XII. The President, Vice-Presidents, and Treasurer, $htM 
be considered, ex-officio. Members of the Committee. 

XIII. Every Clergyman or Dissenting Minister, who is a 
Member of the Society, shall be entitled to attend and vote 
at all Meetings of the Committee, 

XIV. The Secretaries, for the time being, shall be con* 
sidered as Members of the Committee; but no persoq 
deriving any emolument from the Society, shall have that 
privilege. 

XV. At the General Meetings, and' Meetings of the 
Committee, the President, or in his absence, the Vice-* 
President first upon the list then present ; and in the absence 
of all the Vice-Presidents, the Treasurer, and in his absence, 
such Member as shaU be voted for that purpose, shall preside 
at the Meeting. 

XVI. The Committee shall meet on the first Monday in 
every Month,, oroftener if necessary. 

XVII. The Committee shall have the power of nomi-» 
nating such persons as have rendered essential services ^to 
the Society, either Members for Life, or Governors 
FOR Life. 

XVIII. The Committee shall also bave the power of 
nominating Honorary Members from among Foreigners 
who have promoted the object of the Society. 

XIX. The whole of the Minutes of every General Meet-

REGULATIONS, 

ADOPTED BY THE COMMITTEE, 

RESPECTING SUPPLIES OF BIBLES AND TESTAMENTS 

TO 

AUXILIARY SOCIETIES. 



The Committee of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, finding it requisite to establish some general principles 
for supplying AUXILIARY SOCIETIES with Bibles and Testa- 
ments, and being desirous of holding out to such Societies the 
greatest possible encouragement to ascertain the want of the Holy 
Scriptures in their res|>ective districts, and to supply it according 
to their discretion, have adopted the following 

REGULATIONS, 

1. That the Committees of Anxiliary Societies shall be entitled to recelte 
Bibles and Testaments, estimated at Prime Cost, to the amount of half the 
entire Slim remitted by them to the Parent Institution^ if their local necessi- 
ties shall require such a supply. 

- 2. That the Members of Aaailiary Societies, whose Subscriptions amoont 
to One Guinea or upwards annually, or to Ten Guineas or upwards at one 
time, may purchase Bibles and Testaments/rom iA« Depotitory qf tbeAiudlmrjf 
Ikscidy, agreeably to the Rules of the Parent Institution.* 



* At the Reduced Prices, each Annual Subscriber of One Guinea has the 
priTyege of parcbasing Bibles and Testaments, within the year, to the 
amount of Five Guineas ; and in like proportion for every Guinea subscribed. 
A further quantity may also be had, (upon application to the Committee,) 
at the Cost PHees, 

A Benefactor of Ten Guineas may purchase to the same amount as an 
ABDual Subscriber of One Chiinea. A Benefactor of Fifty Pounds as an 
Annul Sobieriber of Five Guineas. 
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S. That, in order to facilitate sncfa supplies for the Members of Anxiliary 
Societies, an adetquate quantity of Bibles and Testaments shall be forwarded, 
as required, to their respective Depositories, charged at the reduced Prices; 
the same to be paid /or by each Society, half-yearly, in the months of 
January and July. 



4. That the Committees of Auxiliary Societies shall have the further privi- 
lege of purchasing to any amount, at prime Cost. 

6. That they cause to be transmitted to the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, when required, a List of their Subscribers and Benefactors, alpha- 
betically arranged, distuaguishing the Annual Subscribers of One Guinea 
and upwards, and the Benefactors of Ten Guineas and upwards. 



OBSERVATIONS. 



-, It will appear, from the above Regulations, that Annual Subscribers of 
One Guinea and upwards, and Benefactors of Ten Guineas and upwards,, 
throughout the Empire, are placed on the same footing, as to their privilege 
of purchasing Bibles and Testaments at the reduced Prices, whether they 
contribute directly to the Parent Institution, or to any of the Auxiliary 
Societies. 

Anxiliary Societies will now find it to their advantage so to modify their 
constitution, as to transmit the whole of their funds, after deducting their 
incidental expenses, to the Parent Society ; as, in that case, they will be 
entitled, by the above Regulations, to receive Bibles and Testaments, esti- 
mated at prime cost, to the amount of one half of the sum so transmitted ^ 
and will, moreover, be enabled to supply their Annual Subscribers of One 
Guinea and upwards, and ^Benefactors of Ten Guineas and upwards, at 
reduced Prices, from their own Depository, according to the full rate of pri 
vilege enjoyed by such as contribute directly to the Parent Society. 

In thus returning to Auxiliary Societies one half of the whole sum received 
O^om them (if required) in Bibles and Testaments, estimated at prime cost, 
and yet allowing the individual Members of such Societies to exercise their 
privilege of purchasing at reduced Prices, the Parent Institution will be 
teposed to the possibility of great loss-r-a loss which would equal, in tb« 
caseof some Auxiliary Societies, (were the privilege of pttrcfaasing at reduced 
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Prices carded to its full extent by their Members,) the entire contribntion 
derived from such Societies ; and in other cases, would greatly exceed it. 



It is clear, therefore, that the Parent Institution intrusts much of the 
interests of her general and foreign objects to the prudence and liberality of 
the Auxiliary Societies— to their prudence, in ayailing themselves of the 
advantages which she offers to them, no further than their local necessities 
really require—and to their liberality, in assisting the general and foreign 
objects of the Parent Society, with whatever sums can be spared from the 
supply of those local necessities. 

But the Committee of the British and foreign Bible Society have no fear 
in thus intrusting the general and foreign objects of the Institution to the 
prudence and liberality of the Auxiliary Societies. One common feeling 
animates the whole body ; and the Committee anxiously wish to cherish and 
perpetuate this feeling. They will leave it, therefore, to the Auxiliary So- 
cieties to determine to what extent they shall avail themselves of the above 
Regulations in the supply of their local wants. In consideration, however, 
of the liberality of these Regulations, they not only recommend with confi- 
dence that economy in gratuitous distributions, which will restrain itself to 
the supply of real wants, but they request such Auxiliary Societies as may 
retain any portion of their funds, to transmit, at the close of every year, their 
unapplied balance to the Parent Institution, in furtherance of the general

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It is ^th the sincerest satisfaction that the Com- 
mittee of the British and Foreign Bible Society 
(enter upon the task^ now beconle not a little onerous 
and embarrassing, of presenting their official Report 
for the past year. 

The Bible Societies are, in fact^ so numerous^ 
aod the character of their proceedings, from their 
direction to due object^ his so general a similarity, 
that a detailed namlttYe of the transactions of 
each,. would exhaust the attention by its repetition ; 
particularly as wh^t is to be said of the zeal and 
activity of many, may be considered, in a great 
degree, as applicable to alL 

Inasmuch, however, as the British and Foreign 
Bible Society i^tands engaged to the world, for 
aiding and encouraging the efforts of all who in 
every place exert themselves in the cause to which 
it is devoted^ the Committee deem it their indis- 
pensable duty to communicate an accoulit of those 
efforts, so far aa may be consistent with the limits of 
their Annual Reports 
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Adopting, therefore, the medium prescribed by 
these observations, your Committee will endeavour 
to collect, from the occurrences of the last year, 
such facts and information, in connexion with the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, as will exhibit a 
distinct view of its progress and prospects, in the 
work which it has undertaken — the circulation of 
the Scriptures in every accessible part of the 
world. 

Of the Continental Societies in existence at the 
period of the last Anniversary, it may be generally 
observed, that their attention to promote the object 
of their estabUshment demonstrates thcdr increasing 
siense of its utility and importance ; that the benefi- 
cial effects resulting from the circulation of the 
Scriptures have proved powerful inducements to 
continue and eillarge this benevolent work ; and 
that, if its operation has in any degree been cir-> 
cumscribed by the general distress, which has been 
more or less felt on the Continent, the zeal for 
qarrying it on has not^ on that account, abated. 

The complete organization of the Nethetlandti 
Bible Society was noticed in the last Report. In 
the m6bth of June following, Delegates from the 
various divisions df it attended a General Meeting 
hdd in Amsterdam, when the propositions stig* 
gb^ted by them on the fMiA of their respective 
Sotieties \^te discussed, and a Select Committee 
appointed, to arrange the proper measures for ^ving 
energy and etkct to their individual and combined 
exertions.  ' 
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Exclusive of Branches and Associations, Mrbich 
are greatly multiplying in the Noxthera Provinces of 
the kingdom, the number of Societies is stated to be 
sixty; and the attention of the Netherlands Bible 
Society has been more immediately directed to the 
printing of new editions of the Dutch Scriptures, and 
the distribution of them. The Bible Societies at 
Rotterdam, and the Hague, are in a flourishing 
state, and zealous and active in their departments. 

To increase the interest vi^hich has been excited 
in the Netherlands, in favour of the principles of the 
Institution, the Reverend Doctor Mac Intosh, at 
Amsterdam, has recently published a Dutch trans- 
lation of the Twelfth Report of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society. 

The Hanoverian Bible Society, under the patron^^ 
age of His Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge, 
has completed the printing of an edition of 10,000 
copies of Luther's German Bible, most of whieh 
have already been put into circulation ; d;nd another 
Auxiliary has been added to that Institution, by the 
establishment of an Ea^t-Frisia Bible Society, fo^ 
the encouragement of which, 1 OOZ. have been voted 
to the Hanoverian Society.— The formation of the 
Osnaburgh Bible Society in connexion with that of 
Hanover, was reported at the last Anniversary. A 
ktter from a correspondent at Osnaburgh contains 
the pleading intelligence, that " their Catholic fellow 
eitizens laboui' with them hand in hand, and many of 
that communion 6how a readiness to obtain and 
peruse thcr SeriptureiL"

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The exertions of the Prassian Bible Society con« 
tinue to be diligently and most usefully pursued; 
To the eight Auxiliaries united to the Central 
Society in the course of its first year, twelve 
more were added before the expiration of the 
second ; and so vigorously have these subordinate 
Societies flourished, that one of them, that at 
OcBslin, is said to number not fewer than seven 
Branches in connexion with it^ In aid of this 
active Institution and its increasing Auxiliaries, the 
sum of 500Z. was voted by your Committee; and 
the. notification of it was acknowledged in an' official 
letter, subscribed by the President, Vice^Priwsidents, 
and Directors of the Society, and contakiing the 
following declaration : 

" United with the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, in the promotion of the same end, the 
Mepibers of the Prussian Central Bible Society 
will iinake it their chief object to follow, as much as 
lies ip th^ir power, the example set before them, and 
to draw the bonds closer, by which they ^re united 
to it, as well as to all those whose aim is to have 
the Gospel preached unto the poor.'* . 

Among the operations, now carryiqg on by the 
Prussian Bible Society, the following ipay be men* 
tioned as desei^ving attention. . 

The Central Society is eugs^ed in printing two 
large editions of the German Bible, as )vetl as an 
edition of the Scriptures in the dialect of the Wend^ 
in Nellier Lusatia, which the Secretary of U>e Society 
pronounces *' one of the most useful works evei; 
undertaken ;" and its Auxiliary at Breslau is print- 
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ing an edition of Luther's Bible, %yith an extra num- 
ber of New Testaments. 

Impressed with these facts, your Committee have , 
added to their before-mentioned donation for general 
purposes, specific grants for these several works, 
amounting in the whole to 650/., together with a 
further sum of 100/., to promote the establishment 
of a Bible Society at Posen. 

By the Second Report of the Prussian Bible 
Society, from which a portion of the foregoing 
intelligence has been derived, the Committee observe, 
with equal admiration and gratitude, the steady 
march by which this Society is advancing towards 
the attainment of its object. For much of its suc- 
cess, it is indebted, under the blessing of God, to the 
warm and decided encouiragemenf; which it receives 
from His Prussian Majesty, and several branches of 
the Royal Family ; not to mention the personal co- 
operation which it experiences from Ministers of 
State, dignified Clei^y, and numerous individuals 
of property and influence, in various parts of the 
kingdom. 

On the whole, when your Committee advert to the 
character and proceedings of this important Society ; 
when they consider the contributions it has raised, 
the Auxiliaries it has organized, the copies of the 
Scriptures it has distributed, and those which it is 
preparing for distribution ; they cannot but feelingly 
participate in the gratification expressed by His 
Prussian Majesty, on *^ the religious spirit in which

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the beneficial undertaking of the Prussian Society 
has been conducted/' and in the persuasion that its 
example "will produce the most advantageous effects 
ia several parts of Germany. 

The Bible Society of the Grand Duchy of Berg 
continues to prosper. The demand for Bibles is great; 
the Committee act in a spirit of harmony and bror 
therly love, and the interesting facts communicated 
by them evidently prove the blessing . of God at- 
tending the distribution of His word. 

For the further encouragement of this important 
Institution, your Committee voted the sum of IdO/., 
of which 50/. were assigned to its Branch at Cologne, 
which with slender means has manifested great 
spirit and energy^ 

A very brief quotation from a letter addressed by 
the Thuringian Bible Society to your Committee, 
in acknowledgment of a grant of 50/., will show the 
pleasing spirit with which the affairs of that Institu- 
tion are conducted. ^^ Our hearts burn with a desire 
to disseminate the word of God, the word of Life 
and Salvation, among all around us ; at the same 
time, it grieves us to be under the necessity of being 
beholden to foreign assistance, for the gratification 
of even a very small part of our desire." 

» 
The Neuwied Bible Society has^ shown great ac- 
tivity in the first year of its operations, and distri- 
buted a considerable number of Bibles and New: 
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TmtUMsatSf both among the Protestant and Ca- 
tholic inhalHtants of the Principality. 

The information from Koenigsbei^, respecting the 
distribtttioa of the Lithaanian Scriptures, pubUshed 
at the expense of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, is very satisfactory. German Bibles are 
much wanted in that city, in the Province of lA- 
thnania, and East Prussia in general. 

The Saxon Bible Society, which has been favoured 
by His Majesty the King with freedom of postage, 
18 proceeding with great alacrity in printing 10,000 
copies of Luther^s German Bible. 

As the dialect of the Wends in Upper Lusatia is a 
distinct branch of the Slavonian from that before 
mentioned, another edition of theWendish Scriptures 
has been undertaken by this excellent Institution. 

To ' aid it in the execution of these important 
works, your Committee have granted 400/., and 
promised an additional sum of 300/., in the 
event of its undertaking the printing of a German 
on standing types. 



At a Special Meeting of the Saxon Society in 
September last, at which the Rev. Mr. Pinkerton 
assisted, it was resolved to recommend to the Con- 
sistory and the ecclesiastical department, to adopt 
ttieasiuies lor sup{4ying all youi^ people, at the time 
of their confirmation, with a copy of the Bible.

The Frankfort Bible Society has applied its 

Hinited means, with very happy effects, to the relief 
of the poor and prisoners. Many of the latter class, 
yrko had devoted their time to gaming, now read the 
Bible in their cells. 

Frankfort is the centre of many populoas districts 
greatly impoverished by (he war, in which the Scrip- 
tures might be most advantageously circulated. 
This consideration has induced your Committee to 
make a grant to the Frankfort Society of 300/., 
to enable it to extend its operations to the neighbour* 
ing German territories, in which there are no Bible 
Societies.' They have further granted to it 100/., to 
assist the poor district of Odenwald, and to promote 
the formation of a Bibje Society at Worms, 

\ ••• 
The following quotations from the correspondence 
of th^ Rev. LeanderVan Ess, of Marburg, afford very 
gratifying intelligence: " You will rejoice, that, chiefly 
through your assist9.nce, I have been enabled to disr 
perse, (up to June, 1310,) SI, 146 copies of my New 
Testament, 2,500 of Lutber s Bible, and 2,300 of his 
New Testament, on the highwayof the Lord, among 
my Catholic as well as Protest^t brethren. I can, 
from my own experience and that of my correspon- 
dentjs, joyfully testify, that the maip object, in thus 
dissem^ating the IIo}y Scriptures, has been accom- 
plished ; that a spirit of vital religion has been 
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jidtffiised ; and that many, illatfiinated by the light of 
divine tnith, and strengthened M^ith power from on 
high, now lead a holy and useful life." 

** My New Testament appeared in some dii»- 

• _ _ 

tricts, where thousands of Catholics knew the Bible 
only by name. I could easily dispose of 30,000 
.copies of my New Testament among Catholics, 
and several thousand of Luther's Bible, among 
Protestants.'* 

Your Committee, anxious to encourage the exer- 
tions of this pious Catholic while opportunity favours 
his zeal, have made two separate grants of 500/. 
each, to assist them. 

Another Catholic Clergyman in correspondence 
with your Society, has, within a short space of time, 
distributed nearly 20,000 New Testaments, and is 
preparing the meaqs of a further and more extensive 
distribution. 

This correspondent has also had the happiness to 
witness the most beneficial efiec^ of his labours, of 
which many instances might be adduced. 
In onie of his letters the following passage occurs : 
^* pld men^ who had pever learned to read, are 
now desirous to learn, 'that they, in their advanced 
age, may find consolation from the Holy Scriptures.'* 
The demands for the Ratisbon New Testament also 
continue to increase in a degree which renders it 
difficult to meet them.

The following extract from Stutgard will be 
satisfactory, as attesting the activity of the Wiirtem-* 
l^jg Bible Society. 
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'^ ThuA, with the help of God, we ha^e distributed 
upwards of ]0,OiOO Bibles, and 3,000 e3:tra Tee^^ 
ments, among the people around us, with the sincere 
wish and prayer to God, that the dissemination of 
his holy word may produce fruits of holiness iu 
the souls of many, and to the glory of his holy 
pame." 

In the mid^t of the great distresses which have 
prevailed in almost every part of the kingdom, the 
Wurtemberg Bible Society has received many 
most pleasing proofs of the liberality of its friends; 
When its Directors presented copies of their Bible 
to the late King, to the respective branches of the 
Royal Family, to the Ministers of State, as well as 
to other Noblemen and Gentlemen, they received^ 
in return, several handsome benefactions ; and many 
of the poor peasants in the villages seem to vie with 
each other in offering their mites. 

A second edition of the Scriptures on standing 
types* is preparing by this active Institution ; to com* 
plete it, your Committee have cheerfully granted 
300/.

The Bible Society at Strasburg has had great^ 
difficulties to contend with ; but, in the words of its 
President, '' neither its hope nor its faith has been 
disappointed/^ As it had employed its moderate 
means, principally, in supplying the poor, its labour^ 
in promoting the object of its Institution, were, from 
this circumstance, generally unknown. The assistance 
alforde^ by the British and Foreign Bible Society^ 
gave a new impulse to its exertions., whicbi from the^ 
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enlargement and fmbticity, have heea fttoided irith 
the happiest effects. A letter from the PreskleDi 
announces the pleasing hope, that, in the course of a 
few years, the Society will be enabled to furnish every 
cottage with a Bible. 

A second donation which has been made by your 
Committee, will greatly s^ssist this desirable object. 

The !Presbui^ Bible Institution has ordered 1200 
copies of the Bohemian Bible, from Berlin ; 500 
of which have already been received. It has also 
completed the printing of 2,000 Wendish New 
Testamients. 

The Swiss Bible Societies at Basle, Schaffhauwn, 
2^urich, Saint Gall, Aarau, Bern, Chur, Geneva, 
Lausanne, and Neufchatel, mutually stimulate and 
assist each other in their career of sacred benevolence. 
Many interesting particulars of their useful activity 
wUl be found in the Appendix to this Report. To 
prove the progressive state of the operations of the 
Basle Society, the following simple but interesting 
facts will suffice ; that.

The same Society is now engaged in printing^ 
several editions of the German and French Scrip- 
tures, in the carrying on of which works your Com- 
mittee hav^ assisted it with ^QOl. 
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TTie Zurich Society has completed a folio and ati 
octavo edition of the German Bible. 

The Bible Society at Saint Gall has had great 
success in distributing copies of the Scriptures both 
among Protestants and Catholics, and the demand 
for them is daily increasing. 

The sum of lOOL has been granted to the Chur 
Bible Society, to enable it to complete the printing 
of the Old Testament, in the second Romanese 
dialect. 

The Committee of the Bible Society at Lau- 
i^anne, for the Canton de Yaud, the Second Re« 
port of ^hose proceedings has been received, 
have displayed a most laudable activity both 
in disseminating the Holy Scriptures, and in ex- 
citing an interest in favour of their Institution. It 
appears frono this document, that the Bible Society 
formed by the Vaudois in Piedmont is in activity, 
and that 100 copies of the New Testament had been 
forvi^arded to it by the Committee at Lausanne, from 
whose labours the most beneficial effects may be 
axpected. 

The Bern Bible Society has been patronized by 
the ruling Authorities of the Canton, who have pre- 
sented to it a donation of 100 Louis-d'ors. 

A letter from a Capuchin Monk, to whom ado- 
nation of 50/. was presented, to enable him to dis- 
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tribute the Scriptares, contains the following pleasing 
informatioti : '' That the Bible is now read by thou* 
sands of Cathplics with devout attention and cordiid 
joy, and that the writer himself had induced many 
Psuish Ministers and Schoolmasters to introdfice 
the New Testament into their Congrq^tions, and 
Schools.** 

In the North of Germany » the Hambro' Altona 
Bible Society is prosecuting the object of its Instj- 
tution with great zeal. In consequence of the ofler 
of a loan of 5007. from your Committee, this Society 
has engaged to print a German Bible of 10,000 
copies, after the Canstein edition. 

The Societies of Bremen and Lubeck continue 
their useful exertions, in ascertaining the want of the 
Scriptures, and supplying it, as far as their means 
will admit. 

The Duchy of Brunswick Bible Society has also 
commenced its benevolent labours in the extensive 
field of its operations. 

Among the new Societies formed in Germany^ 
during the .past year, the following have also been 
assisted from the funds of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society :

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The Hesse Darmstadt Bible Society for the 
Gra^d Duchy of Hesse, under the sanction of the 
Sovereign, comprehends Members of the Lutheran, 
Reformed, and Catholic Churches ; and , if a j udgment 
may be formed from the demands for Bibles made 
on it, promises extensive usefulness. 

A conditional promise of 200/., by the Rev. Dr. 
Steinkopff, to promote its establishment, has been 
cheerfully fulfilled. The Societies of Worms and 
Odenwald, already mentioned, will attach them- 
selves as Branches to this Society. 

The establishment of Bible Societies in the Prin- 
cipalities of Anhalt, Waldeck, Lauenburg-Ratze- 
burg, and other parts of Germany, is also in con- 
templation ; and grants h?ve been offered by your 
Committee, to promote the formation of them on 
the principles of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society.* 

Of the augmented circulation of the Scriptures in 
Grermany, it is a sufficient proof, that the demand 
for Bibles, by the numerous Societies established in 
that ^country, is now so great, that the Canstein In- 
stitution at Halle, on which they had been accus- 
tomed chiefly to depend for supplies, is no longer 
able, notwithstanding the most strenuous exertioni^, 
to furnish the number required, and the Bible So- 
cieties are under the necessity of printing them for 
their own distribution. 

* It appears, from later intelligence, that the Bible Societies of 
Lauenburg-Ratzeburg and Waldeck have actually been formed. 
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Your Comoiittee hate next to report the trans- 
actioQS conaected with the BiitiBh and Foreign 
Bible Society in the three Northern Kii^domft 
of Eurppe. 

Beginning with Denmark, they have the pleasure 
to announce, that the Danish Bible Society is 
in a progressive stale, with respect to the increase 
c£ its Benefiictors and Subscribers; and its Com- 
mittee look forward with hope to the beneficial 
eflfects of the interest which it is gaining in the 
public mind. It has nearly finished the revision 
of the Danish New Testament for the press, and 
has resolved to print an edition of the Creolese 
New Testament for the use of the Christian 
Negroes. 

« A very flourishing Auxiliary has been formed 
at Odensee^ the capital of the Island of Fuehnen, 
under the auspices and Presidency of the Crown 
Prince, Christian Frederick. Of the interest which 
his Royal Highness takes in this cause, a judgment 
may be formed firom the following extract of a 
Letter with which he has honoured the President 
of this Society. 

** Nor do I fed less pleasure in availing 
myself of this opportunity, to express my high 
regard for the Society, and the good wishes I 
shall ever entertain for the successfiil progress of 
an Institution on which I pray the divine blessing 
of Providence may ever rest." 
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At the fi^rmation of the Odensee Auxiliary' 
Society, it was recommended to such of the 
Directors as reside in the country , to form Branch 
Societies and Bible Associations. 

To this important object, the attention of the 
Committee of the Sleswig-Holstein Bible Society, 
assisted by the personal experience and efforts 
of the Rev. Ebenezer Henderson, has been most 
successfully directed. More than fifty Auxiliary 
Societies, or Bible Associations^ having been formed 
in that part of the Danish dominions, between 
the Little. Belt and the Town of Altona. 

The , same Society has also undertaken the 
establishment of a Depdt for Bibles, and a Biblical 
Library. 

These extraordinary exertions, which are srtiU 
carrying on, have increased the demand for the 
Scriptures beyond the power of the Sleswig-^ 
Holstein Society to satisfy it. As a temporary 
assistance, your Commitiee have ordered an im- 
mediate supply of Danish Bibles and Testaments ; 
and,, with a view. to a more permanent provision^ 
have proposed to the Danish Bible Society at 
Copenhagen, to print an edition of 10,000 copies 
of the Danish Bible, vnih an offer of 500/. in 
aid of the expense thereof, which otkr has been 
accepted. : 

In the Faroe Islands, the institution of the Danish 
Bible Society has been hailed by the inhabitants 
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as a most propitious event, and a liberal contri- 
bution has been raised by them in aid of its 
fonds. 



The Icelandic Bible Society^ of Mrhich the 
foundation was laid by the Rev. Mr. Henderson, 
dudng his residence in that Island, having been 
established, your Committee have added 300Z. 
to its funds. 

The intelligence from Sweden, respecting the 
Bible Institutions in that country, is highly grati- 
fying. The zeal which animates the Swedish 
Bible Society has been imparted, in a considerable 
degree, to the public at large, is gradually ac- 
quiring influence, and is displayed in unremitting 
efforts for extending the circulation of the Holy 
Scriptures^ which are more eagerly sought for 
than' ever. For this purpose, among other ju- 
dicious measures, the arrangements for printing 
at Stockholm have been multiplied and enlarged. 

The anticipations expressed in your Committee's 
last Report, of the efficiency of the newly formed 
Bible Society at Lund, for the Province of Scanis^ 
have not been disappointed. The zeal and energy 
of its President^ the Right Rev« Bishop Faxe^ 
have been most cordially seconded by the Pro- 
fessors of the University said the Clergy of the 
Diocese; and the plan of the Bible Associations, 
recommended by the Rev. ]^r. Henderson, has 

d 
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been adopted; and attended vfiA the happiest 
effects. 

The Committee of the Gothenburg Auxiliary 
Society, of which the pious and Venerable Bishop 
Wingai^ is President, display the same zeal for 
•wbich they have ever been distinguished. They 
have supplied all the Workhouses, Prisons, Houses 
of Charity, and Hospitals, within their district, 
with copies of the Sacred Volume. Their funds 
indeed have been devoted to the benefit of the 
poor; and, (m this account, although their sub* 
scriptions are considerable, they are far from 
being adequate to the demands upon them. The 
Committee still, however, proceed in the gratuitous 
distribulkm of the Scriptures to the necessitous; 
«* confident" (to use their own words) " that Divine 
Providence will not permit the good work to be 
interrupted, for want of means to carry it on." 

The circulation of the Scriptures by the Arosian 
Auxiliary Society at Westeras has been con- 
siderable; but the poverty of the people is so 
great, that the anrnial income of the Society is 
not equal to a third of the value of the copies 
distributed gratis. A parochial inquiry has been 
instituted, to ascertain the spiritual wants of 
the inhabitants of this Province. 

The Oothlitpd Auidliary Society continues its 
exerti(Nis. 
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Tlie following ate new Institaticms : 

The Upsala Bible Society. l*o tb« fotmatioii 
t)f this Institution, which has been established 
tinder the most favourable circumstances, th^ 
Clergy of the Diocese were urgently invited by a 
truly Pastoi'll Address from its President, the 
Archbishop of Sweden, from which the following 
is a quotation : ** The door is opened^ my brethren^ 
to promote the increase of Christ's kingdom ; and 
who ought to have this more at heart than our- 
selves, who are called to spread the saving know- 
ledge of God, and Jesus Christ, whom be haa 
sent?" The Archbishop has declared his deter- 
minatioti to establish Bible Associations in every 
jpart of his jurisdiction. 

By die pious benevolence of a young NoUeman^ 
Chamberlain Henck, a Society has been formed* 
under his Presidency^ for the Province of Nevik^ 
and meets with great encouragement and sup- 
port. 

A Bible Society has been instituted for ike 
Diocese of Skara, one of the most populous 
Provinces in Sweden, The inhabitants are said 
to be poor, but religiously disposed: many of 
Xhem are destitute of Bibles, and anxious to 
obtain them. Your Committee hiave therefore 
granted to the Swedish Bible Society 2001., to 
be ai^ropriated to the service of this Auxiliary. 

At Carktadt % Bible Soi^y bw been esta- 
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blished for the Government and .Diocese of Ver- 
melandj under the patronage and direction of 
the Bishop, and the Lord Lieutenant of the 
County. The population of this district is esti- 
mated at 140,000; the want of the Scriptures in 
Yermeland is great, as well as the desire to 
possess them. To aid in supplying that want, 
150/. have been voted to the Parent Institution 
ioit Stockholm, and lOOZ. for the use of another 
Auxiliary at Askerstroom. Your Committee have 
also recently ^ voted Grants to the Swedish Bible 
Society, for the general purposes of that Insti- 
tution, to the amount of 300/. 

The Bishop of Hernosand has also instituted 
a Bible Society for his extensive Diocese ; and 
your Committee have agreed to aid its funds by 
a Grant of 200/. They have also voted 100/. to 
a Bible Society newly formed at WexiOi 

All the Bible Societies in Sweden are considered 
^s Auxiliaries to the Swedish National Society at 
Stockholm ; and there are only three Dioceses 
Jn ivhich Societies remain to be instituted. 
Bible Associations are forming in different parts 
of the kingdom. 

Your Committee remark, with pleasure, a pro- 
posal from the Swedish Bible Society to that of 
St. Petersburg, for opening a correspondence 
V between them on the object of their respective 
Institutions, with a view to their mutual information 
and benefit ; and that it had been accepted. 
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For the deep interest i?vhich has been excited 
in Sweden to circulate the Holy Scriptures, 
that country is gieatly indebted to the pious 
zeal and enei^ of the highly respectable President 
of the Swedish Bible Society, His Excellency 
Count Rosenblad. In the midst of his laborious 
official duties as one of the first Ministers of 
State, he has found time to devote the closest 
attention to the concerns of the Bible Society; 
animating the zeal of the Members, and encou- 
raging their labours, by his own example. 

The establishment of a Norwegian Bible So- 
ciety, under the most respectable patronage, has 
been announced by its Committee, who had comr 
menced their operations by revising the Neur 
Testament for the press. 

The field opened in Russia for the circulation 
of the Holy Scriptures, expands to an almost 
unlimited extent. Of the number of copies re- 
quired for supplying the subjects of that immense 
Empire, who are of Russian origin, and speak 
the Russian language, it is scarcely possible to 
form an estimate, as the Committee of the 
Auxiliary Society at Moscow state, that they 
alone could distribute one hundred thousand 
Bibles. *^ Entire Governments, whole Dioceses, and 
Circles of Bible Societies, raise their voices to the 
Committee at St. Petersburg, intreating them 
to supply the spiritual hunger of millions, which 
has been excited by the distribution of the oracleR 
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e£ God. Whenever aa edition has been publiahed» 
another has been almost immediately required ; and* 
notwithstanding the utmost exertions of the Russiaa 
Bible Society, whose monthly expenses now ex- 
ceed the whole expenditure of their . first year,, 
they are unable to satisfy the demand for the Scrip-* 
tareSy not only in the Slavonian, but even in 
the German, Finnish, Esthonian, Lettonian, audi 
various other languages/' 

Such is the description of the sptritual wants of 
Russia, as given by the noble and pious President 
of the Russian Bible Society : the sphere of ita 
operations must also be considered as compre* 
hending the countries to the east of tiie Black 
Sea; Anatolia, to the south of it; Armenia^ 
Georgia, Persia, Ti^rta,ry, and others. 

But, however great and various the claims on 
the Russian Bible Society may be, claims which 
its active benevolence has invito ; it is pleasing 
lo remark, that the disposition to. meet them is 
Ikdequate to their magnitude ; and if a judgment 
yiay be formed fronpi what the Society haa effected 
in die four years since its establishment, there 
is every reason to anticipate the highest de^ 
free of success from its future exertions. 

The measures which have been adopted to 
make known the existence of the Institution, to 
excite a permanent interest in its object, to 
augment the nuniber of its members and friends, 
lo procnre correspondenta,^ and effective agents 
lor the distnbution of the Scriptures, together 
with the establishment of new Bi:anches and 
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Bible As$Qcidfioiia, ynrove that nothii^ hw been 
omitted, whidb sieal could su^eat» or iadas^ 
accomplifi^h, for exteoding the benefits of the 
lostitntioQ iid eyery possible way. With these 
Tieiwsi, aGkd with credentials from Prioce Gdiibmy 
ja the imme of the GoiDinittee o£ the Russian 
3ible Sodety, the Rev. Mr. Pinkerton was do- 
puted in March, 1816, o& a Tour through the 
Southern ProviDces of the Empire;, compriaiiig, 
with the Germanic part of ^ journey, an extent 
of nearly 7,000 English miles. 

As Extracts of his Correspondence have been 
published for the infiormati<m of the Memben 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society^ and 
will also .appear in the Appendix to your Ceok- 
mittee's RepQrt, ' they will only briefly adrert ta 
some fevK; df the most material occurrences in 
bis intereiating Narrative; blending with his infor- 
mation, that obtained from ot&er sources. 

The formation of new Branch Societies at 
Cronstadt, a Naval Station ; at Charkof in the 
Ukraine, Tula, Sympherpole, Odessa^ WHkia, 
Moghiley^ Witepsk^ and Bialystock, claims the 
first notice. 

One general statement may, with little qualifieai^ 
tion, be applied to the whole : That dia Meetings 
convened foe the establishment of these SocietieSf 
were attended by many of the principal persons, 
of aH confessions, cordially uiiiiing for prof 
inoiing tdie tempered and eternal welfare o£ their 
fisBow-creairutes, * through the cir&ulatioa o£ the 
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Holy Scriptures, according to the liberal principle 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society. 

This harmonious co-operation ^as a (striking 
feature in the original institution of the Russian 
Bible Society; it has been since preserved ^jud, 
imitated by all its Branches. At its third and 
last Anniversary, the Noble President was sup- 
ported, on either side^ by a most respectable Arch- 
bishop of the Greek Church, and the Metropolitan 
pf the Catholic Ctergy; and the Meeting, as 
on former occasions, exhibited an sCssemblage 
of the Cleigy and principal persons of various 
nations and confessions, animated by one spirit 
of zeal, concord, and mutual benevolence. In 
numerous instances, the Dignitaries of the Roman 
Catholic Church have taken . a distinguished part 
in recommending the object of the Institution. 

The following short notices respecting some 
of the new Establishments, will not be uninte- 
resting. 

The Institution at Cronstadt was forqaed with 
a view to supplying the Russian Marine witl)^ 
the Holy Scriptures, and promises to be most 
beneficial. 

Sympherpole, or Ackmechet, (the seat of the 
Tauridian Society,) is the chief city in the Crimea, 
situated in the midst . of a moral wild, and of 
a population of 200,000 Mahomedans, and 100,000. 
Christians and Jews. The Society there was formed 
on the 12th of June, 1816 ; and seventy-six Ma? 
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homed ans, and five Jews, were among the two 
hundred who became immediate subscribers to it. 
It has since been joined by the Greek Metro* 
j>olitan at Sevastopc^e, another city in the Crimea, 
with several other persons of distinction, who have 
engaged to become fellow-labourers with the Gont- 
mittee at Sympherpole, and by every means in 
their power to further the benevolent object of that 
Society. 

Odessa, which has not been founded more than 
twenty years, is a flourishing commercial city in 
the north-west comer of the Black Sea ; and, by 
means of the numerous trading vessels daily fre- 
quenting its port, possesses great facilities for . con- 
veying the Holy Scriptures into every part of the 
Mediterranean, the Archipelago, and the coasts 
of the Black S^a, 

« 

The White Russian Auxiliary Society (the deno- 
mination of that established at Moghiley) is pecu- 
liarly interesting. The sphere of its operation, 
together with a population of nearly 900,000, com- 
prises a large division of the Russian army. The 
Commander in Chief, Prince Barclay de Tx>lly, with 
a numerous suite of brave generals and officers, 
attended its formation, and most cordially co-ope- 
rated with it. The Chief Priest of the army, who is 
chosen one of the Directors of the Society, has 
printed a pastoral address to the officers and men, 
calling upon thein to conoe forward, each according 
^p his ability, and assist in the good work of the 
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» 

Bible Society ; and the Field-Marshal, in a ceoTai^ 
sation with Mr. Piakerton, observedi '' To promote 
religion ia the army, I will give them the Bible.^ 
The subscriptioDsfrom the Military have beea Gomh 
siderable. 

Witepsk, on the banks of the D wina, is tlie resi* 
deuce of His Royal Highness Alexander, D oke <if 
Wiirtemberg, and Governor-General of White Russia. 
The Meeting at which the institution of the Society 
there took place, was held in the ducal palace ; and 
His Royal Highness, who presided at it, gave the 
object of the Meeting his most cordial support, and 
has since condescended to become one of the Vic<^ 
presidents of the Society, 

The Polish Bible Society at Warsaw, also deserves 
particular mention. Its establishment, after various 
impediments during two years, has now been accoov 
plished; and for this auspicious event Poland is 
materially indebted to the benevolence and promp- 
titude of His Majesty the Emperor of Russia, wli^ 
happily was at Warsaw when Mr. Pinkerton ar- 
rived there, and graciously consented to be the 
Patron of this new Institution. The President of 
it is Prince Adam Czartorisfcy. 

The scarcity of the Holy Scriptures in Poland if 
extreme ; and your Committee feel great pleasure in 
statii^, that a resolution was adopted by the Polish 
Bible Society, for immediately printing an edition of 
10,000 copies oi the Polish Nevv Testament without 
note or comment, and that they have assisted this 
desirable undeirtaking by a grant of {iO€i The 
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Russian Bible Society immediately presetited 500 
Polish Testaments to this new Institation^ to 
enable it to commence the work of distribntbg the 
Scriptures. 

Measures have been adopted for the formation of 
Bible Societies at Cracow, Cherson, Grodno, Per* 
nau, and Fellen in Livonia. 

The Tarioas Branch Societies noticed in former 
Reports, are, generally, in a state of progressive 
activity. The four Committees, at Moscow, Voro- 
nez, Theodosia, and Kamentz, were visited by 
Mr. Pinkerton, who was highly gratified by thehr 
zeal and efficiency. 

The report of the Rev. Mr. Paterson, who with the 
Secretary of the Russian Bible Society made a tour 
into the East Sea Provinces, is equally favourable 
with respect to the Branch Societies at Dwpat, Mit* 
tan, Riga, Revel, and Areusburg; and from the 
information presented at the Anniversary of the 
Russian Bible Society, it appeared, that the 
divine blessing had accompanied, in an eminent 
measure, its efforts for the distribution of the Holy 
Scriptures. 

A letter from the Vice-President of the R^ So- 
ciety commnnicates the thanks of 300,000 inhabi- 
tants of Idvonia, for the assistance afforded by the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, towards com- 
pleting the Xiettoniaa New Testament. It also adds. 
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that, during the last three years, more Bibles have 
been demanded and distributed, than, probably, in 
the thirty preceding. 

Applications have been received by the Moscow 
Committee, for copies of the New Testament, from 
Piocesans in the innermost recesses of Siberia. 

At Voronez, it has been determined to institute 
Bible Associations in the thirteen district towns of 
the province; and numerous copies of the New 
Testament have been issued by the Committees 
at Moscow -and Voronez, as well as by others, for 
the use of the schools. 

Among the information collected by Mr. Pin* 
kerton, in the course of his journey, that relating to 
the disposition of many of the Jews to receive the 
New Testament, is particularly interestiag. The 
late wars and commotions on the earth, with the 
present wonderful exertions to spread the Holy 
Scriptures among all nations, seem to have made a 
deep impression on the minds of many of that peo- 
ple. Your Committee, most anxious to gratify every 
such disposition, have procured from the Society 
for Promoting Christianity among the Jews, copies^ 
ef the Gospels and Acts in Hebrew ; and dispatched 
supplies to the Russian, Polish, and Frankfort 
Bible Societies. 

At a humble village in the midst of the extensive 
desert of Little Tartary, Mr. Pinkerton had an 
opportunity of showing the first sheet of the Turkiflfl^ 
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Bible, and also a part of the Tartar New Testament^ 
to several Efiendis and Mollas, titles which desi^^-^ 
nate them to be of the Mahomedan faith. One 
of the former solicited these sheets ; and, having 
obtained them, read them aloud to a number of 
the priests and people who followed him. Many 
intreated to have a copy; and the scene was so 
striking, th^t the Count de Maison, Chief Governof 
of all the Tartars in that quarter, before whose house 
it had taken place, remarked to Mr. Pinkerton» 
'* Indeed^ Sir, these people are prepared for 
you." 

The Persian New Testament has been eagerly 
sought for, both by Persians and Tartars, and the 
Calmuc Version of the Gfospel is in great demand. 
In the whole course of his Tour through Russia, 
Mr. Pinkerton seems every where to have found 
dispositions most favourable to the object of it; and, 
on his return to St. Petersburg, he was . most cor- 
dially welcomed by Prince Galitzin, who con- 
ceived that he. could not gratify him more than by 
the information, '' that His Imperial Majesty was 
more than ever iuterested in the cause of the Bible 
Society." This illustrious Monarch has entered into 
the views of that Institution with a zeal mojst ho- 
nourable to his patriotism, benevolence, and piety. 
He has bestowed on it substantial, and even muni- 
ficent proofs of his regard ; and the Committee of 
the Russian Bible Society have their depository 
and printing office in a lai^e and commodious house, 
the gift of His Iniperial Majesty. Whatever aid 
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id wanting to render the blessings of the Bible uni* 
versal in his wide dominions, he has shown him* 
self on all occasions ready to grant ; and he has, in . 
particular, urged augmented expedition^ in com* 
pleting the translation and printing of the whole 
Bible in the Vernacular Russian, with the modt 
liberal oflfers of support and assistatice. 

With sentiments of profound respect and gratitude 
to the Emperor of all the Russias, your Committee 
have only to express their hope, that in the increased 
happiness of his subjects, in consequence of that 
moral and religious improvement which His Majesty 
is so anxiously labouring to promote, he will find an 
augmentation of his own« 

It may be further noticed, in this place, that 
His Imperial -Majesty has honoured the Bible 
Society in Finland with the assurance of his 
continued favour, and has encouraged its exer- 
tions in printing the quarto edition of the Finnish 
Bible, by the loan of a considerable sum, free of 
interest for five years. The Finnish Bible in octavo 
has been completed ; and the Society in Finland is 
now enabled to commence the distribution of the 
Scriptures on an extensive scale. The highly re-- 
spectable Bishop of Finland, as well as His Excel- 
lency, the Governor-General, have been unremitting 
in their exertions to promote the object of the Bible 
Society there, both by precept and example; and 
this Institution has proved a real blessing to the 
inhabitants of that country. 

The following brief statement will exhibit the pro- 
gress of the Russian Bible Society, in printing the 
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Holy Scriptures. The number ef copies which had 
issued from the press, at the period of its Third An^ 
niversary, was 87,100. The calculation for 1817, 
amounts to 08,000 copies, that for 1818, to 105,000 ; 
and it is hoped that this number will be increased, 
in proportion to the skill acquired in stereotype print* 
ing, and the demands for copies. 

The Holy Scriptures are now circulating in twenty** 
five different languages; and among the new 
dialects in which it is proposed to print them, are 
the following : a Turkish edition of the New Testa* 
ment in the Armenian character, for the use of 
Armenians, who read only Turkish ; a Wallachian 
Bible, and a New Testament, in the Bulgarian, into 
which it is to be translated. It is also in contempla- 
tion to procure a Version of the New Testament into 
the dialect of the Buijats, (which is that of the Mon- 
golian Tribes in general,) at the particular request 
of that people, accompanied by repeated subscrip- 
tions. 

Your Committee cannot conclude this branch of 
their. Report, without adverting to two documents 
which hare been published. The first, a letter ad- 
dressed to the President of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society by Prince Galitzin, which will be 
perused with sentiments of the highest esteem, rene- 
ration, and affection, for .the illustrious writer. The 
other, the address of the Archbishop of Moscow, 
at its Third Anniversary, in which he displayed, in 
striking colours, ^^ the wonderful love of God to our 
generation, who, when infiddity, with all its train of 
iniquities, and wars, and confusion, and desolations, 
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had deluged the land of Christendom with "the 
blood of its inhabitants, was pleased, amidst this aw^ 
ful scene of human woe, to raise up shining witnesses 
to the truth, by the establishment of Bible Societies 
in so many different nations, and to crown their 
exertions with such distinguished success, in 
disseminating the glorious Gospel of mercy and 
peace." 

It would be injustice to the merits of the Rev. 
Messrs. Paterson, Henderson^ and Pinkerton, to 
pass over, without particular notice, their labours in thd 
three Northern Kingdoms of Europe. Nothing can 
more satisfactorily prove the sound discretion which 
has always accompanied a zeal which never relaxes, 
than the cordiality with which their services are 
courted and received, and the esteem which they 
acquire, wherever those services are employed; 
They have all laboured most successfully in Russia, as 
well as in other countries. The letters of Mr. Pin- 
kerton exhibit his indefatigable exertions, both in 
Russia and Germany ; to those of Mr. Henderson, 
much of what has been accomplished in the Danish 
dominions^ particularly in Iceland^ in the Duchy 
of Sleswig-Holsteiu, and the North of Germany, is 
to be attributed ; and the active services of Mr. Pa- 
tersou in Sweden as well as in Russia, in varfous 
departments, have been equally distinguished, and 
will long be gratefully remembered. 

Without entering into a more specific detail of 
services which cannot be too highly appreciated, 
your C5ommittee*have only, in conclusion, to repeat 
the obligations of the Society to these zealous col* 
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leagues, and to offer them the just tribute of their 
highest esteem and affection. 

Your Committee have now to notice a few miscel- 
laneous articles of information, in the European 
Department of their Report. 

The situation of Malta has proved very conve- 
nient as a depot for the Scriptures, from which they 
have been extensively disseminated in various lai> 
guages. Copies of the Modern Greek New Testa- 
ment have been circulated by the Bishop of Janina 
among his own people, and at Candia, Cyprus, 
Rhodes, and other places; and many applications for 
them have been received by him, from distant parts. 
** It never happens," says the Bishop, " when we meet 
on the Sabbath Day in our place of worship, that Ave 
are not excited to pray for the welfare of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, that it may extend its 
labours of love." 

Your Committee have to acknowledge their obli- 
gations to Admiral Sir Charles Penrose, Comman- 
der-in-Chief in the Mediterranean, for his readiness 
to assist the dispersion of the Holy Scriptures 
among the Ionian Islands, and other places visited 
by the ships under his command. 

The attention of your Committee to supply the 
Danish Contingent, at Valenciennes, with the Scrip- 
tures, through the agency of their Chaplain, has 
|>een thaukfallv acknowledged by the Commander 
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in Chief, His Highness Frederic Prince 6f Hesse, 
in the name, and by the desire, of His Danish 
Majesty, 

The infottnation from Madeira, respecting the 
distribution of the Portuguese New Testament in 
that island, is very satisfactory. The Roman Ca- 
tholic Clergy there, \frho, for (he most part, possess 
66piesl Of it, so far from discountenancing the circu- 
lation 6f the New Testament, enc6ura^6 the pur- 
chase of it ; and much disappointment has been fre- 
quently expressed by the inhabitants, that they 6'an- 
HOt obtain the whole Bible in theft o\Vn laiiguag^\ 

A large assortment of Spanish and It^ianf New 
Testaments has been sent to Gibraltar,^ fe^r distri- 
butidu. 

The trabsiactions in Amei'ica, as connected with 
the object of the British and Foreign Bible Society^ 
have ever been viewed by your Committee with 
peculiar interest It is therefore with no small 
satisfaction that they, are enabled t6^ anndunce th£ 
establishment of a General Natiohal Institution, on 
that Continent, under the dehominatibu of ** The 
American .Bible Society." 

Referring to the dotumehtii in the Appehdiit id 
this Report, for detailed information on this subject, 
your Committee cannot deny themselves the plea^re 
of quo^ng the following extract, from the address 
of the American Society to the people of the 
United States, as expressive of sentiments which 
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Are equally recoguized and felt by the Members of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society. 

** No spectacle ciii be so illiistrious in itself, so 
touching to liian, or so gratefitf to God, as a nation 
pouring forth its devotion; its talents, and its trea* 
sures, for that kingdom of the Saviour; which is 
righteousness aiid peace. 

** If there be a single ineasiire \^hlch can over-rule 
dbjection, siibdue oppossition, add command exer- 
tion ; this is the measiire. 

" That all our voices, all- oUr affections; all our 
hands, should be joined in the grand design of pro- 
lliotii^ " peace on earthy aiid good Mrill toward men ;*' 
that they should resist the advance of misery, should 
carry the light of instruction into the dominions 
of ignorance, and the balm of joy to th6 doul of 
anguish, and all tihis by diffusing the oracles of God ; 
addresses to the understanding an argument which 
cannot be encountered, and to the heart an appeal 
which its holiest emotions rise up to sdcond. 

** Under Such impressions, and with such views^ 
fathers, brethren,^ fellow-citizens^ the American 
Bible Society has been formed." 

Your Committee have had the pleasure to offer to 
the new Institution a testimony of their esteem smd 
good wishes, by a Donation of 600/., in aid of its 
funds ; and the Rev. Dr. Mason, Secretary to the 
American Bible Society, has persoDally expressed 
to your Committee, in its behalf, its veneration for 
the British and Foreign Bible Society, and its thatiks 
for the donation. 

Your Conniiittee have furtlier aided the o|)eratioijf 

e2 
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of this National Institution, by the offer of a du*- 
plicate set of stereotype plates for the French Bible, 
at prime cost, dividing the expense of the compo* 
sition between the two Societies. This* offer has 
been thankfully accepted by the American Bible 
Society, as it will enable it immediately to supply 
the numerous French inhabitants of that Continent, 
with the whole Bible in their vernacular tongue. 

The accession of the American Bible Societies, 
as Auxiliaries to the National Society, is considerable 
and increasing; the number, within eight months 
after its foundation, amounted to seventy. Ne%r 
Societies have been formed for the express purpose of 
uniting with it, among which the New York Female 
Bible Society claims the privilege of having been 
its first Auxiliary. This is only one of many similar 
Associations which have been established t^m 
America, and from whose active exertions the 
greatest advantages have been derived. 

It would be impossible for your Committee, with- 
out a disproportionate enlargement of their Report, 
to enter into a detailed account of the proceedings 
of the Local Bible Societies, on the Western Cotiti- 
rifent ; it will, however, be furnished by copious ex- 
tracts from several of their own Reports, which will 
appear in the Appendix. 

The following brief statement, from the Com- 
mittee of the Louisiana Bible Society, will be heard 
with interest. 

*' Numerous applications have been made for 
Bibles, by tlie free people of colour \ the Catholics, 
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even the strictest <^ them, are willing, with scarcely 
an exception, to receive and read the Bible. The 
Spanish inhabitants have been remarkably pleased 
by obtaining the New Tenfament in their native lai> 
guage, and have received it with demonstrations of 
Joy ; and some slaves, who were able to read, have 
been gratified with copies. 

'^ The first 1000 Spanish Testaments, furnished to 
the above Society, by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, were just distributed as the second donation 
of the like number arrived. 

" The applications from Spanish Captains of ves- 
sels have been numerous ; and few have sailed from 
New Orleans, for a Spanish port, without taking a 
few copies." 

Your Committee, upon receiving tliis information, 
immediately ordered a further supply of 1000 copies 
to be placed at the disposal of the Committee of 
the Louisiana Bible Society, 

The Reports of the American Bible Societies to 
which a reference has been made, exhibit the bencr 
volent spirit which animates them, their assiduity 
to ascertain the religious Mants of the people, an 
ardour to supply them, many interesting facts re- 
lating to the circulation of the Scriptures, a high 
sense of the important duty which they have under- 
taken, forcible appeals to the benevolence and cour 
sciences of individuals to co-operate in the glorious 
cause, and a feeling of brotherly love, which cannot 
be better exemplified than by the following quota- 
tion from the First Report of the Bibl^ Society at

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Columbia, the seat of whose operations is at Wash* 
ingtpn. 

f * In the Bible Society, the followers of the Lamb

^' Th6 designation of the American Bible Society is 
not meant to indicate ^ny restriction of its labours'; 
Although sensible that its imniediate sphere of actibil 
will for a long time employ and engross the cares oif 
the Institution, and of all the local Bible Societies 
of the land, it will embrace with thapjcfulneiss aiid 
pleasure every Opportunity, according to its ability, 
of conve;^irig, by means of the Bible, the light of 
life and immortality to such aceessible parts of the 
world as are destitute of this blessing. 
' '* In this high vocation; it id the ambition of the 
Society to ba' fellow- workers with those who are 
ifellow-workets with' God." ' 

' Your Committee, in concluding this division of 
their Report, have only to express their cordial 
esteem for the sister Institution in America, with an 
assurance, that the Members of the British and Fo- 
reign Bible Society will ever most cordially rejoice 
in its swccefiis. * . ;

In that part of America which is subject to the 
British dominion, a Bible Society has been formed in 
Nova Scotia, under the title of the Auxiliary Society 
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pf YanK»>iith and Argyle, in which towns, Branch 
Societies had previously existed, in .connexion with 
the Nova Scotia Auxiliary Society. This Society 
}^as remitted to yqjor Committee the sum of 
|B7/. 175. lOd. currency, the amount of its subscrip? 
(ions. 

Yoijr Committee have also to acknowledge the 
|-eceipt of 1002. sterling fjrpm the Quebec Auxir 
liary Society. 

"jThe Missionaries at Labrador are pursuing, with 
jgreat assiduity, their useful labours, in completing 
|;heir , translation of the New Testament into the 
dialect of the Esquimaux. The Acts of the Apos- 
ties have been printed in the course of the past year. 
Their diligence is encouraged by the increasing dis- 
position of the Esquimaux for the profitable perusal 
of the Scriptures. 

FrpiR the Auxiliary Bible Society of the People of 
Colour in Kingston, Jamaica, your Committee havq 
received a second remittance of 141/. 6^. 8d. cur- 
l^ency, with an expression of unfeigned regret, that 
the means of the Sopiety are unequal to it§ 
wishes. 

The Auxiliary Bibl« Spciety at English Harl^our^ 
in the island of Antigua, has also remitted the further 
mm of 25/. sterling. 

At Berbice, an Auxiliary Bible Society has been 

e4 " ' 
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established, under the patronage of His Exeelleiicy 
Governor Bentinck, with an assurance of his endea- 
vours to promote its laudable views. The informa- 
tion was accompanied by a remittance of 50?. 
sterling. 

Some Bibles and Testaments which were sent td 
Saint Kitt's, have been distributed among the Ne-r 
groes in that island, and eagerly read by thenv 
Your Committee, in consequence, have cheerfully 
complied with an application for an additional num? 
ber of Bibles and Testaments, for sale ox gratuitous 
distribution.

The formation of an Auxiliary Bible Society for 
the Peninsula of Sierra Leone, and the British Set- 
tlements and Establishments on the Western Coast 
of Africa, has been announced by His Excellency 
C. McCarthy, Governor of Sierra Leone. This 
pleasing intelligence has been followed by remit- 
tances, to the amount of 211/. 16^. 6d. sterling, ai; 
contributions from the New African Auxiliary- 

Your Committee are much indebted to the care of 
the Reverend G. Thom, in the disposal of the Bibles 
and Testaments sent to him for distribution at the 
Cape of Good Hope. Many Bibles have been pur- 
chased by the 72d regiment, and small sums have 
been received from slaves who would not accept 
the Scriptures gratuitously. Several copies have 
been consigned to the charge of Mr. Schmelin, a 
Missionary in the interior, at a distance often weeks 
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journey from Cape Town, for the use of the Nama- 
quas, among' whom he is successfully labouring., 
Some of the converts of this nation, who could read, 
were brought to the Cape, Mr. Thorn further states 
the gratitude of the Hottentots and Slaves, when 
they receive the wjiole Bible, as a reward of their 
industry in reading the Scriptures. 

The intelligence from the Rev. J. Read, at 
Bethelsdorp, in South Africa, is also very gratis 
fying. He mentions, that a Hottentot, named Sarnp^ 
son, who, though more than fifty years of age, had 
^earned to read, upon seeing the Bibles sent for 
distribution, exclaimed, *^ These are the Weapons 
that will conquer Africa ; they have conquered me." 
The first purchaser of a Bible was a Hottentot, who, 
^t the age of forty, had also learned to read. Fifty 
Bibles were presented, on the first day of distribu** 
tion, to as many children, who could read well. Mr. 
!|[iead hopes, from the progress made in a few months, 
that there will soon be but few children of whom the 
same may not be said. He adds, that there are a 
yast number of adults who can read the Bible. 

A small Society has been established in the Inte- 
rior, under the name of the Caledon Auxiliary 
Society, which has intimated its intention of sending 
a remittance of 198 Rix Dollars ; and a supply of 
Bibles and Testaments has been forwarded to it, 
by your Committee, as well as to several other sta- 
tions in that quarter of the globe. 
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The Appendix to the Report will contain an 
interesting letter from the Rev. E. Bickersteth, 
respecting the favourable disposition of the Sasoos, 
MandingoeSy and some other natives of Western 
Africa, to receive Arabic Bibles. Your Committer 
are equally anxious to encourage and gratify this 
disposition. 

In concluding the report of their proceedings^ 
and of the transactions connected with the Society, 
in the Foreign Department, your Committee have, 
to express their grateful acknowledgments to 
the foreign Bible Societies, and their correspondents 
in general, for the valuable and interesting com«» 
munications with which they have favoured 
them. The limits prescribed to their - Report, 
as well as to its Appendix, must necessarily 
restrict their inclination for publishing much which 
would be read with deep interest. They earnestly 
solicit the continuance of those communications from 
the Societies in connexion with them, and their 
correspondents in all parts, as well for their own 
gratifipatioQ, as for that of the public in the United 
Kingdom, and in other parts of the world, who feel 
an interest in the object of Bible Institutions. 

In the Oriental Department of your Committee*a( 
Report, the Calcutta Auxiliary Bible Society claims 
the fy^t notice. It is justly observed, in the Fifth 
Beport of that Society, that, from the difficulties it 
has to contend with, in printing Versions of the 
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Scriptures in different languages, and in preparing 
correct translations of them for circulation, a matter 
properly deemed of the greatest importance, its pro- 
gress must necessarily be slow. The proceedings of 
the Calcutta Auxiliary Society, however, are not 
exposed to the imputation of tardiness or insuffi- 
ciency, nor have they in any measure fallen short 
of expectation. 

It has printed and published Versions of the New 
Testament, in Tamul and Cingalese, for the benefit 
of the natives on the Coast of India and Ceylon ; 
Malay Testaments in the Roman character, for the 
use of the Amboynese : and it is now engaged in 
printing the Bible in the Malay, Armenian, and 
Tamul languages ; an edition of the Malay Version 
of the Bible and Testament in the Arabic character; 
and one of the New Testament in the Malayalim, or 
Malabar language and character ; besides the Hin- 
doostannee Testan^ent, translated by the joint la- 
bours of the late Mr. Martyn, and Mirza Fitret, in 
the Nagree, its proper character. This Version was 
originally published by the Corresponding Com- 
mittee in the Persian character, for the use of 
another class of readers, at the expense of the Bri- 
tish and Foreign Bible Society. It is further proper 
to add, that by the assistance of the Auxiliary 
Society at Cal(!utta, Europeans sind Natives, speak- 
ing the English and Portuguese languages, are sup- 
plied with Bibles and Testaments respectively. 

from the Corresponding Committee at Calcutta, 
your Committee have the pleasure to learn, that the 
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Kew Testament in vernacular ^rabic is in circula* 
tion, and that the style of the Version, for correct- 
ness and fidelity, is highly approved by the best 
Arabic scholars in Bengal, European and Native, 
whose opinions have been consulted. The Cor- 
responding Committee have Jong had in contem- 
plation the publication of a correct Version of the 
whole Scriptures in vernacular Arabic, and they are 
not without a prospect of its accomplishment. 

The Persian Version of the New Testament, by 
Mr. Martyn, is, probably, by this time, in circulation 
in India. 

From a Memoir, relative to the progress of the 
translations carrying on at Serampore in the year 
1815, transmitted by the Corresponding Com- 
mittee, an extract from which will be printed in the 
Appendix, it appears, that the whole Scriptures 
have been published in the Bengalee and Orissa 
dialects. The Pentateuch^ Historical Books of the 
Old Testament, and the New Testament, have 
been published in Sanscrit. The Hagiographa 
is in the press, and the translation of the Prophetic 
Books nearly completed, The Pentateuch, and 
the Historical Books in the Mahratta language, 
have been long in circulation ; other parts were 
nearly printed. The Sikh New Testament has 
been published. The Pentateuch in Chinese is 
in the press. Besides the above, the Gospels have 
been translated into seventeen different dialectSi of 
which some are now printing. 
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Impressed with the extent and importance 
of these undertakings both at Calcutta and 
Serampore, your Committee have made a spetial 
Grant of 2000Z. to their Corresponding Committee 
in Bengal, in addition to their Annual Contri*' 
bution of the like amount 

The attention of the Auxiliary Society at Co- 
lombo in Ceylon, is closely directed to the pub- 
lication of the Version of the Cingalese New 
Testament by Mr. Tolfrey ; and, according to the 
last accounts, the printing was nearly advanced, 
to the end of St. John's Gospel, 

A Letter from the Honourable Sir Alexander 
Johnston, Chief Justice of Ceylon, will appear in 
the Appendix, giving an interesting account 
of the conversion of a Priest of Buddhoo, as " one 
of the many proofs" which occur daily, of the effect 
produced among the natives, by the circulation 
of the Holy Scriptures. 

A diligent perusal of the Gospel in Cingalese, 
convinced him of the vast difference between 
the fabulous confusion of the Buddish Mythology, 
and the simple impressive truths of Divine Reve- 
lation. It may be reasonably hoped, that, when the 
New Testament in Cingalese is in general circu- 
lation, the influence of the Gospel will be more 
extensively felt. 

Your Committee have been informed, that the 
above-mentioned Priest is now engaged in as- 
sisting to translate the Holy Scriptures. 
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The Second Report of the Bombay Auxiliary 
Society has been received. It mentions the suc- 
cessful endeavours of the Society to distribute the 
Scriptures in Portuguese among the native Chris- 
tians speaking that language, that a considerable 
number of copies had been dispersed in the Islands 
of Bombay and Salsette; and that 600 copies 
had been forwarded to Goa, at the particular 
request of the British Envoy, who describeis thtf 
Natives, and even some Priests, as anxious tO re-^ 
ceive them. 

The Committee of the Bombay Society have 
availed themselves of a very liberal oflfer from 
D^. Johti Taylor, of Bombay, to superintend the 
translation of any part of the Scriptures into 
the Mahratta and Guzerattee languages; and 
have proposed, in the first instance, the translation 
of the Gospel of St. Matthew into each. 

Your Committee trust, that these beginnings 
will be followed by other attempts for commu- 
nicating the Holy Scriptures to the natives within 
the proper sphere of the Bombay Auxiliary So-* 
ciety. With a view to an enlarged distribution 
of them, it has made several considerable pur- 
chases of them, from the Depository of your 
Society, in the English, Portuguese, and Syriac 
languages. 

Supplies of the Syriac Testament have been 
sent to other parts of India, for the benefit of the 
Christians of the Syrian Church. In this service 
they have been aissisted by the liberality of a 
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JBenefactress, who, upoa contributiog 000/. to the 
funds of the Society, directed that 200/. should 
be appropriated to supplying the Syriac Christiaos 
with copies of the Scriptures in their own language. 

It is a great satisfaction to yoiir Conunitteei 
to be able to state; on the authority of the Rev« 
i. C. Supper, Secretary to the Java Auxiliary BibW 
Society, that the Institution has the assurance 
that it may expect the most decided support 
and co-operation from the new Dutch Governor 
General, His Excellency Baron van der Capellen, 
of whom Mr. Supper speaks in the. highest 
terms. The intelligence from Java respecting 
the aecceptance of the Chinese New Testament 
by th& Chinese settled in that Island, is highly 
encouraging and interesting. It appears that 
many of them not only read the New Testament, 
but are anxious to obtain explanations of passages 
which they do not understand. *' These Chinese," 
Mr. Supper adds, *' have already turned their 
Idols out of their houses, and are desirous of 
becoming Christians." One of the most opulent 
of the Chinese in Java observed : ** I have read 
Mr. Morrison's New Testament with pleasure; 
it is very fine ; and it would be well if every one 
led such a life as Jesus Christ has taught him to 
lead." This introduced a conversation, the result 
of which was, ** that the Chinese, on his return 
to his home, tore all the painted images from 
the wall and threw them into the fire." He has 
never since firequented the Chinese Temples^ 
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Mfc Supper has also coramuniciated some very 
pleasing intelligence of the effects produced by 
the perusal of the Arabic Bible on the followers 
of Mahomed* 

One of his pupils reads the Holy Scriptures 
with Mahomedans, three times a week, converses 
with them on what they have read, and tliey 
afterwards join in prayer with him in his own 
house. Some of the Priests have applied to 
Mr. Supper, through the same pupil, for an 
Arabic Bible. The solicitation is never acquiesced 
in, until the repetition of it proves an anxiety 
to obtain the favour solicited. 

As Mr. Supper's letter is printed in the Appendix, 
your Committee will omit further extracts from 
it, earnestly recommending the perusal of thfe 
whole. 

The Rev. Mr. Morrison was pursuing his impor- 
tant labours of translating the Old Testament into 
Chinese, and had advanced as far as the Book 
of Psalms, when he was called upon to attend the 
Embassy to Pekin. 

The following observations from a letter addressed 
by him to Mr, Secretary Owen, forcibly point out 
the importance attending the distribution of the Scrip- 
tures in Java, independently of the personal bene- 
fits to those who immediately receive them :" I cherish 
a hope that Christian knowledge will gradually enter 
by the return of the natives from the Archipelago. 
It is a good maxim with the Chinese^ first to attempt 
what is near and easy, before aimjuig at what 10 re^ 
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mote ^d difficult. Let us pay early attention to 
the Chinese living under a Christian government at 
Jav^, and the other islands. From among them, I 
trust, God will raise up men who shall carry the 
glad tidings of salvation to their countrymen on the 
Continent." 

Mr. Morrison had entered into an engagement' for 
printing an edition of 8000 copies of the duodecimo 
Chinese New Testament, and 1500 of the octavo 
edition, at Malacca. Your Committee have assisted 
the important work in which Mr. Morrison is en- 
gs^d, by a further donation of 1000/. 

Hie formation of an Auxiliary Society at Am- 
boyna, which has for its object the diffusion of the 
Scriptures among the numerous inhabitants of that, 
and the adjacent islands, is a new and interesting 
event. The letter, communicating the intelli- 
gence of its establishment, was accompanied by a 
remittance of 346/., which has since been aug- 
mented to the sum of 968/. sterling, as the first 
year's contributions of this Society to the Parent 
Institution. 

Independently of the Heathen tribes, the Christian 
population of the Moluccas is alone computed to 
amount to about 20,000 souls, in general extremely 
Ignorant of the doctrines and duties a[>pertaining 
to Christianity, but not without a just reverence 
for the religion in which they have been educated. 
To these the Scriptures will be an invaluable present ; 
and it will be the care of your Committee to furnish 
Uiem. 

f 
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In addition to the 2,000 copies of the Malay 
New Testament in the Roman character, printed 
in India, as noticed in. the last Report, your Com- 
mittee, at the urgent request of the Amboyna 
Auxiliary Society, have commenced an edition of 
5000 copies of the whole Bible, and 5000 additional 
copies of the New Testament. And for the use of the 
numerous Malays in the Archipelago, who are not 
settled among Europeans^ an edition in the Arabjk 
character is conteiiiplated by the Committee of the 
Netherlands Bible Society; for whose encourage- 
ment in this important work your Committee have 
offered, if they will enlarge their edition, to take 
5000 copies of the whole Bible, and the like num- 
jber of additional Nerw Testaments^ 

Branch Bible Societies have been formed at 
Malacca, and Prince of Wales's Island, in con- 
nexion vvith the Calcutta Auxiliary Society, under 
the patronage of the Governor and Commandant 
respectively. 

The general result of the intelligence from the 
East, shows a progressive activity in promoting the 
circulation of the Scriptures, both among Chris- 
tians and Heathens ; and the success which has 
attended these exertions, affords an encouraging 
hope, that they will in time produce the most bene-? 
ficial effecti^. 

For more detailed information in this department^ 
yoiu* Committee beg leave to refer to the documents 
in the Appendix. With an extract from one of 
them^ an address from the soldiers of His .Ma->. 
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gesty's 59th regiment, late at Java, by whom the 
attention of the Committee was first engaged to 
that island, they will now conclude this part of their 
Report : 

" We request that you will present our heartfelt 
thanks to the Committee, for thinking of us in a 
distant part of the world, and imparting to us the 
Bread of Life in a thirsty and barren soil, where it 
was impossible for us to procure this heavenly trea- 
isure, although we had all the inoniey in the East 
Indies to offer for it." 

These soldiers have recently paid to the Java 
Auxiliary Society, On account of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, the sum of 77/. 10^. sterling, 
heing thei amount of contributions from themselves 
and comrades, including small sums received for 
Bibles and Testaments intrusted to their charge. 

The domestic bccurrences of the Society are now 
to be reported. It might reasonably have been ex* 
pected^ that, during a season of uncommon embar- 
rassments and privations, the British and Foreign 
Bible Sociiety would have felt its influence, in a tem- 
porary abridgment of it^ means, as arising from the 
public benevolence. But your Committee have no 
iregret to expriess on this account ; on the contrary, it 
will appear, froih the specification of the sums con- 
tributed by the Auxiliary Societies, since the last 
Annual Meeting, that the pure flame of charity has 
icontinued to glow with undiminished ardour. And 
it cannot fail to be highly gratifying to the Members 

f2 
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of this Institution, to leara, that, during the last 
year, to the period when the Society's accounts are 
annually made up, the contributions from Auxir 
liary Societies, amounted to no less a sum than 
52,027/. 9s, 8d., notwithstanding the accession of 
new Societies has been inconsiderable, compared 
with former years, owing to the ground having 
previously been occupied. 

The following is a list of the Auxiliary Societies, 
with their several contributions, since the last An- 
nual Report, together with their remittances for 
the purchase of Bibles and Testaments during 
the same period ; to which is added, a statement 
of the total amount from the commencement, 
together with the date of their establishments 
i-espectively.*

While your Committee retiira tfieir gratefi^l 
acknowledgments to the benefactors of the Society, 
whether associated or individual, within and with- 
out the United Kingdom, they feel it a paramount 
duty to offer their devout thanksgiving to Almighty 
God, for the liberal support which the Institution 
has received. They are persuaded that the charity 
on which its existence and efficiency depend, while 
it finds gratification iif the humble hope that it may 
be made subservient to the glory of God, and the 
happiness of man, seeks neither applause nor remu- 
ueration ; rejoicing in its power to administer to the 
wants of the household of faith, at home and abroad, 
and to provide a repast of spiritual and immortal 
food for strangers and aliens, whom it invites to 
partake of '% it implores the divine blessing on the 
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application of its bounty, ascribing to God alone the 
praise and glory of the disposition wbicli he has 
inspired. Contemplated as a proof of the deep 
interest which the object of the Institution retains 
in the public mind, it affords the purest gratification 
to the raembera and friends of the British and Fo- 
reign Bible Society, as it must to all who feel that 
" righteousness exalteth a nation," and that the 
work and effect of it are peace and quietness, and 
assurance for ever. 

To what has been said in former Reports on the 
subject of Bible Associations, which have so essen- 
tially contributed to enlarge the funds of the Society, 
your Committee will only add the following ob- 
servation, that the very principle of tliose Asso- 
ciations is calculated to operate as a monitory and 
restraining influence on the members of them. They 
see and*feel the inconsistency of a life devoted to 
licentious indulgenpes and immoral habitsi!, with the 
open and reiterated profession of a veneration for 
that Book which so forcibly and explicitly condemns 
them, while their regulated orderly meetings, and 
their monthly and weekly contributions, for pro- 
moting the circulation of it, tend to invigorate those 
fediings, and render them habitual. And when this 
influence is considered as extending (as from the 
active participation of females, and the young, in this 
service of love, it will naturally do) to the families 
of the members of these Associations, the consi- 
deration opens a new source of exhilarating hope, 
with respect to the rising and future generations,

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It appears almost superfluous in your OoiUr 
mittee to notice again, what nearly every county 
in England has so pflt^n witnessed, the inde- 
fatigable exertions of the Secretaries of the So- 
ciety. But they cannot omit the discharge of a 
most agreeable duty, and the official expression 
of their cordial acknowledgment for gratuitous: 
services, vvhich nothing would h^ve enabled your 
Secretaries to perfomj, but p.^ devoted ?:eal for 
the cause in which they are engaged. 

Your Con^raittee piost iinfeignedly lament the 
injurious effects of these exertions on the health 
and constitution of the Rev. Jo)m Owen ; and they 
are persuaded, that \ie i(yiU cl^rive under those 
sufferings which have now continued nearly a year^ 
all the consolation which the esteem, regret, an4 
sympathy of the Members of the Institution can 
afford. 

Your Conjmittep, with the deepest concerq, 
Jiave to announce the loss which they have sus- 
tained by the death of Baron yon Diez, at Berlin, 
This Nobleman, distinguishecl by bis learning and 
talents, and respected for the application which 
he made of them, so venerable for years and for 
piety, had proceeded as far as the Pentateuch, 
in superintending, in behalf .of this Society, th^ 
printing of the Turkish edition of the Scriptures ; 
a labour, to which, notwithstanding increasing inr 
firmities, he had long conscientiously devoted his 
whole time, when it pleased God to deprive youir 



\ 
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Committee of his invaluable asHistance, and the 
world of the fruits of his intended labours. 

Scotland continues to fnanifest that zealous 
interest in the advancement of the common cause, 
which it has so constantly displayed; and the 
good effects of its exertions are to be fpund in 
the progressive increase of its Auxiliary Societies, 
and Bible Associations, and in its munificent con- 
tributions, from various sources, to the funds of the 
Parent Society. Among the proofs of this asser- 
tion, which have ali*eady been specified, your 
Committee have the pleasure to adduce a renewed 
expression of the so often acknowledged liberality 
of the Presbytery of Glasgow, in their annual 
collection for the present yeap. 

Your Cojnmittee have the pleasure to remark, 
that, notwithstanding the distress which has been 
so severely felt in Ireland, the funds of the Hiber- 
man Bible Society have* scareely suffered any de- 
dication; and that the issue pf Bibles and 
Testaments by it during the last year, has ex- 
ceeded that of the former by upwards of twelve 
tbousand, making a total issue of nearly thirty- 
five thousand copies. 

Your Committee have had the peculiar satis- 
factiqn to assist the operations of this sister Insti- 
tution^ by relinquishing a claim of 1306/. sterling, for 
Bibles and Testaments furnished to it, as well 
as by the gratuitous accommodation of 10,00Q 
New Testaments.

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The addition of books to the Sodety's Library, 
during the last year, has been very considerable; 
and among its benefactors, to whose repeated 
liberality the Society is particularly indebted, they 
cannot omit particularly mentioning the name of 
the Rev. John Noble Coleman, of Holwell, near 
jSherborne, Dorset. 

In acknowledging this addition, your Committee 
think it their duty to observe, that advantage 
is now taking of the conveniences afforded by 
the Society's premises, so to class and arrange the 
books, as to exhibit a distinct view of the Society's 
collection, and encourage its friends to do every 
thing in their power to render it complete. 

A Catalogue will be issued a^ soon as the pro-? 
ceedings now going forward shall have been 
brought to a close; and it is hoped, that in the 
mean time the friends of the Society will uot 
relax in their zeal, to add such Versions of the 
Scriptures, and other Biblical works, as may 
render the Library worthy of the Institution tq 
whose use it is appropriated.

746,666 Bibles, 

929,328 Testaments; 
in all, 1,675,994 copies, exclusive of nearly 100,000 
circulated abroad at the charge of this Society, 
making a total of more than a Million and Threb 
Quarters of copies circulated by the British 
and Foreign Bible Society in twelve years. 

Your Committee, having now concluded the 
Report of their proceedings, will briefly state a 
few observations connected with the facts and 
information exhibited in it. 

The infancy of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society gave the promise of a vigorous maturity, 
which the progressive growth of thirteen years has 
amply confirmed. For complete and satisfactory 
#vidence, that it has hitherto fully answered its de- 
jlignation and end, it is only necessary to advert to 
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the extent to which the Holy Scriptures have been 
circulated 9 and to the numerous Institutions in 
different and jdistant parts of the world, now actively 
co-operating in the distribution of them. And while, 
on one hand, the Associations which have thus been 
formed on its example may be deemed a gratifying 
homage to the pure and benevolent principle of the 
Society, th^y come nearer to the feelings and expec- 
tations of its Members, when considered as a pro- 
vijsion for extending and perpetuating the benefit de- 
rived ffom it 

Devoutly ascribing these auspicious results, so 
astonishing by their magnitude, and so incalculably 
beneficial in their uses, to the divine favour alone ; 
your Committee may be permitted to indulge the 
satisfaction of contemplating them as the pleasing 
fruits of Christian union, founded on a lively sense 
of an identity o^T^nterest in the promises of the 
Oospel, and animated by the charitable desire to 
make all mankind partakers of its blessings. 
- It is from the active influence and energy of this 
union, that the British ahd Foreign Bible Society 
derives its meaus^ and information to direct their 
employment ; labourers for every soil, coadjutors 
in every quarter of the globe ; in a word, its support, 
encouragement, and success ; no Association formed 
on a narrower basis than of that universal benevo* 
lence which is the characteristic of the religion of 
Jesus, could have effected what it has accom- 
plished # 

Having but one object in view, and that not only 
simple and intelligible, but also involving/ a duty 
which Christians of kll denominatioies muf^ admit to 
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be of paramount obligation, this Catholic anion re- 
quires no compromise of its Members, and exacts 
no sacrifice of principles ; and hence js less liaUe 
to be disturbed by the collision of human pasmons 
and prejudices. Consolidated and enlivened by a 
constant reciprocation of Christian hopes and feel- 
ings, it exhibits and encourages those endearing 
sympathies which mark the source whence they 
spring, and which, if universally cultivated and 
improvedywould render the nations of the earth, what 
the Gospel was designed to make them — a holy bro- 
therhood, a community of love and peace. 

That the moral and religious influence of t\\e 
Scriptures has had a considerable and extensive 
operation, both in this and foreign countries, is too 
obvious to be questioned or denied. The salutary 
and efficacious counteraction which it has opposed 
to the increase of scepticism and infidelity, and to 
the progress of immorality and vice, together with 
all the evils which follow in their train, may be fairly 
enumerated among those of its general and ascer- 
tained effects, which have . contributed in no small 
degree to the preservation of social peace and order. 
Nor is evidence wanting, in addition to what has 
been adduced in the body of the Report, of its in- 
fluence with respect to a more important consum- 
mation. 

« 

*' Many, who never acknowledged the real value 
of this Blessed Volume," observes the tumble Presi- 
dent of the Swedish Bible Society, '* have been en- 
lightened by the Spirit of Go^, and look upon the 
Holy Scriptures with a more pious regard. The 
spirit of levity and mockery that prevailed as to the 
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doctrines of revelation, has considerably given way 
to a more serious and devout attention to their more 
important cgucerns." 

This testimony is strengthened by that of a car- 
respondent in Swabia, who asserts, that '* a growth 
in divine knowledge, and an increase in faith and 
love to Jesus Christ, are already visible in many thou- 
sand souls." 

If the preceding facts and reflectioDS suggest the 
most encouraging motives for perseverance in the 
great undertaking to which the Society has pledged 
itself, they will receive additional weight from the 
consideration, that, if the British and Foreign Bible 
Society had never existed, a large portion of th6 
millions who, it may be presumed, have been 
benefited by its exertions, might have lived and died 
without possessing a copy of the Sacred Volume, 
to whom therefore the Charter of Salvation would 
have been as if it had never been revealed. 

That it has pleased the Almighty, in his gracious 
dispensations, to awaken mankind in so remarkable 
a degree to a sense of the supreme importance of 
his Holy Word, and in times when his afflictive 
judgments were cJllculated to give it a peculiar im- 
pression, and that he has so particularly favoured 
this country, by selecting'from it his instruments for 
exciting this feeling, and giving operation to it, are 
motives for grateful adoration and praise. That the 
labourers in this vineyard are increasing all over 
the world#i8 no less a subject of joy and devout 
thanksgivmg. Their zeal, their exertions, their 
rivalship, their success, will ever be hailed by the 
Society which inspired them, with fraternal congra- 
tulations, and a cordial disposition to encourage and 
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assist them. Bat the British and Foreign Bible 
Society yviil never relinquish its claim to precedency 
in this labour of love ; it feels that no charity can be 
snore noble than that to which it is consecrated, and 
that no labour is more calculated to promote the glory 
of God in the highest, on earth peace and good will 
to man, than that to which it is exclusively devoted. 

" Thy real gloTy, Britain," to adopt the language 
of the Committee at Lausanne, *^ that which shines 
in the present day with so much lustre, is, the glory 
of enlightening the whole world with the bright 
beams of the Gospel ; of making the ocean on whose 
bosom thou art so majestically seated, proclaim to 
the four quarters of the world, * .Behold your God ;' 
and, by the force of mild persuasion, bringing all 
nations to reply, * Henceforth he shall be our God, 
and we will rejoice, because our eyes have seen 
his great salvation/ " 

Such indeed is the interest which the British and 
Foreign Bible Society has excited, that the prayers 
and benedictions of thousands attend its progress, 
and are offered up for its success ; and a suspension 
of its functions would be felt and lamented as a ca- 
lamity in every quarter of the globe. 

In the mutability of humai^ affairs it is possible, 
however, that the existing favourable opportunities 
for circulating the Holy Scriptures may suffer some 
diminution ; and it is certain, that, in a few years, 
both those who have devoted themselves to this 
benevolent duty, and those for whose more inime* 
diate benefit it has been undertaken, will be over- 
shadowed by that \iight in which no man can work. 

This, in addition to the awful considerations already 
stated, appeals most powerfully to the feelings and 
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principles, the benevolence and piety, of every be- 
liever in the Scriptures, to lose no opportunity in 
communicating to all who want it, the blessing of 
that Divine Revelation which an all-merciful God 
designed for the whole human race. The call for 
the Scriptures is more than ever extensive, loud, 
and importunate : by the blessing of God, the call 
shall be answered, and the desire shall receive its 
accomplishment. 

It has appeared to not a few, when contemplating 
the wonderful success of the Bible Institution, and 
the facilities opening to its progress, " That the 
Angel, having the everlasting Gospel to preach to 
them that dwell on the earth, and to every nation 
and kindred and tongue and people, has com- 
menced his flight in the midst of heaven." 

Whether tliis sublime vision is now offered to the 
eyes of mankind, or is to diffuse its lustre over the 
days to come, we may be allowed to enjoy the 
hope which it inspires, and to anticipate the blessed- 
ness which will flow from its realization. 

With these feelings, it remains only to offer devout 
supplication to Almighty God, that he will perfect 
the work which he has so abundantly prospered : 
that the zeal which he has inspired may never relax, 
until the spiritual wants of every believer in revela- 
tion shall have been supplied ; until the tidings of 
salvation shall have been communicated to every 
inhabitant of the earth. 

" Blessed be the Lord God, the God of Israel, 
"who only doeth wonderous things ; and blessed be 
his glorious name for ever ; and let the whole earth 
be filled with bis glory. Amen, and Amen."

It has happity fallen to my lot to be the instrument of amiouoc* 
ing \o yoo, for the information of the Committee of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, that an Auxiliary Institution has been 
formed at this Settlement, under the name of ** The Amboyna 
Auxiliary Bible Society ;" which has for its object the diffusion of 
religious knowledge among the numerous inhabitants of this, 
and the adjacent islands. 

To enable you to appreciate the peculiar inportanee and 
utility of a Bible Society in this remote quarter of the globe, it 
will be sufficient to observe, that, independently of the heathen 
tribes, whose conversion to the faith will, under certain limita<> 
tions, iall within the sphere of our labours^ the Christian popula«- 
tion of the Moluccas is alone computed to amount to about 
twenty thousand souls ; who, however desirous they may be of 
improving their moral character^ are entirely destitute of the 
necessary means; and are in general extremely ignorant of the 
doctrines and duties appertaining to Christianity. They have» 
however, always entertained a just reverence for the religion ill 
which they have been educated ; and we trust that, with the pro- 
mised assistance of the divine blessing, this Institution, which it 
calculated, by facilitating the means of access to the Scriptures 
to invigorate and expand their understandings, will proportionably 
operate to correct> enlarge, and purify their hearts. 

It, accordingly, becomes my duty, in the name of our Society^ 
to <KSer to your Committee our most cordial congratulations on 
the prospect which is now opened, of effecting these valuable 
and important purposes : and I need scarcely assure you, that, 
deeply sensible as we are of the obligation incumbent on us, in 
executing the duties which we have undertaken to discharge, the 
endeavours of our Society will be uniformly and sealously 
directed to acceleratf^ tlu^ progre$9 of tbair gradual accom- 
plishment. 

2A 
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The principles of organization which have been adhered to 
by our Society, are similar in their nature to those which were 
adopted on a like occasion by the Bible Society at Columbo. 
The Company's Resident, F. B. Martin, Esq., who exercises the 
supreme local authority at the Moluccas, and to whose vigorous 
support the Society is principally inc^ebted for its formation, has 
generously accepted the onice of President; and the Rev. J. 
Kara, a Dutch Minister at this island, has taken upou himself 
that of Vice-President. Mr. J. Carey has been chosen to officiate 
as Treasurer: and the office of Secretary (in which capacity I am 
now to address you) has been conferred upon me, in conjunction 
with Mr. J. H. Martens, a Dutch gentleman, whose services 
will be advantageously employed for local purposes. Our 
Committee, for the present year, consists of four members, 
whose liames are'Mr. A. Ogilvy, Mr. J. Ray, Mr. J. A. Keuchl, 
and Mr. J. H. J. Moonees. A MejCting is to take place at the 
Government-House, on the first Monday of every month, for the 
purpose of considering the objects, and conducting the business^ 
of the Society. 

For the better satisfaction of your Comniittee, I have the 
hoRour to inclose a copy of the Resolutions which were passed at 
the first Meeting, which was held at the Government-House, oti 
Monday, the 6th of June, the day appointed for commemorating 
the anniversary of His Majesty's birth-day; and I have also the 
honour to inclose a List of Subscribers, who have contributed 
their voluntary aid in promoting the views of our Society. 

Funds for a similar purpose were raised by subscription, and 
jemitted to the Secretary of the Auxiliary Bible Society at Cal- 
cutta, in the commencement of the year 1813. We are now, 
consequently, in anxious expectation of the early arrival of a supply 
of Malay Bibles and Testaments, in the Roman character : and^ 
in order to satisfy m6re amply the demands of the Moluccas, it is 
4>ur opinion, tha^ a further supply will be indispensably requisite, 
to the extent of ten thousand Bibles, and twenty thousand 
TeQtameats ; for the provision of which we shall contiileotly look 
to the benevolence of the Parent Society. 

In conclusion, it remains for me to repeat our warm assurance, 
that, animated by the glorious example of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, and encouraged by the success which has attended 
their labours, our efforts will be equally employed to advance the 
common cause m this eastern part of the world.

Prom the Second Repifrt of the Bomhof AuMiary Soekty. 

February ^t 1816. 

The expectation held out by theConmittee in tlic First Report, 
of distributing the Scriptures' in Portuguese to the native Chris- 
tians of that church, has been realized with great success ; and 
they have not only dispersed a eonsi^ienibie number on the islands 
of Bombay and Salsette, but have forwarded no less than 650 to 
Goa, at the particular request of the British Envoy, who de- 
^ribes the natives, and even the priests^ as coming in crowds lo 
receive them. 

The Committee considering it to be one great object of the 
Society, to afford the natives a perusal of the history and ruld 
of our faith in their own language, have availed themselves; 
with great pleasure, of a very liberal offer from Dr. Johd 
Taylor, of this Presidency, to superintend the translation into the 
Mahratta and Guzratteeor '' Gujarat tee'' languages of any part of 
the Holy Scriptures, and have requested him to superintend, in 
the first instance, the translation of the Gospel of St. Matthew 
into Guzrattee and MAhratta. 

The Committee, are fully aware of the duty imposed upon 
them, to be particularly careful, that the translations of Xht 
Scriptures to be distributed, should be correctly made ; but they 
entertain the greatest conAdetice, that the opportunities which 
this place affords of consulting numerous classes of natives from 
different parts of Guzerat and the Mahratta country, will enable 
Dr. Taylor to furnish a translation, which shall be free from'^ any 
material errors, dignified, but simple in its language, and such as 
knay be understood by a great majority of the people, so for as 
they are capable of comprehending the meaning of any book 
which may be put into their haAds. 

The great diversity of languages that prevails from Cape 
Comorin to Mozambique, aud the African coast, a tract wbich^ 
from the want of other Societies, may, for the present, be consi- 
dered as coming within the limits of the Bombay Auxiliary 
Bible Society, presents very great difficulties to a rapid disper* 
sion of the Sacred Scriptures along the coasts of that part of the 
Indian Ocean. From Cape Comorin to Mou&t Dili, the Malay- 
ah'iM, or proper Malabar, is the universal language: theL^khadive 
aod.Maklive islauds have a dialect peculiar to themselves; froni 
Mount Dili, to the neighbourhood of Goa, the Tuluvi is the Ian* 
guage of Lower Kantrra ; in the country around Goa, a corrupt 
mixture of the Kanara, Tuluvi, and Mahratta languages, prevails; 
from thence, nearly as far north as Surat, and including Bombay* 
Sttlsette, and Karanga, the language is the Kokani, a dhilect of 
the Mahratta, in wbich a good many foreign words have found a 
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place; from the south of Surat, as far north as the Run, tlie 
Guzrattee is the popular tongue, but in all the great cities, 
tuch as Surat, Ahmedabacl, Cambay, &c. the number oi 
Musselmen who use the Hindoostanee tongue, is very great; be- 
yond the Run. the language of Kutch succeeds, and reaches as \ 
far as the eastern branches of the Indus, where the Sindi begins to i 
prevail, aod extends to Mekran and the low country of Persia; 
along the whole Persian coast as far as Bushtre, the Arabic \s \ 
the prevalent tongue, but io the larger towns the Persian is 
spoken ; from Bussora, routed the whole Arabian Peninsula, the 
Arabic alone is understood, and continues to be the language of 
the Western part of the Red Sea, as far south as Abyssinia. The 
languages to the south of Abyssinia are little known ; but the 
^Committee have hopes of procuring materials, from which some 
account of them may be given at no distant period. 

To satisfy the demauds of that extent of country which 
reaches from Cape Comorin to the Isthmus of Suez, therefore; 
translations in the Malavalim, the Tuluvi, the Mahratta, Guzrat* 
tee, Hindoostanee, Sindi, Persian, and Arabic, would be neces- 
aary ; and translations into the Maldivi, Kutchi, Marwadi, the 
<3Qa dialect, the Kanara, and Telegu, would be desirable. Very 
great numbers of families, who understand no language but the 
M^rwadj, Kanara, and Telegu» except so far as to enable 
them to receive simple orders, migrate to Bombay and other 
cities on the western coast of India, where the use of their 
native language continues in their families. A certain, number 
of English, Dutch, Portuguese, Gaelic, French, and GermiMii 
BibAej^, ^Tt also essentially necessary.

Bible Society n 

Calcutta, February 27, 1810. 

Last week we celebrated the FiAh Anniversary of our Society* 
Tb^ Report read by our esteemed President, shows how mucii 
has been done, or attempted to be dope, in the few year«> 
which have .elapsed since our Society was established. The P&^ 
trons of this Auxiliary Institution will, I hope, see, that it ha» 
accomplished as much as pould be reasonably expected ; and this 
impression will be strengthened, when they advert to the numerous 
Auxiliary Associations lately established for the dissemination 
of Uie Scriptprf 9 ip the ^st Qur openitions are of necessitjr . 
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slow in making their appearance ; but they are unremitted ; and 
Providence smiles on the various exertions of Societies and Indi- 
vidudls, in the cause of Divine Truth. 

This Society, at its late Meeting, was happy in being able to 
approximate more nearly than before, to the ikir image and pro- 
portions of its Parent; The arrival of Dr. Bryce at this Presi- 
dency, as the established Minister of the Scotch Church, has 
produced this assimilation. He has been associated with myself 
as Joint Secretary to our Society, and two members of his con« 
gregation have been adde4 to the list of our Committee. Thus 
representatives of the English, Scotch, Armenian, and Portu- 
guese Churches, combine in Calcutta, as in England, and other ' 
parts, to give free circulation to the word of God. Forgetting 
our minor differences, we agree to give the Bible to those who 
need it ; persuaded that no charity can be more noble, no union 
more worthy of the Christian character, no labour more calcu- 
lated to promote glory to God in the highest, peace on earth, and 
good will towards men. 

Of all the signs of these eventful times, none affects my mind» 
as indicating the neair fulfilment of prophecy respecting the glory 
of the latter days, so much as the extensive union of Christians, 
differing in name, and profession, and nation, which is presented 
to us in the British and Foreign Bible Society. 

To this characteristic feature of the Society must be ascribed, 
under God, the extraordinary vigour of its operations, and the 
extensive success with which they have been crowned. While 
this union remains unimpaired, our prospects must continue to 
^pen, and shine with progressively increasing brightness, until 
the earth be filled with the knowledge of the Lord, as the waters 
cover the sea. " Blessed be the Lord God, the God of Israel, 
who only doeth wondrous things. And blessed be his glorious 
riame for ever : and let the whole earth be filled with his glory. 
Amen and Amen.''

From the fifth Report of the Calcutta Auxiliary Bible Society. 

In a work of time, and slow progress ; such as printing « 
correct version of the Scriptures in difierent languages, forming 
new t]^pes, and bringing from a distance comjpetent persons to 
assist in the construction of them, and supenntend the press; 
but above all, when a new translation of the portion of Scrip-* 
ture, intended for circulation, must be first made into a lanJ 
guage little known to Europeans, before any other measure 
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can be adopted ; the benefits derivable from the annual ope« 
ration of this Society cannot be justly appreciated by the 
works actually published or distributed in any particular year^ 
or even in a few successive years. With a candid allowance for 
the above impediments, this Society will not be considered to 
have failed in its purpose ; nor, it is hoped, to have disappointed 
any reasonable expectations of its successful advancement: 
when, on a review of its transactions during the first instrum of 
its existence, it is found to have procured from Europe, and 
distributed in different parts of Asia, above 3000 Portuguese 
Testaments ; to have printed, and transmitted for distribution to 
the coast and to Ceylon, 5000 Tamul Testaments ; to liave also 
printed, and sent to Ceylon, 2000 Cingalese Testaments ; to have 
printed, and sent to Amboyna, nearly 2000 Malay Testaments in 
the Roman character, besides another thousand retained to ac- 
company an equal number of the Old Testament now in the press 3 
to have commenced an edition of 2000 copies of the Armenian 
Bible^ and to have undertaken to print 2000 copies of the Tamul 
Bible, 2000 of the Hindoostanee Testament in the Nagree cha- 
racter, 1000 copies of the Old Testament, and 3000 of the New 
Testament, in the Malay language, and Arabic character, and an 
edition of the New Testament in the Malayalim or Malabar 
language and character ; besides obtaining from England, tbrougb 
the British and Foreign Bible Society, 2000 English Bibles, and 
the same number of English Testaments, which are now for sale,- 
at. reduced prices, at the Society's Depository, or have been sent 
to other places, where they were urgently wanted. 

The circulation of the Scriptures in the vernacular dialects 
of India, though a primary object of the institution, of this- 
Society, has not yet been extended to any of the languages spoken 
by the native inhabitants of the provinces immediately connected- 
vith this Presidency. The more numerous bodies of native 
Christians in the Southern Peninsula, and ou tlie Island of 
Ceylon, naturally attracted the first attention of the Committee ; 
and called for an adequate supply of the Holy Scriptures to them 
in the first instance. A further reason for postponing the appli- 
cation of the funds of this Society, for the benefit of the native 
Christians in Bengal, Behar, and the Western Provinces, w^s, the 
knowledge of their having already received versions of the 
Scriptures, in several of the current languages, from the Baptist 
Missionaries at Serampore : as well as an e^^ceileut Hindoostanee 
translation of the New Testament, in the Persian character^ 
made by the united labours of the late Mr. Marty n, and Mirza 
Fitrut ; published, at the expense of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, by their Corresponding Committee in Calcutta. This 
translation however has not been published in the Nagree cha> 
raeter, though much sought for in all the Upper Provinces. The 
Secretary, who, 011 a late visit to those Provinces, distributed 
popies of the Hindoostanee Testament in the Persian character, 
^as every where iippUed to for copies in the Nagree okaraeter. 
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wMch he could not funiish. In consideration of these circom- 
ttances, and of the high estimation in which the Reverend Mr. 
• Martin's version is deservedly held by the natives, to whom it is 
perfectly ititelligible, insomuch as to be used with the best effect 
in tlie schools established at Agra and other places; the Com- 
mittee resolved, on the 19th of August, 1815, to print 3000 copies 
of the version referred to, in the Nagree character. A specimen 
of the Deva Nagree character, obtained from the Hindoostaiiee 
Press, was at the same time approved by the Committee ; and it 
appearing tliat the proposed edition, supposing the work not to 
exceed 800 pages, could be printed on English paper, if found 
by the Society, at an expense of about 6000 Rupees, the Com- 
mittee authorized the Secretary to conclude an engagement with 
the Proprietors of ihe Hindoostanee Press, accordingly. The time 
necessarily occupied in preparing the manuscript in the Nagree 
character, has prevented any progress being yet made in this 
edition : but from the rapid manner in which oriental works are 
.printed at the Hindoostanee Press, it is hoped that the Gospel 
may still be diffused in the colloquial tongue and familiar 
'Character of Hindoostan, before the expiration of the present 
year. 

Hie change of circumstances attending the establishment of 
an Auxiliary Bible' Society at Colombo, and the discovery of 
numerous errors in the Old Version of the Cingalese Testament, 
which induced the Committee to print, in the first instance, 2000 
copies only, for the immediate use of the Cingalese Christians 
IB Ceylon, instead of 5000, as originally proposed, was detailed 
in the Second Report. It was at the same time noticed, that 
measures had been taken by the Colombo Society for a complete 
revision of the Cingalese Testament. By the interesting Report 
of the Proceedings of this Society, during the secoud year of its 
instifution, the Committee were happy to learn that " the great 
ivork^ of an entirely new translation of the Testament into Cin- 
galese, had been carried on, with much success, under the able 
and indefatigable superintendance of William Totfrey, Esq. ;" and 
that, at the suggestion of this gentleman, it had been resolved 
that the press, established by the Auxiliary Society, should " be 
iirst employed in printing a limited edition of about 200 copies 
of the Gospels newly translated and revised ; that by a more ex- 
tensive examination of the new version greater facility might be 
afforded to the correction of errors." It was, at the same time, 
stated in the Report, that '* the expenses of the press in opera- 
tion, nearly 200 Rix Dollars a month, besides the prime cost of 
about 1000 Rix Dollars, the pay of a Cingalese writer, and the 
price of book-binding, -would altogether amount to such an ex- 
penditure as to make it necessary for the Society to increase 
their funds%*' The Committee, having taken into consideration 
these circumstances, with the expense which would have been 
incurred if they had prosecuted their tirst intention of printing 
dOOO QOpies of the Cingalese Testament, felt assured that the- 
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Society would concur with tbem in thinking a part of their funds 
well einployed in aid of the publication of a correct version of 
the Cingalese Testament at Colombo. They resolved, accordingly, 
on the 13th of May, 1815, to present the sum of five thousand 
Ilupees to the Sister Society for that purpose, and have been 
gratified by the receipt of the most ample acknowledgments from 
the Committee of the Colombo Society, in the first instance; and, 
^subsequently, from a General Meeting of the Society held on the 
6th of August, 1815. 

The Committee rejoice in knowing that the number of Auxiliary 
Bible Societies is augmented in the £last, as well as in the West. 
They have been established at Java, and Amboyna ; and ti Branch 
Bible Society has also been formed at Malacca, under the patron- 
iage of Major W. Farquhar, the Resident and Commandant. 

The Kev. Mr. Milne, in communicating the information of the 
latter, and requesting an appropriation of three-fifths of the sunt 
jremittcd by him, (516 Spanish dollars,) to the purchase of a certain 
number of German, Danish, Armenian, Hindoostanee, Arabic, 
and Spanish Testaments, observes,—" It; would perhaps be diffi- 
cult elsewhere to meet with so great a variety of people, and laiv- 
guages, comprehended in so small a population. The inhabitants 
of Malacca ace composed of persons from all the nations of India, 
both Western and Extra-Ganges India; from all the Eastern 
Islands, from China, and from most of the chief countries of Eur 
rope. This consideration renders it exceedingly desirable to 
have , copies of the Scriptures, to put into the hands of these 
varied people in their respective languages ; and I do not think 
that access to any one of them would be difficult." 

The Committee have received from the Java Bible Society a 
copy of their First Report, printed at Batavia, in the Dutch lan- 
guage ; with a letter from their Secretary, the Reverend J. C^ 
Supper, Minister of the Dutch Church at Batavia ; who mentions 
the employment of Mr. Robinson, a Baptist Missionary, ** to 
translate the Four Evangelists, and the Acts of the Apostles, inte 
the common colloquial Malayan ;" but adds, that Mn Robinson 
had, from illness, made Httle progress in his work, and that 
every endeavour to meet with a suitable assistant had hitherto 
been in vain. It is understood that this version of the New Tes- 
tament, in the colloquial Malayan dialect, spoken by part of the 
inhabitants of Sumatra, as well as Java, will not in any degree 
supersede the utility of either of the editions of the Malay Scrip- 
tures undertaken, and partly executed, by this Society. It may 
further, be hoped that the Java Society, who, in the report of 
their proceedings, state an Association for extending the know- 
ledge of the word of God, amidst darkness, ignorance, and su- 
perstition, to be *' the most important of all institutions,'' will, 
under the direction of Providence, be the instrument, at no dis- 
tant period, of providing for the Javanese a translation of the 
Scriptures in their own tongue. The need of such a veiiiion for 
the benefit ^f the great body of the natives of Java, was pointed 
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out by the late Dr. Hunter, in a communication to the Committer, 
iipticed ill their First Report; and he was himself learning the 
language, with a view to the execution of his philanthropic de- 
sign^ when it pleased -God to remove him. May it be the Divine 
pleasure to raise up other labourers in this untrodden field of 
Eastern literature; and may the Java Society, who, in their Se- 
cretary's letter, have encouraged this Society to offer their senti- 
ments upon any useful object, be enabled, as they will doubtlesis 
be disposed, to give their early attention to one of so much in- 
terest and importance. 

The energetic co-operation of other kindred associations, zea- 
lous in the diffusion of the Scriptures within their respective pro- 
vinces, must quicken the zeal and energy of this Society; and the 
spirit which has led to the formation of an Auxiliary Bible 
Society at Amboyna, cannot fail to secure every possible aid 
.from ti^is Institution. The Committee regret only that the pro- 
gress of the Malay Bible, in the Roman character^ intended 
chiefly for the use of Amboyna, has not kept pace with their 
earnest wishes.

From the Corresponding Commitiee at Calcuttd. 

Calcutta, April 22, 18 Id. 

The Testament in vernacular Arabic is now in circulation ; 
and we have great satisfaction in cMamuiiicating the conclusion 
of a work which has been so long in hand, and has been 
delayed by causes, which, however >our Committee might lament 
them, could neither be prevented nor remedied. We entertain 
a good hope, that the work will prove an important accession to 
the translation of the Sacred Scriptures already in use. The style of 
the Yersion is highly approved of,, for its correctness and fidelity, 
by the best Arabic scholars here, European as well as Native, 
whose opinions have been consulted. 

We do not lose sight of the great object which from the 
beginning we have had in cbnt^niplation — the publicatiod of a 
correct Version of the whole Scriptures iii vernacular Arabic ; 
and we are happy to inform you, that, with the assistance of a 
learned Arabian now employed in the College of Fort William, 
your Committee hope tijat this desirable object may be ob- 
tained. 

. The Persian New Testament, by the late Rev. H. Martyn, is 
advanced in the. press to the Acts of the Apostles. The style of 
this translation is pure, and admirably adapted, for its simplicity 
and intelligibleness, to general circulation. We are anxious to see 
the whole Scriptures in this language ; and are not without hope, 
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that Meer Seid Ali, the learned native by whose aid Mr. Martyti 
accomplisfaed his Yersion of the New Testament at Shiraz, may 
yet arrive in Calcutta, to assist in the translation of the Old 
Testament. 

There is anothefr object which we contemplate with much so- 
Kcitnde, as one likely to prove highly beneficial to this country, 
and that is, a Version of the Old Testameut in the Hindoostanee, 
or Oordoo dialect The excellent Version of the New Testament, 
by th6 lamented Martyn, is now in circulation, and is not only 
used in the schools which have been established for the instruc- 
tion of the natives, but instances have not been unfrequent of 
their being sought for by learned 'men, Hindoos as well as Mussul- 
tnen, in the Upper Provinces. A similar Version of the Old 
Testament would be very seasonable; it is, indeed, much wanted; 
and your Committee are happy to add, that they possess already 
the rough draft of such a work by Mirza Fitrut, the person who 
assisted Mr. Mart}n in the New Testament. That learned native 
has been, for a considerable time, superannuated, and your Com- 
mittee have not yet found a person capable of supplying his place. 
A still greater difficulty has been experienced, for want of an 
European trauslator, possess^ of sufficient leisure and acquaint, 
ance with the language, for the revision and publication of this' 
great work. We trust, however, that this last difficulty will be 
soon removed, by the arrival of new translators from Europe. 

The copies of the Malayalim Gospel have been forwarded to 
Mr. M. Bfown, on the coast, at different times ; and your Com- 
mittee trust that they have proved a welcome supply to the Chris- 
tians in that quarter. 

This supply will have been the more seasonable, a« the proposed 
new edition of the Malayalim New Testament has, even at the dafe 
of this Report, maiie but very small progress. It is hard to 
conjecture when the edition will be completed ; but the proceed- 
ings of the Bible Society in this business, are detailed in their 
Report. 

For an account of the Versions proceeding from the presses at 
Serampore, we must refer you to tfoe accompanying printed Re- 
|>orl from the Missionaries themselves.*

Extract of a Memoir, relative to the Progreu of the Trmuia-* 
turns of the Sacred Scriptmree ai Serampare, in the year 
1615. 

In the course of the past year, the Pentateuch has beeu printed 
off in the Chissa language, This fully completes that Version 
of the Scriptures ; and thus the whole of the Sacred Oracles are 
uow published in tufo of the languages of India — the Bengalee 
and the Orissa. 

In the Sungskrii, the Historical Books have been completed at 
press. In this ancient language, therefore^ the parent of nearly 
all the rest, three of the five parts into ivhich we divide the 
Scriptures, are both translated and published — the New Testa- 
ment, the Pentateuch, and the Historical Books. Two remain, 
the Hagiographa, which is now put to press, and the Prophetic 
Books, the translation of which is nearly finished. 

In the Hindee language, the Historical books are pruited off: 
three fifths of the whole Scriptures are therefore published in this 
language. The Hagiographa is also put to press, and the Pro- 
phetic books are translated. It was mentioned, in the last 
Memoir, that the second edition of the New Testament in thia 
language was nearly finished : it is now in circulation. 

In the Mahratta language, the Historical Books are nearly 
printed off: the Pentateuch and the New Testament have been 
long in circulation. After these, ranks the Shikh^ in which the 
New Testament is printed off, and the Pentateuch printed nearly 
to the end of Exodus. 

In the Chinese, the Pentateuch is put to press; but various 
circumstances have concurred to retard the printing. The method 
of printing with moveable types being entirely new in that lan« 
gnage, much time is necessarily requisite to bring it to a due de- 
gree of perfection. The present type in which we are printing, 
is the fourth in size which we have cut, each of which has sus- 
tained a gradual reduction. This last, in which we are printing 
both tke Pentateuch and the Epistles, is so £ir reduced, that, 
while « beautifiil legibiltty is preserved, the whole of the Old 
Testament wilt be comprised in little mote than the size of an 
Eaglish Octavo Bibk, and the New Testament will ^e brought 
Into nearly the sane nnaiber of pages as an English New Testa- 
ment. The importance of this, in saving paper, and in rendering 
the Scriptoicfi portable, aj>peared such as to indjuce us to risk the 
delay which would he uAavoidabiy occasioned by every charac^ 
ter being out anew both for the Old and New Teatament. An-^ 
other circumstance, however, has added to the delay : while pre- 
pariqg these types, we put to press ai^ elementary wofk in^ 
Chinese, under the name of " Clavis Sinioa," which, when once 

2B2 
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lieguo, it was requisite to finish. This work, together with the text, 
and a translation of the Ta-hyoh^ a small Chinese work, added by 
way of appendix, forms a volume of more than six hundred 4to. 
pages. Before it was fully completed, however, we were re- 
quested to 'print brother Morrison's Grammar; and 'this work it 
appeared desirable to finish also with as little delay as pqssible. 
The unavoidable employment of our Chinese types and workmen, 
in printing these elementary works, which together exceed nine 
hundred pages, has of course much retarded the printing of the 
Scriptures; but, as the last of these works will be finished by the 
end of August, we hope in futur.e to proceed in printing the 
Scriptures, with little or no interruption. «This preparatory work, 
however,' if it >has retarded the mere printing of the Scriptures^ 
has not been without its advantages in improving the translation 

of them.* In this department, much progress has been made ; 
in addition to the New Testament, the translation of the Old is 
advanced nearly to the end of the Prophet Ezekiel. 

* In the Telinga language, the New Testament is more than half 
through the press. In the Bruj, also, the New Testament is 
printed nearly to the end of the Epistle to the Romans. — Three of 
the Four Gospels are finished in the Pushtoo or A fighan language, 
the Bulochee, and the Assamese. Those in which St. Matthew 
is either finished, or nearly so, are, the Kurnata, the Kuncuna» 
tlie Mooltanee, the Sindhee, the Kashmeer, the Bikaneer, the 
I^epal, the Ooduypore, the Mara war, the Juypore, the Khassde» 
qud the Burman languages.

larly through the channel of the Honourable Sir Alexander 
Johnston ; and latterly and most munificently by a letter from 
Mr. Joseph Tarn, dated the 19th of October, 1815» to the Ho- 
nourable and Reverend T. J. Twisleton."* 

The great advantages of reducing the size of the types, and 
publishing the Scriptures in octavo, according to the reeommenv 
dation of your Committee, had not escaped our notice ; but 
having begun to print in quarto with the fount originally pur- 
chased by our Society at Calcutta, we are under a necessity or 
completing the first publication of our new translation, in that 
form. We are now advanced nearly to the end of St. John'» 
Gospel. 

Patterns of Cingalese characters for a small type are now pre** 
paring ; and as soon as they are ready, we shall send them to the 
Calcutta Society, upon which the bounty of your Committee ha» 
enabled us to draw for the whole expense of a new fount.

The bountiful aid that we have always derived from the libe* 
rality of the Parent Society would leave us without excuse, if we 
did not make every exertion to fulfil the duties of our Institution, 
and to satisiy the expectations of our generous patrons. 

Our finances are at present in a good state ; but a most advan* 
tageous engagement, lately concluded with the Wesleyan Mission-! 
aries, will augment our monthly expenses, though it will greatly 
diminish the final cost of our new edition of the Cingalese 
Testament. 

Our two presses did not produce more than one sheet and a 
half each month, and the average cost was about 120 rix dollars 
per sheet. The Missionaries have now undertaken our printing: 
and^with the activity of their immediate superintendance, and the 
addition of a third press of their own, we get seven sheets a 
month, at the price of GO rix dollars per sheet. 

Every thing here promises well, and, under the present Govern- 
menf, the cause of Christianity is not likely to be neglected*

I HAVE the pleasure to band you an account of the conversion 
which took place, the other day, of a priest, who* from his acquire* 
• ments in Cingalese and Pali literature, as well as his knowledge 
ef the Buddhu religion, is a man of considerable influence 
among the Buddhists of this island. It is one of the many proofs 
wliich occu; daily of tlie €ffect produced among the natives by 
the circulation. of the Scriptures; and therefore must be particu-^ 
larly interesting to the members of the Bible Society. 
' On Sunday last, immediately after the second lesson, in the 
church of the Fort, Nadoris de Silva Samara, M^iha Nayaka^ and 
Don Andris Wekrama Sekaya Apohamy, were baptized by the 
Honourable and Reverend T. J. Twisleton. They received the 
Christian names of George,- and I^nry ; and the Reverend George 
Biaset, and the Reverend William Harvard, stood as sponsors. 
These new converts to the Christian Religion were both Buddhu 
priests ; aftd it is most gratifying to see the very men who have 
been devested to a Heathen priesthood, surmounting every preju- 
dke of education and profession, and convinced of the delusion 
of that idolatry which they had been taught to preach. But 
there are some circumstances in the history of George Nadoris 
de Silva, which deserve particular attention, and are highly in- 
teresting to every one who has the propagation of the Gospel 
sincerely nt hearts • ' . 

In the year 1808 he left Ceylon, with eighteen pupils, to finish 
his religious studies In; the kingdom of Ava, which has long been 
eonsidered to be the chief repository of Buddhist knowledge. Oa 
his way thither, he lamled at Negapatam, and, proceeding to 
Madras, he remained thereabout five months, which he emplojed 
In learning the Sanserif language. From Madras lie went to Ava»: 
and resided for more than two years at Amerapoora, or tlie 
^ Eternal City." He had been appointed a priest before he Jeft 
Ceylon, and at Amerapoora he was promoted to the dignity of 
Maha Nayaka by the Eotperor, who gave him many honourable 
marks of distinction on his departure. In 1811 he returned to 
Ceylon, and fixed his residence at a temple, over which he pre- 
9ided» in the Gall^ district, but made frequent excursions to 
difietent parts of the island, visiting his brethren, the Buddhu 
Priests, among whom he enjoyed an eminent reputattpn for liia 
conduct, abilities, and learning. Soon after his return, the Cin- 

gilese Scriptures began to be circulated by the Colombo Auxiliary 
ible Society ; and a diligent perusal of the Gospel, convinced 
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hku 4yf the vast dtffetence het^Men the ftlradoiis conlbnoii 
of Buddhirt MyBiology» and the simpUj impressive truths of 
Divine Revebitioo. Inquiry and eonversatiwi at Oalla and Co- 
lombo, completed his convidion; and he jretolved^ as well as 
ills pupil, Bon Andris, who had been one of his companions iu 
Ava, to embrace Ofafistianity,

Canton, China, June 8» 1810. 

The liberal grant of lOQO/. made by the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, and mentioned in your's of January 6, 1815, has 
been drawn for by me, and shall be faithfully appropriated to 
the objects of the Society. The second grant of the above sum, 
mentioned in your's of September 5, 1815, shall be forthwith 
applied as therein directed. 

I have to return thanks to the Society for 100 English Bibles, 
and 100 English Testaments, sent out to my care by the ships of 
last season. I made the Chinese shopiqen the .distributors of 
Divine Revelation to English sailors and others. May the blessing 
of God ever attend the perusal of that sacred book. 

I am now* engaged in translating the Book of Psalms. Should 
I not accompany Lord Amherst (Ambassador from the Prince 
Regent to the Empeior of China) to Pekin, 1 shall, I trust, be 
able to finish that very edifying portion of Scripture this year. 
My colleague, Mr. Milne, at Malacca, has nearly completed the 
Book of Deuteronomy. 

We shall, of course, avail ourselves of all criticisms which may 
reach us, and also compare our translations with others which 
have been made, or which may hereafter be published. 1 sin- 
cerely wish that every labourer may have his due share of the 
approbation of good men now, and of posterity. 

An Italian Clergyman of the Romish Churchy and Agent for the 
Missionaries at Pekin, has liberally favoured me with a transla- 
tion of the Gospels, with notes, in MS. by a Missionary, stUl 
living at Pekin. His translation is in the colloquial styles 

The Romish Missionaries have in China printed many books on 
the Christian Religion, in which there is much excellent matter, 
but they have never seen it right to print the Scriptures. 

The Reverend Dr. Clarke favoured me with the substance of 
the Critique sent from Paris, to which' I sent replies the s^ame 
season. About eight mouths ago 1 went over the whole New 
Testament with care, and marked some errors of the press which

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Imd before escaped me. The Chinese Dictionary in which I am 
engaged, will gradually mature my knowledge of Chinese ; and, 
should my life be spared a few years, the improvement of the 
translation shall be a constant object with me. 

** At what period China shall bow to the sceptre of Christ/' as 
you justly remark, " is a question with which we have no pcacti- 
cal concern." It is our duty to employ the means we now have ; 
centuries may roll away before that submission on their part 
shall be effected. I cherish the hope, that Christian knowledge 
will gradually enter by the return of natives from the Archipelago. 
It is a good maxim with the Chinese, first to attempt what is 
near and easy, before aiming at what is remote and difficult. 
Let us pay early attention to the Chinese living under a Christian 
Government at Java, and the other Islands. From among them I 
trust God will raise up men, who shall carry the glad tidings of 
salvation to their countrymen on the Continent.

I RECBTVED duly the Bibles and Testaments with which the 
' Committee of the British and Foreign Bible Society had the good- 
ness to furnish mc; and have already parted with about one half 
of them. I sold to the amount of thirteen dollars, which sum I 
accounted for in my letters of last season. There are many per- 
sons who come out to this country, without having furnished 
themselves with Bibles. They arc thoughtless when they leave 
liome ; but, through sickness or other causes, are led to serious 
thought, and wish to possess the Bible. Before receiving these 
Bibles, I had, on two occasions, parted with the Bibles I was \p. 
the daily use of, to gentlemen going long voyages. 

I have now agreed with a person to proceed to Malacca, to 
cast off an edition of 8000 copies of the duodecimo Chinese New 
Testament, and 1500 copies of the octavo size; the first for 
4000 dollars, and the latter for 1000 dollars. From these Mr. 
Milne will send 500 copies to the Society, agreeably to your re- 
quest ; and may the blessing of God attend them ! 

In translating the New Testament into Chinese, the Epistles, 
which I had from the British Museum, while, at the commence- 
ment, they afforded me much assistance, cost me^great labour in 
verifying, altering whatevet my own judgment did not approve, 
and annexing the verses. I consider myself responsible for the 
whole.

i HAVE the pleasate, ia the name of our Society, to assure 
ifou, that the contents of tlie highly esteemed letter of your 
Committee, as well as their present of 500/., caused an extraordi- 
nary sensation of joy, and greatly animated us to proceed in our 
labour. 

As the funds of our Society were, last year, almost exhausted^ 
we were under the necessity of drawing a Bill for the 600/., which» 
otherwise, we should not have done at present 

We shall use every endeavour to find out some intelligent and 
fit persons, to whom the translation t>f the Bible into the Javaneu * 
language can be intrusted. 

God, in the ways of his providence, will assuredly assist us 
therein. We are much in want of men, who, from motives of 
pure love to God and man» will put-their hands disiuterestedly to 
this noble work, and zealously labour at it. 

Qur new Dutch Governor General, His Excellency Baron Van 
der Capellen, is one in whom great and refined learning unites 
with tlie purest love to God and roan. Our Bible Society is 
assured, that it may expect from him the most decided support 
and co-operation. 

Respecting a translation of the Bible into the Japaneu language^ 
I must frankly tell you, that, according to human appearances, 
such an undertaking is, at present, an impossibility. , Agreeably 
to your desire, I liave made inquiries Qf creditable and trustworthy 
men, who have resided many years in Japan, and are thoroughly 
acquainted with the nature of the Government in the country, if 
there still exist any books in their language, proper to convey the 
knowledge of the Christian Religion ? I received for answer^*— 
That there were such in existence, but only in the hands of 
the Dutch Resident there, which consisted of a few Religious 
Tracts, and the Heidelberg Catechism. 

The Ofiiccrs of the Japanese Government pay frequent visits to 
every house ; and if they discover even a small piece of paper 
which relates tp the Christian worship, hat particularly the Cross 
of Christ, the dwelling in which such a paper is found, is im- 
mediately raxed and destroyed, and the inhabitants condemned to 
death.

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Every stntBger, on liis arrival in Japan, is obliged to undergo 
the jBtrictest examination of himself and his baggage ; and every 
letter or book which he carries with him, is perused and investi- 
gated ; and, if even the smallest allusion is found in them to our 
worship of God, he is, according to the law of Japan, banished 
Ibe country. How, then, is it possible, one may ask, to introduce 
and spread the Holy Scriptures among the inhabitants of that 
country? The Christian firmly belieVes, that, with God, no- 
thing is impossible ; and is God not as well the God of the 
Japanese, as of Europeans? Has he not given them life, and 
does he not guide all things by the word of his Almighty power? 
Most certainly so. When Jehovah once says, ** Let there be light 
in Japan," the most gloomy darkness will instantly be dissipated i 
and, when the trumpets of the Lord shall sound, this Jericho will 
be shaken to its foundation, its walls tumble to the ground, and 
the great Japanese mountain, which obstructs the progress of his 
word and his servai^ts, will be removed, and. cast into the sea. 
Do not we daily see, in the kingdom of nature, the wonderful 
works of God? And can we suppose that he would do less for 
the kingdom of grace? Are not his wonders manifest to the- 
>vhole civilized world, in the success of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, and its numerous^ Auxiliaries ? And has not every 
pious observer reason to exclahn. If I contemplate these wonders, 
my reasoning faculties are reverentially arrested; and I am only 
able to adore, and to feel that the love of God has no bounds. 

Tbe German, French, Dutch, and English Bibles, as well as 
the Portuguese New Testaments, which, through your goodness, 
I carried out with me, or received afterwards, have been almost 
all expended; and, I can assure you, that they have fallen into- 
liands where they are daily made use of. ^ 

The ChinjEse New Testaments, which the zealous Missionary, 
Mr. Milne, (who is now in Malacca,) distributed among the Chi- 
nese in this neighbourhood, and those which 1 had the means of 
distributing, have been visibly attended with blessed effects. A 
mem.ber of my Portuguese congregation came to me, last week, 
and said, ** I am acquainted with some Chinese, who generally 
come to me twice a week, when the word of God is the theme of 
our conversation ; they have read the Chinese New Testament, 
and find the contrats of it of far greater excellence than those of 
any other book they have ever read; yet they do not under- 
hand every thing that is said in it, and therefore apply to me, 
to explain and clear up some passages which they cannot com- 
prehend. I then give them such illustration on the subject, as I 
recollect from your discourses/' This Portuguese is ooe of my 
Cateehumen, and, thanks be to God, I may say, that he is my crown, 
and the first fruit of xny labours here. These CIdnese have already 
turned their idols ant of their houses, and are desirous of becoming 
Christians, y 

Another of my Portuguese pupils came to me, a few days ago, 
and told me, " that a certain Chinese, who )i«d read the New 
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Testament in bis Mother tongne, visits him three times a week, to 
converse about the doctrines of Christianity ; he seems to love 
Jesus Christ better than Confucius, and wished I would give him 
a few more books in the Ciiinese language ; he has, likewise, 
turned ku paper idoh out of his house, and is ardently desirous of 
becoming a Chri$tian, 

I was lately on a visit to a Gentleman, where one of the richest 
Chinese in this country was also a guest. He spoke to me in 
Dutch, and said, *' I have read Mr. Morrison's New Testament 
with pleasure; it is very fine, and it would be well If every one 
led such a life, as Jesus Christ has taught them to lead." I cannot 
describe to you what effect these words, spoken by the mouth of 
a Chinese, had upon me. 

I commenced a discourse with him, about his many idols, and 
said, '* You believe, by the doctrines of Confucius, that there is but 
one God who has made heaven, the earth, man, and every living 
creature." "Yes," answered he ; ** but God is too far above us ; we 
dare not address ourselves to biro, without the intervention of the 
demi-gods." I then said, " As God is the Creator of mankind, 
should we not, therefore, call him our common Father?" ** Yes, 
certainly I" was his reply. " Well, if this be admitted, are not chii* 
dren obliged to place confidence in their father?" Answer^^'* Most 
assuredly." '^ In what consists this trust T No answer. " Are not 
you aether of five soiis?" *' Yes," was his reply. "And, now, what 
would you think or do, if three oif your sons took it into their heads', 
to paint images upon paper, or carve them out of wood ; and» 
when finished, pay them all the veneration, and put that confi* 
deuce in them, which are justly due to you, as their father! 
Would you quietly submit to such conduct in your sons?" "No; I 
would severely chastise them^ and place them in a mad-house» 
<as labouring under a fit of insanity." " But, if they acknowledged 
by way of exculpation, that, from the great veneration they had 
for you, as their father, they could not venture to approach you* 
but through the intercession of images, which they themselves 
bad made, what would you say then?" I sliouid answer — ** I have 
chastised you for your want of confidence in me; these images being 
unable to hear, see, move, or help themselves** I pronounce yon 
to be out of your senses." " But," said I, " do you act more wisely 
than they, when you worship the idols in your temples, and pay 
every honour to them in your houses, which is due to our Heavenly 
Father only T " Ah !*' replied the Chinese, " we have never directed 
our views so far; but I am convinced that our idolatry can never 
be pleasing to the only true God, and that, by so doing, we pro- 
voke his vengeance upon us." 

The conversation being ended, he went home, seemingly dissa« 
tisfied with himself; and, on his arrival there, tore all the painted 
images from the Ufalis, and threw them into thejire. He has never 
since frequented the Chinese Temples, and contents himself with 
reading the New Testament, and other Religious Writings, witl|^^ 
which I supply &im from thkie to time. Is it likely that this 
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.Chinese is far from the kingdom of Ood? Is not the grace of 
God, and the power of the Holy Spirit, able to convert, even 
Chinese, to the true Christian faith 1 Many of the Europeans 
here are inclined to doubt this, and, therefore, Iciok upon ray 
labour as an unnecessary waste of time ; but their seemingly repul- 
sive doubts animate us to greater zeal, and strengthen our iaitk 
and hope, that God ' will convince such unbelievers, by the evi- 
dence of facts, that the labours of his servants among the Chineser, 
will not be ** in vain in the Lord.'' 

I sold, lately, two more copies of the Arabic Bible, to a Mahom- 
niedan Priest of the first class, and another, to one of the Governors 
of a district in the interior; each for five rix dollars. 

One of my pupils reads the Holy Scriptures with Mabomme- 
dans, three times a week, converses with them upon what they 
liave read, and they join in prayer in his own house afterwards. 
One of the upper servants of a Mahommedan Mosque told him the 
other day, " I have served many years in our Temple ; but have 
never yet heard so many agreeable truths from the priests, as ara 
contained in your Christian Koran. I look upon the Christian 
worship, as tne best and most intelligible ; and, since you have 
taught ine to pr^y, I always feel s^ peculiarly agreeable repose to 
my mind, whep I have prayed in a morning or evening, such as 
I never experienced before." 

Some pf the priests have applied to me, through this, my beloved 
pupil, for an Arabic Bible, which, after repeated requests, I shall 
send them. I do not, in general, give the Bible ; particularly to 
people of that class, on their first application, nor on the second, 
or even third ; and 1 hope that my plan of proceeding will ht 
approved.

From the Soldiers of His Majesty's 59th Regiment, late at Java^ 

Fort tVilliam, Bengal, May ^4, 1816, 

• Your very interesting letter, bearing datethe2dth. of October, 
1815, cuibe safely to hand. We are happy to learn, that you have 
received our two former letters, in which we mentioned our hav- 
ing received a box of books from the Reverend Mr. Supper, at 
Patavia, containing 125 Bibles, and 15(T Testaments. As those 
books came immediately from the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, we request that you will present our heart-felt thanks to 
the Committee, for thinking of us in a distant part of the world, 
|ind imparting to us the Bread of Life, in a thirsty and barireu soil* 
)vhere it was iippossible for us to procure thi^ be^vei^ly treasMre^ 
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although we had all ^ the money in the East ladies to offer for it. 
We pray, that the blessing of God may rest upon those, our kind 
benefactors, and abundant^ bless their charitable undertakings. - 
We mentioned our having sold the Bibles and Testaments at prices 
so reduced, as to enable the poorest soldier among us to have a 
Bible or Testament of his own, if he wished for one ; for, from 
past experience, we did not think it prudent to let any of the 
men have one of those books, without paying a trifle for it, and 
they were, notwithstanding, most anxiously sought after by the 
soldiers of our regiment. On the first day we made it known 
that we had received some Bibles and Testaments, we sold 82 
Bibles and Testaments ; indeed, so eager were our comrades after 
the word of life, that all the small Bibles were soon gone ; we, 
thereft»*e, according to your directions, sent to the Reverend 
Mr. Supper for a further supply of 24 small Bibles, which he 
immediately sent us; total, 149 Bibles, and 150 Testaments. 
After we had sold the greater part of these books, for a sum, 
amounting to 270 Java Rupees, we made a subscription among our 
pious comrades, in aid of the Society, amounting to d50 ; total, 620 
Java Rupees, which w.e sent to the Rav. Mr. Supper. I hope you 
have received this account from himself. The Rev. Mr. Bruckner, of 
Samarang, being in want of a few large English Bibles, for some 
persons residing near him, we left him six, telling him to account 
with the Reverend IV^r. Supper for them, which he promised to do. 
We embarked at Samarang, leaving Java, to proceed to Bengal, 
pn the ^5th of July, 1015. On our passage, we put in at Malacca, 
"where the Reverend Mr. Milne resides; when some of our 
; brethren got liberty to go on shore to hear him preach on the 
Sabbath-day. After Divine Service, they told him of the rich 
supply of Bibles and Testaments the British and Foreign Bible 
Society had sent out to us, in that remote part of the world, and 
;that we had not yet disposed of them all ; at which he seemed 
greatly pleased, and requested a few Bibles and Testaments for 
some poor people^ if we had any to spare ; but, that he did not think 
•them able to pay for them ; upon which, we agreed to leave him 
•16 Bibles, and 28 Testaments, which we sent ashore to him the 
next day, directing him to account for them with the Committee 
.of the British and Foreign Bible Society, or with the Secretary of 
.the Calcutta Auxiliary Society. The greater part of our regiment 
arrived here on the 1st of October : as all our stock of Bibles, 
jwbich your Society had tlie goodness of sending to us, were ex- 
.penc^d shortly after, and we had fresh demands for them, we 
acquainted the Reverend Mr. Thomason with our wants, and asked 
for a further supply of the Society's books, which we promised 
to sell at the same prices we had sold the others, and to pay the 
amount to him. This he very willingly agreed to, as be had just 
jreceived a fresh stock fron^ London ; upon which, we received 30 
bibles from him. 

The good that has been dose, and is still doing, among 
4b^ ^Idiers of .our regiment* is very great. Blessed be the 
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.tiame of the Lo¥d, wbo doHh all, and in all. Many of our 
companions, who once took delight in drinking down iniquity, as 
the ox drinketh in water, arc, through the grace of God, by 
reading the Holy Bible, happily reclaioied from .the error of theilr 
ways, and are now taking delight in retiring alone for the purpose 
of reading and studying the blessed word of God. 'Tis true, the 
Scripture hath said, '* £vil men and seducers shall wax worse and 
worse;" this we see daily verified in the lives and practices of our 
sinful and drunken comrades around us : but, thanks be to God, 
they ail are not so. Thus we have given you a short, but true, 
account of the manner in which we distributed the Society's 
books, and a little of the good that has resulted therefrom ; and, 
it is the desire of our hearts, that God will abundantly' bless the 
seed sown, that it may rise, to your joy, in the day of the Lord 
Jesus.

From a Correspondent in Turkey* 

Mardin, February 20, 181C^. 

The Porte does not recognize the Catholic Religion, in Turkey ; 
for this reason, such Christians as have acknowledged the juris- 
diction of the Church of Rome, are not allowed to exercise, pub^ 
licly, the functions of their religion, and their Patriarchs and other 
Dignitaries of their Church reside in Convents on Mount Libanus^ 
of the Turkish jurisdiction. There are yery few exceptions to 
this rule. The Chaldean Patriarch of Diarbekir, and the Arme»* 
nian Archbishop of Mardin, are, indeed. Catholics ; but then, the 
whole of the respective nations of these Prelates, in both these 
towns, have embraced Catholicism, and the former is yet only 
known to the Turks as Nestorian Patriarch. The Porte woukl^ 
probably, be less strict in these matters, were not its attention 
constantly kept awake by the Christians of the old rite, who, pos-* 
sessing the privilege of performing the oifices of the Church, even 
for those of their own nation who have become Catholics, are per- 
petually stirring up the Turkish Government to prevent innoTa- 
tions. I once remarked to an Armenian Bishop, that it was a 
great pity there were such disputes and persecutions among 
Christians. He answered, *' All that may be very true, bat we 
cannot do withoat them.'' In Angora, the bulk of the Christian 
population is Catholic : of these there are said to be 9000 bouses 
of Armenians, and 150 Greeks. Of the old scfcts, there are only 
foit^ families of Armenisuiir^ who iumre uun clni^bes and a omU 
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njtttery ; and a.few Greeks, who have two churehes, presided over 
by an Archbishop, while the Catholics are not allowed a public place 
of worship ; and even their assembling in each other's houses, pri-« 
vately, for the exercise of their religion, frequently subjects them 
to cruel- persecutions. The only language in use among the An- 
gora Christians, is the Turkish, which they are unable to read in 
its proper character. Some Bibles, in the Turkish language, but 
in Armenian or Greek letters, would be very acceptable there. A 
Greek Priest showed me what he called the Testament, printed in 
Turkish, with. Greek letters, at Venice; but it turned out to be 
some lessons of Scripture, with reflections and exhortations. The 
Christians of other towns in Asia Minor, through which we passed, 
are Armenians of the original sect. I forbear saying more about 
the Armenian nation, as I intend making it the subject of a parti- 
cular memoir, which will, probably, be of some use. 

My first care, on arriving at Diarbekir, was, to inquire after the 
copy of the Turkish Testament I hM formerly seen tliere. On in- 
specting it, I found it contained only the Gospels, very carelessly 
translated into, the peculiar and corrupt dialect of the Pashalik of 
Bagdad. I have since procured an old copy of the Gospels, in Turk- 
ish, which, with the exception of a few obsolete terms, satisfies me 
much, as fiir as I have yet had time to look into it ; it is, of course, 
entirely at the disposal of the Society. I have heard, that a 
Testament in Turkish has been printed, or is printing, at Berlin. 
I do not know whether the one mentioned in the list you 
gave me, be the Berlin copy, or a reprint of the old edition of 
Seaman, which 1 have never met with. In the Patriarchal Library 
at Diarbekir, I saw a Chaldean manuscript on vellum, written 
A. D. l^fiOB, and containing the New Testament. The second and 
third Epistle of St. John, and the Epistle of St. Jude, are wanting. 
la 1 John V. 6, instead of " Quoniam Chrishu est Veritas," it has 
Spititus ; the 7th verse is wanting ; and, in the 8tb, the three wit- 
nesses are mentioned without " in terra.'' In the Gospel of St. 
John, the story of the woman taken in adultery is wanting. In 
the library of the Jacobite Patriarch here, I saw three very fine 
Syriac manuscripts on vellum, in the Stranghelo character ; their 
ages were A. D. 1043, 1073^ and 1169, but they only contained 
the Four Gospels. The Chaldean Catholic Church is in a sad 
state of decay ; owing, as the Head of it informed me, to the want 
of proper subjects for the priesthood.^ They have no schools, 
and the empire of ignorance seems daily extending itself among 
them. The Bishopricks are, I. Mardin. 2. Sert. 3. Sadakh, 
near Sert. 4. The Convent of Mar Jacob, near Sert. 5. Jezira. 
6. Monsul. 7. Salmast, in Persia, near the frontier of Febreez. 
At present, however, there are Bishops only at Monsul and 
Salmast. The Nestorian Chaldeans are a savage and powerful 
people, priocf pally to be met with among the tribes in the northern 
Courdistan. The Persar, destined for the ofiice of Patriarch, never 
tastes animal food from the hour of bis birth. As the dignity i;^ 
alwuys in the same family, the possessor of it, is, of course, more 
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Igiiprant, if possible, than the rest of the priesthood. He, indeed, 
prides himself solely on being '* a Chief of Tribes/' and '* 2L user 
of the musquet and spear/' 

The Patriarch of the Jacobite Syrians resides at tbe Monastery 
Der Zaaferan, within three miles of Mardin. The Jacobite 
Churches of Diarbekir and Mardin are immediately dependent on 
him, besides which, he has Bishops established at the following 
places: 1. Jerusalem. 2. Damascus. 3. Hamah. 4. Nebek 
Hams, Sadad and Kariettin. 5. Aleppo, where there are two 
Bishops. 6. Orfas, called by tbe Syrians, Raka. 7. Kharpoot, 
in the Pashalik of Maaden. 8. Havn Mansour and Boujak, in the 
Pashalik of Diarbekir; and, 9. Beshirie, in ditto. 10. Hadheand 
Saadet, ditto. 11. Bedles. 12. Iroon, in the Courdish Princi* 
pality of Hakkaria, between Van and Persia. 13. Hkesn, in the 
district of Ton, betiveen Mardin and Jezira, on the Tigris. 14. ' 
Trablono, in the Principality of Jezira. 15. Shamshem. 16. At 
the Town of Jezira. 17. The Metropolitan of the district of Ton 
le* The Dependencies of Mar Matai, in the Pashalik of Monsul. 
19. The Country beloheing to a Courdish Chief, named Kkalaf 
Aga, between Mardin and the Tigris. 20. The Tribe of Binebeel, 
in Tor. 21. Malabar, in India. 

The ignorance and barbarism of most of these Jacobites are 
extreme. In the Courdistan^ they were not distinguishable in 
manners --and, I am sorry to add, habits, or morals — from their Ma- 
h6mmedan countrymen: and the only difference between the priests 
and theil* flock, is, that the former are able to read a little Syriac 
and Arabic. In the mountainous district of Tor, which is situated 
between Mardin and the Principality of Jezira, on the Tigris, 
(and whet'e the languages in use are, the vulgar Syriac or Courdish,) 
there is now a Bishop, who is as great an adept in the use of the * 
rifle, as the most accomplished robber of his flock. He has always 
bis musquet by him, even while saying mass ; which holy oflice he 
has been frequently known to interrupt, in order to take an *. 
active part in some quarrel which he heard going on at the church 
door; and these quarrels sel<)om terminate without bloodshed. 
The Bibles and Testaments you mention having sent me, will be 
very acceptable. I shall endeavour to make a judicious distribu- 
tion of them, of which 1 will let you know the particulars. Tbe 
Armenian Archbishop of Mardin, and the Patriarch of the Jaco- 
bites, have already expressed a great desire to them* 

February 24« 

Since I wrote the first part of this letter, I have seen, the Jaco- 
bite Patriarch again ; he showed me a letter he bad just received 
from Mr. Barker, of Aleppo, concerning the distribution .of the 
Bible, which I bad, as I have before stated, already mentioned t» 
him. He appeared rather surprised ; said he should like to see 
how the translation was, and expressed some anxiety to kfiow# if 
there was any commentary, or extraneous matter^ in the Society's 
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edition. I immediate] v comprehended his meanivg, and, I hope t 
have satisfied him so mr, that his answer to Mr. Barker's letter 
will be a favourable one. The Jacobite Patriarch expressed some 
desire to have Bibles printed in Syriac, with an Arabic translation 
on the same leaf. The literal Syriac is used only in the Liturgy^ 
and not even all the priests can understand it. As to the vulgar 
Syriac, it varies according to the district in which it is spoken^ 
and is a very corrupt dialect. Monsignor Giovanni Guriel, Ca* 
thblic Chaldean Archbishop of Salmast) has translated the ^ew 
Testament into Persian ; there is, also, a translation by Doa 
Leopoldo Sebastian!, a Missionary of my acquaintance, and I saw^ 
a third, in manuscript, at Diarbekir. I shall soon be able to inform 
you, what languages are most in use among Christians in the Upper 
Courdistan. f hope I need not assure you of the great desire I 
have to be of use to the Society, in any way it may point out.

Monsul, April 22, 1810* 

One Armenian Testament accompanied your letter ; it is now 
in the hands of our worthy friend, the Armenian Archbishop of 
Mardio, who accompanies us as far as Bagdad, and it appears to 
satisfy him completely. I have already promised two to Arme- 
nian villagers, who are very honest, industrious people, near 
Mardin ; one to the parish priest of Dara ; and one to be given^ 
by him, to the most deserving of his flock. I shall, also, if you 
think proper, offer one to the Catholics of Echmiazin, (with 
whom I am in constant correspondence,) provided he has not yet 
already been supplied from a different quarter. You would do well 
to let me know the price,- both of the Armenian and the Arabic 
books, as it is possible I may have applications from some who are 
opulent enough to purchase them. The freight, &c. of the box, which* 
accompanies my baggage, shaU be of no expense to the Society. 
I fear your Armenian Testaments will be of no use at Angora^' 
where no one understands Armenian. This brings me again to 
represent to you the great call for a Testament in the Turkish 
language, and Armenian character.'' 

The Christians of Monsul, who are very numerous, are com- 
posed of Chaldean Catholics, Syrian Catholics, and Jacobites, f 
have nothing to add to my former account of these classes of ^ 
Christians, of whom, besides those in the city, there are several 
villages, and two towns, in the territory. They are all equally in 
want of the Scriptures with their brethren, whom Iformerly men- 
tioned. *

From a Correspondent at Constantinople. 

Constantinople, September 14, 18 16. 

I HAVE lately received from your Agent, at Malta, two 
cases, contaioing 475 Ancient and Modern Greek Testaments, 
in parallel columns ; about the distribution of which, it has not 
yet been in my power to see the Greek Patriarch, who had retired 
to a village on the Bosphorus, where the plague manifested itself, 
and one of his own servants died of it ; but I expect to see him in 
the course of next week. The plan I intend to propose to him, 
is this; to send a certain quantity of Testaments to every Bishop 
in the islands of the Archipelago, and other parts of the Empire, 
accompanied with the same Declaration that he gave you in favour 
of that edition. 

I shall not fail to inform you of the success in due time. May 
the Almighty prosper the charitable endeavours of the Society to 
disseminate true Christian piety and knowledge !

From the Bishop of Janina, of the Greek Church. 

Janina, January 10, 1816. 

As soon as I arrived in this place from Cyprus, I undertook, 
with renewed courage, to distribute the Modern Greek New Tes- 
tament among my beloved people; and, I assure you, that at 
Candia, Cyprus, Rhodes, and wherever 1 was, 1 met with a great 
disposition to receive the Scriptures, and many applications from 
a distance. 

I get what I can for the Testaments, but I never lose an opportu* 
nity of disposing of one, when a poor well-disposed head of a family, 
or an indigent clergyman, or a poor caravanist, desires to acquire 
it gratuitously. We are ardently desirous to have in our hands the 
whole Scriptures in Modem Greek; and it never happens, 
when we meet together on the Sabbath day, in our place of 
worship, that we are not excited to pray for the welfare of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, that it may extend its labours 
of love, and give plenty of Bibles in the vernacular Greek and 
Arabic languages.

As President of the Society, it is with more pleasure than 
can easily be expressed, that I officially execute the pleasing task

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the 8th day of May, 1816 ; Joshua M. Wallace, Esq. of New 
Jersey, was chosen President of the . Convention, and the Rev. 
Dr. J. B. Romeyn, and Rev. L. Beecher, Secretaries. 

Resolved unanimously. That it is expedient to establish, with- 
ouf delay, a general Bible Institution, for the circulation of the 
|loly Scriptures, without note or comment. 

A Committee, consisting of Dr. Nott, Dr. Mason, Mr. Bayard, 
Mr. Wilmer, Mr. Beecher, Charles Wright, Mr. Rice, Mr. Jones, 
Dr. Morse, Mr. Jay, and Dr. Blythe, was appointed to prepare 
the plan of a constitution of the said Society ; and an address to 
the public, on the nature and objects thereof. 

And the Convention adjourned until the morning of Friday, 
the 11th instant, at eleven o'clock. 

• The Convention met, according to adjournment; and their 
Committee laid before them the draft of a constitution, which, 
having been read first in the whole, and afterwards by para- 
graphs, and carefully considered, was unanimously adopted, and 
IS hereunto annexed. 

The Committee reported also an address to the public. 
If hich, in like manner, was unanimously approved. 



Extracts from the Constitution^ 

This Society shall be known by the name of The Amertcak 
Bible Society, of which the sole object shall be, to encourage a 
wider circulation of the Holy Scriptures, without note or comment. 
The only copies, in the English language, to be circulated by the 
Society, shall be of the version now in common use. 
' This Society shall add its endeavours to those employed by 
other Societies, for circulating the Scriptures throughout the 
United States and their territories ; and shall furnish them with' 
stereotype plates, or such other assistance as circumstances may 
require. This Society shall, also, -according to its ability, extend 
its influence to other countries, whether Christian, Mahometan, 
or Pagan. 

Al) Qible Societies shall be allowed to purchase at cost, from 
this Society, Bibles for distribution within their own districts. 
The members of all such Bible. Societies as shall agree to place 
their surplus revenue, after supplying their own districts with 
Bibles; at the disposal of this Society, shall be entitled to vote 
in all meetings of the Society; and the, officers of such Societies 
shall be, ex ojficio, directors of this. 

A Board of Managers shall be appointed to conduct the bu- 
siness of the Society, consisting of thirty-six Laymen, of whom 
twenty-four shall ' reside iq the city of New York, or its vicinity. 
One fourth part of the whoU number shall go out of 6ffice at the 
^expiration of each year, but shall be re-eligible. 
"* Every Minister of the pospel, who is a member of the 
Society, shall be entitled to meet and vote with- the Board of 
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Managers, and be possessed of the same powers as a Manager 

bimself. 

The Annual Meetings of the Society shall be held at New 
York, or Philadelphia, at the option of the Society, on the second 
Thursday of May, in each year; when the Managers shall be 
chosen, the Accounts presented, and the Proceedings of the 
foregoing year reported. 



Address to the People of the United States. 

Every person of observation has remarked, that the times are 
pregnant with great events. The political world has undergone 
changes stupendous, unexpected, and calculated to inspire, 
thoughtful men with the most boding anticipations. 
. That there are in reserve, occurrences of deep, of lasting, and 
of general interest, appears to be the common sentiment. Such 
a sentiment has not been excited without a cause, and does not 
exist without an object. The cause is to be sought in that Pro- 
vidence which adapts, with wonderful exactitude, means to ends ; 
and the object is too plain to be mistaken by those who carry a 
sense of religion into their speculations upon the present and 
the future condition of our afflicted race. 

An excitement, as extraordinary as it is poweitul, has roused 
the nations to the importance of spreading the knowledge of the 
one living and true God, as revealed in his Son, the Mediator 
between God and men, Christ Jesus. This excitement is the 
more worthy of notice, as it has followed a period of philosophy, 
falsely so called, and has gone in the track of those very schemes, 
which, under the imposing names of reason and liberality, were 
attempting to seduce mankind from all which can bless the life 
that is, or shed a cheering radiance on the life that is to come. 

We hail the re-action, as auspicious to whatever is exquisite in 
human enjoyment, or precious to human hope. We would fly to 
the aid of all that is holy, against all that is profane ; of the 
purest interest of the community, the family, and the individual, 
against the conspiracy of darkness, disaster, and death — to help 
on the mighty work of Christian charity — to claim our place in 
the age of Bibles. 

We have, indeed, the secondary praise, but still the praise, of 
treading in the footsteps of those who have set an example 
without a parallel — an example of the most unbounded benevo- 
lence and beneficence : and it cannot be to us a source of any 
pain, that it has been set by those who are of one blood with 
the most of ourselves; and has been embodied in a form so noble 
and so catholic, as The British and Foreign Bible Society. » 

The impulse which that Institution, ten thousand times more 
glorious than all the exploits of the sword, has given to the con* 
science of Europe, and to the slumbering hope of miUions in 
the region and shadow of death, demonstrates to Christiana, of 
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fivery country what they cannot do by insulated zeal; and what 
they can do by co-operation. 

In the United Stated we want nothing but concert, to perform 
Hchievemenls astonishing to ourselves, dismaying to the adver- 
saries 6f truth and piety, and most encouraging to every evan- 
^Hcal effort on the surface of the globe. 

No spectacle can be so illustrious in itself, so touching, to 
man, or so grateful to God, as a nation pouring forth its devotion, 
its talent, and its treasureSyJfor that kingdom of the Saviour, 
which is righteousness and peace. 

If there be a single measure which can over- rule objection, 
subdue opposition, and conunand exertion, this is the measure. 
That all our voices, all our affections, all our hands, should be 
joined in the grand design of promoting ''peace on. earth and 
good will toward man'' — that they should resist the advance of 
misery — should carry the light of instrnction into the dominions 
of ignorance, and the balm of joy to the soul of anguish ; and 
all this by diffusing the oracles of God — addresses to the under- 
standing an argument which cannot b^ encountered ; and to the 
heart an appeal which its holiest emotions* rise up to second. 
. Under such impressions, and with such views, fathers, 
brethren, fellow-citizens, the American Bible Society lias been 
formed. Local feelings, party prejudices, sectarian jealousies, 
are excluded by its very nature. Its members are leagued in 
that, and in that alone, which calls up every hallowed, and puts 
down every unhallowed, principle — the disseminatipn of the 
Scriptures, in the received versions where they exist, and in the 
i[D05t faithful, where they may be ' required. In s^ch a work, 
whatever is dignified, kind, venerable, true, has ample scope: 
while sectarian littleness and rivalries can find no avenue of ad- 
Qfiission. 

The only question is, whether an object of such undisputed 
magnitude can be best attained by a National Society, or by inde- 
pendent associations in friendly understanding and correspon- 
dence. 

, Without entering into the details of this inquiry, we may be 
permitted to' state, in a few words, our reasons of preference to 
a National Society supported by local Societies and by individuals 
throughout our country. 

Concentrated action is powerful action. The same powers, 
when applied by a common direction, will produce results im- 
possible to their divided and partial exercise. A national object 
unites national feeling and concurrence. Unity of a great system 
cohibines cinergy of effect with economy of means. Accumulated 
intelligence interests and animates the public mind. And the 
catholic efforts of a country, thus harmonized, give her a place 
in the moral convention of the world ; and enable her to act 
directly upon the universal plans of happiness which are now 
pervading: the nations. 
. It is true, tl^t the prodigious territory of the United States—- 
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the increase of their population, which is gaining every day upon 
their moral cultivation — and the dreadful consequences which 
will ensue from a people's outgrowing the knowledge of eternal 
life, and reverting to a species of heathenism, which shall have 
all the address and profligacy of civilized society, without any 
religious control, present a sphere of action, which may for 
a long time employ and engross the cares of this Society, and of 
all the local Bible Societies of the land. 

In the distinct anticipation of such an urgency, one of the main 
objects of the American Bible Society, is, not merely to provide 
a sufficiency of well-printed and accurate editions of the Scrip* 
tures ; but also to furnish great districts of the American conti* 
nent with well-executed stereotype plates, for their cheap and 
extensive diffusion throughout regions which are now scantily 
supplied, at a discouraging expense; and which, nevertheless* 
open a wide and prepared field for the reception of revealed 
truth. 

Yet» let it not be supposed, that geographical or political 
limits are to be the limits of the American Bible Society, That 
designation is meant to indicate, not the resti^iction of their 
labour, but the source of its emanation. They will embrace* 
with thankfulness and pleasure, every opportunity of raying out, 
by means of the Bible, according to their ability, the light of 
life and immortality, to such parts of the world as are destitute 
of the blessing, and are within their reach. In this high voca^ 
tion, their ambition is to be fellow-workers with^ them who are 
fellow-workers with God. 

People of the United States': — 

Have you ever been invited to an enterprise of such grandeur 
and glory 1 Do you not value the Holy Scriptures ? Value them* 
as containing your sweetest hope ; your most thrilling joy ? Can 
you submit to the thought that yo« should be torpid in your en- 
deavours to disperse them, while the rest of Christendom is awake 
and alert I Shall you hang back, in heartless indifference, when 
Princes come down from their thrones^ to bless the cottage of the 
poor with the Gospel of Peace ; and Imperial Sovereigns are 
gathering their fairest honours from spreading abroad the Oracles 
of the Lord your God ? Is it possible that you should not see, in 
this state of human things, a mighty motion of Divine Providence 1 
The most heavenly charity treads close upon the march of conflict 
and blood ! The world is at peace ! Scarcely has the soldier 
time to unbind his helmet, and to wipe away the sweat from his 
brow, ere the voice of mercy succeeds to the clarion of battle, 
afid calls the nations from enmity to love ! Crowned heads bow 
to the Head which is to wear " many crowns ;" and, for the first 
time since the promulgation of Christianity, appear to act in unison 
for the recognition of its gracious principles, as being fraught alike 
with happiness to man, and honour to God. 
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What has created so strange, so beneficent an alteration 1 Thik 
is, no doubt, the doing of the Lord, and it is marvellous in our 
eyes. But what instrument has he thought fit chieAy to use^ 
That which contributes, in all latitudes and climes, to make 
Christians feel their unity, to rebuke the spirit of strife, and to 
open upon them the day of brotherly concord — the Bible ! the 
Bible ! — through Bible Societies ! 

Come then, fellow* Citizens, fellow-Christians, let us join in the 
sacred covenant. Let no heart be cold ; no hand be idle ; no 
purse reluctant ! Come, while room is left for us in the ranks 
whose toil is goodness, and whose recompence is victory. Come 
cheerfully, eagerly, generally. Be it impressed on your souls, 
that a contribution, saved from even a cheap indulgence, may 
send a Bible to a desolate family ; may become a radiating 
point of " grace and truth'' to a neighbourhood of error and vice;

which their Others sowed, and themselves watered. In fine, we 
shall do our part toward that expansion and intensity of light 
divine, which shall visit, in its progress, the palaces of the great,, 
and the hamlets of the small, until the whole " earth be full of 
the knowledge of Jehovah, as the waters cover the sea V

The desire to obtain the Scriptures, which was manifested, 
last year, by the French inhabitants of this State, has not abated. 
On the contrary, they appear more pleased on obtaining the' 
whole of the Sacred Volume ; and prizb it more from its beings 
neatly and correctly printed ; a circumstance which has cootrt- 
buted not a little to enhance the estimation of the Bible itself. 
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From the superior' beauty of the type and pap^r, the editions 
df the British and Foreign Bible Society have been hi the greatest 
request; and it may not be unworthy of the attention of Bible* 
Societies* to print neat editions of the Bible, in order to promote 
lis more general circulation. 

It has now been ascertained, that the Catholica of this State 
have received and read the Scriptures, in a manner that has 
surpassed the general expectation which had been formed, and 
so as amply to compensate the benevolent exertions of those* 
who have spent their time or money to promote thi» object. 
. He Bible, as the New Testament last year, bas'be^n intro- 
duced and read in the schools generally, not only in 'this city/ 
but in different parts of the State. 

It has been found, on investigation, that a much larger pro- 
portion of the inhabitants of this Stale than was at first supposed* 
can both read and write ; but, notwithstanding this, they were 
deplorably destitute of books of all kinds. 
. In many families, where there are two or three persons able 
to read, no pther book than the Bible or New Testameut is to 
be seen. 

« The free people of colour are, generally, desirous to have their 
children taught to read ; consequently, from among ^that class» 
numerous applications have been made for Bibles. 

It has been observed too, on inquiry, that, wbere applications* 
were made by the heads of families for the Bible, it was princi- 
pally designed for th^ instruction of children. And it must be 
considered a favourable circumstance, that among the young it 
is that the Scriptures have had the greatest circulation. This 
has not been simply by the permission of the parents, but by ' 
their choice and on their application, though very often at the 
solicitation of their children. 

Among the applicants for Bibles, there have been several who 
declared, that they had been endeavouring, for years, some as 
many as for twelve or fifteen^ years, to obtain a copy of the 
•Bible in Frencb. Some declared that no present could be more • 
acceptable to tbem, and others, that , they esteemed it beyond 
hundreds of dollars. . . 

The institution of Bible Societies has been to many of the* 
French Inhabitants a matter of much admiration: it is with 
difficulty that they can comprehend the plan and design of gratui* 
lously distributing the Bible; and with astonishment they hear: 
of the sums of money that have been raised in Europe and Ame- 
rica for this purpose. 

. The Catholics, even the strictest of them, are willing, with 
SCjiroely an exception, to receive and read the Bible. 

The Spanish inhabitants have been remarkably pleased, on • 
obtaining the New Testament in their native language : tliey have* 
Deceived it with great demonstrations of joy. The expressions 
used by some, on being presented with a New Testament, deserve 
iuitice ; one observed,. ** This book contains the pure truth, and

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noikmg bui ike truth f another, on reading the title page of tbci 
Slew Testament, as soon as he came to the words '' Jesus Christ/'' 
fttoppedy and said, with much earnestness, " This u my King and 
my God — he.i» my AHJ* Another, on being asked if the Spa- 
niards were satisfied with their New Testament, observed thai 
*i they could not be Christiana who were notJ* 
. Many Spaniards from abroad have made personal application 
here for the Spanish New Testament ; by which means some 
copies will be introduced into their colonies^ As it was the 
direction of the Committee of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society^ that the Spanish New Testaments, presented by them, 
sbottld be<circuiated, not only in Louisiana^ but in the Spanish 
colonies near us — about 100 copies of the New Testament fasive 
been given to persons residing at Pensacola, who have made 
urgent application for them. A few more have been given to 
Individuals from Havaunah, St. lago-de-Cuba, and Campeache^ 
Individuals going to Mexico have been intrusted with a few copies 
for distribution. No account of the reception of these books 
has yet been received ; but, from the representation of different 
persons, it is believed that the inhabitants will be pleased with> 
tbeiii. An American gentleman, who was at Campeache last sum- 
ifierj states, that, wishing to learn the Spanish language, he endea^ 
voured to purchase a Spanish New Testament (of the London 
<>dition) which had been presented at Jamaica, to a Spaniard ; and 
offering him five dollars for it^ the Spaniard refused to relinquish 
Jiis book at any price. * . 

The EngUsh Bibles have been distribnted among the troops of 
the United States stationed at New Orleans ; among the saiior» 
on board the vessels of the United States on this station ; and* 
among the Americans in different parts of the State. 

A few copies of the English Bible have been given to slaves 
who were able to read. A negro vroman applied for a BiW e y 
stating, that her mistress, having got angry with her, had taken* 
her's from her, and burnt it ; that she was unable to buy another,- 
and would be very thankful for one. It. was given het ; and, meet- 
ing, some time afterwards, in the street, the distributor, she said 
to him, ** Master, I thank you much for that Bible— 1 never go to> 
sleep without remembering you for it." 

In order to give more publicity to this Society, extend its ia^ 
Duence, and circulate more generally the Scriptures, the Mana*- 
gers, in the month of February last, appointed xhe Rev. Benjamin 
Davis to inftke a tour throughout the State. To the xeaious 
exertions of this gentleman the Society is much indebted, tie 
has visited a very large proportion of the State, obtained do- 
nations to a considerable amount, engaged many persons to act 
as agents for the distribution of Bibles ; and he has, in various 
^ays, much promoted the interests of the Society. 

: Mr. Davis was furnished with a letter of instructions, relative 
to. the object for which he undertook his tour; and, on exhibiting 
iti he was well jreeeived wherever he went* lo h^ communie*^ 
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lioDs to the Managers, he states, that, among all elasses of people, 
the Scriptures have been received with uncommon satisfaetioo> 
luid that much good will result from the dbtribution.

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This Society have ever considered the qavyof the United States, 
as an object vvorthy of their first and chief regard'; aiid it is their 
purpose not to remit their labours, until their design respectiiig 
it be accomplished. A secondary object of this Society is to fur* 
nish the military posts and garrisons with the Sacred Scriptures* 
This work, too, is in progress; and, as other Bible Societies have 
the same object in view, our purpose here will soon be accom- 
plished. 

Under these circumstances^ your Board view it as an auspicious 
event, that a cry for the *' word of life*' has reached them from 
the southern fipd western- districts of our own coiintry. Upon 
undoubted authority, they have been informed, that a ramine for 
Ibe Bible rages 4hrougb the countries bordering on the Mississippi, 
Ohio, and Tennessee rivers. This information made them re* 
sdtVflf Upon alleviating the miseries and wants of their countrymen, 
as for as their slender means would allow. They made, therefore, 
a donation of Bibles to the Louisiana Bible Society, which, being 
near this seat of wretchedness and woe, has the opportunity of 
making the most suitable appropriations. * 

Your Board of Directors have seen the time when they wore 
obliged to pause, and ask, " Where shall we find a place to deposit 
a Bible 1" But now th^ question to be asked, is, << Where shall 
we obtain resources in any degree commensurate with the wants 
of the poor, who are perishing for lack of knowledge Y* Their 
unhappy condition awakens the sympathy of every friend to reli- 
gion and humanity. It has given a fresh impulse to the zeal and 
exertions of other Societies ; and every member of this Society 
doubtless feels himself pledged to assist in this great and 
pious cause. If, at any period of this Society's existence, the 
nembers have had reason to congratulate themselves on its forma- 
tion, surely it is the present, when a prospect of usefulness, so 
flattering to their most ardent wishes, has opened before them. 
The smiles of Heaven have' rested on our Institution ; and success; 
has followed its exertions, far exceeding the most sanguine expec- 
tations of its founders. It has beep recognised as a sister Insti- 
tution by other Societies; s|nd thi^ recognition comes frous 
Societies, not only in the United States, but also from Trans-Atlan- 
tic countries^ Let us, therefore, be ambitipus of co-operating in 
the vast desjgo which the word of God is to accomplish ; for it 
will prevail, until the eartir be covered with righteousness. 

August 3^ 1816. 

The most affecting account which yvt h^ve of the want of 
Kbles, in this country, is to be found in Messrs. Mills and Smith's 
Beport of their Missionary Tour through it, during the last year. 
They represent every part of which they speak, as covered with 
giiosa darkness, for want of the light of Scripture. They tell us of 
old men, who greatly desired a Bible, and who h%d often sought

it, who, nevertheless, have never had a Bible in their houses* 
They tell us of mothers, with, their children in their arms^ 
pressinf; through the crowd to solicit a Bible. They tell us of 
families who neter taw a Bihle^ nor heard of Je$u9 Ckrisi. They 
speak of large territories, where more than two-thirds of the inha* 
bitants are supposed to be destitute of the Scriptures. ** In Kas- 
basfcias,'a place containing from eighty to one hundred families, 
there are, it is thought, not more than four or five Bibles." In 
the Illinois Territory they say, they " did not find any placo 
where a copy of the Scriptures could be obtained." They declare 
it as their sober conviction, that at least 76,000 Bibles are neces« 
sary for the supply of the destitute in that part of our country. 
And, '* it is thought, by judicious people, that haif a million of 
Bibles are necessary for the supply of the destitute in the United 
States/^ There is, then,> much to be done ; and we are called 
upon by the worth of souls, by the example of thousands, and. 
by the blessing of Heaven, to engage, with renewed spirit, in this, 
work. 

Let us feel it a privilege and an honour to do good. A little 
economy, in regulating incidental expenses, will enable every 
student of college, and every member of the theological seminary, 
to become a member of this Bible Society. And with how much 
greater satisfaction will that money be remembered, which is cast 
into our funds, than that which is spent to pamper the body I 
The one may save a soul from death, while the whole tendmcy 
of the other is to ruin both soul and body.

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f\rom the ftrtt Report of the Bible So«ieif tU CtbimUa. 

The First Meeting of The Bihlt Society of the DiHrki of 
Golumbia was held in the city of Washington, on the 17th day 
of January, 1813. Its Members, belonging to different religious 
denominations, appeared to be influenced by one spirit — the 
spirit of love : and. to engage, with becoming zeal, in the import* 
ant object for which they had assembled. But, that ardour which 
was .manifested by the Society at its formation, was damped, and 
its exeKtions suspended, for a season, on account of the^peculiai^ 
oircnmstances in which the District was involved, and in which 
many of the members individually were placed. Its ardour, how<« 
ever, though damped, was not permitted to expire ; and its exer- 
tions have been renewed. May that Spirit, who dictated '* the 
word of life,'' inflame our hearts with a zeal still more ardent, 
and rouse us to still greater activity, in the holy, and charitable, 
and momentous cause ! 

The advantages resulting from Bible Societies are indisputably 
great We say indispvtably ; because we can appeal to expe^ 
riaiMe, to .faels^ ia support of the as8eni|^&. Even in a mpcal 
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point of view, the position is correct. It has been actually found 
that, in proportion to the clissemina,tion of the Scriptures, a 
vicious has given place to a virtuous practice. Idleness has been, 
supplanted by industry, intemperance by sobriety, and general 
improvidence by prudent management. Thus, a powerful anti« 
dote is formed to pauperism, and all its direful train of miseries. 
The example of industry, sobriety, and prudent management, 
which is set by parents and masters, it may be reasonably sup- 
posed, wrill be copied, in some measure at least, by their children, 
and by their servants. Regarded in this point of light, then, 
how incalculable is the benefit to society at large ! Where is the 
parent who desires not to behold his offspring reputable and pros- 
perous — who contemplates not, with high satisfaction, every 
means which, under the blessing of Heaven, may contribute in 
any degree to the attainment of this great end — and who would not 
gladly foster whatever was likely to lead to so pleasing an issue I 
On such parents, then we solemnly and affectionately call, to cherish 
Bible Societies ; for they furnish the means. But, while you thus^ 
extend to them the nurturing hand, we beseech you to give a still 
more decisive testimony to their worth, by a personal application 
of the means, by searching the Scriptures daily for yourselves. 
Compared with this^ the mere contribution of money is but a 
feeble aid. 

Again : it is certainly an object of no trivial consequence, with 
those who are masters, to have capable and conscientious ser- 
vants. How often do landholders complain, and not always with- 
out reason, of the negligence and dishonesty, both of their mana- 
gers and of their labourers ! Doubtless, this blamable conduct 
is to be ascribed chiefly to the destitution of religious and moral 
principle. But, ought not some, and that not a small portion of 
it, to be attributed to ignorance-* ignorance of the only unerring 
rule of life, and of those powerful motives by which it enforces 
the observance of the relative duties 1 Here, then, we call upon 
you who are masters, to cherish Bible Societies : and we urge 
you to do so, from a regard to your own interest. It is true, that* 
you cannot create, in the minds of your people, those holy princi* 
pies which are the spring of upright conduct ; but you cap put 
into their hands the oracles of the living God, who, through the 
instrumentality of his own word, and the saving operations of his 
Spirit, may accomplish the desires of your heart. And thus will 
negligence and dishonesty be rooted out, and fiiithfalness and di- 
ligence occupy their room. 

• Farther : <it is universally admitted, that the jgeneral diffusion 
of knowledge is a blessing of incalculable, value to the community. 
Whatever, therefore, has a tendency to promote this object, 
ought to be regarded with no common interest. Now there is no 
knowledge comparable to that which has !the Bible for its basis* 
It is level to the capacities, and compatible with the honest pur- 
suits, of all. There are some branches of human knowledge, the* 
acquisition of which i^ neisessarily confined to a s^iaU^ portion of. 
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societyt.that which the Bibk teaches, may be acqilired by the 
meanest, and the greatest — the most elevated in rank, the most 
distinguished for mental endowments, are not above it. Be- 
sides, it has never been denied, that the Scriptures contaiiB 
a perfect system of morality. What advantage, then, might 
We not hope, would flow from their extendi distribution! 
We speak of this advantage merely as connected with our 
civil relations. It will be afterwards contemplated in another 
point of view. We call, then, upon those whose station, or 
whose opulence, gives them an influence over others, to cherish 
BiUe Societies. Here is an extensive field for the exercise of the 

{iqrest patriotism. Contribute liberally ; and others, in humbler 
ife, and in narrower circumstances, will follow your example. 
Enable tliose who have associated for the purpose of dis- 
pensing the Book of God, to place at least one Bible in eveiy 
£imiiy, either without cost, or at such reduced prices as their 
discretion will regulate. The beneficial eflPects of such liberality 
are beyond all calculation, and those from whom it issues will be 
enrolled among the noblest benefactors of mankind. 

But there are other advantages, and some of them, at least, still 
Qiore important, resulting from the institution of Bible Societies z 
the first we adduce is one^ the accuracy of which may be 

2uestioned, perhaps, by some ; but it rests on the sure ground of 
ict^Bible SocieiUs have acimlfy enlarged the fund fiam which 
the wants of the poor are relieved. It was feared, that the very 
large sums annuaJly contributed to tlie British and Foreign Bible 
Society, and its Auxiliaries, and to other independent Societies 
engaged in the same glorious work, would contract, if not exhaust 
the sources of charity ; would diminish, if not annihilate, the 
portion of the poor; But such apprehension was s|>eediiy dissi- 
pated. Experience demonstrated, that Bible Societies not only 
reduced the number of paupers, and consequently rendered a 
sfnaller fund sufficient for their support, but also, that the means 
of charitable donation were, in fact, augmented by them. Nor is 
it diflicult to account for this. The exertions of these Societiea 
have brought the real wants of the poor, especially of the humble^ 
the unobtruding, the deserving poor, more distinctly into view 
than in former times ; and the general diffusion of the Scriptures 
has given, in multitudes of instances, a new impulse to benevo- 
lence, and has brought home to the bosom the duties of charity, 
with an energy accompanied by persuasives unfelt, nnkw>wn be- 
fore. This, then, is an advantage of no trifling value, resulting 
from Bible Societies. 

Another advantage for which they ought to receive credit, is 
this; Hey obviau$fy tend to produce and to foster that spirit ^ 
forbearance and of love, the esercise of which is so becoming in aff 
who profess to be the disciples of our Lord Jesus Christ. It l^s 
been often alleged, and the allegation has seemed to be <;ouote-. 
imneed by iheTanguage and bv the conduct of too many am^ng

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the avowed friends of religion towards eaoh ofher, that difference 
of opinion and brotherly affection cannot subsist in the same bo* 
som ; while those divisions which deform, and not unfrequentlj ' 
disgrace, the Christian Church, and that bitterness which flows 
in the channel that ought to be sacred to holy affection, are 
tauntingly held forth as evincing the absolute worthlessness of 
Christianity, and the futility of its claim to a divine original. 
We cannot deny the existence of such divisions. We de- 
plore them. They were deplored by our fathers, by thousands 
and tens of thousands now in glory. Although they were, 
doubtless, permitted to break out, and are doubtless permitted 
to continue, for purposes approved to the wisdom of the King 
of Zion, and although not altogether unproductive of ob- 
vious good ; yet we mourn over them as marring the beauty 
of the Church. We hail the approach of that period, when 
** neither spot, nor wrinkle, nor any such thing,'' shall de« 
tract from her loveliness. And we will encourage, with joy- 
till ^ hearts, whatever may Iwcome instrumental, through the 
blessing of God, in smoothing those wrinkles, and obliterating 
those spots, no trace of which shall be discernible in the 
heavens. Here, then. Christian brethren of all denomination?, 
here is a grand rallying point. In the Bible Society, you find 
nothing to stir up the spirit of controversy, the spirit of rancour 
aiid bitterness. You neither distribute nor sanction erroneous and 
dangerous comment on the word of truth. You acknowledge this 
woi^ as the test of your principles, and the standard of your 
belief. In its dissemination, therefore, you have the same in- 
terest, and the same avowed objects — the glory of God, and the 
enlargement of the Mediator's kingdom. .SuVely the manifest 
tendency of all such Institutions, is, to promote Christian unity : 
and Christian unity they have promoted. In the Bible Society 
the followers of the Lamb meet as brethren ; as brethren they 
deliberate, as brethren they act; while, with one heart, and with 
one soul, they supplicate the blessing of Heaven upon their la- 
bours. ^' Behold, how good and how pleasant it is for brethren to 
dwell together in unity V* 

We only notice, as another advantage resulting from Bible 
Societies, the extenrion of the meam of grace. The preached 
€N>spel, it is true, is the grand means which the God of grace 
has instituted for the conversion of sinners, and the edification 
of the b»dy of Christ. This, therefore, nothing can supersede. 
Nor is the Bible Society intended to supersede it. We regard the 
one as an aid to the other. You can put the Bible into the hands of 
many who are either unable, or unwilling, and whom you could 
not compel, to give their presence in the sanctuai^. Thus you 
inrnish them with that word which is able to mase the foolish 
wise, the lost wise unto salvation. Behold, then, its true cha- 
racter ! Behold its vast importance ! And can you withhold 
this word of life 1 In proportion to your exertions, it will be 
disseminated. The light of divine truth will shine upon those 
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who div^ell in grtts darkneft, and the ivay to'everhAtiiig glorj 
will be pointed oat to those who are baatening onward in the roa4 
lo destruction I '/. 

The subject is^ by no means exhausted. We have not deemed 
it necessary to enumerate all the advantages which are derived 
from Bible Societies, nor even to illustrate, at very great length, 
those which have been enumerated. But, we trusty enough Iws 
been said to convince you, if you needed to be convinced, not 
only of the harmlessness, but also of the immense utility, of the 
otiject for which we have associated, as it bears both on your 
temporal and on your eternal concerns ; and to induce you Ui 
give to it that cheerful and liberal support which it merits. 

In this work, so intimaUly connected with the glory of God, 
and so deeply interesting to man, you are fellow laboiirers with 
iniilions. Millions whose countries are widely separated, between 
whose languages and whose customs there is no affinity, whose 
religious principles and whose forms of worship are, in many 
points, greatly dissimilar, are cordially engaged In the same 
blessed cause. It is under the impulse of Christian love, as before 
stated, and under the clear conviction of duty, that they act; and 
all minor considerations are lost in the magnitude of the object 
they have in view^ 

In the British and Foreign Bible Society all that we have here 
adduced is illustriously exemplified. In that noble Institution 
you behold an unparalleled combination of rank, and talent, and 
iaiSuence, and piety ; and, unexampled In the bistory of the world* 
is the munificence with which its treasury is supplied. Its re*' 
ceipts, dnring the year 1815, including sales, were, 443,976 dollars, 
77 cents : and that its ample funds are wisely and faithfully dis« 
bursed, may be concluded from the very high estimation in which 
it is held by the enlightened in every land, independently of the 
incontrovertible testimony in its favour, supplied by the asto* 
nisfaing support it continues to receive, throughout the British 
empire* 

The only distinctions which regulate the distribution of its 
bounty, are, the necessities of its objects, and the practicabili^ - 
pf assisting them. In its holy charity it embraces the Christian, 
and the Mahomedan ; the worshipper of the true God, and t^ 
blind votary of an idol— the Tartar, the Hottentot, the Mohawkt 
the Hindoo. 

We cannot conclude this Report, without beseeching you to 
cherish, by every means in yoiir power, the cause of that preciou^ 
Book on which God has so distinctly impressed the seal of his 
authority ; which,^ by his watchful Providence,' he has preserved 
through so many ages, and through so many perils ; and which he 
has so signally blessed, as the instrument of good to the children 
of men. In behalf of this object, the importance of which we 
have endeavoured to bring home to your bosom, much, very 
much, may be done, by Associations formed on a small scale,

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Place it within the reach of the bboaring chtsses of the com- 
inunity. Let them enjoy the privilege and the honour of en« 
rolling themselves among, the number of its supporters. You 
Will thus create a new and powerful interest in its fiivour. Every 
individual will regard the su^^ess of the cause, as depending, in 
•ome degree, under the blessing of Heaven, on the means which 
ke may furnish. Impelled by this motive, the force of which 
is derived from the known value of its object, he will contribute^ 
to the utmost of his ability. In itself it may be a small offering; 
but the aggregate of such items will not be contemptible. Des- 
pise hot, then, the pittance of honest industry ; despise not even 
the widow's mite^ 

On this subject, we speak not the language of mere hypothesise. 
It is a fact, as appears from the Report of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society already quoted, that, in some instances, the process 
accruing to that Society from Associations whose members sub- 
9cribe only a penny a week, have exceeded in amount those 
derived from the Auxiliaries established in the same bounds. A 
corresponding testimony in favour of Cent Socieiiei, as existing 
in the United States, is exhibited in the Annual Reports of those 
Institutions with which they are connected. Let, then, the 
establishment of such Societies be encouraged among yourselves^ 
and in the adjacent counties. Their goMl effects will soon be 
apparent. 

In contemplating the astonishing success with which the labours 
of those engaged in the cause of the Bible have been crowned, 
what heart (joes not exult ! The powerful ward, like ** a hammer 
that breaketh the rock in pieces,"' is dashing the idols of the hea- 
then to the ground, and levelling their altars with the dust. The 
iiving word is running to and fro through the earth, and, at its 
approach, the dead in sins arise. The " true lighf' is pene- 
trating into the remotest quarters of the globe, and scattering the 
thick Harkneiis in which, for so many ages, diey have been in- 
volved. *' This is the Lord's doing, and it is marvellous in our 
eyes.'' We hail the blessed prospect. We hail it as the dawn of 
the latter day, and ** rejoice for the consolation." 

Take unto thee, O thou inost Bl'iglity, thy gr^t power and 
reign! Go forth, conquering and to conquer; and let the whole 
eaith be filled with thy 'glory ! Ameii, and amen !

United States of America, 

In a county possessing so many Bibl^ Societies as the United 
States, it cannot be necessary to prove, that every Christian is 
under an obligation to promote the universal diffusion of the 
tacred records of his religion. The obligation is felt and ao* 
knowledged ; and if the efforts of American Christians to disse* 
minate the Scriptures, have not been proportionate to their abili- 
ties, it has arisen from their ignorance of tho great scarcity of 
Bibles, and from a want of concert among themselves, in conse* 
^uence of the plan they have adopted, of establishing independent 
local Bible Societies. 

To convince the Christians of America, that greater exertions 
are necessary than have hitherto been made, aQ,d to induce them 
to adopt a new system for the direction of their exertions, by 
showing the utter inefficacy of their present system, is the object 
of the following Memoir. 

To prove that greater exertions are necessary, it will be suffi- 
cient to show. 

First, the number of Bibles wanted at home and abroad ; and 
then. 

To ascertain the number we h^ve distributed. . 
'. On entering upon the first inquiry, our hearts sink within us, at 
4he recollection, that, while the population of those countries, 
in which the jceligion of Christ is professed, is no more 
than 213 millions, it is computed, that there are in the world 
no less than 650 millions of* souls, who have never heard of 
liis name. 

. But, while we lament the darkness of the heathen world, let us 
not think that the light of the Gospel is freely diffused in those 
lands on which the Sun of Righteousness has risen ; for, on eta," 
minattoo, we shall find, that thousands and millions are hidden 
from the brigiitness of his beams. 

[The Memoir then proceeds with a series of brief Extracts from 
the Reports of the British and Foreign Bible Society, to show the 
want of the Holy Scriptures in various parts, concluding with 
Xsrreat Britain, and resumes :] 

If such be the famine of the Word of God in Great Britain, 
where Protestantism and religious zeal have so greatly tended to 
diffuse it, how grievous must be the scarcity in France, Spain, 
Italy, and other Catholic countries ! 

' Let us now look at home ; and let us begin our inquiries with a 
State which has long been distinguished for the religious habits 
#f its citiieiis» The Report of the Connecticut Bible Society for 
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181 2> informs us, that there were more in that State without the 
Scriptures, than the funds of the Society could supply ; and let 
us remember, that this is one of the most able Societies in the 
United States, and the State, probably, better supplied with 
Bibles than any other district of the same population in the 
world. The Report of the Massachusetts Bible Society for 1813, 
asserts, that there are many settlements in the District of Maine, 
in which onlv one or two Bibles could be found. During the year 
preceding this Report, the Society had distributed no less 
than 2296 Bibles, and 632 Testaments; and tbey declar«» 
that ''however improbable it may seem, this number was 
needed." 

In 1814, it was estimated, that there were in Ohio 13,000 fami* 
li^s destitute of the Scriptures ; 12,000 in the Territories of 
Indiana, Illinois, and Missouri; 6000 in the Mississipi Terri- 
tory ; 8Q00 in Louisiana ; 10,000 in Tennesse ; and 30,000 ia 
Kentucky ! ! , 
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New York Female Auxiliary Bible Society. 

As soon as it was generally known, that the Convention mil^t* 
legates from the Bible Societies in the United States, bad resolved 
to institute The Awwriean Bible Society, a considerable number 
of the Ladies of this city, with a promptitude of benevolence, as 
honourable to their Christian zeal as characteristic of their sei, 
took into consideration the expediency of forming a Female Bible 
Society, to be auxiliary to the National Institution. On Saturday, 
May 11, 1816, a large Meeting of Ladies, of the first respecta*- 
bility, was held in the Assembly Room of the City Hotel ; when 
it was determined to form such - an Association, to be denomi* 
nated, The New York Female Auxiliary Bible Society^ and 
fi Committee of ten Ladies was appointed to draft the Consti- 
futiottv 

Oa Tuesday, the L4th of the same month, ia pursuance of public 
notice given to that effect, a crowded assembly of Ladies, cobp 
sistiog of every Christian sect in this city, aiet at the place above- 
meotioned ; when the Address of the Coaveation to the Citixeas 
of the United States, was read. The draft of a Constitntioa^ 
prepared bv the Committee, was then read, and unanimously 
adopted; aner which, thirty-six Managers, coaqposed of Ladies 
frota the various religious denominations, were cboaen to conduct 
the coBceras of the establisbment for the ensuing year* Sub^ 
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Bcrlptioiis were then opened, and aboot term hmdred dolhrs were 
•ubscribed by the Ladies present on that occasion. 

This Society has the pnvilege of being the first Auxiliary to the 
American Bible Society. We trust, that similar Institutions in 
other parts of onr country,- will delight to emulate this laudable 
example, and do all in their power to further the important ends 
for which the National Society was formed. 
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Jh Address bjf the Right Rev. Bishop White, to the FemaU Bibh 

Society of Philadelphia. 

Having been present at this respectable company of Ladies, 
about a week ago, when the proposal was made to them for their 
forming themselves into a Society for the distribution of the Bible, 
I took the liberty of delivering my opinion in favour of the mea« 
9ure. Since that Meeting, the subject has been frequently in mj 
mind ; and I take this opportunity, at the request of the Parent 
Society, of renewing the expression of my opinion. 

The question was asked, (and by Ladies determined to- contri- 
bute, at least, their money to the object,) whether their donations 
might not, with equal utility, be thrown into the treasury of the 
Society already instituted, and conducted by the other sex 1 It 
was answered, and is now repeated, in order to show perseverance 
in the sentiments ; 1st. That there will be a greater number of 
persons, not merely contributing, but taking such an interest iu 
the work as to induce others also to contribute, as opportunities 
may occur : and, 2d. That in the line of distribution, there come 
under your notice many cases of poverty, of the merits of which 
you are the most competent jud|;es, and especially as to the ques- 
tion, how far the pecuniary relief of poverty would be enhanced 
by the additional gift of a Bible, with the prospect of its beinj 
botli acceptable and profitable. 

If there should press on the minds of any of you, the appre- 
bension of exceeding the bounds which the modesty of your sex 

J prescribes, it does not appear tome, that there is the least ground 
or such rej>roacb, so long 9s the Association is within yourselves. 
A« to the circumstance, that some of you will be called upon to 
act in certain official characters necessary for the conducting -of 
business, if we look beyond names, there is nothing in4he subject 
itself, but what would apply, with equal force, against the pre* 
siding at a dinner, or at a tea table ; unless, indeed, it could be 
alleged, that this is less alien from the female character than the 
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^theringand the dbpeiisiogof almi. ^But this is a sentiment 
which, it is supposed, will haralj be hazarded by the most jealous 
asserters of the prerogatives of the men. 

It is one of the most conspicuous of the many beneficent pio- 
perties of the Scriptures, that they are the charter of the female 
sex against degradation and oppression. Look at the condition 
-of women, in the countries where the religion, of tfae Gospel is 
unknown ; and all the arrangements of domestic life will be found 
a comment on the position. Can it then be out of the sphere of 
your sex, to be actively engaged in disseminating a system of truth 
and morals, which has so excellent a bearing immediately on your 
interests; and, through you, on whatever contributes to the 
rectitude, to the decorum, and to the rational enjoyments, of so- 
cial life? 

Yon have also this especial interest in the same sacred treasure, 
that, of our sex, as well as of your own, you are the earliest in- 
structors in morality and in religion : and what is there deserving 
to be commended as moral or religious, if detached from the 
lessons which speak so immediately from the oracles of God to 
the best sensibilities of the human heart 1 Under so loud a call 
as this, to the estimation of the Bible, surely you cannot be step- 
ping out of your proper sphere, by being prominent in measures 
for the depositing of it in such needy families as would otherwise 
be without the means which you enjoy, of rendering it salutary 
to their rising hopes. 

If there were nothing more than the undeniable property of the 
human condition, that, under all states of society, the women sus- 
tain the greatest share of its sorrows, it most give them an essen- 
tial interest in the best source of countervailing consolation. That 
source is, the word of truth : this being the case, can it be 
out of character, where pecuniary means are within the power, to 
add their personal attention and exertion for the extending of so 
inestimable a benefit? 

It has been thought an incidentai advantage arising from Bible 
Societies, that, by combining persons of different religious denomi- 
nations, they have the ^eet of promoting unityof qffecti&n, under 
irreeoncileable differences of opinion* The l^ritish and Foreign 
Bible Society set off on the fundamental ptHnciple, of avoiding 
whatever could bring such diversity into view, Thbt pro-

suffer myself to believe, that your sex, any more than ours, are 
debarred from promoting these blessed ends, in your distinctive 
character. Accordingly, I take the liberty of exhorting you to 
persevere in the work begun, and of assuring you of my best.

* The Managers of the female Auxiliary Bible Society of Baltic 
mare, in submitting to their Subscribers and Donors, the foUowini^ 
Iteport of their Proceedings during the past year, feel a pleasure 
In slating, that they have reason to believe their exertions in cir« 
culating the word of life among the poor and destitute of the 
€tiiy and its vicinity, have b^ attended with considerable' 
<fuccess« 

In many instances, the gift 1>estowed has been received, not onlr 
with promises of careful perusal and study, but with expressions of 
Joy and gratitude. Some have said, that now they have obtained a 
Bible, they shall want for nothing. Others have declared, on beds 
of sickness and death, that they knew neither fear nor hope of 2t 
future state, that they felt no solid contort, until they possessed 
a Bible ; and have invoked blessings upon the individual, who^ 
under Providence, was the instrument of extending to them this 
consolation. But there have been one or two instances, even in 
this city, (where, in a general point of view, none are without 
the means of grace,) of persons who were ignorant of the con- 
tents of the Bible, and, in fact, not aware that there was 
such a boolu 
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It baa been a eufltom with the Managers, te iriaft, oecasioMHy, 
those to ivhom thtj have given Kbks, lor the purpose oP 
hearing and observing what nse had been made of them ; and* 
ift no ease whatever, have they found cause to regret their do«> 
nation. 

The demand for Bibles in our own neighbourhood, has ^ > 
no means ceased. There are still poor cyidren, who, as they

idates for this charity. There is a wide field fotT unwearred 
diertion oti the part of the Managers, and cheerful liberality* 
oiki that of the PuMic. Much is to be done, therefore, much must 
be done. 

Our frontier offers an unbounded prospect for nsefolness ;« 
and shall we be backward in the discharge of this imperious 
dutyl Shall we satisfv ourselves with talking of the glorious 
day that is about to dawn upon the world, while we should 
be up and doing 1 Shall we, who possess the precious word 
of life, who. sit beneath the joyful sound of the Gospel, and 
participate in holy ordinances, evince no tender solicitude for 
the eternal salvation of our helpless and importunate fellow 
creatures ? 

According to the calculations of the Missionaries, who hav^ 
for some time been resident in the south-west portion of ouc 
country, it would appear, that, " at the least, 76,000 Bibles are 
necessary for the preaent supply of the destitute, and the number 
is every yeorjaoreasing.'' 

When we survey tl^ stupendous work that is so rapidly ad- 
vancing under the auspices of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, among the nations of the north and east, we are 
constrained to acknowledge our extreme deficiency.

tttte of our own country* But, udiess we are supported, in this; 
pious desire, by those of our subscribers and other friends, whi>

Sierra Leone, June 3, 1819. 
. 'WHtRVTJUt I btmt ted an opportunity of conversing with the 
l^landingoesy who understand Arabic, I have found them very-de- 
sirous to receive Arabic books. 

Mong^ Fernandez, who is the Headman at firamia, and has 
many other towns, and considerable power and influence amoi^ 
the Susoos, assured me, he should be very glad to receive Arabus 
Bibles, and would take care to distribute them where they would 
be read. 

I gave three Arabic Bibles as follows. I stopped at the hut »f 
a Mandingo man near Kacara, on the Rio Pongas. He told m^e 
be came there, to get a little money by trade, but found the times 
bad, and meant to return. He said he could read Arabic, aai 
bad the Koran. I asked him a few questions about It, with re* 
ference to his business ; and he said his book allowed him to get 
money by lies. I told him, wUte men had a book which they 
well kn^w came from God, and which told them liars went t^ 
hell. He then said, ** How is it «o many white men tell lies." I r^ 
plied, ** Can you say that Missionaries, and ihoee white men who iove 
our book^ tell lies ?*' He said, *' You speak true palaver," and added» 
'^ Can you give me tbis book ? I go home, and I like to take it 
with me to read." I said, I would think about it, and he might 
come to me at Canoffee in a few days* He accordingly came, and 
asked again for the Bible, which, after 3ome further conversation, 
I gave to him. 

The Headman of Kapparoo, a large native town near the Isles de 
Loss, teaches Arabic, and I gave him an Arabic Bible. Having 
first read thecoqiraaiidments to him, and pressed upon him the 
importance of reading that book, and observing its precepts, 
as the only way to bring us to the knowledge of God, I 
perc^ved that he gratefully accepted the JKble. 

S went with our exeeltent Missionary, Mr. Nylander, to Ma« 
difiia, a native town, belonging to Dalla Modu, on tiie BuHom 
shore, and presented to him an Arabic Bible, with which h« 
seemed highly gratiied. His Mahomedan Priest was called dn, 
and began to read it. After worship in their Mosque, at whick 
between sixty and seventy men attended-, Dalla Modu produoed 
the Arabic Bible before his people, and handed it about among 
them. He then addressed me through his interpreter, and spoke 
at some length to me. The substance of his address was, that 
I had done bin a great fevoar in bringing him that good Book, 
which they were g^ad to have. I told him I was obliged by his 
favourable acceptance of that book. It contained the Law, the 
Psalms, the Prophets, and the Gospels ; and "to their belief and 
practice of that Book Englishmen owed all their happiness. I 
hoped, therefore, that they would read it ; and it was my prayer 
to God to bless them iu doing so.

From the Rev, J. Read. 

Bethelsdarp, South Africa^ May 30, 1810. 

I 'WAS honoured witb your letter of the 10th of November, 
tvith the invoice of the Bibles and Testaments, sent to my disposal 
by the Committee of the British and Foreign Bible Society. This 
tvas a most valuable acquisition for this Institution, and those 
sutroundiug ; such as Theopolis, Hooge Kraal, &c. and, knowing, 
that there is a great want of Bibles at Gricqna Town, on the 
north side of the Orange River, I shall take with me 50 Bibles 
and 60 Testaments to that place. 

There were several of our Hottentots present, when the casei 
were opened, who rejoiced much. Samson, one of our Elders, 
and upwards of fifty years of age, has learned to read the 
Bible, and, upon seeing the Bibles, said, " These are the weapons 
that will conquer Africa. The Bible has conquered me.^ He re- 
ceived One iVomthe late Dr. Van Der Kemp; but, from almost hourly 
use, it is quite worn out, and he was happy to be able to procure 
another. We were able, the first day, to put fifty into the hands 
df Hottentot children, who can read well. The first purchaser 
was a Hottentot, upwards of forty years of age, who has learned 
to read. We sell the Bibles at five rix dollars each, and the Tes- 
taments at ten Dutch shillings; and we hope it willl)e necessary 
to part with but few gratuitously. 

There are vast numbers of adults here, who can read the Bible* 
and, I was pleased to see, this day, in the school, from 150 to 200 
children, of whom only about ten were learning the alphabet; so 
fliat we may hope, from the progress that has Men made in a few 
months, there will be few children but will be able to read the 
Bible. Wherever our people go, they keep schools, tlierefore 
Bibles will be wanting. 

f have sent'copies of the hist Report of the Society, to different 
Gentlemen in our neighbourhood, hoping to gain some friends to 
the cause, and money to your funds. The money, from the sale 
of Hft Bibles and Testaments, will be remitted through the Trea- 
Burer of the' Missionary Society. 

I have now^ dearSiT,*to express my warmest thanks, with those 
of my brethren and the Hottentots, to the Committee of your So- 
ciety, praying, that the glory of that Society may be daily increas- 
ing, until the knowledge of the Lord shall cover the earth, as the 
waters do the sea. With these wishes,

t INCLOSE herewith a letter from the Roman Catholic Chap* 
lain of the Sicilian Regiment, acknowledging the receipt and 
disposal of the 150 Italian Testaments, mentioned in m^ letter of 
October 29th9 1814; (inserted page 78 of the Appendix to your 
Eleventh Report ;) also, a letter from the officers of the Mel- 
pomene French Frigate, and Antelope Schooner, acknowledging 
the receipt of Bibles and Testaments, for distribution among the 
Prisoners of War returning to France, which were received with 
an avidity and thankfulness surpassing mv most sanguine expec- 
tations ; and I have since been informea, by two persons wh» 
accompanied them to Toulon, that they were much read by the 
prisoners during the voyage. The captains and the officers 
received me very courteously, and appeared highly gratified in the 
distribution. On my arrival on board, I communicated to one of 
the French officers, mv mission, and requested him to make it known 
to the Commanding Officer (Captain Collet, Member of die Legion 
of Honour, and several other Orders) with the same, who was 
then in his cabin below ; he shortly returned, saying, the Com* 
mander wished to see one of the books I intended to distribute ; I 
gave him a French Bible and Testament, which he showed him, 
and brought me again word, that the Commander approved of the 
same; that he had kept the Bible for himself, and that I might 
distribute the rest among the prisoners, which I did with, 
peculiar satisfaction, and never did I witness men more eager to 
obtain them. I - humbly hope, that these feel>le efforts may be, 
accompanied with a divine blessing, that they may be the means 
of lasting benefit to the receivers, and to many others in the 
country to which they will be tlius conveyed. 

Since my last, I have had an application to supply the Neapo* 
litan Squadron with Italian Testaments, which I accordingly w0ba- 
plied with, by sending oiie hundred copies to be distributed in the 
squadron, and to the crews of the British Flotilla, who are mostly 
Sicilians. Two Neapolitan Lieutenants also called on me, re- 
questing Italian Testaments; one of them was sent by the Cap* 
tain of one of tb^ Frigates.

REV. R. PINKERTON'S LETTERS, 
On hit late Tour in Rwsia, Poland, and Germany. 

Twer* April 3, 1810. 

After bidding an affectionate farewell to my family and friends^ 
I left St. Petersburg on the 22d of March, in a common Russian 
sledge, and took the road into the interior. The credentials with 
ivhich His ExceUency, Prince Galitzin, furnished me, in the name 
of the Committee of the Russian Bible Society, give me full 
powers, in my journey through the empire, to promote the object 
of the Institution in every possible way, by engaging proper per'- 
sons to act as commissioners for effecting the circulation of the 
Scriptures in those parts where Branch Societies are not yet 
formed — by visiting, personally, the different Branch Societies 
already existing in the south, particularly at Moscow, Voronez, 
Theodosia, andKamentz — and by promoting the formation of 
new Societies, where practicable, to co-operate with the Par 
rent Institution, in disseminating the word of God, in, and 
beyond, the borders of the Russian dominions. In addition to 
these general instructions, the Prince, in the name of the Com« 
mittee, supplied me with letters of recommendation to such per- 
sons in the different provinces through which I am to travel, as 
are most likely to promote the object of my mission : — among 
others, to His Excellency, the Governor of Twer, the Archbishop 
Dimitrieff, the Governor and the Bishop of Voronez, the Cossack 
Attamau General, the Governor of Theodosia, the Governor Ge- 
neral ofChersonand Taurida, the Ex-arch of Moldavia, and the 
Archbishop of Podolia. To these, the Minister of the Interior, 
the Catholic Metropolitan, the Archimandrite Philaret, and se* 
veral other individuals of distinction, added their contributions : 
and, last of all, I carry with me a letter in favour of my object^ 
from a Mahomedan Prince, naujed Balatukoff, who is Com^ 
mander General of all the Tartar Coss»cks in the Crimea, to a 
General in Tcherkask; in which the Tartar urges his friend, iu 
the most pressing terms, to show me every possible kindness, and 
to further the design of my mission by all the means in his power; 
adding, that our intercourse, in a religious point of view, had 
brought him almost to embrace Christianity. This Mahomedan is 
a contributor to the Bible Society, as are several of the branches 
of his family, who live in the Crimea. 

* To avoid the perplexity occasioned by the different ways of writing the 
•ame Geographical term, tlie Committee have adopted the Orthography of 
f*3 latMt Afop of Europe, as their standard throughout thf^se Letten . 
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Tkos^ almost every thing tvbieh human 'influence cani im- 
|mrt to render my jonrliey successful^ has been afforded: but, 
though I have particularized these tokens of human approba- 
tion, in order to show you the wonderful interest which 
persons of different religious sentiments and confessions take 
in the prosperity of the cause, I know, that, without the bless- 
ing of God, all these supports will prove ineffectual. I have 
found, by experience, that God alone can make my way 
prosperous ; my trust, therefore, is in Him. 

From St. Petersburg I travelled by way of Novgorod, Valday, 
Volotchok, and Torjoko ; and arrived in this place about ten 
o'clock yesterday morning, after a journey of about 450 miles. 
The sledge roads, in general, were good ; yet, in some part^, I was 
severely shaken, the roads being much broken by the late thaw. 
Most of the rivers were still covered with ice, so that we often 
drove upon the surface for many miles together. 

This city is reckoned among the finest in the empire, and has 
long been marked ovti as a most eligible station for a Branch So- 
ciety. It is situated at tlie very confluence of the Wolga and the 
Meta, (or Twertza ;) and is adorned with 27 churches, 2 monas- 
teries, and a number of public buildings. By the extensive navi- 
gation of the Volga, and the other great rivers which fall into it, 
Twer is rendered the centre of the water communications of ths 
interior, and affords abundant opportunities of sending the word 
of God into very distant parts of the empire. The number of in- 
habitants is about 10,000. 

Shortly after my arrival yesterday, I called on the Rector of tTie 
Academy in this place, the Archimandrite Samuel, whom I found 
to be an intelligent and liberal man, heartily willing to promote 
iny undertaking. Be told me that he had read the Kussiail trans- 
lation of Buchanan's Researches in Asia with uncommon interest, 
and had disposed of eighty copies among the clergy and laity. 
I next waited on the Governor, to whom I delivered my letters of 
recommendation. Both himself and his lady have the honourable 
reputation of being enlightened and pious Christians. We con- 
versed long on the subject of Bible Societies, and of their won- 
derful success in every part of the world. These excelleat per- 
sons consider the astonishing dispersion of the word of God in 
every quarter of the globe, as the glorious prelude, of the aj)- 
proaching day of the Lord. After visiting some other |>ersoDS 
favourable to the cause, I met, this morning, by appoiutment, the 
Governor, and the Archimandrite; when it was resolved to ap- 
point a Priest, named llio, of good I'eputation^ to correspond with 
the Parent Institution in St. Petersburg, and to take upon him- 
self the charge of immediately opening a Depository, for the sale . 
of Bibles and Testaments, as a preparatory measure for bringing 
aboDt the formation of the Society. The Governor and the Ar- 
chimandrite, on their part, engaged, with the assistance of tbeir 
friends, to make the principles of the Bible Society more ^eut- 
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rally known in this cily, and the surrounding governments, and 
to open a subscription for such persons as were willing to become 
members of the proposed Institution. Thii? npatters are in a train ; 
and, it is hoped, that every tbing will be ready before the arrival 
of the Archbishop Seraphim, fjcom St. Petersburg, in the month 
of June, in whose presence, and under whose protecjliop, it is ex- 
pected that the Society will be finally established. 



Moscow, 4prU 18, 1816. 

Tmkough the kindness of Divine Providence, I again find 
myself in the midst of Moscow, and r^oice exceedingly to behold 
this ancient city so rapidly rising, out of its ruins, in new splen-* 
dour. There is an astonishing change in the appearance of Mos- 
cow, since 1 was here la^t year. Most of the brick build- 
ings which were burnt down, are now re-built ; many, with 
great elegance: and though the vacancies between these build- 
ings, formerly covered with wooden houses, are still numerous, and 
some extensive, yet these are daily becoming fewer, by the erection 
of new brick and wooden houses. There is no part of the 
city where the marks of devastation remain so apparent as 
the walls and towers encompassing the Kremlin, The num- 
ber of inhabitants is at present about 250,000. The affairs of the 
Bible Society here, are in a most prosperous state. Two days be* 
fore my arrival, there was a meeting of the Committee, at which 
ihe Georgian Testament, newly printed off, was presented: this 
js one of the most beautiful editions yet published by our Society. 



Moscow, May 3, 1816. 

I HAVE this day had the very great pleasure of attending the 
Third Anniversary of the Moscow Bible Society. The Meeting 
was held in a large hall of the newly re-built palace of the late 
Metropolitan P4aton, and, notwithstanding the very unfavourable 
state of the weather, was numerously attended, and graced by the 
presjience of the first men in this city, both clergy and laity. 
The Archbishop Augustin pronounced a most animating and 
appropriate Speech, in ^ich he dwelt, with much eloquence 
and feeling, on the desolated state of this metropolis, when the 
Society was first founded, and on the great efforts which, by the 
blessing of God,jt had been enabled to make, to compensate, with 
the treasures of revelation, the losses which so many then sus« 
tained — to feed the fatherless and widows — bind up the broken- 
hearted — and administer comfort to the afflicted, by the distribu- 
tion of that spiritual food, balm, and consolation, with which the 
Holy Scriptures abound. He displayed, in striking colours, the 
wonderful love of God to our generation ; who, when infidelity, 
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with all its train pf iniquities^ and wars, and confusion, and deso* 
lations, had deluged the land of Christendom with the blood of its 
inhabitants, was pleased, amidst this awful scene of human woe, to 
raise up shining witnesses to the truth, by the establishment of 
Bible Societies in so many different nations, and to crown their 
exertions with such distinguished success, in disseminating the 
glorious Gospel of mercy and peace. The Speech of the Arch- 
bishop made, visibly, a deep impression on the numerous audience, 
and prepared their minds to listen with attention to the detailed 
Report of the Committee ; from which the following is an extract: 

** Numbers of our countrymen flock daily to the Depository, 
to purchase, or gratuitously to obtain, the Holy Scriptures, 
in the Slavonian language. Before the edition was published, 
certain persons are known to have sent expressly to Mos- 
cow, from a distance, to get information, when it would be pos- 
sible for them to obtain a Bible : others, with not less impor- 
tunity, have repeatedly sent letters, with money incloseci in 
them, begging for one Bible, at least, for the use of several 
families I Such is the spiritual hunger of our fellow-countrymen for 
the word of God, which makes known to us salvation through 
Jesus Christ! It is only necessary to behold with what anxiety 
the poor, yea, the meanest of the people, endeavour to obtain the 
divine Book, containing the testimony of the love and mercy of 
the Most High to the children of men, in order to be convinced of 
the salutary effects of Bible Societies, and tlie necessity that 
existed for their establishment. Parents earnestly beg for the 
Scriptures, to instruct their children ; the aged, to receive com-« 
6>rt and support in their declining years; the riqh, to confer them, 
upon orphans and widows, and, in general, on such as are sick, 
and unable to pay. The Bishops of Ekatheriuoslay, Koursk, 
Tobolsk, and Irkutsk, desirous of blessing their respective flocks 
by the distributiop of the Sacred Scriptures, have ordered a great 
number of copies for this purpose.'* 

The Committee, however, have not been able, as yet, to send 
them more than 1,050 copies )o begin with^ for which the money 
has already been received. 

The Archbishop of Tpbolsk writes as follows; 

" Last month I had the great satisfaction to receive the 100 
copies of the New Testament in the Slavonian language, for the 
200 rubles which I transmitted to you in the month of December. 
1 am unable to express to the Moscow Society, the feelings of my 
heart for their most benevolent attention to this quarter, on which 
the light of th^ Gospel has scarcely yet dawned. 1 have no doubt 
that many, when they get sight pf these spiritual treasures, 
will be inflamed with the desire of obtaining not only the New» 
but the Old Testament al?o, each a copy for himself. The great 
distance b^^tween us will prevent this fVom taking place so soon as 
I "Could desire. Nevertheless, I rest in hope, that your Committee 
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will never refuse, at any time, their beneficent aid to such as 
are thirsting for salvation/'

The Bishop of Irkutsk writes : 

" Having received from your Committee ten eepies of the 
Slavonian New Testament, I have the honour to inform them, that 
I, myself, with the aid of His Excellency, the Civil Governor, have 
distributed them gratis, in conformity with the desires of the Com- 
mittee, to people who, tjirough poverty, are deprived of the meana* 
of procuring for themselves this heavenly food* But, as la ray 
Eparchy there are many who long after the word of God, and in 
whom I am bound in duty, as their Pastor, to encourage, by every 
means, this salutary thirst ; I pray the Committee to send me 200: 
copies, a*t least, of the New Testament, to make a beginning with, 
for which the full price shall be immediately sent, as soon as I an 
informed of their being granted/'

Is not this glorious intelligence, from the innermost re-* 
cesses of Siberia 1 O, what wonderful tilings our great Re^ 
deemer is working in the earth ! Such facts, when united to 
the most pleasing statements lately received also from Irkutsk, re- 
specting the translation of . the Scriptures into the Mongol and 
Manjur languages, demand the most unbounded gratitude and 
praise to our glonfied Lord ; and they should stimulate us all 
(weak as some of us may be) to press forward towards the mark — 
that glorious consummation, when the earth shall be filled with, 
the knowledge of the Lord ! 

To the foregoing might be added many extracts of letters, not 
less interesting, from almost every province of the Russian empire ; 
but I cannot insert them here, and shall, therefore, proceed with 
the Abstract of the Report. 

'* The Directors of the Schools in the Government of YaroslaiF, 
Kostroma, Twer, and Vladimir, have received several iiuudred 
copies of the New Testament, for the use of schools in the provin- 
cial and district towns. The receipt of these has been welcomed 
with such delight, that upwards of 3000 copies more have been 
ordered for the same purpose, which the Committee are doing 
every thing in their power to supply. A number 6f copies have 
also been introduced into the Institution in this city, for the edu* 
cation of the children of the nobility. The Directors of this 
excellent School have laid it down as a principle iu the 
education of the noble youths committed to their care, that their 
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<ducatioD shall be founded on the saving knowledge ef the Chris- 
tian hith, which only is capable ef enlightening the iniad, direct^ 
ing the will, and purifying the heart. 

The Committee have also sent 500 New Testaments to Kiev^ 
agreeably to the will of the late DannikofF, for distribution among 
the strangers who annually visit that ancient city, from every part 
of the empire, for purposes of devotion; and the Metropolitan 
Serapion has mo.st willingly charged himself with the distribution 
of them. The Auxiliary Societies established in different parts of 
the empire, have been furnished with several thousand Bibles 
and Testaments from the Society's Depository. 

The Rectors of the Spiritual Seminaries (for the education of 
the Clergy) have also ordered many hundred copies, both Slavo« 
nian and Greek, for the use of the Students. 

The Committee have also undertaken a second edition of 10,00(> 
Bibles and Testaments in the Slavonian language, which will be 
executed, as the former was, in the printing-office of the Holy 
Synod) with all possible speed. In addition to these efforts of the 
Moscow Society, to supply the native Russians with the Sacred 
Writings, an edition of 5000 Georgian New Testaments has been 
printed ; and it lias been resolved to print 5000 entire Bibles in 
the same language. These 10,000 Bibles and Testaments, when 
distributed in Georgia, Imeretta, Mingrelia, and among tbe sur- 
rounding tribes, speaking the Georgian language, will be the 
means of shedding afresh the glorious light of revelation among 
them. Thus, in the three years existence of the Society, it ha» 
j)rinted, and undertaken to print, 30,000 Bibles and Testaments 
in the Slavonian and Georgian languages; and the Committee 
humbly trust, that He who at first bestowed upon mankind the 
words of eternal life, will continue to bestow upon us strength and 
imeans to carry forward this sacred work, undertaken to advance 
the glory of his name, and the salvation of the souls of our fellow 
men. 

The income of the Society, during the year 1815, including the 
money received for copies sold, is 33,484 rubles. Its expendi- 
ture has-been proportionally great. . 

After the Comknittee were chosen, the chorus of Singers 
chanted Te Deum, and the Meeting broke up, amidst loud ex- 
pressions of mutual delight and astonishment at the success of the 
Bible cause. Upwards of 1500 Rubles were subscribed on the 
occasion, chiefly by new Members, to promote the benevolent ob- 
jects of the Institution. Thus, the great work is going for- 
ward, and the number of labourers is daily augmenting. Let ^ 
ns continue our labours, then, with augmented energy, until ' 
they are crowned with universal success : ** for the glory of the 
Lord shall be revealed, and all flesh shall see it together/' 
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Tula, May 12,1B16^ 

After a most fatiguiog jonraey of two days and a night from 
Moscow, I arrived in this city, in safety, on the 8th instant, about 
midnight. The dissolution of the snows, and the spring rains« 
rendered the roads almost impassable ; however, through the 
mercy of Ood, I got forward, where many were left behind. The 
morning after mv arrival, 1 called on the Bishop Simeon, with 
whom I have had the honour to be acquainted for several years. 
His joy was great, and I do believe sincere, at seeing me in Tula, 
in the service of the Bible Society. Without loss of time, we safc 
down, and took, into consideration the subject of establishing a 
Bible Society in this city. We spent most of the forenoon in 
arranging the plan of our operations. After dinner, the Bishop 
took me with him in his carriage, and we called upon some per- 
sons of distinction, who most willingly agreed to co-operate in 
the formation of the Society. During the 10th and 11th, our 
preparations went on successfully ; and we had the pleasure, this 
forenoon, of seeing an assembly of nearly three hundred of the 
first. men in this city, from among the nobility, clergy, merchants^ 
and manufacturers, al( ttt^U iQ' & large hall in the Bishop's house, 
' for the express purpose of establishing the Tula Branch of the 
Russian Bible Society: The Bishop explained to the assembly 
the object for which they were met, in an able and pious address, 
'which was heard with great attention ; and the particulars of the 
progress of Bible Societies mentioned in it, seemed to excite uni- 
versal astonishment in the audience. The regulations of the So^ 
ciety were then read, and unanimously approved ; after which^ 
the Bishop and the Civil Governor were chosen Vice-Presidents, 
ivith the most lively expressions of universal satis^ction. Nine 
Directors were afterwards appointed, together with a Treasurer, 
and two Secretaries ; and nearly 2000 Rubles were immediately 
subscribed. Several copies of the last Report of the Russian 
Bible Society wece distributed, in order to give the members and 
friends of the Tula Bible Society more particular information ou 
the wonderful success of the cause in their native land. 

Everlasting praise be ascribed to our Divine Lord, for this 
new proof of his love and mercy to this province of the 
Russian empire, containing upwards of 900,000 persons, who 
all stand in need of the saving truths of the word of God ! 
What an important sphere, of usefulness ! The twelve district 
towns of this rich and populous province, will, one day, I 
trust, become the seats of twelve Bible Associations, that shall c6* 
operate with tlie Society this day founded, in spreading abroad 
the Gospel of the grace of God in a langiiage which shall be in« 
telligible to the meanest of the people. 

The Society will also have much to do in this city, which con- 
tains upwards of 40,000 inhabitants, of whom about 15,000 are 
workers in steel and iron{ the greater part of them being cmr* 
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ployed in the manufactories of the crown, in making arms. Two of 
the chief managers of these manufactories were chosen Directors, 
and showed an uncommon degree of zeal for the Institution. I 
trust they will liberally disseminate the Gospel of peace among 
the many thousands under their superintendance, who are daily 
employed in making instruments of war. I place great depend* 
ance on the zeal and wisdom of the Bishop, who, I trust, will be 
successful in promoting the good work among 847 churches be- 
longing to his own diocese. He is a learned and liberal man, a 
worthy scholar of the late much regretted Metropolitan of Moscow, 
Platon. It is a fact which deserves to be generally known, that 
the greater part of the Archbishops and Bishops of the Rassian 
Church, of the present day, were educated in the school of 
that great man. 



Voronez, May 18, 1810L 

By the blessing of God, I am again enabled to address you 
f>om the seat of another Bible Society, situated nearly a tkousmid 
miles in the interior of Russia, 

I have been delighted with the zeal and truly Christian spirit 
of many of the Members of the Committee in Voronez^ among 
whom, one of the Secretaries, a Russian merchant, named Strsr 
lioff, is peculiarly distinguished. He it was who first laboured t^ 
jestabHsh a Bible Society in this distant quarter of Russia ; and he 
continues, to the present day, augmenting his efforts to promote 
this glorious work* 

On ray arrival in this city, be received me with the warnsest ex* 

tressions of joy and affection, and constrained me to lodge in the 
oaom of his own family, while I remained here. He informed 
me that, when a youth of about twenty years of age, he had the 
misfortune to drink deeply of the infidel philosophy of the last 
4ige, and that for many years he lived without religion altogether ; 
but that, at last, it pleased God to open his eyes, aolefy by the 
reading of the Bible, and that, since that time, the word of God 
had become a real treasure to his heart, and to his house. So 
indefotigable has this most zealous and excellent man been in 
searching the Scriptures, that he has composed a Concordance <^ 
almost all the Books of Scripture, which is now lying before me, 
in manuscript, in six volumes, folio. No work of this kind was 
ever so complete in the Russian language ; and on this account, 
several of the Bishops are about to use means for getting it 
revised, and put to the press. 

My interview with the Bishop Epifanie has also been of the 
most encouraging kind. It is but lately that he was appointed to 
this charge ; yet, during this short interval, he has shown himself 
a most cordial and zealous promoter of the distribution of the 
Holy Scriptures. Through his instrumentality, upwards of 169 
Bibles have been |»ut into the hands of the studfttU in the semt- 
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nary; add he has given socii regulations to the directors and 
teachers, as to secure the reading and expounding of a part of the/ 
Gospel every day in the class. He informed me, that he has been 
astonished to observe the eagerness with which many of the pea- 
sants search for the word of God ; and that, in a certain villagei 
in the neighbourhood, there are fourteen peasants, each possessed 
of a copy of the Scriptures, which they have purchased of hite 
from the Society in this place. 

The nuuibei* of inhabitants in the government, or province^ 
being upwards of 300,000^ the Committee have agreed to begiu- 
knmediately to establish Bible Associations in the thirteen dis- 
trict towns. They have further agreed^ without loss of time, ta 
•pen a Depository for the sale of the Scriptures in this city, and 
to use all possible means to introduce the New Testament into the 
district schools. 

i The second day after my arrival, I was delighted to see seventy 
eopies'of the Bible disposed of in one day. However, it will be 
some time yet before the printing-offices in Moscow, and St. Pe- 
tersburg, will be able to furnish the different Bible Societies with 
an adequate supply of bibles and Testaments, particularly when 
the new version comes out Wherever I have spoken of this' 
hnportant event, it has been received with iiiexprcssibte joy and' 
delight. One of the Archbishops conversing with me on this* 
subject, observed, ** Wiien the new version shall* be published,^ 
not iAou9mdSt but miliiatU, of copies will be required to satisfy 
llie demand I" 

> The number of the Members and Benefactors of the Society is 
upwards of 3000, and they are dally increasing. 1 have every 
reason to hope that my visit to this place will be followed by 
many beneficial consequences to the future prosperity of the 
cause. On one occasion I dined with about fifty of the chief 
uobiiity and merchants in the province. This has furnished me 
with a most favourable opportunity of making more thoroughly^ 
known the object and progress of Bible Societies. Many doubts,' 
I trust, were removed, many hearts were touched with a desire to^ 
join in the good work; for, the very same day, several of the- 
company beciame Members of the Institution. 



New Tchetkagk, Majf 25, 1816. 

Fbom Vorones I pursued my route through the district town 
of.Pavlovsk, which, I trust, will soon become the seat of Bible 
Associations ; and, crossing the Don at Kasanskoca, aiid the 
Donetz, at JKamenskaca, I travelled through the extensive, 
territories of the Don Cossacks,, and arrived in this their chief city* 
on the 0th instant. Here I met with a most hospitable reception, 
from the Hettman General, to whom 1 delivered my letter of re^^. 
ci>mmcndation from Prince Galitzin, and the Bishop of Voronex.'

His Exoellency Teheed to me the %tefs wbieh knd already been 
taken for bringing about the formation of a Bible Society among the 
CosMcka; adding, that thev were in daily eipectation of their 
chief commander. Count Platoff, in order to nave the Soeiefy 
finally organized. Tlie same day, be kindly invited me to dinner ; 
when, to a chosen baud of his chief officers, decorated with crosses* 
and other marks of distinguished valour^ I had a mpat agreeable 
opportunity of explaining the principles and success of Bible 
Societies in general, and of the Russian Bible Society in particu- 
lar. I was heard with great attention ; and, at the close of my 
narration, the general voice of the warriors was loudly raised 
in favour of the cause, which they emphatically denominated 
JBqfie delo^God*s work. Since my arrival* I have had repeated 
conversations M'ith the General, and also with many of the 
Cossack officers, several of whom have visited WKt in n^y owR 
lodgings, and conversed on the subject witli great interest. With 
two of the chief clergymen of the city, the director of the 
schools, and several other persons,, co-operating more imme- 
diately in the work, I have passed a good part of my time. 

What my experience and kqowledsQ. could aiford, 1 have com- 
municated to them. The arrival of Count Platoflf, we all trust, 
trill crown our efforts with the desired success. Throng tho 
exertions of several of these excellent individiials alone, upward* 
of 5000 Rubles have been collected, to promote the work of 
the Russiaa Bible Society ; so that tiie number of amuial Sub- 
scribers is already very considerable in this quarter. IMf 
Testaments, and 80 Bibles, have also been proeuced fhom 
Moscow, and are already in circulation* The sf>here ol cipe«« 
Fa^on of the projected Society in this ei^» is important. The 
number of ^tanilzas^ or towns, in the Don Cossack govern- 
ment, is 112; containing a population, male and female» of 
upwards of &00»000 sools. In addition to these* the Generab^ 
Colonels, and other Officers^ who compose the Cossack nobility, 
have nearly 140,000 male and female peasants belonging to their 
estates ; so that the circle of labour for the Society, will be 
ainong a population of 640,000 souls. 

It is proposed, after the establishment of the Society, to open a 
Depository for the sale of the Scriptures iu this city; that the 
brave Cossacks, who are daily visiting it from every sianiiza of the 
Don, may have an opportunity of procuring the word of God, to 
carry home with thetn, and enrich their huts with this heavenly 
treasure. Numbers of Asiatic* are also» daily iii this city, partibu' 
larly Calmucs and Tartars ; many thousands of the former nomade,* 
ia tha neigbbouriug. sieppt^ between the Don and: the Volga;- 
and of the latter, on the shores of the Sea^of Aaoplu I porpoaa 
continuing my joumev to-morrow morning. I have experienced 
a great change of climate within these fourteen days; When I 
leik Moscow, wo wene still visited by frost and snow;'-*kere natnva 
h clothed with luxuriant vegetation ; the gsaas is^ ia aumg^ part% 
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redely for the scythe, and ttie heats of the mid-day ftati are not easy 
to l>e aopported. Such a rapid change operates severely upon 
my weak constitution. Pray earnestly to God, that my strength 
may *ot fail in the teidst of my course, but that I may 
be enabled to encounter the still hotter beams of a more 
yerttcal sun, (to which I must be exposed, as I advance to the 
south,) and to bear the load of accumulating and difficult 
labours I 

TakMnrog, May 9J», 1810, 

Leaving Tcherkask early on the 14th instant, I commenced 
My journey along the east border of Europe, and in a few hours 
arrived at the town of Nnktschivan, which is situated on the right 
bank of the Don, nearly opposite the ancient town of Azoph. The 
number of inhabitants in Naktschivan, is about dOOO, all Arme- 
nians, who, together with about 800 families more, now settled in 
five villages in the vicinity, migrated from the Crimea about forty 
years agi^. Almost all the inhabitattts of this flourishing town are 
engaged in an active commerce, which extends into all the sur- 
rounding countries. On this account, I was led to consider 
Naktschivan as a most eligible place for opening a sale of the 
Holy Scriptures in the Aranenian, Greek, and other Asiatic dia- 
lects. Through one of the most respectable merchants of that 
place, whom 1 have known fi^t several years, I soon made the ac- 
quaintance of such imttvidttals as were best qualified to assist me 
in the accomplishment of my design. The day after my arrival, 
five of them met, and, after a serious discussion of tlie subject, 
formed themselves into an Association for promoting the sale and 
distribution of the Sacred Oracles among their own nation, and 
the surrounding tribes. It was, therefore, agreed to order from 
St. Petersburs several hundred copies of Bibles and Testaments 
in the Greek, Armenian, Slavonian, Tartar, and Calmuc lan- 
guagetf. 

From Naktschivan ( continued my course along the shores of 
the Sea of Azoph, and arrived at this place in the evening of the 
25th. By a letter of recommendation, I was introduced to Mr. 
Mann6, the Director of the Schools, a gentleman of the most 
respectable character, and anxiously intent on promoting the 
cause in tbi^ chief port of the Sea of Azoph. The number of inha- 
bifanfs is abont 8000, of ^hoih upwanls of one half are Greeks. 
About 300 vessels annually visit this Oort from Anatolia and the 
Archipelaga, by which marty thousand copies of the Scriptures 
may be sent into those countries. On these accounts I considered 
Tabanrog to be a station in which a Depository for the Holy 
Scripture^ might 1>e advantageously established, as well as an Asso^ 
elation formed for promoting their sale and distribution. Mr. 
Mtami conducted me to the Governor, to whom f explained my 
views, in visiting this phrce. His Etcellency highly approved of 
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the phm, considered it as very likely to succeed, and, kindly 
inviting me to dine with him the same day, gave me an opportu- 
nity of explaining it more particularly to him. 

From the Governor we proceeded to Auastasie, the chief 
, Greek Priest, who stated to me, that he bad distributed upwards 
of 500 copies of the Greek Testament, and had only two or three 
copies remaining. He further assured me, that there was no bin- 
derauce to the nnportation of any number of copies of the Holy 
Scriptures into Anatolia. He preferred the Testament in ancient 
and modern Greek, to that in the modern Greek only, and advised 
.that the ftirmer should be re-printed. I informed him that a new 
edition of $000 copies was already commenoed in London; at 
wbiph he expressed great satisfaction. He offered to introduce 
me to the Greek Archimandrite, Anthemas, lately arrived fromi 
Jerusalem. We accordingly went to the Monastery, where we 
,were received with much kindness by Anthemas, who, after due 
Information on the subject, agreed also to take an active part 'm 
the work. We then visited the Russian chief Priest, Fedatofll; 
.and several other persons of distinction, who willingly agreed to 
assist the undertaking. It was therefore^ unanimously resolved^ 
.in the Gre^k Monastery of this place, .to order, from St. Peters- 
burg, ii| the fif:st instance, 500 Modern Greek Testpimeqts, 500 
Ancient and Modern, 200 Armenian, 100 Tartar, 100 Slavonian^ 
50 Italian, 50 Georgian, 20 Slavonian, and 10 German Bibles ; 
and 10 Calniuc Gospels. It was also determined, that, on the 
^rrival of these 1540 copies, or part of them, from St. Petersburg, 
a Depository should be opened on the Quay, where, during sum- 
mer, there would be abundant opportunities fpr the disposal of 
them. 



Ahitochnai, June 1, 1818. 

The place from which I write, is but a humble Tartar viU 
lage, situated in the middle of the extensive desert of Little 
^Tartary. Blessed be God, M'ho -enables me, even from this 
barren i^nd secluded spot, to communicate most pleasing facts 
respecting the daily progress of the Bible cause. After mature 
consultation with my friends iii Tahai^rog, I came to the reso- 
lution of crossing the >vilderness, apd entering the Crimea by the 
^traits of Hanychy, (or Jenichi,) instead of pursuing the post 
road from Muryoupoule to Perekop. Accordingly, having left 
Tahahrog, and travelled through numerous Tartar villages, at the 
expiration of three days I arrjyed in safety at this place, and met 
with a very kind reception frpm the Count de Maison, who is the 
chief Governor of all the Tartars in this quarter. Here, in the 
liouse of the Count, I have had an opportunity of discoursing 
.freely with several of their Elfendi^ and Moilas, to whom | 
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fthowed the first sheet of the Turkish Bible, and also a part of the 
Tartar New Testament. Their language is familiar to me, and I 
found myself able to converse with them fluently. After oar con- 
versation was finished, one of the Effendis followed me into the 
house, and earnestly desired to have the papers which I had 
shown them, to read over again. I put them both into his 
hands ; he went but joyfully, and took his seat before the door ; 
a number of the priests and people followed him ; and he read 
distinedy, and explained tathem the contents of the sheets. All 
Beamed to hearken with Astonishment, and expressed their admira^ 
iwik of the account given of the Creation, the Fall of Man, the 
fleflling of the Centurion's Servant, the Raising of the Widow of 
Natn's Son, &c. 

. When this lecture was finished, this Efiendi, with two others of 
the same class, and several priests, turned to me and the Count, 
who were spectators of this affecting scene, and each earnestly 
solicited a copy for himse\f. I informed them, that I was sorrj 
I had no more copies with me, but that they were to be obtained. 
They then begged me to send a supply, to the care of the Count, 
from whom they would receive them. l¥ith this request I pro- 
mised to comply, and then took my leave of them. When we 
were returned into the house, the Count remarked to me: 
** Indeed, Sir, these people are prepared for you." I answered 
bim, that it was indeed very providential that I had resolved to 
come this way, and that I was happy to say, the Bible Society 
was also prepared for them ; for the New Testament was ready to 
be put.into their hands, and ^00 copies of the Gospel of St. Luke 
were also printed ofi^, with a view to their distribution in the Tar- 
tar Schools; yea, farther, that these translations were in the 
Nogay Dialect, the dialect of this va*y people. We agreed to 
write to the Society in St. Petersburg for KM) Tartar Testaments, 
200 of St. Luke's Gospel, and 250 of the Psalms, in Tartar, 
translated and printed by the Missionaries in Astrachan, to be 
transmitted to this place with all possible dispatch. With these 
600 copies the Count has most cheerfully charged himself, to 
make a beginning among the 34,000 Nogay Tartars under his 
governttient, who live in seventy-two villages, (or auh^ m this ex- 
tensive steppe. The exertions of the Count to introduce some 
degree of civilization among this rude and numerous tribe, have 
been very considerable. This day he has agreed to employ a new 
instrument for obtaining his most laudable object — the Bible. 

Let us poiir out our hearts together in gratitude and 
praise to Almighty God, for this new token of his compassionate 
attention to the children of men. While travelling in this almost 
trackless wild, I daily feel that He is my Guide, my Protector, 
my God. " He is ever present, ever felt," by all who love him, 
" in the void waste, as in the city full;'' and where his Spirit 
breathes; there must be peace, and righteousness^ and joy.

Kuffa^ (or Theodo$ia,J June 8, 1819. 

In my last letter from Abitochnai, I omitted to mentioD, tbat» 

on my way from Tabanrog, I visited 23,000 Greeks in the dis* 

trict of Maryoupoule, wbicb town is inhabited by about 30^000 of 

them. There 1 made arrangements for getting this people sup>- 

plied with Greeli Testaments from Tahanrog, and also engaged 

them to promote their circulation among their brethren in A]»i« 

Minor, by means of trading vessels whi<^h visit their port. I am 

sorry, however, to say, that the Greeks in Maryoupoute, and 

the vicinity, are in a most lamentable state of rgnorance ; very 

few of them, comparatively, understand the Modern Greek. 

Ttie Tartar, which they brought with them from the Crimea, 

is the only language which is generally spoken among them* 

But, to resume my narrative ; — from Abitochnai, I directed my 

course to the westward, desirous of falling in with the cok>aies 

of Germans, lately established on the river Molochna. My 

Tartar conductor, well acquainted with the different tnick« in 

that woodless desert, brought me in safety to the settlement e€ 

the Mennonites, on the Komishan, (or Camishinca,) and Molochna^ 

The number of their families is 483, who all emigrated from West 

Russia, for conscience sake, in 1803, and are settled in nineteen 

villages on the above mentioned rivers. They seem to be im 

prosperous circumstances, having extensive fields of corn, very 

promising fruit gardens, numerous flocks and herds, and fuU 

liberty of conscience under the benign and tolerant principles of 

the Russian Government 

On the right bank of tlie Mol&ehua, I visited 800 families of 
other Germans established in 20 villages, who also emigrated from 
different parts of Germany, in 1803 SAd 1804. I found these 800 
families in great want of Bibles, and even without a Pastor to 
instruct them in the ways of eternal life. My arrival among 
them caused universal joy ; and in the morning of the 3d instant, 
I had the satisfaction of seeing the chief men of all the 38 villages 
of new settlers, assembled to hear what I had to say to them in 
behalf of the Bible Society. I explained to them its benevolent 
principles, and wonderful progress among alt nations, and re* 
quested them to inform me how their settlements were supplied 
with the Holy Scriptures. The universal reply wa»,, that tlieif 
wants were great, that they considered my appearance among 
Ibem as a most providential occasion afforded them for obtaining 
a supply of th« word of God, and that, although many of thekr 
brethren were in poor circumstsinc^s, .being but newly settled, 
yet they wer€ sure there were few femilieis among them which 
would not spare five Rubles to obtain a Bible. It was therefore 
unaniniaiisly resolved, that I should^ in their name, petition fhe 
Society uksSt Peiers<hurg to send the»7O0 Bibles for their femllieSf 
800 Teshtments for their schools, and 75 Slavonian Bibles 
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ftod Teatameiits for their Rossifin neighboors. Official letters to 
the Committee in St. Petersburg, signed by the elders of both 
colonies, were immediately prepared to be sent off inclosed in 
my communications by the first opportunity. 

Having thus obtained my objects among the German eoionistt, 
many of whom were subscribers to the Russian Bible Society, 
1 directed my way towards the south east, down the right bank 
of the Molochna, and passed through five out of eight villagea 
of Duhobortsi, who, about twelve years ago» were sent from the 
interior to settle in this quarter on account of their religioui 
<^nion8» From these villages I turned to the right, and proceeded 
direct for the Straits of Hanychy, which i crossed on the eventi^ 
of the 4th ; I then travelled along the narrow sand-bank Which 
divides the Putrid Sea from the Sea of Azoph, and is 110 wersts 
bog, entered the Crimea at the ruined Fortress of Arbat, and 
arrived in tbb city on the evening of the 5th. 

In a letter of this kind I cannot be so particular as I would : 
I have, however, said enough, to show you that I have crossed and 
re-croased the Ancient Scylhia Minor, and proclaimed among its 
present inhabitants of Armenians, Greeks, Tartars, Germans, and 
Russians, (all settled in this desert within the last 50 years,) the 
glorious and successftil exertions of Bible Societies to cause " the 
wilderness and the sditary place to rejoice and blossom as the 
rose ;" and in my course opened the way for the inmiediate distri- 
bution of 4000 copies of the Hol^ Scriptures in difierent 
languages. May this seed of the divine word, when sown, pro- 
dnce rich fruits of righteousness, holiness, and peace, among 
all these inhabitants of the desert. 

Here, blessed be God, I found the affinirs of the Theodosian 
Bible Society in the best order. They have already opened a 
Depository, in the market-place, for the sale of the Holy Scilptures ; 
and*, though it is little more than one month since they received a^ 
stock of Bibles and Testaments from St. Petersburg, a consi- 
derable nnmber has already been sold. This evening, we had an 
•srtniordiraiTy meeting of the Committee, in which I suggested a 
few things, which were most readily agreed to, and which we trust 
will greatly augment the number of promoters of the Bible cause 
in tha countries lyii^ on the shores of the Black Sea, and thereby 
widely extend the sphere of the Society's operations. Among others, 
it was resolved to obtain proper correspondents at Trebizonde, 
Samsoun, Ounieh, Sioope, Amat&ero, (or Amastra,) Ssokhamankala,' 
and in Guria, who should labour for the Society in those cities and* 
countries on the shores of Aimtolhi, in fiirtherins the circubtion 
of the Holy Scriptures. Letters, and samples of Testaments, in 
different languages, are to be sent off immediately to theseparts. 
The Cossacks of the Black Sea, who hihabitthe Island of Tmula- 
rankan, and are also settled on the River Cuban, are likewise to be 
taken into the sphere of action of the Theodosian Bible Society ; 
and- proper means are to be used immediately for supplying tfiis 
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waiKkf* tribe) ^nrroimded by Heathens and Mahomedans^ with the 
Sacred Writings. * 

.. The gratitude of His Excellency the Vice-President, aqd of ali 
the Members of the Committee^ to the British and Foreign Bibte 
Society for their liberal grant of 500/. was often expressed to me 
\n the strongest and most unequivocal terms. You have thereby 
enabled them to commence their operations for furnishing our 
degraded Christian brethren, among the Turks, with the Holy 
Scriptures, in a manner which, without such aid, could not have 
been accomplished. . 

. P. S. I leave Ibis place in a few hours for Sympberpole, whence 
you shall hear from me again. As soon as the Hebrew New Tes- 
tament is ready for the Jews, 2 or 300 copies must be sent to the 
Tbeodosian Bible Society, for circulation among them. This the 
Committee here most earnestly intreat; for, several instances have 
already occurred of Jews making inquiry after the Gospel. 



Stfmpherpoh, (orAkmechet,) June 12, 1816. 

. Though fully persuaded that intelligence of the establish-, 
nient of a Bible Society in any spot on the surface of the globe, 
iohabited by fallen sons of Adam, will ever prove cause of the 
most lively gratitude and joy among the Members and Friends of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society ; yet, surely, when they hear 
that a Branch of this noble Institution, whose fruits are for the. 
healing of the nations, has been planted, and is taking root, in the. 
centre of a moral wild, such as that from which I now address 
you, their feelings of jov must be peculiarly vivid, and their faith 
be confirmed in a belief that the time is fast approaching when, 
io fulfilment of the divine promise, the kingdoms of 'this world 
shall become the kingdoms of onr God and of his Christ. Of 
the planting and watering of such a Branch in this chief city of 
the peninsula of Taurida, amidst a population of upwards o£ 
200,000 Mahomedans, and 100,000 Christians and Jews, I have 
the great happiness and honour, this day, to inform you. This 
auspicious event for the inhabitants of the Crimea took placje, this 
afternoon, in the presence of a large Meeting of many most re* 
spectable men of this city, of all Confessions. The Meeting was 
opened by a chorus of sacred music, after which His Excellency, 
the Privy Counsellor Gegulin, late Governor of the Crimea, a. 
man universally honoured and beloved, rose, and, in a most pa- 
thetic and appropriate speech, explained the object for which the, 
audience were assembled. The rules of the proposed Institu- 
tion were then read, and unanimously agreed to. His Excellency 
the Civil Governor, His Excellency Gegulin, and the Represen-. 
tative of the Tauridian Nobility, Colonel Taranoff Belogerp^, we^je: 
with one tDice chosen Vice-Presidents* 'f be first Russian Pries|» 
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the diief Catbblic PViest, witb eight Noblemen and Mercbftnts^were 

telected Directors, together with a Treasurer and two Secretaries* 

Many suhscribed liberally, and the Meeting was concloded 

by a song of praise. The number of sabscribers to the Tauridian 

Krancfa of the Russian Biblie Society, this day formed, is already np- 

ivards of 300, of wbom 76 are Mahomedans; and 5, Caraite Jews ! 

The Catholic Priest informed me, after the Meeting, that be needed 

800 copies of the Bible immediately for the colonists established 

in differeht parts of the Crinier. Another gentleman, who has mncb 

to do among the Tartars, assured me, that many demands have 

been made on him of late,^ for Tartar and TunLish Bibles, and 

that in the ancient Tartar metropolis, Bahchisaray, alone, he 

could dispose of at least 200 copies. I myself^ in passing through 

the town of Karasoubazar, had a most interesting conversation 

ivith several Jews, who eagerly soyght after a copy of the Gospels ; 

I was sorry 1 had none, but told them they were preparing for 

tbein. The late wars and commotions on the earth, .with the 

present wonderful exertions to spread abroad the Holy Scriptures 

among all nlitions, seem to have made a deep impression on the 

minds of many among the Jews. From what I have seen of this 

people, in different nations, I am convinced, that many among them 

are prepared to peruse, with avidity, the Scriptures of the NeW 

Testament, in their own language. On this account, I pray you to 

procure a tiuinber of copies of the Hebrew New Testament, or 

even of the Four Gospels, (should no more of it be printed off,) 

and to send them by way of St. Petersburg, foi^ distribution 

among the Jews in the Crimea, and surrounding countries, by 

tneans of the Tauridian and Theodosian Bible Societies.

Thi^ roHisintic situation of this ancient IVirtar capital, in a 
harrow deep vale between two ranges of huge perpendicular rocks, 
the ancient paflace of the descendants of Djinge Khan, with its 
ikst decayitig remains of Asiatic luxury, and Tartar royalty t 
the QtnberOus fruftfui little gardens attached to almost every 
Harem in the eity, each incompassed with high walls, erected by 
the morose jealousy of the Moslem race, to exclude the female 
siek for eVef from the view of strangers, together with 32 
Mosque^, and their towering Minnerets, and 79 fonntaiiia ci the 
purest and most wholesome water — combine to render the situation 
Whence I now address you, striking and interesting to the view of 
tbe traveller. But it is not with the view of describing the roi- 
mainlie sicite of Bahchikai'ay, and the cuatoms of its Tartar inha* 
bitants that I resolve to Write to you at this time. A gracious 
Providence has given me a theme of a nobler kind, has been 
pleased to kad me to thist>lace for purposes more intimately con- 

K 
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uected with the temporal amd eternal welfare of the Tartar race f 
permit me therefore to give you a simple statement of facts. 

The next diay after the establishment of the Tauridian Bible 
Society, in Sympherpole, I took my departure for Sevastopol, in 
company whh one of the Vice-Presidents, Colonel Taranoff, a 
man heartily attached to the cause of Christ, and a zealous pro- 
moter of the object of Bible Societies. We lodged at the 
beautiful seat of His Excellency the Governor, eighteen wersts 
from Sympherpole, and arrived, the next day, at the sea-port 
town of Sevastopol. Here we succeeded in extending the in^ 
terests of the Bible Society, far beyond expectation ; and th^ 
Greek Metropolitan, with several other persons of distinction, 
not only subscribed themselves Members of the Institution, but 
engaged to become correspondents and co-labourers in the work, 
with the Committee in Sympherpole, and by every means in their 
power to further the benevolent objects of the Society* From 
Sevastopol we arrived, last evenings at this place, where we found 
a most hospitable reception in the house of a rich Greek Mer- 
chant, also a co-operator in the c^use of the Bible Society. . This 
morning early we set out on horseback to visit the ancient Jewish 
fortress, situated on the 'summit of the rocks, about two wersts 
above the city, inhabited by Caratte Jews, and denominated 
Dschoufait Kal^. When we had ascended about half way up the 
narrow track along the side of the rocks, we met with one of their 
chief Rabbies, called Aaron, to whom our conductor introduced usp 
and who immediately returned with us, to show us the place. I 
entered into conversation with this intelligent Rabbi, in the Tartaif 
language, who replied with an unexpected freedom and open-: 
ness to all my inquiries respecting the situation, opinions, and 
customs, of his brethren, the Caraim of Dschoufait Kal6, towards 
which place we were approaching' slowly. Among other in-^ 
teresting patrtrculairs, I here first obtained information* of a facf 
which afforded me inexpressible joy — that the Caraim' w^re in 
possession of a translation of all the books of the Old Testament 
in the Tartar language ! This piece of intelligeiice immediately in- 
grossed my whole attention ;—' Aaron promised to procure me a sight 
of a copy. At length, we reached the summit of the rocks, and^» en*- 
tering the fort, proceeded through several winding narron^ lanes; 
and hahed at the gate of their chief Synagogue. Here we were 
met by the principal Rabbi, a reverend old man, who gave ui a 
friendly welcome. We entered the Synagogue and were soon sur- 
rounded by the elders of th^ people, to whom I made knowa 
whence I came, and the object of my journey. I spoke to 
them of the exerttons now making in every quarter of the world 
to spread abroad the word of God, Old and New Testoment, 
among all nations. They heard with attention^ and wondered 
much at the particulars which i related to them. I then produced 
a single copy of the Gospel of St. Matthew, which I had brought 
with me, m the Hebrew tongue, and a copy of the Epistle of 
SU Paul to the Hebrews, in the same language^ and presented tbemr 
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to the principal Rabbi, who accepted tbem most willingly and 
thankfully. 1 told him that they were published by a Society in 
London, and that in a short time I hoped to be able to send htm 
aU the books of the New Testament in the Hebrew language. He 
again expressed his acknowledgements for what I bad given him, 
and assured me that they would be very happy to obtain a copy of 
tjie remaining books of the New Testament. Rabbi Aaron told me, 
that he was promised a written eopy of the Gospel of St. Matthew 
in Hebrew^ taken from that which 1 had given to their principal 
Rabbi. He pleaded with me for a copy of the Epistle to the 
Hebrews also. I had only two copies remaining, and I g;ave hini 
pne of them, which afforded him great pleasure. 

In the mean time, our condiictor Aaron was in searcb of the 
Tartar ti^nslation. He was not long in procuring me a sight of a 
beautiful copy of the five boo)(s of Moses, in the pure Jagatai 
Tartar,' written in the Hebrew character. He informed me, that 
they were in possession of all the books of the Old Testament^ 
in pure Tartar ; that the translation was made by their fore- 
fathers, several centuries ago ; that it was constantly read pmong 
i)iem to the present day, together with the Hebrew Text ; and that 
he would procure me a complete cop^ to purchase, before I left 
Bahcfaisaray. I sat down, in the midst of the Synagogue, 
with the Caraite Rabbies, and read several passages of the five 
tiooks of Moses, and of the Psalms. I find the translation 
excellent ; and consider it as a peculiar mark of the divine favour 
oa the labours of Bible Societies, that it has been brought to light 
at the very time when we are prepared to promote its circulation 
with the New Testament in tlfe sanie language, a second editioq 
pf which is now printing at Astr^cban. 

After much interesting coi^versation with the Caraite Elders, 
§nd visiting several of tbem in their bouses, we repaired to th^ 
grove where their dead are interred. t|ere we were shown aq 
ipscription in Hebrew, upon a grave-stone, 570 years old, a singular 
proof of the ancient residence of t|ie Car^im in Dschoufait KM^ 
^Ve returned to Bahchisaray by the sam^ way we went ; aqd it 
was not long before Aaron followed, and presented me with a 
most beautiful copy of all the Canonical Books of the Old Testa- 
ment in the Tartar language, written on fine vellum paper, in the- 
Hebrew character, comprised in four volumes quarto, for which I 
paid him 200 Rubles. I have seldom met with a more beautiful 
maaoscript. It is elegantly bound in red goats* leather, and or- 
mmejittd with gold. I shall endeavour to get it sent off in 
siafety to St. Petersburg, where, with the assistance of one or two 
learned Tartars, upder my own direction, should it please God to 
spare me to return, it may be fairly written out in the character, 
and carefully revised, and put to the press, with the translation 
pf the New Testament made by the Missionaries in harass. This 
will furnish us with a Tartar Bible, which will be well understood 
among the numerous hordes of Nogay, Kazan, Trukmen, and Bu- 
f barian Tartars. The peculiar principles of the Caraites, ii) 
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rejectiiig the Talmud, and all the traditionary fsMes of the Jew8| 
9od their strict adherence to the sacred text of Scripture alone, 
give me great reason to hope, that ve shall find this, their Tartar 
translation from the Hebrew, to be correct, i leave you, my dear 
friends, and the Members of the Committee of the British an4 
Foreign Bible Society, to make your pwp remarks on this nevf 
ppening in Providence to extend the knowledge pf the ilqly 
Scriptures to the followers of the False Prophet 1 



Odesta, June 26, 18ie. 

During my journey frpm Tahanrog through the Crimea tc^ 
this place, I have ' endeavoured, to th^ utmost of my power, to 
obtain authentic information respecting the state of4he Holy 
Scriptures among the Christian inhabitants of Anatolia. For this, 
purpose, I sought out, and conversed \vith, intelligent men from 
almost every quarter of Asia Minor. iThe result of my inquiry 
shows that there still remains much to b,e done by Bible Societies 
for the poor, ignorant, and oppressed Christians pf Lesser Asia, 
the majority of whom, in the present day, have aln^ost entirely 
lost the knowledge of their native language, and speak and under- 
stand nothins but Turkish. The two Christian nations which I 
kave particularly in view, are, the Greek and Armenia^. Several 
ivorthy men belonging to the former have assured me, that the 
<iruel persecutions of their Mahomedan masters have been tliQ 
^ause of their present degraded state of ignorance, ^ven in re-* 
gard to their native tongue ; for that there was a t^me when theii? 
Turkish masters strictly prohibited thf^ Greeks iq Asia Minor 
even from speaking the Greek language among themselves, and 
that they cut out the tongues of some, and punished others with 
death, who dared to di^bey this their barbarous command. It i^ 
an indisputable fact, that the language of their oppressors has 
long since almost universally prevailed, and that in a great part 
of Anatolia even the public worship of the Greeks is now per- 
ibrmed in the Turkish tongue. The following works, in fb^ 
Turkish language, but all in the Gre^ character, aiford further 
proof of what I have now stated.

, These works are all in the common Turkisl^ language, but in 
jthe Greek character. I have been able to procui'e only the five 
^rst. For No. 15. 1 offered a good price, but could not prevail 
pn the Anatolian Greek to part with it. 

The majority of the Armenians, in Asia Minor, who are said t^ 
be far more numerous than the Greeks, are in the very same 
lamentable state of ignorance. Few of them, in the present day, 
properly understand the Armenian language, in which only their 
Scriptures are printed. It is therefore my humble opinion, that, 
in order to effect more thoroughly the benevolent object of the ^ 
Bible Society, among the Christians of Anatolia, we pught to print 
^n edition of -the Turkish Testament in the Greek, and another 
in the Armenia character, and strive to distribute these, with our 
JGrreelf: and Armenia^ Scriptures, among our poor Christian 
brethren in Asia Minor. I would further observe, that the praet 
tice of the Caraim of Dschoufiiit Kal^, in using a Tartar version 
q£ the Old Testament, affords us a valuable hint about the steps 
^o be taken in propagating the knowledge of the Christian Scrip- 
tures among the numerous Jews residing in the Turkish domi* 
pions. A Turkish Testament in the Hebrew character w^uld, 
I am convincsed, be one of the piost promising means to bring 
them acquainted with the saving doctriaes of the true Messiah ; 
for, the inajority of the Jews ii| Turkey are in the same state of 
Ignorance of their ancient native toqgue, as the Greeks and Ar« 
menians are of their's. Even the Hebrew character of itself will, 
i| am persuaded, prove a strong inducement to them to read it; 
and, when read and considered, the seed may be said to be sown, 
and the way opened for the Divine Spirit to operate on the jud^ 
ment ami the heart. 



Odessa, June 27, 1810. 

Having taken an affectionate farewell of several excellent 
men in Sympherpole, who, I sun .persuaded, will zealously 
labour in the cause of the Tauridian Bible Society, I directed my 
course straight to Perekop, where the worthy Russian Merchant, 
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Belugin, diligently continues his labours to spread the word qf 
God among the- Tartars. 1 did not visit Kazlof on my way to 
Perekop, as I at first proposed ; but left this station to be occu- 
pied by our fellow-labourers in Sympherpole, being myself obliged 
to hasten forward to this place, in order to make an effort for 
establishing the Cberson and Odessa Bible Societies. During 
iny stay in Chersbn^ I was enabled, with the assistance of 
Mr. Glubotoheff, to make every needful arrangement for the 
QSt;»blishment of the Cherson Bible Society, which desirable 
event is intended to take place, on the return of His Excellency 
tfie Governor Count Saint Priest. I have had several conver- 
sations with the Count since I arrived here ; he is hearty in the 
cause, and promised to render every assistance tp mature }he 
beginning made in Cherson. The number of German colopists 
in the government of Cherson is great, who, together with the 
jews and Russians, compose a wide field for the labours of this 

Froposed Society. Af^er remaining about two days in Cherson, 
continued my journey, and, crossing the river Bog, -at Nyco* 
laef, I arrived at this place, in the forenoon of the 22d. Here I 
learned, that the Governor General, Count Langeron, to whom I was 
iparticularly recommended, had set out for Ekatarinoslaff, in order 
to meet the Grand Duke Nicholas, ancl that they were not expected 
to arrive till the 17th. I nevertheless began to make the ac- 
quaintance of such persons as were most likely to promote my 
object, in order to bring things into as great a state pf forw^rd^ 
ness as possible during my stay in this place, not expecting to be 
able to remain long enough to see the Society founded. While 
thus employed, 1 received very esseptial assistance from our 
countryman, General Cobley, the Commandant of Odessa. On 
the 12tb, Count Langeron arrived, quite unexpectedly, being 
obliged, through indisposition, to return to Odessa. This proved 
very seasonable for the cause ; and His Excellency, though con- 
lined to bed by a fit of the gout, has kindly admitted me to his 
presence, and exerted his influence to bring about the establisli- 
inent of the Society before the arrival of the Grand Duke. 
t>uring the 13th aud 14th, our preparations virent successively for- 
ward ; and this afternoon we had the pleasure of seeing a large 
meeting of Noblemen and Merchants, of many different nations 
and confessions, assembled in a large hall in the house pf General 
Cobley, for the purpose of establishing the Odessa Bible Society. 
The Meeting was opened, as usual, by a chorus of sacred vocal 
fnusic, which seemed to spread ^ degree of solemn delight over 
the countenances of all present, and prepared them for listening 
to an excellent and appropriate speech pronounced by the chief 
Russian Priest, in which he most impressively described it as equally 
the duty and interest of all present to promote the most christian 
and philanthropic views of the Russian Bible Society, by forming a 
Branch of it in the city. The regulations of the proposed Institution 
were then read, and cordially approved. After this, a subscrip- 
tion was opened, and upwards of 2300 Rubles were subscribed. 
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The Governor General, Count Langeron, General Cobley, and 
His Excellency Telipiitsky, were elected Vice-Presidents, and a 
Committee of ten Directors, two Secretaries, and a Treasurer, 
were all regularly chosen; and the business closed with a song 
of praise, in which all present seemed most heartily to join. The 
Ooessa Bible Society has thiis been founded in a most auspi* 
cious manner, and promises to become a great blessing to this 
flourishing commercial city, which, though it be little more than 
twenty years since its foundation was laid, already contains 24,000 
inhabitants within its gates, and 16,000 are said to inhabit the 
suburbs and the vicinity. In the neighbourhood of this city 
there are nearly 30,000 colonists, principally Germans, wbo are 
in the greatest need of Bibles. The facilities which this Society 
possesses, by means of the numerous trading vessels daily entering 
this port from every part' of the Mediterraneau, (be Archipelago^ 
and the coasts of the Black Sea, for sending the Holy Scriptures 
into those countries, renders it a most important station for estab- 
lishing a Depository of the Holy Scriptures in all languages. It has 
thereto re been resolved, that, as soon as a sufficient number of 
copies shall be received from St. Petersburg and Moscow, a sale 
of Bibles and Testaments shall be opened. At this present mo* 
ment there are nearly 300 ships in the harbour, mostly loading 
with corn. How pleasing the anticipation, that, in a very short time, 
hundreds of these Turkish and Greek vessels, which annually visit 
this port, will not only carry home with them food for the body, 
but also that spiritual food for the immortal soul, which is 
contained in the oracles of divine truth. Having thus finished 
iny tour along the east borders of Europe, I now direct my 
course westward, towards Moldavia, where a new scene of use- 
fulness seems already to open before me. Since I left Tcher- 
kask, my efforts and inquiries have been chiefly directed, towards 
the nations of Western Asia, and particularly towards the dis- 
semination of the Holy Scriptures among Greeks, Armenian?, 
Turks, Tartars, and Jews. Most unfeigned thanks be given to 
Almighty God for the success with which he has been pleased 
to accompany my exertiond, and for the glorious prospect of a 
wide circulation of the word, by means of the connexions and 
institutions which he has enabled me to form. 

On leaving Odessa, another class of nations and tribes presents 
itself to view, inhabiting the countries between the Euxine and 
the Adriatic, chiefly of Slavonian origin, and all of them i^ the 
greatest want of the Holy Scriptures.

the liberty of proceeding farther until I have given proof, by 
holding out, the appointed quarantine, in health, that I have not

therefore, endeavour to occupy one of (hose lingering quaran- 
tine hours, by giving you a few particulars of my efforts in 
Bessarabia, to promote the dissemination of the Holy Scrip- 
tures among the inhabitants of Moldavia, Wallachia, and Bul- 
garia. 

Having witnessed the promising establishment of the Odessil 
Bible Society on the 27th, I left that flourishing city, twd 
days afterwards, and directed my course towards the iamoud 
fortress of Bender, where, having crossed the Dniester, and the 
Russian frontiers, I entered Moldavia. From Bender I conti- 
nued my journey over the most fertile and beautiful hill country 
of Bessarabia, and arrived in Kischenau, its chief town, on the 1st 
instant. This new capital of the Russian possessions beyond th^ 
Dniester, is finely situated on the banks of a small river called 
Buik, but is very irregularly built. The number of inhabitants 
is about 15,000, of whom nearly 3000 are Jews. I received a 
most friendly welcome from the Exarch of Moldavia, Gabriel, a 
venerable old man, to whom I had letters of recommendation 
from Prince Galitzin. I took up my lodgings at the house of a 
MoldavianNobleman,Krupensky, through whom I soon made the 
acquaintance of many of the most respectable among his country- 
men. From the Armenian Metropolitan, Gregory, I also met 
with a very kind and hearty reception. Before my arrival, he bad 

' entered into a correspondence with the Armenian Patriarch of 
Constantinople, on account of the Bible Society, from whom he 
showed me a letter just received, in which the Patriarch promises 
to promote the cause, to the utmost of his power. During th6 
several days' intercourse which I had with the Exarch, tbe Me- 
tropolitan, and many others, I was enabled to obtain the most 
authentic and satisfactory information respecting the state of the 
Holy Scriptures in Moldavia, Wallachia, and Bulgaria. 

There never have been more than two editions of the Wallachian 
Bible printed ; the first, in Bucharest, in 1688, and the second, in 
the town of Blaj^, in Transylvania, in 1795. Few copies of the 
las^ edition have ever reached these quarters'; and tbe want of 
Bibles among the Moldavians is so great* that the Exarch as- 
sured me, that he believed not ffty Bibles were to be found in aH 
the 800 churches belonging to his diocese. With a view, therefore^ 
to relieve, in some measure, this lamentable scarcity of the word of 
God, I have made arrangements fpr printing 5000 Bibles in the 
language of Moldavia and Wallachia, at the printing-olSice of tbe 
Exarch, which has been but lately established. The Committee 
in St. Petersburg will, it is hoped, furnish paper, ink, and types^ 
for the whole edition ; and his Eminence has most willingly un- 
dertaken the correction of the press. This edition, with the 5000 
Testaments in the same language, now printing in St* Petersburg, 

• the sheets of which are regularly sent to the Exarch for cor- 
rection, will prove a most salutary supply for the population of 
Moldavia and Wallachia, which is reckoned at nearly two miU 
Kont. Ilie Exarch is of opiniooi that the Bibles and Testaments

yn\\ be. received and read with great eagerness ; because tfae 

language of the version is the very same that is now spoken in 
these countries. Tn the printing-office attached to the residence 
of his Eminence, they have not hitherto had time to print any 
thin^ more than catechisms, and books containing the church- 
service. This Institution is under the direction of a Monk, 
named Ignatius, whose various knowledge in typography seemed 
to me astonishing. His office contains jCve presses, and from 
.fifteen to tusenty compositors, pressmen, and letter-founders ; and 
the whole apparatus of printing is said to have b'een manufactured 
.by himself. Ignatius has willingly undertaken the printing of the 
editiou of &000 Bibles, 

, Another chief object which I had in view, in visiting KischenaUt 
.was, to promote the formation of the Moldavian Bible Society. 
.There, as elsewhere, I found many ready to co-operate in the 
good work ; and the preparations made, during my stay, with the 
^id of his Eminence the Exarch, the Metropolitan Gregory, Mn 
.Krupensky, and others, will, I trust, soon bring about this most 
.desirable eveut. The sphere of this Society's operations is in- 
tended to include not only that part of Moldavia now belong- 
ing to Russia, under the name of Bessarabia, and peopled by 
about 80,000 families; but the whole population speaking the 
Rumanic, a language of Wallacbia and Moldavia, Facilities pre- 
sent themselves in abundance for seuding the Holy Scriptures 
into both these countries,. from Kischenau, by way of Jassy and 
Bucharest. 

In addition to these important objects, the Exarch and the 
Metropolitan have both promised to exert themselves in order to 
procure a version of the New Testament in the Bulgarian 
[language. This people speak the rudest apd most impure dialect 
of the Slavonian^ which b greatly mixed with the Turkish,' and is 
unintelligible to the other Slavonian tribes. Their church-books 
and versions of the Scriptures, are in the Slavonian, and the very 
same with those used in the Russian and Servian churches. On 
this account, the Exarch, and others, assured me, that the modem 
Bulgarians are quite unable to understand the Slavonian Bible. 
A translation of some parts of the sacred text into Bulgarian, is 
.said to exist in manuscript, which was made some time ago by 
. one of their Bishops in Bucharest. Proper search is to be made 
for this; and, should it be fouud, it will prove a help. However, 
the Exarch has it in his power, by his connexions with the 
^ Bulgarian Bishops, to get a good translation made ; and, as they 
' use the Slavonian character, it can be printed with the types 
.iukended to be used for the Wallachian Bible, and in the 
PfViting-office of the Exarch. From these few particulars, 
, XQU will observe, . that very important consequences for pro- 
moting the cause of Bible Societies, are likely to be the fruits 
of my . visit to Moldavia. I have left a set of rules for the 
\ proposed Society, and a written instruction respecting its for- 
jnation and the commencement of its operations. Upwards •£

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2000 rubles are already subscribed, aud in the hands of the 
Exarch, to be appropriated to this object. Let us bless God toge- 
ther, for thus enabling us to relieve the wants of so many nations 
of professing Christians, among whom, for ages p^st, there lite- 
rally seems to have existed a famine of the word of God. 



KameniZ'Podohk^ July 10^ 181G. 

After having been detained eight days in the quarantine upon 
the Dniester, I was again set at liberty, and without loss ef time 
began to pursue my journey towards Kamentz-Podolsk. Id the 
district town of Balta I halted for about twenty-four hours, and 
procured for the Society in Petersburg an excellent correspond- 
ent, in the person of a worthy old priest, who has already col- 
lected more than 1000 rubles, to promote its object. He added 
fiis testimony to that of many others, that the scarcity of the 
Sacred Writings in these quarters was very great, and would seem 
altogether incredible to those who only know that the people are 
called Christians, but who are unaCcquainted with their spiritual 
state, and how rare a thing it is to find a Bible among them in 
any language. From Balta I continued my route through Sampol 
and Mogyley, two towns on the banks of the Dniester, inhabited 
principally by Jews. The chief Catholic priest, in the district of 
Mogylev, being a Director of the Bible Society in this place, has 
undertaken to further the objects of the Institution in that 

quarter. 

It is hoped, that your Committee will endeavour to procure a 
number of Hebrew New Testaments, or of such parts as are pub- 
lished, for distribution among the Jews, who are very numerous in 
Moldavia, and in all tlie southern provinces, as well as in Poland, 
where they are reckoned at about half a million of souls. On my 
arrival in this city, which is the capital of Podolia, I met with a 
very hearty welcome from the Catholic Bishop, Vice-President of 
the Bible Society established in this place. He said, among otiier 
things, that I had arrived very opportunely, for that they were 
just preparing for their annual Meeting. 

On the ninth, in the afternoon, the anniversary of the Kaaientz- 
Podolsk Bible Society was solemnized in a large hall of the Domi- 
nican Monastery. The Meeting was very respectable, and com- 
posed almost exclusively of Catholics, among whom were eight of 
their chief Clergy. The Bishop delivered an impressive speech, 
in the Polish language, on tbe excellency of the Holy Scripture^, 
and the utility of reading them, in preference to other books. — In 
fact, the moral of this excellent speech was, That fh^ Bibh is fke 
best Book in the, world for promoting the temporal and eterstal 
good of man, and that ff^^^for^ it ought to be unhersaify ptr- 
cufated and read. The particulars which the Bishop added, 
. respecting the progress of Bible Societies in general, and of the 
Russian Bible Society in pittticular, strongly excited the astonish- 
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mtut and admintion of all present. Tbe Report, being then read» 
showed that the number of promoters of the Institution in this 
fuarter was increased during the preceding year, (it amounts 
to about 250,) and that tbe insufficiency of the copies of tbe 
Holy Scriptures, as yet procured, had been the greatest hinder* 
ance to the operations of the Society, but that the Committee were 
now in expectation of soon procuring a liberal supply of Polish 
Testaments, and 2,200 Bibles and Testaments in other languages, 
in order, in some degree, to supply the great need and demand 
existing for them. The Committee of Directors was then choseq 
£[>r the ensuing year, and their number, in town and country, 
augmented to eighteen. After this, many came forward, and put 
down their names and subscriptions, as Members of the Institu- 
tion. Reports, and other publications of the Committee at St. Pe* 
tersburg^ were also distributed among the audience, ip order more 
extensively to spread the knowledge of the real object and bene- 
ficial influence of Bible Societies. The Meeting then broke up, 
amidst universal joy and satisfaction at what had passed ; and, 
wiiile some were loud in their prophetic exclamations respecting 
the future prosperity of the Institution, all seemed highly pleased 
with the transactions of its second Anniversary. 

P. S. I ought to have mentioned before, that, while in Theodor 
sia, I used means for obtaining a copy of the Turkish Testa- 
ment, ^n the Armenian character, from Anatolia ; and that a^ 
Kiscfaenau the Armenian Metropolitan undertook to write to the 
Armenian Patriarch on the subject, and to endeavour to obtain a 
correct copy from Constantinople. He farther assured me, that 
the Old Testament was already published in the modern Armenian 
language in Venice, and that the New Testament was expected soon 
to rollow. 



Lemberg, July 27, 1816. 
On tbe22d of July I left Kamentz-Podolsk ; and, crossing the 
Russian frontiers, entered the Russian dominions near the Fortress 
of Choczim. I directed ray course, through the Bukovina, and 
through Galicia^ straight for this place, where, through the mer- 
-ciful protection and help of God, I arrived three days ago. The 
route I took was purposely chosen, in order to obtain accurate 
information concerning the state of the Holy Scriptures in these 
countries. My journey, though not more than 300 English miles, 
has been one of the most fatiguing and dangerous which I have 
Jbad, since leaving Petersburg ; and, there bqing no post-roads in 
those directions, I was obliged to pay extravagantly for horses, in 
order to get forward. The towns of Krzyvce, Buczocz, Podhayce, 
and Narajow, through which I passed, abound in Jews, who seem 
to be in good circumstances, and the majority of them are quali- 
fied to read. On arriving in this beautiful city, the capital of 
Gallcia, I soon made the acquaintance of the only Protestant Cler-

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gyman ia it, the General Superintendent, VonFucbs, who is chief 
pastor over all the Protestant churches in Galicia, and who gave 
me a most friendly and hearty welcome. He made me acquainted 
with some of the chief men in the city, and, among others, with 
His Excellency Baron Von Hauer, Chief Governor of the Province 
of Galicia, a nobleman of the most amiable and condescending 
manners, liberal in his sentiments, and universally beloved. His 
Excellency gave me a most friendly reception at his beautiful 
villa, in the neighbourhood of this city. I explained to him the 
object of my journey, and my views respecting the formation of a 
Bible Society in this capital, for supplying the province of Galicia 
with the Holy Scriptures, provided a Parent Institution should be 
established in Vienna. His Excellency most cordially agreed to 
the proposition, and promised every assistance to promote the 
establishment of a similar Institution in this place, as soon as per- 
mission should be granted by the Austrian Government. Pro- 
fessor Vinovatter, and several others, have also concurred with 
him, by promising their hearty co-operation. 

-To show you how much such an establishment is ' needed in 
Galicia, I would beg to remark, as the sum of my observations 
during my travels through the country, and of the information 
which I have been enabled to draw from the best sources in the 
city, that the population of Galicia is reckoned at three miliiom 
of souls, of whom twenty thousand are Protestants, and the rest 
Catholics and Jews, the former mostly Poles ; that among the 
Catholics there are no Bibles to be found, except a few copies of 
the Vulgate, in the possession of the clergy ; and that a copy of the 
Polish Bible is not to be found among the people, nor indeed any 
wiiere, except adorning the collection of books of some rich 
nobleman, or covered with dust in the library of a monastery. 

The 20,000 Protestants which Galicia contains, are divided 
into twenty-four congregations, of which three are Calvinistic ; 
but, alas ! all three are at this time without pastors. These 
twenty-four congregations compose about 4000 families, of whom 
their Superintendent affirmed, that at least one half were without 
Bibles, but that, should the British and Foreign Bible Society 
have compassion on these poor families, many of them quite 
unable to purchase a Bible, and scattered over an extent of coun- 
try 500 by 200 English miles, and bestow upon them a grant of 
Bibles for their fsimilies, and Testaments for their schools, (for 
there is a school attached to each church,) they would certainly 
be received with the greatest joy and gratitude; and he, the 
Superintendent, would most willingly charge himself with the 
distribution of thent. 



Cracow, August 'I, 1816; 

As the free toleration of all christian confessions, and the 
liberty of the press^ constitute two of the most prominent fea- 
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Itures in the constitution of this newly erected Repuhlic, I was led 
to consider it a most eh'gible situation for a Bible Society. 1 have^ 
accordingly, spent nine days in this ancient capital of Poland, and, 
through the goodness of God, made considerable progress towards 
the attainment of this important and most desirable object. But 
before particularizing the steps which I have taken to bring about 
the formation of the Cracow Bible Society, I shall give you the 
•following authentic and interesting facts respecting the different 
translations and editions of the Bible in the Polish language, in 
order that you may have a just conception of the lamentable! 
scarcity of the Scriptures in the Polish nation. These facts, by 
the assistance of the learned Professor Bantke, I have collected 
with great care from the records contained in the ancient library 
belonging to the University of this city. 

There have appeared, at different times, five translations of the 
Bible in the Polish language. The first is called the Old Cracow 
Bible, and was priuted in this city, in 1561. Many passages of 
this translation being taken from the Bohemian Protestant Bible, it 
never received the sanction of the Pope. However, it went through 
two other editions, in 1575 and 1577, both printed in Cracow. 
A copy of this version is now very rarely to be met with, even 
in the best libraries of the nation. The second version, which 
appeared in 1503, is called the Radzivil Bible. It has never 
gone through more than one edition. Prince Radzivil, at whose 
expense this translation was made and printed, was a Protestant ; 
but he dying soon after its publication, his son, a Catholic, carefully 
bought up the edition, and burnt it. The third version, by Simeon, 
Budney, is called the- Socinian Bible. This translation went 
through two editions, the first in 1570, and the last in 1572 ; — 
both printed at Nieswiez, in Lithuania. Of this version, it is 
said, that only three copies exist, in distinguished libraries. The 
/ourth translation into Polish is the Danzig Bible. This version 
was made and printed by the Reformed Church in Danzig, and 
has passed through seven editions, viz : Danzig 1632, Amster^ 
dam 1660, Halle 1726, Koenigsberg 1737, Brieg 1768, Koenigs- 
berg 1799, and Berlin 1810. The first edition was, for the most 
part, burnt by Wonzyk, Archbishop of Gnezen ; and the Jesuits 
have always exerted themselves to buy up and destroy such 
copies of the other fivie editions as come in their way ; so that it 
is concluded that of the six editions of the Protestant Bible, 
printed between 1632 and 1779, at least 8000 copies have been 
thus wilfully destroyed. The whole six editions, probably, did 
not amount to more than 7000 copies ; so that if the copies 
which have been worn out by length of time, were added to 
those vvhich have been destroyed, it would be found, that (with the 
exception of the seventh edition, printed in Berlin, at the expense 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society, and consisting of 8000 
copies) the existing number of. Bibles, among the 250,000 Pro- 
testants^ who speak tb^ Polish language, must be very small. But 
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alas ! bow much smaller still k the number of copies wbidi exist 
among the Catholics of Poland, will appear from the following 
facts. The only authorued version of the Holy Scripturei^ in 
Polish, is that which was translated by Jacob Wuyck, approved 
by Clement VllI, and first published in this city, in 1§9Q. The 
translation is considered, by competent judges, to be among the 
best European versions made from the Vulgate, and the language^ 
though in some degree antiquated, is, yet pure and classical. 

Such care, however, has been taken to keep even this authorised 
version of the Holy Scriptures from coming into the bands of 
the people, that it never was re-printed, in Poland— and has under- 
gone only two other editions out of the country, viz. at Breslao, 
in 1740, and 1771. Now the whole amount of copies, in these 
three editions of the authorized Polish Bible, is supposed not tp 
have exceeded 3000. Thus there have been printed, only, about 
3000 Bibles, iu the space of 217 years, for upwards of 10,000,006 
of Catholics, who speak the Polish language ! Hence it is, tlmt a 
copy is not to be obtained for money ; and that you may seardi 
100,000 families, in Galicia and Poland, and scarcely find one 
Bible. 

Deeply concerned at this lamentable want of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, in Poland, I resolved on spending a few days in this ancient 
seat of Polish literature, and making a trial, if it were possible to 
prepare the way, in some degree, for establishing a Cracow Bible 
Society, and for undertaking an edition of the Polish Bible. In 
the printing-office of the University I found a set of new types, 
just adapted for such an edition. Accordingly, I went, accompanied 
by Professor Bandtke, who is heartily disposed towards the Bible 
cause, to the Catholic Professor of Divinity, Kudrevitch, who 
superintends the printing-office of the University, and belongs to 
the Church of the Uniats, or Greek Catholics.. I stated to him 
my observations concerning the scarcity of the Scriptures in 
Poland, and mv wish that something could be done to form a 
Bible Society in this free city, and to undertake an edition of 
the Polish Bible, without delay, in the printing-office of the Uni- 
versity. He most heartily approved of the design, said that he 
had purposely ordered the types to be cast, hoping that something 
wouM be done for undertaking such an edition, by the Bible 
Society, organizing in Warsaw. He then took up a copy of the 
Berlin edition of the Polish Bible, which happened to lie on the 
table, and said : " It is my opinion that every Christian ought to be 
furnished with this best of books, that he may daily read it, and 
learn from it how to live, and how to.die." We next proceeded to 
the Count Wodziski, President of the Senate. His Excellency gave 
me a very kind reception. I explained to him the object and prin* 
ciple of Bible Societies, answered his inquiries, endeavoured to 
p<»nt out the great need there existed for tlie benevolent efforts of 
such Societies in Poland, and proposed the plan for a similar In- 
stitution in Cracow. He highly approved of 4he plan, provided 
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meant 5;ottld be obtained to pat it into execulioD ; but laid that be 
mB certain, a safficient soul of money, for printing an edition of the 
Polish Bible, by voluiitary subscriptioos, could not be raised in 
the present cxhaasted state of this country. I then proposed to 
Hk Exocilency, in the name of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society : " That, should a Bible Society be formed in Cracow, 
for the printing and distribution of the Holy Scriptures among 
all confessions, without note or comment, and should the proposed 
Society undertake the printing of 5000 Polish Bibles, and 6000 
additional New Testaments, according to the authorised version, 
without note or comment ; the Committee of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, would aid the undertaking, with a grant 
of 6001. sterling/^ This offer was most gladly accepted by the 
President, and abo by the Senators, who were present. The 
Bishop of Cracow being absent, the chief Clergy objected, that 
it was impossible for them to act in an affinr of this kind, without 
his- knowledge and sanction, and therefore prayed that jiothing 
night l>e finally settled till his return, which was expected in a 
few weeks. His Excellency, the Count Wodaiski, bas^ this day, 
informed me, that the Senate, the University, and the No- 
bility, aire all anxious to assist in the undertaking; that, on 
the return of the Bishop, he hopes to see the Society insti- 
tuted, and the work begun ; and that he will do every thing 
in his power to promote such a desirable and benevolent un- 
.dertakii^g. Such is the result of my visit to Cracow. I trust 
the Committee, after duly considering the facts ab<Hre stated, 
respecting the almost total want of the Bible, in the surrounding 
countries, will approve the proposals I have made in their name, 
and gladly pass a grant of 600/. for encouraging the formation of 
a Bible Society in the ancient metropolis c? Pokiad, (which, 
though in a fallen state, has still upwards of 24,000 inhabitants, 
and 60,000 more attached to its present form of Government,) and 
also for printing an edition of 10,000 Bibles and Testaments for 
the benefit of the Polish nation. 

1 have presented to the University a set of your Beports, and 
they have already received a place among the 30,000 volrumes, 
which compose its ancient library* 



Vienna, August 24, 161^. 

Under the guidance o( Dvv'mt Providence, I reached this city, 
on the 12th instant, in good health. Durmg six days' intercourse, 
with different persons, more or less attached to the cause, I 
was led to see, that, if ever any thing should be effected for 
establishing a Bible Society for Austria, the work must begin with 
Ooveroment itself; and therefore, after weighing the matter 
thoroughly in my own mind, and earnestly praying for direction 
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from on high, I came to the determination. of requesting an au* 
dience of the Prime Minister, Prince Metteruich, and of laying the 
matter before h>ci» in all its purit3' and genuine simplicity. This au- 
dience 1 obtained on (he 20thy between three and four in the after- 
noon. The Prince received me with great kindness and condescen- 
.sion, and heard, with marked attention, what 1 had to say respecting 
the benevolent object of the British and Foreign Bible Society, as 
the agent of which, I had called at Vienna, on my way from Moldavia 
to Saxony and Prussia, purposely to inquire of Government, 
whether any thing could be done for promoting the establishment 
of a Bible Society, for the Austrian States. I farther pointed out 
td the Prince the great need there existed for the labours of 
such.an Institution, among so many nations subject to Austria. 
His Exbellency replied, "that, though it was a general practice, in 
the Catholic Church, not to put the Bible into the hands of every 
one, yet he knew of no obstacle to the free circulation, of the 
New Testament.'' I answered, that the rules of the Society 
might be so expressed, as to grant a more general circulation of 
the New Testament among Roman Catholics, without restraining 
the free dissemination of the Bible among other religious confes- 
sions. He then begged m^ to draw out a plan for the proposed 
Institution, with my views on the utility of such a Society, for the 
Austrian empire; to endeavour to have it. ready for Saturday 
next, on which day he invited me to dine with him, at his villa ; 
and to bring the plan along with me, *' Because,'' said tl^e Prince, 
" His Majesty is to return to town, the beginning of next week, 
and I desire to have the plan ready to lay before him." I then took 
my leave of His Excellency, having put into his hand two small 
pieces in German, and in English, oa the object and progress, of 
Bible Societies^ and, returning to my lodgings, commenced my 
labours. 

By the information I had collected, during my journey from 
the shores of the Black Sea to this capital, and the additional 
particulars obtained since my arrival; I found myself in a manner 
prepared for the critical and difficult task which the Minbter had 
laid upon me. I have therefore drawn out a memorial, on tlie 
design and success of Bible Societies, in general, and on the need 
and utility of such an Institution for the States of Austria, in par- 
ticular, subjoining a plan for an Austrian National Bible Society. 
This, Mr. Kopitar has most obligingly translated into German ; and, 
this afternoon, I hope it will meet with the approbation of the 
Prime Minister. However, let us rejoice with trembling ; God only 
can remove the many difficulties which still lie in the way, and 
perfect that which has been thus promisingly begun. 
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Vienna, August 28, 1816. 

In my letter from Doobosary, I communicated to you. the lacts I 
had collected, in Bessarabia, respecting the scarcity of the Holy 
Scriptures, among the Wallachians, Moldavians, and Bulgarians : 
I also gave you some account of the arrangements . I bad been 
enabled to make in Kisichenau, for their relief. In this letter, I 
intend to lay before you the result of my further researches into 
■the state of the word of God, particularly among the tribes of 
Slavonian origin, situated between the Euxine and the Adriatie« 
The Bulgarians, as I formerly observed, are in a most deplorable 
condition, for want of the Holy Scriptures in a language which 
they understand ; for, their dialect of the Slavonian being the 
most corrupt of all, they are the least able to make any use of 
such copies of the Slavonian Bible as either liave been, or might 
be, introduced among them. Their number is reckoned at about 
half a million, and therefore fully justities the efforts I made, ia 
Kiscbenau, to procure for them a version of the New Testament* 
in the modern Bulgarian tongue. But, next to tbe.Russians, Poles» 
and Bohemians, the Servians are. the most numerous tribe, of Sla- 
vonian origin. They inhabit a large tract of country, south of 
the Rivers Danube, Save, and Culpa ; and, together with their co- 
lonies in Hungary and Slavonia, amount to nearly five millions, of 
souls. To the Servian stock must be referred all the Slavonians 
who live in Istria, Dalmatia, Montenegrs, Herzegowina, Bolnia^ 
Turkish Croatia, and Servia Proper; because they all speak the 
Servian dialect of the Slavonian language. About two millioiis 
of this tribe are subject to Austria, of whom one half are Ca« 
tholics^ and the other half belong to the Greek communion. 
The. other three.millions.are still under the Turkish yoke, and of 
the Greek Church. The million of Servians, who are of the 
Roman Catholic confession, make use of the Latin characters 
ooly, and have, as yet, but a small part of the Holy Scriptures 
in their own language^ . The four millions belonging to the eastern 
church stUl continue to use the Slavonian character and church* 
books, and possess only the ancient Cyrilian version of the Bible* 
which is very rare among them. Amoiig the Servians, under the 
dominion of the Turks, .there are no public schools, or places 
of instruction, except in some ,of the monasteries where their 
.clergy are educated. The small proportion of the people who 
understand to read, are either, self- taught, or have been instructed 
by their neighbours ; for many of I hem are said to teiH^h ^n^ 
another tq read : but among the Servians, of both coufession^^ 
.belonging to Austria, regular schools have been established .'by 
Government, for the .common people, and also semin^i^s,- in 
<which young men are prepared lor becoming;teachers. The Cy- 
rijian version of. the Scriptures, . which was made in the ninth 
/ueqturv, and. is still the ooly translation, used among^llthe 
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, Slaronian tribes belonging to the eastern cburcb, is not easy to 
be understood by the modern Servians ; for, although the language 
which they now speak and write, is nearer the Biblical Slavonian 
Ibanihe modem Russian, yet the difference rettiains so great, that 
« translation into the modern Servian, for the use of aboul four 
laillions of pec^le, becomes a most desirable object. 

I observe, that, in the few literary productions which have^ of 
late years, ap|>eared amoag the Stervians, they seem to strive at 
«lodifying their language^ in many respects, after the modem 
Russian, whose civil character they have already adopted in 
printing ; yet the difference between the modern Servian and the ' 
awadem Ruasian is still such, that the modern Rassian trans^ 
iatioii will never be thoroughly understood by the Servians. I 
ImVe, therefore, conversed fully with Mr. Kopitar, of the Imperial 
Library, respecting the proposal which he made, last year, tfaroagh 
Baron Silvestre de Sacy, to engage a learned Servian,^ named Wick 
^lephanoviteb, to translate the Scriptares into the modern 
6<ervianr Mr. Kopitar considers him as very competent to the 
undertaking. He has already published the first Grammar of the 
modern Servian, and is now engaged in compiling a Dietioilary 
■of the same language, for which the excellence of his Grammar 
has already procured htm a great number of subscribera among 
his countrymen. I am very sorry that J have not met with thi^ 
Servian, here ; as he is now living in a Monastery in the country, 
where he has the aid of a learned Archimandrite, in composing 
his Dictionary. Having duly considered the matter, I ventured 
to assure Mr. Kopitar, that, should a good translation of the 
New Testament be made into the modern Servian, by Mr. Wick 
Stephanovitch, and receive the approbation of some of the first 
Dtgnitaiies of the Grasco-Servian Church, the Committee of the 
Eritiia^i and Foreign Bi{»le Society would most willingly, aki the 
{Nrinting of it. 

The Caraiolan dialect of the Slavonian is spoken by abo6t 
«me mittion and a half of people, of Whom 600,000 inhabit Car-' 
niola, W0,000 Caritttbia, 400,000 Styria ; and 200,000 are fo^ind 
in Hungary. They are in possession of two different versions of 
itie -ikiAy Serlptures. The iirst Was made by George Dalmatin, 
from Lvther's Bi1>le, and printed at Wittenberg, in 1584. This 
versicfii waa made for the Protestants oi Carniolay who, at that 
time, wete very numerous, but who, since that period, by the zeal 
of the Jesuits, have been mostly brought to embrace the Roman 
Calliolic faith ; on this acoouirt, a second editioo ef DalmatiB'a 
titmslatloii iias never been printed. The second version of the 
BMe, in the C^rHtolaa, was made by George Japel; from tire 
VulgAte, and printed at Laybach, in 1784. A second edition has 
not been published ; however, the New Testament has been 
" re>printed, and the Fn>testant part of these Slavonians, residing in 
Hungary, are in possession 'Of a» excellent transtaCidQ^ of th^ 
Mew Testameiit^ made by Stephen Kugmitsch, and printed^ aiC 
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Presburg, in 1771. A tlipd version of the Bihie in tbe Cnrniolatf^ 
19 now translating by Ravnikar, Catboiie Professor of Tb«o^ 
Jogy» io Laybacfa, who bas already fintsbed tbe Pentaleuch and 
Ps'dlmsy and is said to translate from the original languages. 
Mr. Kopilar, who himself is a Carniolan by birth, tells om; 
that very high expectations are formed coacerning this version, as 
the abilities of tbe Professor are well known ; and that money is 
already subscribed, sufficient for printing it. A good proportion 
of the Carniolaas can read; and there are regular schools estah 
blished by Government, in every district : yet the peasantry are 
%aid, in general, to learn from eaeh other the art of reading. The 
Croatians speak another dialect of the Slavonian, whiob seems 
to bc' a medium between the Servian and tbe Carnieian, yer to 
have most affinity to the latter. The Croatian is considered to be 
one of the purest of the Slavonian dialects, because the Iribe by 
which it is spoken, is surrounded by Slavonians. The Croatians 
are reckoned at between B and 900,000, and are all of tbe Roman 
Catholic communion. They have no part of the Holy Scriptares 
io their language, except the Gospels for Sundays and Holy-days^ 
However, a certain Canonicus, in A gram, named Korolya, is said 
to be engaged in translating the New Testament into the Croatian x 
and one Dainko, in Rakersburg, has also commenced the tran^a* 
tion of the same into the dialect of the Slavonian, spoken in south 
east Styria^ among about 100,000 people, of the Catboiie eoO'- 
fession, whose dial^t is nearly the same with that of the CaAiio* 
Ian Protestants ii^ Hungary. 

The only Slavonian stems which remain to be mentioned; are; tbe 
Bohemians and Wends : the former in fiohemia, Moravia, and 
Hungary, under the names of Tschebs and Slovaks*; and^tFe latter 
In Upper and Nether Lusatia. The number of theTsebehs,o# 
Bohemians, is reckoned at tbree millions and a half; and tbe 
Slovaks are computed at about two millions and a half. The 
dialect of the Slayonian,whioh is spoken by tbe Slovaks, differs^ very 
little from the Bohemian ; their written langaage is the same. Of 
these six millions of people of Slavonian origin, nearly one hnUT 
are Protestants ; for the Slovaks/wbo all reside in Hungary, are 
mostly of the Lutheran Church. Since the year 1488, ther^ have 
been published fourteen editions of the Catholic Bofaem4an 
Bible, which is a translation from the Vulgate. The kst edition 
was printed at Prague, in 1804. How much is it to be regretted, 
that an equal number of editions of the Polish Scriptures bus 
not been published for the poor Poles, Whose nombet is three 
times greater than that of tbe Bofaemiaa Catholics. Since 1M9; 
the Slovak and Bohemian Protestants have bad ten editions of 
their Bible published among them ; this version was made from 
the original, by the Moravian Brethren^ and was first piinted at 
Kralitz, in 1593. The last edition was printed at Presburg, in 
i.808« This was edited by Professor Palkovitch, who bas added a 
list<tf such words as are now become almost obsolete, botb among 
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the Bohemialn and the Slovaks. From these facts is clearly to 
be seeOy what remains to be done by Bible Societies, for the 
am nfillioDS of Protestants, and Catholics, of Slavonian origin, 
inhabiting Bohemia, Moravia, and Hungary, for whom, in the 
course of 328 years, only 24 editions of the Catholic, and Pro- 
testant, versions of the Bohemian Scriptures have been published ; 
which, taken together, do not amount perhaps to more than from 
35 to 40,000 copies ; and of which number at least one-third, or 
perhaps one half, are, through wear or casualties, no longer in 
existence. 

The 100,000 Wends, in Upper and Nether Lusatia, speak tw0» 
diiferent dialects of the Slavonian, and possess two diiferent 
Protestant versions of the Holy Scriptures. Since the year 1729, 
the Upper Lusatian Wends have had three editions of their Bible ; 
the last was printed at Budissen, in 1797. The Nether Lusatian 
Wends have only one edition of the Old and New Testament, 
printed separately, at different periods; the first in 1709, and the 
last in 1796 : they have, therefore, still, no edition of the Bible in 
one volume. 

While comparing the different dialects of the Slavonian lan- 
guage, and travelling among the nations and tribes where they 
are spoken, I have often regretted, that the Cyrilian alphabet bad 
not been universally adopted among them ; for thereby, I am fully 
of opinion, these nflty millions of people would still have been 
able to understand the writings of each other. But the rup* 
ture between the eastern and western churches arrested the 
progress' of the SUiVonian character and Scriptures, and pre- 
vented their adoption by the Slavonian tribes of the west; 
This has also been a chief cause of the divisions and sub- 
divisions of this mighty nation ; so that their common 
tongue, the strongest band by which nature could unite tfaem 
together, has been confounded, and divided into different 
dialects. How unfit is the Roman alphabet to express the 
numerous complex, yet harmonious sounds of the Slavonian lan- 
guage ! Hence we find, among the Slavonian tribes who use it^ 
eight or ten systems of an imperfect and unnatural orthography, 
where one,— tbit of Methodius and Cyril,* — would certainly 
have become universal. Even under' the present distorted 
forms. of .a miiltitade of Slavonian words, when written with 
Latin characters, as mi the Polish and Croatian, or with German, 
as among the Bohemians, Wends, and Protestant Poles, I 
find myself capable of understanding tolerably well what is 
written in these dialects, by the knowledge I have of the Biblical 
Slavonian, and the modern Russian ; yet I read with much 
more ease what is written in the Cyrilian character. This is a 
strong proof of the great affinity still existing among the nine 

* Metfaodias and Cyril, two brethers, were the Greek Priests, wlio,.in the 
aiatb seatory, first translated the Scriptures into the Slavonian language. 
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dialects- of' the Slavonian language^ which btor an affinity tcr 
each other, -nearly .in the foSowing order: Russian^ Servian^ 
Croatian, Carniolan, Bohemian^ Wendish, Second Wendish, 
Polish. The ninth dialect is the Bulgarian, which, being the most 
corrupt, 1 have not classed with the foregoing. Bkut, as the 
Bulgarians still use the Slavonian characters and Bible ; their 
dialect, ought, I think, to be placed in the- first class, vis. 
Russian. Indeed so great is the affinity between some of 
the above mentioned dialects of the Slavonian, that I find m 
greater difference between tlie dialects of the English, as spoken 
among the common people in different provinces of Great Britain* 
than between the Polish and the Bohemian, the Croatian 
and the Servian, the Carniolan and the Croatian. Excuse 
this philological deviation from my usual subject. The observa- 
tions contained in it, may, perhaps, be of use to our British Lin- 
guists who have never had, and perhaps never may have, the 
advantages and opportunities with which I have been fiivoured^ in 
studying this interesting subject ; and, in a certain point of view, 
they are strictly connected with the object of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, which is, to furnish every nation, and 
people, and tribe, with the word of God in a language, or dia- 
lect of a language, which they understand. 

The furnishing of the Albanians with a New Testament at 
least, in their own language, is an object highly worthy of thcf 
attention of the British and Foreign Bible Society. This nation 
occupies a great part of ancient lllyricum and Epirus, and speaks 
a language which seems to have no gramniatical affinity with the 
Slavonian, Turkish, Greek, or Latin, languages. Most of the 
Albanians are professed Christians, belonging to the Greek com- 
munion ; others are so deeply sunk in ignorance of the principles 
of Christianity, that they have embraced the Mahomedan faith. 
Their service is performed in the Greek language, which is quitch 
unintelligible to the people, and even to most of their priests.* 
They have still no part of the word of God in their own tongue; 
their number is not accurately ascertained, but they are reckoned 
at between 8 and 900,000 souls. After much inquiry, 1 find, that 
a translation of the New Testament into the Albanian, might be 
executed by*some person or persons in the Ionian Islands. 1 have 
no doubt, from the conversations I have had with some intelligent 
Albanians here, that persons, competent to the task, are to bt 
found there. The work ought to be executed under thesuper- 
intendance of one of the most learned and respectable of the 
Albanian Bishops; and the expense, both of translation and 
printing, must be defrayed by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society. Or, should a Bible Society be established in one of the; 
Ionian Islands, the giving to the Albanians a New Testament in 
their own tongue, would certainly become an object worthy 
of its earliest and most zealous efforts. It is true, very ieW 
of the people^ oomparatively, can read ; but, not to mention that 
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they m^ht tkitt be excited to learn what an invalus^ble treasure 
¥roukl an Albanian Testament foe for their numerous priests 
aloiie» the greater part of whom -are doomed to read the 
aenrica of their church, durmg their whole lives, in a Ian- 
gnaga they do not onderstaud! Should this work be under- 
taken, it ought to be printed with Greek characters; for the 
Qrcek alphabet, with the addition of a very few sounds, Is by far 
the best for expressing the Albanian language ; and by employ- 
ing the Greek, instead of the Latin, alphabet, all who can read 
among them would be able at once to use your Albanian Testa-* 
ment. 



Fietma, September 1, 181 6* 

From my last of the 24th ult. you would see the state of for- 
wardness in which oar efforts were, to promote the formation of a 
Bible Society ibr Austria. On the day on yrhich that was written, 
I dined at Prince Metternich's, with Count Stadion, Minister of 
Finance, and several other noblemen, to whom the Prince kindly 
wcommended me. After dinner, 1 conversed with His Highness 
on the subject of the proposed Society, and presented him with 
the Plan for it, which I bad prepared, according to bis request, i 
also put into his hands the Eleventh Report of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, in English, and the Second Report of tiie 
Russian Bible Society in German, all which His Excellency 
received most thankfully, and requested me to call again upon 
him on the 2&th, assuring me, that, in the mean time, he 
would endeavour to lay the subject before His Imperial Majesty 
who was just returned to town. Accordingly, on the 29th, I 
ag^in had an audience of the Prince, who, receiving me with 
much afl^bility, said, that he bad spoken to His Imperial Majesty 
on the subject of establishing a Bible Society for Austria, ana 
that His Majesty desired to be made more fully acquainted with 
the subject; that he had iread my Memorial and Plan, with 
which he was much satisfied ; that he intended to lay them 
before His Majesty, after which, they would be discussed in the 
different departments of the Austrian Government, and then the 
resolution would follow ; and that I might acquaint the Committee 
in London, that he had taken the direction of the business upon 
himself. The Prince further added, that he feared it would be 
too loi|g for me to remain in Vienna till the matter was de-» 
cided; for, that in a Catholic country, a measure of this kind had 
many difficulties to encounter, which it would not meet with 
in a Protestant country ; but that I might rest assured, be would 
do every thing in his power to bring it to the desired con- 
flujuoo;. considjering, as be did, the object of the Society 
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ipeculiarly beneficial for the niiiB^oat tribes of SbvookiiSy and 
•tber aatioos beloBging to Austria, not of the Catholic couhdii^ 
nion. His Highness, farther, desired me to correspond diraetfy 
with him on the subject; and kittdiy invited bm to come straight 
to bim, whenever I should return to Vienna* 

I have also endeavoured to make the acqaaintance of thosa 
persons in office, under whose examination the Plan ^nust 
come, in order to receive their jadgmeiU upon it; and I have 
explained to them the subject fully, and recomaMadad it in 
lis unmixed purity and extensive benevolence.

Th e most successful means Cor promoting the best interests of 
society, have, when discovered, been often found to be no- less 
simple in their nature than powerful in their effects. On con- 
teui plating their character, we are led to wonder and regret, that 
mankind should have remained so long ignorant of such pure and 
efficient methods of promoting the welfare of the human race. 
Such is the case with reference to Bible Societies, in which 
the simplicity of their principle, and the efficiency of their 
operations, haye excited the admiration of mankind, and con^« 
bined to scatter many solid blessings among the nations of the 
earth. 

After descrihing the origin dndvrogresi qf the British and Fo^ 
reign Bible Society, and of the diffen^t Bible Societies which have 
emanated firom it, together with the patronage extended to them bjf 
the Sovereigns of the countries in which they are established, the 
author thus proceeds : 

The establishment of a National Bible Society in Vienna, for 
Austria, and the numerous nations and tribes subject to her 
t^ovemment, is an event towards which every friend of this 
eause in Europe, and the Committee of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, in particular, look forward with the highest 
Expectations. Such an Institution, among so many millions of 
Christians, of different confessions,who have the happiness of living 
under the benign and paternal government of Francis the Second, 
promises much, not only for promoting a more general distribution 
of the Holy Bible, and particularly of the New Testament, among 
the Members of the National Catholic Church, but also for extending 
the same benefit to so many millions of Bohemians, Slovaks, Ser- 
vians, Poles, Albanians, Croatians, Carniolans, and others, of Sla- 
vonian origin, the greater proportion of whom belong either to the 
Greek or Protestant churches, and among all whom there exists a 
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latnentable scarcity of the word of God. A copy of the authorized 
•version of the Catholic Bible, in the Polish language^ is not to be 
obtained for money, either in Poland or Galicia ; and among the five 
millions of Servians, of whom two millions belong to Austria, the 
Bible is rarely to be found, even in the hands of the clergy ; and 
this applies still more strongly to the remaining three millions of Ser- 
vians, under the dominion of the Turks. The Croatians,who consist 
t>f about 9(M>,000 souls, have, to this day, no part of the Holy Scrip- 
luriss in their language, except the Gospels for Sundays and Holy- 
days : and the Albanians have no portion whatever of the word of 
God at all, in any language which they understand. Much good 
is therefore to t>e expected from the dissemination of the Holy 
Scriptures, not only among these nations, but also among many 
other tribes without the borders of the empire, who, professing 
the Christian faith, under the dorhlDion of the Turks, are unable iu 
their present circumstances, to obtain copies of the Sacred Writings, 
even for the purpose of supplying their churches and priests. Such, 
for instance, is the lamentable condition of most of the Wallachiansy 
Moldavians, and Bulgarians, the former of whom speak one lan- 
guage, and possess a version of the Bible in their language, but 
which is so scarce, that it is not to be obtained for money. 
For that part of the nation connected with Russia, provision 
is now making; but for the millions of Wallachians and Mol- 
davians under the Austrian Government, nothing has yet been 
done. 

Not to particularize other important spheres of operation for 
such an Institution in other quarters of the Austrian empire, it is 
clearly to be seen, from what has been stated, that no Society in 
Europe, except the Russian, has such an extensive field to culti- 
vate, as that which the Austrian Bible Society would have. Should 
it, therefore, please His Imperial Majesty to grant his gracious 
permission to the establishment of a National Bible Society for 
Austria, on the principles contained in the following Plan, the 
British and Foreign Bible Society would most willingly contribute 
pecuniary assistance, according to their abilities, should this aid 
be deemed necessary, both to lay the foundation of the Institu- 
tion, and to aid it in its future labours,, for promoting a more 
general circulation of the Holy Scriptures, without note or com-- 
ment, in the different languages spoken among ilie'tkirly millions 
of people subject to the Governmeut of Austria. 

Them follow regulations, constructed on the usual model of Bible 
Societies^ 
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Vienna, September l, 1816. 

My object, in addressing you at this time, is, to resume the sub- 
ject of printing a version of the Turkish Testament in Greek* 
Armenian, and Hebrew characters, of which I wrote to you from 
Odessa. The inquiries I have subsequently made, and particuhirly 
since my arrival in this city, tend powerfully to corroborate the opi«> 
nion I expressed, that it is exactly with the Armenians in AsiaMinor* 
and in Constantinople, as with the Greeks ; the great majority of 
them have lost Ihe knowledge of the ancient Armenian, and un- 
derstand noTlanguage properly but the Turkish. From Odessa I 
Bent you a list of the works I had discovered in Turkish, printed 
with Greek characters, in confirmation of my assertions respecting 
the deplorable condition of the Anatolian Greeks, who are now 
obliged to worship God in the Turkish language. The following 
list of works, in Turkish, printed with Armenian characters, will 
show, that the Armenians in the Lesser Asia are exactly in the 
same state of ignorance of their native language as the Greeks.

11. The Abandoned Island: an Opera, printed in Vienna, 1812.

All these works I have obtained from the Armenian Mechitaris- 
tine Monks, who are converts from the Armenian to the Catholic 
church, or Uniats. They formerly resided in Trieste, and carried on 
the printing ; but in 1807 removed to this city, on account of the war 
and the cominotions which then prevailed. Here they still conduct 
an extensive printing establishment, particularly in the Armenian 
andTiirkish languages; the Turkish they print in the Armenian cha- 
ractjKr, for tbeir brethren in Armenia, Turkey, and other quarters. 
These latter make no objection to receive the books re-printed by 
the former, because, though they are in u'tiion with the Catholic 
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church, by acknowledging the supremacy of the Pope, yet they 
still hold the Armenian creed, versions of the Scriptures, and 
church- books.. At present, thvy have a work in the press on the 
Lives and Miracles of the Saints, in Turkish, of which i inclose 
you a leaf. How devoutly is it to be wished, that the New Testa- 
ment, containing the saving life, miracles, and death, of Jesus Christie 
night soon appear, to supersede their legends ! These Monks, with 
their Bishops, were remarkably kind to me, and most of them 
epoke Turkish with great fluency. Some of them are from Carar 
mania ; and assured me, that the common people there, Armenians 
as well as Greeks, understand nothing but the common Turkish 
' dialect spoken in Anatolia, and that all their business is transacted 
in that language, written with Greek or Armenian |;baracters— * 
that thereby their affairs are kept secret from the Turks, whose 
Arabic alphabet not one in a thousand of the Greeks and Arme- 
nians knows how to read, or ever attempts to learn. They als« 
showed me a printed version of the Psalms, in two columns, Arme- 
nian and Turkish, the latter in the Armenian cliaracter, printed itt 
Constantinople, which they refused to part with. They assured 
me, that an edition of the New Testament, in the common Turkisb 
dialect of Anatolia, into which the books enuujerated in the above 
list are translated, would be most gladly received, and that they 
would most willingly undertake the work, were assistance granted. 

There is a company of the same Armenian Monks in Venice, who 
itave also published a great number of works in Armenian and 
Turkish. Their last edition of the Armenian Bible, in folio, is 
considered the most correct of any, and is that from which we are' 
now printing' at St. Petersburg. They assured me, however, that 
there existed no version of any part of the Scriptures in modern 
Armenian ; for there does not exist a modem dialect of the Arme* 
nian, which is universally understood. In Persia, the Armenians 
speak a dialect which is more than half Persian ; in Russia, it ia 
tbixcd with Russian; in Ttirkey, it is half Turkish, &c. The 
information which I received in Kischenau on this subject, was 
therefore not correct. Should the Armenian Archimandrite in St. 
^tersburg be found capable of the undertaking, a Turkish New 
Testameirt iii the Armenian cfaaraeter might also be executed in 
6t, Petersburg. 

The edition in the Greek character ought, in my opinioti, to 
be printed in Venice^ I have here seen a catalogue of Greek and 
Turkish books ; printed in that city : the latter all in the Greek 
character ; among which I was happy to find the version of the 
Acts aii^ the Epistles, a copy of which I saw in Bahchisaray^' 
published by Glyky, a distinguished printer in Venice. One 
of his friends here informed me, that he would certainly be ^er^ 
willing to undertake an edition of the whole New Testament^ 
and that it may be printed at a very reasonable rate. Mr« 
Kopitar has already written to a learned correspondent in Venice, 
and directed him to purchase for me a copy of all that haii beea 
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printed of the Holy Scriptares, in the Turkish lan^rna^e, in the 
Armenian and Greek characters. I therefore hope to be soon in 
possession of a copy of the Acts and Epistles ; and shall, with 
the aid of our learned friend. Baron Von Diez, in Berlin, examine 
the correctness of the translation and language : should we 
find these good, then one of our friends in Vienna, or one of 
your correspondents in the Ionian Islands, might be authorized - 
to employ the same person in Venice, who published the Acts and 
the Epistles, in 1B10, to print an edition of the whole New Tes- 
tament, at the expense of the British and Foreign Bible Society* 
Nor do I know of a fitter place than Venice for printing the 
Turkish Testfiment with Hebrew characters also. My further 
inquiries on the propriety and utility of such an edition highly 
recommended it. Another work of vast consequence, which has 
long dwelt upon my nind, is a version of the Old Testament in 
modem Greek. The people must be taught in the language 
which they speak, and have the word of God given them in a 
language which they understand, and not be left to perish in 
ignorance of the best of Books, till the learned among them have 
ended their disputes on the possibility of raising from the dead 
the language of their ancestors. You have now excellent oppor* * 
tunities of getting a version executed in the Ionian Islands, or 
perhaps in Smyrna. This latter place has been recommended to 
ne by several learned Greeks in this place. A translatibn could 
also be made in this city, and Mr. Kopitar is very able and 
wilHug to be employed in superintending the work. He is an 
excellent scholar, both in ancient and modern Greek, and is cen- 
sor of all the books printed in the modern Greek language in 
the Austrian dominions, which are now very numerous in Venice, 
Trieste, Vienna, and other. parts. I doubt much if we shall soon 
find a man of greater learning and critical knowledge for supeic«* 
intending this most necessary work. Pray take the subject into 
due consideration.

Breslaw, September 10, 1816* 

This is now the. fifth day which I have spent among the mem- 
i>er8 of the Committee of the Silesian Bible Society, during which 
period I have endeavoured to obtain information of the progress 
which this Institution has made, and have consulted with its mem- 
bers on the best means for still farther extending its benevolent 
labours. The Governor General of Silesia, Von Merkel, together 
with the.Minister of Justice, Count Dankelm^nn, joint Presidents 
of the Society, received me with great kindness; conversed fully 
with me on the Society's affairs; and promised every aid to pro- 
moXe its object. Count Dankelmann said, that the Silesian So- 
ciety ought to have Luther's Bible on standing types, and coor 
tinue to print such a number of Bibles, that every youth, when 

2N« 
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coofirinecly might receive a copy, from the hands of the pastor»oi» 
that solemn occasion, to be a constant companion through life ;— 
those who were able to pay for it, he thought, would most wiUittg^ 
ly do so, and those who could not, should receive it at the ex^ 
pense of the Society. He showed me an octavo copy of Luther's 
Bible, which he said had been his worthy father's companion from 
his fifth year, and now remained an invaluable memorial of him. 
The President, Von Merkel, observed, that the Society was work' 
ing its way in silence and prosperity, and calculated to do much 
goad to the whole country. The Secretary, Scheibel, the Trea- 
surer, Damnitz, Pastor Hagen, and the active and zealous mer* 
chant. Stark, with several others in the Committee, are unwearied 
in their exertion, aud animated with the true spirit of the cause. 
During the first year of the Society's exigence, they have distri-» 
huted upwards of 1300 Bibles and Testaments in the German^ 
Bohemian, and Polish languages, and procured 1100 copies more» 
which they are daily transmitting to every quarter of the land* 
The seed thus scattered among two miiliona of souls, (of whom 
more than one half are Catholics,) has produced in thousands a 
desire to possess the Holy Scriptures, which the Committee have 
it not in their power to gratify, for want of a sufficient number of 
copies. Of the 1100 copies in hand, 409 are German Testaments^ 
just arrived ; 130 are Polish Bibles and Testaments, 206 Bohe- 
mian Bibles, and 300 Catholic Testaments, of the Ratisbon edi«> 
tion ; but not one single copy of Luther's Bible remains, to satisfy 
the daily applications for it. In this state of things, I judged it 
proper to recommend to the Committee the printing of an edi«> 
tion of 5000 German Bibles, and 5000 Testaments, immediately, 
promifiing, on my part, to submit their case to the benevolence of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society. In a meeting of the Com- 
mittee, which we h^d yesterday, the subject was duly considered, 
and a resolution passed, to commence the printing of an edition 
of 10,000 Bibles and Testa ments, without loss of time. The 
Meeting was numerously attended, and several other important 
resolutions passed, of coqsiderable importance to the future suc- 
cess of the cause, The funds of the Society amount to 1600 
dollars in silver. This, however, i^ not sufficient to defray one- 
third of the expense of the proposed edition. I have no doubt 
but your Committee will give them a generous token of their 
paternal interest.* 



Hermhut, September 14, 181d. 

Having spent a few useful days in Breslaw, I directed niy 

course westward, and arrived here on the llth in the evening. 

In Lignitz I paid a visit to His Excellency Von Rekheber, 

* Governor of the Province, as well as to soiqe ,.CIergymen« making 

^ Two Hundred Poonds have since been voted. 
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inquiries respecting the Branch Society of the Lii^lts 0epart- 
ment. A consideraUe sum of money has been collected, chi(efly 
through the exertions of the Governor; but a Committee for 
conducting the affairs of the Society has not yet been chosen^ 
To this desirable object I have advised them to proceed as 
soon as possible, in order that the Society may be properly con* 
stituted. His Excellency assured me, that the want of the Holy 
Scriptures ik the district was very considerable, but that all theilr 
efforts to obtain a supply were fruitless. Including 100/. which 
they received from the Parent Society, their funds are upwards of 
1000 dollars. 

In Bonslau I found the affairs of the Society more advanced. 
It has been regularly organized, and the First Pastor of the Mo« 
ravian Settlement of Gnadeuberg, Albertini, chosen President. 
They also complain, that they are altogether unable to procure a 
sufficient quantity of Bibles either from Halle or any other 
quarter. The Herrahut, Niesky, and Kleinwelke Auxiliary 
Branch of the Saxon Bible Society is doing well. Its President^ 
Pastor Fabricius, is active in the cause. 



Dresden, September 19, 1816, 

If the arrangements made during my stay in Breslau, to in* 
crease the activity, and extend the labours and usefulness, of the 
Committee of the Silesian Bible Society, have met with your ap* 
probation, as I humbly trust they have, I am sure the resolutions 
passed yesterday in the Committee of the Saxon Bible Society, 
will be found to merit it in a still higher degree. This extraordi- 
nary Meeting of the Committee was held in the Palace of the 
pious and excellent Count Huhenthal, President of the Insti- 
tution, (who was himself in the Chair ;) and it was numerously at- 
tended by the lirst dignitaries, civil and ecclesiastical, of the king- 
dom of Saxony ; among whom the Prime Minister, Count Einsiedel, 
a nobleman distinguished for his truly Christian sentiments and 
conduct, and now a Vice-President of the Society, took a very 
particular and hearty interest in the various propositions which 
1 had the honour of bringing before the Committee^ all which 
were successively and unanimously adopted. 

The principal of these were as follows : 

First, To * undertake a large octavo edition of Martin 
Luther's version of the Holy Scriptures, wiikoui the smalleit at- 
terationg of the text, of 10,000 copies, on standing types, in ad- 
dition to the 10,000 copies of the ?ame, now printing with 
moveable types ; in order that the Society may have it in their 
power, in time to come, regularly to satisfy the increasing 'de- 
mand for the word of God in Saxony, and, by keepine the types 
atanding, be enabled to afford Bibles* to the people with greater 
cheapness and correctness than in any other way. 
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2. To undertake an edition of 3000 copies of the Protestant 
version of the Wendish Bibie, for the poor Wends of Upper 
Liisatia, who have been so much reduced by the late wars, that 
they are incapable of collecting a sum sufficient for this purpose 
among themselves; and who, for years, have been thirsting for a 
supply of the Holy Scriptures for their families and schools, but 
are now unable to procure a single copy. 

' 3. That the Committee shall use their utmost iuAuence with 
the Ecclesiastical Government of Saxony, to make it a point of 
duty for every pastor, at the confirmation of youth, to put a Bible 
into the hands of each of them, to be a companion through life» 
a comforter in the hour of death, a light to their feet in time, 
and a lamp to their .path into eternity. The Committee shall 
aliso strive io promote a more general use of the Holy Scriptures, 
and particularly of the New Testament, in the schools. I pro- 
mised to recommend the standing type edition of Luther's Bible, 
and the edition of the Bible for the poor Wends, among whom 
there are so many sincere lovers of the word of God, to the 
maternal aid of the Committee of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society. I am happy to observe, in the Second Report of the 
Saxon Committee, that the number of copies tjistributed during 
the second year of the Society's existence, has been almost double 
that of the. first yesg*: 2113 Bibles and 609 Testaments have 
been circulated during the past year ; and the subscriptions have 
amounted to 3345 dollars. Bur, alas ! what is this number of 
Bibles, when compared to nearly 20,000 copies, which are this 
day called for in Saxony ; to satisfy which demands, all the ef- 
forts of the Committee to obtain an adequate supply from Halle^ 
9nd other quarters, have failed of success. 



Halle, September 23, 1816. 
On arriving at Leipzick, I lost no time in searching out Pastor 
Goldhorn, Mr. SteinkopfF, Mr. Kummer, and Mr. Liezendorf, 
who, since your visit in 1812, have composed a Bible Committee, 
for the circulation of the Holy Scriptures in Leipzick and its 
vicinity. Through the pecuniary assistance of your Committee, 
which consisted of tyra> different grants, amounting to 250/. they 
have been enabled to distribute 1011 Bibles, and 188 Testaments, 
chiefly among such as had suffered most during the late wars. 
They still possess 185 dollars, aiid 205 Bibles, which latter they 
continue to bestow upon the most necessitous. Not willing, how.- 
^ver, that their useful exertions should cease when this small 
stock of money and Bibles was consumed, I proposed to them Io 
co-operate with me in forming a Leipzick Bible Society, as an 
Auxiliary to the Saxon Bible Society ; and in a Meeting which we 
4ield on the 23ist instant^ we. were enabled io make sui^ . arrange* 
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meDU as promise^ in a short time, to bring about Ihb very de- 
sirable object ; for, notwithstanding the number of eopies whieh 
have already been circulated, the want of Bibles in the city itself* 
and in the surrounding villages, some of which are rising bul 
slowly out of their ashes^ is- still very considerable. 

It will also afford you much pleasure to hear, that in this towQ. 
«very thing is in great forwardness for establishing the Hallf 
Bible Society, as an Auxiliary to the Parent Institution in 
Berlin. For, notwithstanding the great number of Bibles 
which the Canstein printing-omce has issued every year for u^ 
wards of a. century in this very city, numbers of poor families, 
both in the town itself, and in the surrounding country, aro 
still destitute of the Scriptures. The venerable Dr. &napp, 
assisted by several other good men, has conducted these prepa» 
lations; and the sum already collected, in such a time of 
almost universal distress, bears testimony, that the subscribers are 
convinced of the existing necessity for such an Institution* 
I need not inform you of the very great pleasure which I hf ye 
enjoyed in the company of the Doctor, and of the other Directory 
of the Orphan House and Canstein Bible Institution. . They have 
shown me every possible kindness, and communicated to, me* 
among otlier things, the following authentic information respect- 
ing the number of Bibles printed in their office since its establish- 
ment in May, 1712.

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Thus; yoa will perceive^ in bow great a degree the demand oil 
tbe Canslain printing-office for. Luther's Bible, during the past 
five ^earsi has been increased, bj means of the establishment of 
Bible Societies in Germany ; and iicnce it is that at the present 
day this Institution is not capable of executing the numerous 
orders for Bibles from all quarters. Nor is there reason to sup- 
pose that it will soon b« able to do this ; for the whole number 
of presses in. the priiitiog-oflice is but twelve; of which eighi 
only are appropriated to the printing of Bibles* They say they 
are incapable of increasing their number in their present ctrcunv- 
stances ; not for want of money^ but from a suspicion that the pre«- 
sent demand for Bibles will not last long ! However, for some time 
past, private printers in the town have been employed in printing 
Bibles, by which means the Institution 1ms been enabled to issue 
36,000 copies, during the year 1816; of which 23,665 copies, and 
6169 additional New Testaments, have been sent to the Prussian 
Bible Society, and its Auxiliaries. From these statements it wilt 
appear how necessary it is that the Saxon Bible Society should 
possess the Bible on standing types, that in future they may 
be able to satisfy the increasing demand for the word- of 
God.

Yoi7 may easily conceive how agreeably I was surprited,on ar- 
ming in this metrdpolis, to find our mutual friend and fellow-^ 
labourer, Mr. Henderson, awaiting me, whose personal acqnaiof^ 
ance I had so long dedired to make. Great was the joy of the 
venerable Jaenlck^, and his active and zealous colleague in 
the Secretariat, Eisner, ks well as of the honourable Members of 
the Committee of the Pmssian Bible Society, at seeing me again 
in the midst of them. And it affords me heart-felt pleasure to 
find that their Inistitution u going forward from strength ' to 
strength, in its gloriotis career of Chrhthin benevolence. The 
want of Bibles adequate to the constantly increasing demands 
for them, is the chief difficulty with which this Society has to 
contend ; and few situations can be more distressing to the heart 
of a Chrislian« than that of daily beholding numbers of poor 
people pressing for the word of life, without possessing the 
means of satisfying them. In order to relieve these unexpected 
wants in the Prussian Dominions^ the Committee have resolved, at 
the extraordinary Meeting which was yesterday held, to under- 
take the printing of 10,000 Bibles, in small octavo, for theschools^ 
and also that 3^ 10,000 copies, in large octavo, for the use of 
families ; both editions are to be commenced immediately, in two 
diSefeot printing-offices: and, it b hoped, that in the coarse of 
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twehre montbs tbey will leave the press, ft was fiirfher nnani- 
moasly resolved, at my suggestion, to undertake an edition of 
8000 copies of the Bible in the Slavonic dialect, for the Wends of 
Kether Lusatia, in large octavo, which is to be printed in the 
town of Cottbus, under the direction of several Weiidish Clergy- 
men ; and I promised the Committee to recommend the caus^ 
of the poor Wends to the generous aid of the British and Fo* 
reign Bible Society. Thus, through the blessing of God« 
we have now a fatir prospect, that this interesting people 
will soon obtain a supply of tlie word of God in their own 
language ; a boon for which they have long pleaded in vain. 

Several other resolutions were passed, by which the Bible 
cause will ultimately be greatly benefited. During the last year» 
the Parent Society has distributed 2008 German Bibles, 1638 
German Testaments, 670 Polish Bibles, 325 Polish Testaments, 
1733 Bohemian Bibles, and 200 copies of the Old Testament in 
the Nether Lusatian Wendish. The number of Auxiliary So- 
cieties is upwards of twenty. 



Posen^ Oetoher 10, 1816. 

I AM verv happy to inform you, that, during my short stay in 
this city, 1 have been enabled to make some valuable acquaint- 
ances, particularly those of the Counsellors of Consistory, Borne- 
man and Rose, who have engaged to labour to the utmost of their 
power to bring about the formation of 2^ Bible Society for the 
Grand Duchy of Posen, which contains upwards of 800,000 
Inhabitants, of whom only 100,000 are Protestants ; the rest are 
either Catholics or Jews. I have put into Che hands of these 
gentlemen a number of German Reports, and other pieces, on the 
principles and progress of Bible Societies, which will greatly fa- 
cilitate the accomplishment of their design. They represent the 
need of the Holy Scriptures in the houses and schools of the 
Protestants, as being very great; and rejoice in the anticipation of 
these wants being soon relieved. The state of the Catholics, with 
regard to the Holy Scriptures, is just what I have described it to 
be, in my letters from Cracow, and other parts ; they are, alas ! 
without the Bible. I have also been introduced to several most 
respectable laymen, who have willingly engaged to co-operate 
with the persons above mentioned, in bringing about the forma- 
tion of the Posen Bible Society. Oof casting your eye upon the map, 
you will observe, that this situation is very central, and presents 
a most important sphere of operation. My heart was often made 
glad, during my fourteen days' stay in Berlin, by the pure and evan* 
gelical principles which animate the Members of the Committee 
of the Prussian Bible Society ; and also by observing that pure

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eTangelical doctrine is mightily gaining ground in every quarter 
of that great metropolis. 

In Frankfort, on the Oder^ (where I remained only a night,) I 
made inquiry respecting the Bible Society of that places The 
report was very favourable ; but the want of a sufficient number 
of Bibles occasioned great difficulties. This is indeed the ge- 
neral complaint, wherever Bible Societies are formed, in every 
quarter of Germany ; and is to be received as an incontestible 
proof of the real need there existed for such benevoleot Insti- 
tutions^ 



Warsaw, Octohet 22, 1&1(R 

My last contained a few hurried lines from Posen, which, I 
trust, is destined, ere long, to become the seat of a Bible Society. 
Hearing, while in that city, that His Imperial Majesty, Alex- 
ander, was at Warsaw, and intended to take his departure fer 
St. Petersburg on the IBth, I quitted Posen, and travelling 
eastward, through the dreary woods and sandy plains of 
West Poland, arrived in this city on the 12th, in the ailer- 
noon. Next day, I Tost no time in calling on Prince Czar-* 
torisky, and several of the other promoters of the Polish Bible 
Society, that I might know the state of the Bible cause in 
Warsaw. The Prince expressed great joy at my arrival, and re- 
lated to me the particulars of what had been done in my 
absence, which are shortly as follows: No sooner had the 
Archbishop of Gnezu been informed of what^ had taken 
place during my visit to Warsaw, in 1814, than he immediately 
began to exert all his influence, as Primate of Poland, to 
prevent the final establishment of the Polish Bible Society^ 
The friends of the cause, however, remained true to the solemii 
promise they had given on the 26th of August, 1814 ; and, on 
Gaezn being ceded to Prussia, by tlie Congress of Vienna, the 
influence of the Primate became less feared and felt in this quar- 
ter : so that a General Meeting of the promoters of the Bible 
Society was again convened in the Palace of Prince Czartoriskv^ 
on the 0th of May last, when the Polish Bible Society was finally 
and unanimously established. Prince > Czartorisky was elected 
President ; the Catholic Bishops of Knavia, Cracow^ and 
Culm, with one of the Uniat Bishops, were chosen Vice-Presi- 
dents; twelve Directors, (of whom three are Protestants;) 
X^o Secretaries^ and a Treasurer. The subscriptions were 
immediately opened, and upwarda of 5000 Florins subscribed % 
and a full account of the formation of the Society,, its prin- 
ciples and object, was ^ust preparing to be laid before the 
public; when — [Here Mr. Pinkerton de9cribe9 an interference 
which' occasioned a very terioua embftrrassmentJ] Finding things 
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in this situatioiiy and much cast down in my mind, I turned 
to my God and Saviour, whose I am, and whom I serve, and 
earnestly prayed for direction. I then came to the resolu- 
tion of laying the whole state of the matter before His Imperial 
Majesty, without loss of time, and of humbly praying him to be- 
come the Patron of the Polish Bible Society. For this purpose, I 
called upon His Excellency Mr. M.Novozilzoif, on the 14th instant, 
and presented him with a letter of recommendation from Prince 
Galitzin, which, with one to the Secretary of State, Count Sobo^ 
leosky, and thirteen to other distinguished personages in the dif« 
ferent provinces through which I intend to travel, on my return 
to St. Petersburg, I found in the hands of the postmaster here, 
awaiting my arrival. I met with a most kind reception from Mr. 
M . NovozilzoflT, to whom I represented the who(e matter ; and in- 
treated him to submit it to His Imperial Majesty, if possible, before 
^is departure. His Excellency perfectly agreed with me in con^ 
•ideriag this as the most proper step which could be taken, in the 
present state of the business, and kindly charged himself witla 
laying it before the Emperor. He begged me to call again upon 
him, the next morning, when he hoped to be able to give me an 
answer. It was not, however, till the^ 16th, that I again saw His 
Excellency, when, to my great joy, he informed me, that His Im- 
perial Majesty had been graciously pleased to put himself at the 
head of the Polish Bible So(;iety, 

Having obtained this important information, I immediately 
communicated it to most of the leading men ; in consequence of 
which, it was agreed to call a Meeting, as soon as possible after 
the departure of His Imperial Majesty,. 

But before I proceed farther with my detail of facts, let us 
unite together in ascribing glory to God in the highest, who, in 
his gracious providence, has been pleased to protect me amidst 
so many dangers, recover me from sickness and weakness, and 
conduct me in safety to Warsaw, just at the very crisis when my 
attendance was necessary, in order to remove seemingly insur- 
mountable difficulties, and bring about his designs of mercy 
towards the inhabitants of Poland. Had 1 remained three 
days longer in Berlin, (where I was completely ignorant of the 
state of things in Warsaw,) I should have arrived here too late : 
for, on the 16lh, I received the answer of His Imperial Majesty, 
and on the 17th, at five in the morning, he set off for St. Peters- 
burg; whither, but for the glorious declaration of his will, I 
should have been obliged to follow, without beipg able to do any 
thing further for the cause, in this place. 

On the 31st, in the evening, the Meeting took place, when the 
Bishop of Kuavia, the Minister for Religion and Education, 
Count Pototsky, with several other Noblemen, and all the Mem- 
bers of the Committee^ were present. Prince Czartorisky 
opened the Meeting by an excellent speech, of considerables 
length, in which, having ^ated what steps had been taken tQ

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establish the Society, what opposition it bad met with, and 
the reasons which bad prevented the Committee, until now, 
from commencing its operations, he pronounced the eiist* 
ing difficulties to be no longer capable of stopping the pro- 
gress of the Institution, now that |iis Imperipl Majesty bad 
been pleased to put himself at the head of it ; and therefore,. 
called upon the Committee to commence their labours im? 
mediately, by undertaking an edition of the Catholic autho« 
rized version of the Holy Scriptures, and laying the constitutioil 
and object of the Societ;^ before the public. Tfae Minister 
for Religion and Education highly approved of the propoy 
sition made, and spoke at considerable length on the great 
utility and the absolute need of such an Institution in Poland. 
The Secretary of the Senate, Mr. Nemsevitch, then rose, ancl 
observed, among other things, that there was, perhaps, no 
country in Christendom, in which the Holy Scriptures wer^ sq 
scarce as in Poland ; he therefore proposed, that an edition of 
10,000 New Testaments should be undertaken immediately* It 
was, accordingly, unanimously resolved to undertake an edition of 
)0,000 copies of the Catholic authorised version of the Polish 
New Testament, without note or comment, in large octavo. It 
was further resolved, to procure 600 copies of the Petersburg 
^ition immediately, in order that the Society roi^ht have it to 
their power to supply some of those who are anxious to obtaiq 
copies. After this. Count Pototsky, the Minister for Religion 
and Education, was unanimously chosen first Vice-President of 
the Society, which office he most willingly accepted, and pro- 
mised to further the object of the Society to the utmost or his 
abilities and influence. Four of the Directors were then ap? 
pointed to arrange every thing which concerns the printing x>f 
the 10,000 New Testaments ; aud it was also agreed, that the 
constitution and oljject of the Society should be nuide known f q 
the public through the Gazettes immediately, aiid every well* 
wisher to the circulation of the H<^y Scriptures, and the best 
interests of his country, invited to cOme forward with his sub- 
scription. In this stage of the business, 1 took an opportunity 
of making known to the Meeting, that, in consequence of their 
lustitution including all confessions, and having for its sole object 
the circulation of the Holy Scriptures, without note or comment, 
giving to every confessiou its own accredited version, th^ Com- 
mittee of the British and Foreign Bible Society had authorized 
me to present them with a grant of 500/. sterling, to assist them^ in 
commencing their benevolent labours. This piece of information 
was beard with expressions of universal joy and gratitude ; and 
it was accordingly resolved to write to the Society in London, 
and transmit them a copy of the coustitation and proceedings of 
the Polish Bible Society. A copy of St. Matthew and Mark, in 
the Hebrew language, having been presented by me to the Prince, 
the Committee expressed a great desire to promote the circiw 
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lation of the Hebrew New Testament among the Jews in Polaitd. 
I assured them that you would willingly send them a immber of 
fcopies for eirculation. The President then read a letter from 
His Excellency M. Novozilzoff, in which it was officially stated, that 
His Imperial Majesty had been graciously pleased to put himself 
at the iiead of the Polish Bible Society. Thus, in the course of » 
few days, after struggling against powerful opposition for up- 
wards of two years, the Polish Bible Society is ready to go forth 
to the public of Poland, under the special patronage of their 
gracious Emperor and King, and the first personages among the 
Nobility apd Clergy. 

I have only to add, that, in a letter which I received the other 
day from Cracow, Professor Bandtkennforms me, that the Bishop 
is £ivourabie, and that they only wstft to see the constitution of 
the Polish Bible Society, in the Gazettes^ io order to follow its 
fx^mpier 
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On leaving Warsaw, I directed my way through PoUusk, for 
Bialystok, the capital of the province of the same name. Here I 
piet with a kind reception from the Governor, Count Wolovitch,- 
to whom I had letters of recommendation from the President of 
the Russian Bible Society. I remained there two days, conversed 
with eight of the chief men of the town, assembled with the first 
Catholic Priest at their head, concerning the formation of a Branch 
Society for the town and province of Bialystok. They all ex- 
pressed themselves desirous of promoting this undertaking ; and 
it was agreed, that the 13th of November, when the Annual Meet- 
ing of the Nobility of the Province took place, offered an excel* 
lent opportunity for realizing this desirable object. I therefore 
drew up a set of regulations for the proposed Institution, and im« 
parted to them such other information as I judged needful. The 
number of inhabitants in the province, is about 200,000. These 
are all Poles, of the Catholic confession, except 30,000 Jews, and 
600 families of Protestants. I conversed with the Protestant 
schoolmaster, who informed me, that 100 Protestant families lived 
In the town itself, and that 500 were scattered op and down the 
province ; that their Pastor died several years ago, since which 
period they have remained without any religious instruction, and 
that the want of Bibles was very great among them. While in 
this city, I also exerted mjself in making pieparations for estab- 
lishing the Grodno Branch of the Russian Bible Society. His 
Excellency, the Governor Nemsevitcb, and several others, both 
Poles and Russians, have engaged to promote the business ; but 
the warmest friend to our undertaking, that I have met with in 
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this plaee, is an aged Commander-in-Chief, General Lascy, who is 
an Irishman by birth, and a Roman Catholic. I paid this venerable 
old man a visit, at one of his country seats in the vicinity, pre- 
sented him tvith a copy of the Eleventh Report of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, as well as several other pieces, for all 
which he expressed his most hearty thanks. He spoke feelingly 
OD the lamentable ignorance of true Christianity, in which the Ca- 
tholics around were enveloped. He most warmly approved of the 
circulation of the Scriptures among them, in a language which 
they understood ; and added, that, when he returned last from St. 
Petersburg, about two years ago, he brought a number of Polish, 
Slavonian, and German Bibles and Testaments with him, and 
dlistributed them. I have be^n actually charmed with the conver- 
sation which I had with this aged hero, who lias most heartily en- 
gaged to take the lead in promoting the formation of a Bible 
Society for the province of Grodno, which contains a population 
of upwards of half a million of souls, and more than 400 Catholic 
churches. The number of Protestants in the Government, is 
reckoned at 3000. The town itself has about 10,000 inhabitants, 
of whom 6000 are Jews. The good old General, and the Governor, 
have depressed themselves very desirous of promoting the cir- 
culation of the Hebrew New Testament among them. I 
presented each of them with a copy of the two first Gospels, 
and promised to send them a number for distribution as sopi^ a^ 
possible. 



Wilna, November 4^ 181Q, 

On leaving Grodno, I pursued my journey for this city, which 
I reached in the evening of the 31st ult. much fatigued \vitli 
travelling over very bad roads, which, at this season of the year, 
are, in many parts, almost impassable. The next morning, 
I waited on His Excellency the Governor General of Lithua- 
nia, Rimskoy Korsakoff, a known friend to the object of Bible 
Societies. I delivered to His Excellency my letter of intro- 
duction from Prince Galitzin, and fully explained to him the 
object I had in view, in visiting Wilna, together with the bene- 
volent object and labours of Bible Societies, in different parts of 
the world. The heart of the venerable old man rejoiced at the 
f)etails : he kindly invited me to his table, during my stay in this 
place ; and we immediately began to consult on the most proper 
steps to be used, in order to bring about the formation of a Bible 
Society, for the extensive province of Wilna, which contains a 
population of upwards of 800,000 souls, among whom the Bible 
U a book which is but little known, and seldom met with except 
in the libraries of the Clergy and Nobility. The same day, I faa4 
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an opportunity^ at table^ of making the acquaintance of Count 
Sieberg, the Vice-G over nor, and several other distinguished 
persons, to whom I had the satisfaction of expkiining the nature 
of our undertaking, and of hearing them express their willing* 
ness to co-operate in establishing a similar Institution, in this city. 
From that hour, the most active preparations commenced, which 
were successfully continued during the 2nd and 3rd ; and this day, 
about twelve o'clock, upwards of iifty of the'principa! inhabitants 
of this city, of all confessions, assembled in a large hall ia the Go- 
vernor General's Palace, for the purpose of establishing the Li- 
thuanian Bible Society. When His Excellency the Governor General 
entered the Hall, he was accompanied by Prince Zaboff, Count 
Chreptowicz, Count, Plater, Count Sieberg, the Vicar Bishop of 
the Roman Catholics, the Bishop of the Uniats, the Archimandrite 
of the Graeco-Russian Church, the Ecclesiastical Counsellor of 
the Lutheran Church, the Senior Pastor of the Calvinistic 
Church, with six other Clergy, nine Professors from the University^ 
four of the chief Merchants, and many other Gentlemen of all 
confessions. The Governor General, having taken the Chair, open- 
ed the Meeting with a concise speech. Count Sieberg followed, 
at considerable length, and concluded with reading the regulations 
for the proposed Lithuanian Branch of the Russian Bible Society. 
Unanimous approbation being given, the subscriptions were 
opened, and 2185 Rubles, annually, and 430 as donations, in all, 
2615 Rubles, were subscribed. This being ended, the following 
distinguished persons were chosen as the office-bearers of the 
Institution. [Here follows a list of the officers, at the head of 
whom is the Prince Gredroyts, Bishop of Samogitia,] The as- 
sembly then broke up, amidst expressions of mutual astonishment 
at what they had heard, and at what had taken place ; for such a 
union was never before seen in Wiloa. Loud were the voices of 
many in praise of the blessed cause which had united them to- 
gether. For my part, I contemplate every such event as the dawn 
of a glorious day of spiritual light, on the surrounding country— 
as an additional triumph of Christian principle over superstition 
and infidelity — and of Christian love over persecuting intolerance, 
and sectarian bigotry. But, how many delicate strings require 
to be touched and re-touched, before an assembly, such as I have 
this day beheld ; of men of so many different confessions, nations^ 
and conditions in life ; are brought to harmonize in a plan for 
promoting the temporal and eternal welfare of their fellow 
creatures, through the circulation of the Holy Scriptures, ac- 
cording to the liberal principle of the Bible Society ! I well know, 
by experience, how great are the difficulties ; on this account, 
when I behold the golden knot tied, my heart exults with the 
purest joy, and my spirit gives glory to God. I feel invigorated 
and encouraged to press onward to the capital of some other 
remote province^ or kingdom, and there to commence anew 
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tlM ardiiom task of concifiatioDy in order to witness another--* 
and another, such glorious scene of re^union among the long- 
divided members of the Christian church. 

I have, further, the great satisfaction of informing you, that 
the edition of 5000 copies of the New Testament, in we Samo- 
gitian dialect of the Lithuanian language, will leave the press, in 
a few days. I <sven had the pleasure of presenting a complete 
copy of it to the Meeting, and of informing them, that th^ dis- 
tribution of this edition^ among the Catholics of Samogitia, and of 
the St* Petersburg edition of the Catholic Polish Testament, 
would claim the first attention of the Committee ; and that they 
were now possessed of ricK materials for the commencement of 
their benevolent labours. I have made particular inquiry respect- 
ing the number of people who speak the Samogitian dialect, and 
have obtained the most authentic information. The Samogitians 
inhabit three of the eleven districts which compose the Govern- 
ment of Wilna, viz. Telcha, where the number oi'males is 28,707 ; 
Schaul, 37,478 ; Rosina, 80,799. The Samogitian dialect of the 
Lithuanian is spoken, in the Government of Wilna, by upwards 
of 212,000 souls, who mostly belong to the Catholic com* 
munion. It is hoped that their Bishop will proceed to translate the 
Old Testament also, and thus, in time, bless this interesting 
people with the complete volume of Sacred Scripture, which inva* 
luable treasure they have never yet possessed. 

I have likewise made proper inquiry of the Members of the 
Lutheran Consistory, respecting the state of the Holy Scrip- 
tures in their jurisdiction. They informed me, that in the three 
Governments oi Wilna, Grodno and Minsk, there are about 
14,000 Members of the Lutheran Church, who are all under the 
Consistory of Wilna; and that in their families and schools there 
was a great want of Bibles in the Polish and German languages. 
The venerable Senior of the Calvinistic Church likewise declared, 
that in their congregations there was great need for a supply of 
Bibles and Testaments. The number of Calvinists, in the three 
Governments, is not considerable : many of their churches 
(twenty-one in number) are now shut up. Their Clergy are mostly 
supported by the revenues of an estate, left to the Calvinists, by 
the distinguished Polish family of Radzivil. 

Instead of pursuing my course strait for St. Petersburg, I 
intend to proceed, south-eastward, to the city of Moghiley, on 
the Dniester, which is about 400 English miles distant from 
this. There I mean to attempt the formation of a Bible Society 
for White Russia.

That God is with o% etch day's experience prove8-*-eMii 
Biblical Report whicii jou receive froui distant landb^ abuodaatiy 
confirms : and few communications, 1 -do believe, ever raiseda 
higher tone of Christian feeling among the Members of yont 
Committee, than that will produce, which I an about to lay beftsra 
yon, respecting the formation of the White Russian Bible Society^ 
in this city, the head-quarters of the Russian Army. 

Yesterday, about noon, the Field Marshal, Prince Barclay de 
Tolly, accompanied by a namerous suite of brave Generals andl 
Officers, together with tfae most distinguished nien in the city» 
both ecclesiastical and civil, of all confessions, up%rards of 200 
in number, assembled in a large hall of the Archbishop's Palace/ 
in order to lay the foundation of the White Rdssian Auxiliary 
Bible Society. The sight of these heroes, the deliverers of Russia^ 
and of Europe, assembled to give glory to the God of battles^ 
by promoting the dissemination of his wotd among their numerotti 
companions in arms, (a host of upwards of 400,000 men,)prodnoed« 
in M present, a > new* and most pleasant train of thoughts ami 
combination of feelings. After a concert of vocal sacrml masic» 
the venerableArchbishop rose, and pronounced an eloquent speecby 
in which he AiUy explained the utility and object of the pro^ 

{losed Institution. The Catholic Canooicus, Maievsky, next de-i 
ivered an excellent address, in the Polish language, in which he 
powerfully inculcated the reading of the Holy Scriptures, upoa 
his Catholic brethren, and produced the most undoubted tests* 
mony from the ancient fathers, that it was the duty and higb pri4 
vilege of every Christian, daily to peruse the sacred oracles* 
To these most appropriate quotations he added the memorabiv 
letter of Pius VI., and encouraged his Catholic brethren Co com< 
forward in support of the pious and beneficent labours of Bible 
Societies. Count Tolstoy then read the rules of the proposed 
Institution, which, being unanimously agreed to, the subscriptions 
were opened by the Field Marshal, who most generously sob* 
scribed 500 Rubles, to lay tlie foundation of the Society, and 30C> 
annually. This liberal example was followed by all persons pre*' 
sent, and a very handsome smfrwas raised to promote the good* 
eause. The Russian Archbishop Daniel, the Catholic Bishofi 
Madaiefsky, and Count Tolstoy, were then elected the Vice-Prt-« 
Sidentaof the Society. Thirteen Directorsi three Secretaries, ami 
a Treasurer, were chosen from among the Clergy and Laity, o# 
all confessions ; and the Meeting concluded by the chorus siogtnfp 
Te Deum. After this, the Archbishop invited the assembly into a: 
neighbouring suite of rooms, where an elegant collation, was pre^- 
pared. Universal love, unanimity, and joy, pecaliariy distin- 
guisfaed this Meeting; and many pleasing allusions wave nadeto 
the text«— 7%4Te $kali be fmefoia, mid ime SkepherJ^ 
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Upwards of 10,000 Rubks are already collected for the White 
Russian Bible Society, whose sphere of operation in the Govern- 
nent of Mogfailey, is among a popalation of 892,000 sonls, besides 
a» amy of more than 400,000 men« Since my arrival, I haVe 
had sevcfal most interesting conversations with the Field Mar-^ 
abal^ who is very desirous of promoting the cause of the Society 
MBonff the officers and soldiers of the army, in one of these 
Bitenriews, the Hero eipressed himself thus ; " To promote re* 
)igion and morality in the army» i will give them the Bible ; and, 
for the instruction in their official duties, I have ordered the 
Manual on active service, tp be re-printed foe distribution among 
diem.'^ 

. The chief priest of the army, who is chosen one of the Direc* 
tors of theS<K:iety, has already printed a pastoral address to the 
ffficers and men, in which he calls upon them to come forward^ 
each according to bis ability, and assist»in the good work of the 
Bible Society. He also requires that every one who is desirous 
of (losiesaiiig a Bible or aTestament, shall send in bis name, and it 
shall be furnished him. This address, sanctioned and recom* 
mended by the Field Marshal, is now circulating iq every regiment 
of the 24 divisions, immediately under the command of the 
Field Marshal, accompanied with a small pamphlet, on the 
object of the Russian Bible Society, which the Marshal ordered 
lo be re-printed, for this purpose, in the printing-office attafshed 
to his suite. The desire of the Field Marshal is, that each com- 
pany, at least, be furnished with a copy of the whole Bible, or of 
the New Testament. The Committee of the White Russian Bible 
Society have already agreed to procure, from S|. Petersburg, im* 
mediately, 1000 Slavonian Testaments, 500 SUvonian Bibles» 
1000 Polish Testaments, 300 German Bibles, 100 French Bibles, 
and 200 French Testaments : with these 3,100 copies, they intend 
to commence their benevolent labours among the inhabitants of 
this extensive, province, and the officers and soldiers of the 
Russian army. 

I have further to add, that, on passing through the city of Minsk,. 
I spent a day in visiting several of the principal inhabilants of all 
confessions, and particularly the Russian Archbishop Anatoli, and 
the Catholic Vicar Bishop Pazniak, both of whom most willingly 
engaged to undertake the formation of a Bible Society in that ci^ 
fer Russian Lithaania, in order that the word of God may have free 
ciriculation among their respective flocks, which compose a popula-^ 
tieit of 976/736 souls. The number of Russian churches, in the 
diocese, is 270 ; tlie remainder of the popi^ation is composed of Ca- 
tholics and Jews. I communicated to the Ar«|ibiahop Anatoli, at his 
Bequest, a set of regulations for the prpposei Institution, and neces- 
sary information respecting its final establishment. Among other 
intefvating things, this amiable old man informed me, that thtre 
isaigffeat inclination among many of the first Jewish families ia 
the province, to embcaca Cbwtianity ; that bt has iilready haj^ 
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lized aeveral of them, and has two.imder hU tttitkni at present. 
He highly approved of the translation of the New Testament into 
the Hebrew, and earnestly desired a number of copies Ibr im^ 
mediate circnlation, I presented him with a copy of the two 
first Gospels in Hebrew, for the use of his two distinguished 
Hebrew pupils; and profuised to send him, for distribution, a aum* 
her of copies of such parts of the Hebrew Testament, as were readjr^ 
as soon as possible, after my return to St. Petersburg. The Catholic 
Viear Bjshop informed me^ that he had already received a number 
of Polish Testaments from St. Petersburg ; that they all went 
off in a very short time ; and that many who received them» 
had afterwards eiipressed a strong desire to possess the Old 
Testament also I The Lutheran pastor io Minsk has also 
agreed to assist in the formation of the Minsk Bible Society* 
Thus, you have all much cause to rejoice, and give glory to our 
Lord, who enables us to penetrate iolo the very heart of countries 
but little known, in a religious point of view, and there to open 
the way for the glorious light of the Gospel to be more generally 
diffused among the mauy millions of their inhabitants.

A FT BR a (ktiguing jotimey of two dayraod one night, 'from 
Moghiley, amidst rains and storms, and in terrible roods, I happily 
reached this city, the residence of His Royal Highness Alexander 
Duke of Wurtemberg, the brother of the Empress Dowager 
Maria Fedrovna, and Governor General of White Russia. Next 
day, before 1 had time to wait upon the Duke, His Highness^ 
having heard of my arrival, was graciously pleased to send one 
af his Adjutants lo invite me to dinner. I met with a most 
kind and gracious reception from the Duke, and also from tha 
Duchess, who is a very amiable lady, speaks the English language 
with great fluency, and is now nearly connected with the British 
Throne, through the marriage pf her heroic brother. Prince 
Leopold, with the Princess Charlotte of Great Britain. Both 
these Royal Personages, so nearly allied to the Thrones of Britain 
and Russia, together with a number of nobles present, heard, with 
astonishment and joy, the particulars which 1 had the honour of 
relating, respecting the origin and progress of Bible Societies^ 
and bestowed many encomiums on their principles^ and on their 
pious and philanthropic labours. After dinner, I spake with tho 
Duke, fully, on the subject of establishing a Bible Society. in thta 
city, for this populous Government ; ' and, before taking leave, i 
bad the pleasureofheiiring His Royal Highness propose, that the 
friends of this benevolent cause, of all confessions, should l>e inW 
vited tp bis palace, oH the $Oth instant, to lay the foundation of tb4l

Witepsk BiMe Stfcwty. This proposal of tke Duke ifvas received 
wAth joy by all concerned in this good work ; and, without losing a 
moment's time> we commenced the necessary preparations. Every 
thing having been arranged in the best possible order, we had the 
very great satisfaction, this day, about noon, to behold upwards 
of 160 of the most distinguished persons -in this city» assembled 
in a beautiful ball in the palace of the Duke, for the purpose of 
ttuiting to promote the circulation of the Sacred Scriptures in 
this province. The walls of the hall, or rattier gallery, in which 
the assembly met, were hung with a choice collection of the 
most valuable paintings, the subjects of which being chiefly taken 
from Holy Writ, tended to promote, in the minds of all present, 
a train of ideas congenral with the sacred object for which they 
were come together. Priests of different confessions. Monks of 
different orders. Generals, Statesmen, Merchants and Tradesmen, 
being harmoniously, convened, His Royal Highness entered the hall, 
and was saluted by a chorus of vocal sacred music. The Duke 
having, with universal approbation, taken the Chair, the object of 
the Meeting was stated, and recommended with energy and effect, 
in two excellent speeches, the one by the chief Greek Priest 
Okolovitch, in the Russian language, and the other by the chief 
Catholic Priest Polonsky, in the Polish. The former spoke very 
suitably on the object of the lobtltution, and on the duty of all 
Christians to make manifest their real love to each other, and to 
their fellow men, by putting into their hands the word of God, 
which maketh wise unto salvation: the latter, Imving stated 
the principles of the Society, expounded the well known decree 
of the Council of Trent, (Inditcriminaia lectio Sacrm Scripiunt 
interdieia €Mt,) as not by any means prohiluting the circulation of 
the Sacred Writings among the Laity, in the vulgar tongue ; and 
read, as incontrovertible evidence on this subject, the letter of 
Pope Pius VI. to the Bishop of Florence. The regulations of 
the proposed Institution^ were then read by Major ShulepnikoR^ 
and unanimously approved, after which, 1,579 Rubles were sob* 
aeribed to lay the foundation of the Witepsk Branch of the Russian 
Kble Society. His Royal Highness the Duke, together with the 
Vniat. ArehlHshop of Polotsk, Krasofsky, and the Counsellor 
ef State, Tormaaoff, were then chosen the Vice-Presidents of 
the Institotion. The Duke most condescendingly and willingly ae* 
cepled the oftce, intiaHitin|[, at the same time, his real satis&ction 
al having it ia his power, in any way, to contribute towards the 
prosperity of such a useful and benevolent undertaking. Ten 
Directors, two Secretaries, and a Treasurer, were afterwards 
•lected oat of aU denominations ^ Christians ; and the im« 
portant business of the day fHNieluded by the chorus chanting 
a byoui. of praise. 

' Thus jrapidly ia the glorions work advancing: but seven 
days ago, i assisted at the fomiation of a Bible Society, on the 
)NUik8 of thftDaiepei^^Dd to-day I have witnessed the eitabliahmeAt 
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of a similar InstiUitioiiy on the banks of the Dwina. Let us tliere* 
fore continue steadfast and unmovable, in nothing terrified by 
«ur adversaries ; for, in every stage of our past career, the hanq 
of God hath been with us. Our cause is the cause of truth ; 
greater is he that is for it, than all that are against it. Upheld 
«imI directed by the power and wisdom of the Almighty, it 
continues its course gloriously » triumphing over ail its enemies, 
and scattering the choicest blessings of Heaven among mankind. 
Thousands are daily, enrolling their names under its standard, sup- 
porting it with all their influence, and lilierally imparting of 
their substance to accelerate the glorious day when its conquests 
and blessings shall be universal. 

The sphere of the Witepsk Bible Society's operations is very 

extensive. It contains a population of upwards of 670,000 souls, 

among whom the number of Jews i* very great. The Bible is ver^ 

scarce among the Russian part of the population; but it is 

doubly so among the Poles, who compose more than one half of 

the inhabitants of the province, and are all of the Catholic con«» 

fession. However, after the solemn transaction of this day, w« 

have every reason to hope, that, ere long, this country also will 

become a land of Bibles. You will have observed, with pleasure, 

in my former communication, that, through tbe establishment of a 

BH>le Society in Poland, and in the several provinces of the 

Russian empire, formerly belonging to that kingdom, a wide 

door is opened for circulating the Holy Scriptures of both the Old 

and New Testament, among the numerous Jews inhabiting those 

countries, many of whom, in the present day, seem well inclined 

towards Christianity. According to the calculation of His £x« 

cellency M. Novozilzoff, the number of Jews under the Russian 

sceptre is upwards of two millions, of whom about 400,000 are 

found in the present kingdom of Poland. Such of the twenty 

copies of the two first Gospels, in Hebrew, which I brought 

with me from Berlin, as I presented to Jews, were always received 

with joy ; and I am fully of opinion, that the very circumstance of 

their being in the Hebrew language, will gain them an attentive 

perusal among the learned Jews in every country, where no 

writings on the subject of Christianity, in any other form, would 

be attended to* Before my leaving Moghiley, the Jews in that 

city had sent in 600 Rubles, to promote the object of the White 

Russian Bible Society. , ~ 

During my stay in this city, I have daily dined with the Duke 
and Duchess ; and had much pleasing conversation on many in* 
tereating subjectf, but particularly on that of the Bible So« 
ciety. 
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St. Petersburg, December 2, 1816u 

I HAVE only time to ioform you of my «afe return to St. Pettrs* 
biirg. The length of my jonrpey has boen about seven thousaoil 
miles. When I look back oi^ the way in which Divine GcNidness 
Jias led ne, I have no utterance for my feelings— no words which 
can express them — I am silent, and adore — " The Lord has been 
my Strength and my Shield ; my heart trusted in him, and I am 
helped ; therefore my heart greatly rejoiceth, and with my song 
will I praise him." 

The morning after my arrival, I call^ on our beloved President. 
Prince Galitziu. who,. having shown me the most marked tokeni 
of Christian joy and aflrectio4, informed me. That His imperuU 
Mqfest^ was. more interested in the cause of the Bible Soviet jf^ 
now, than ever. This he conceived to be the most pleasing 
and exhilarating news he could give me, af^er tbe fatigues of my 
journey. Every possible aid His Majesty is willing to grant» 
jn order to renuer the blessings of the Bible universal in his vast 
dominions. We conversed over the present state of our common 
cause, fixed on Wednesday morning for my weekly visits* and 
blessed God our Saviour for the glorious things which He is now 
working in the earth.

Thb constant and sincere participation which unites the 
British and Foreign and Russian Bible Societies, causes me to 
feel a most particular pleasure in fulfiHinif the request of the 
Members of our Committee, by communicating to your Lordship 
some circumstances regarding the cause of the Bible Society in 

Russia. ^ , .• At- -^ * ^ 

1 esteem it therefore my first duty to notice the new grant of 
2000/. made by your Society, for the purpose pf providing ste- 
reotype plates for the Lettish and Esthonian Bibles ; as also the 
fount of Turkish types for the use of the Scottish Missionaries m 
Astrachan, in order to enable them to print, on our account, an 
edition of the New Testament in the Tartar language. Our Com- 
mittee feel, in all its extent, the high worth of that Chrisdan 
charity which acjtuates the Members of the London Committee, 
inducing them to furnish witb the words of eternal life the inha- 
bitants of regions so remote, and to them entirely «*««§«; hut 
npon whom, regarding them as their brethren, they Wish to show^ 
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down fbe tame blessing* wfaich tbey endeaYOiir in tfae m<^t abni^ 
dant mcasttre to impart to their own countrymen* This holy kn« 
pulse is evidently the iiruit produced by the power of the same 
word which the Bible Society seeks to propagate every where;' 
The Committee of the Russian Bible Society accept of this new 
aid from an Insdtatioo, animated by the same spirit with our own» 
with the feehngs of the most lively gratitude, and feel themselves 
.inflamed thereby to repay your generosity by their labours in the 
same work^ for the benefit of our fellow-meD, who stand in need 
of that volume which contains the words of salvation to mankind* 
^y su<ih mutual co-operation, when each, according to his ability 
eiid opportunities, promotes the common cause, when one offers 
the means, and the other, from his peculiar situation, has it in 
bis power to employ them, tlie object of the Bible Society is 
attained in the most advantageous manner. May \ve not, in this 
ipslance, apply the words, of the Apostle Paul ; '^ Now there are 
diversities of gifts, but the same Spirit. And there are differences 
of administrations, but the same Lord. And there are diver* 
sities of operations* but it is the same God, which worketh aU 
in all.'^ 

. The furnishing of stereotypes for the Lettish and Esthonian Bibles, 
will lay the foundation for fully providing the inhabitants of these 
provinces, with the Sacred Volume. The Rev. Mr. Paterson, who, with 
one of our Secretaries, Mr» Papof, recently visited them, was a wit« 
aiess of the indescribable joy with which the Members of the dif- 
ferent Bible Committees there have received intelligence of this new 
grant, which opens to their view an eveift so much wished for« 
tie has undoubtedly informed your Committee of all these parti- 
isulars, and of the utility which must result from these two edi- 
lions, from all which the London Committee will be able to anti«> 
cipate. the blessed fruits which must necessarily arise from their 
generosity. These editions are the more necessary at present, 
as the desire to read the word of God daily increases, among th^ 
inhabitants of the East Sea • Provinces : since the distribution 
fif the New. Testament, lately published in these languages, has 
fsommenc^d, such has been the demand, that, notwithstand-> 
iog. MOO c(^ies had been printed in the Dorpatian Esthouian, 
and lo,0OO in the Lettish^ language, the Committees in Dorpat 
and Mittau have been obliged to undertake new editions of 5000 
oopies each. . 

. It is truly pleasing to observe, how rapidly a most earnest 
desire ta read the words of eternal life, spreads in our country. 
Copies of Bibles' and Testaments in different languages are de- 
maoded by thousands ; and, notwithstanding oar utmost exertions 
|o prepare many different editions, the Committee are unable to 
€«wply with the greatest fmrt. of these demands, not only in tlie 
Slavonian, but even in the German, Finnish, Esthonian^ Lettish^ 
>iiHi various other languages.. On the oner hand, it pains the 
^(em^n 9f.the. Committeei.vtQ be unable to provide, with this 
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apirituld nonnsluiieo^ every one who is hungeckif ibr the brend of 
life ; and tberefiMre they faasteny as much «s possible, lo multiply 
copies of Ihat book which contains it; but, on the other hand, 
they rejoice in seeing that their labours are not in vain in the 
Lora, and tint, by assistance from on high, they are enabled to 
excite and to satisfy this hunger at the same time ; this spurs 
them on to still greater exertions. The expenses of the Society, 
in publishing diflferent editions of the Holy Scriptures, increase 
exceedingly. Our monthly expenses^ at present, far exceed the 
whole expenses of our first year. 

As the object of the Society becomes more extensively known^ 
the number of our Branch Societies increases. To this the journey 
of Mr. Pinkerton has ^^reatly contributed. Since our General 
Meeting, Branch Societies have been established in Tula, ia 
Sympherpole, (in the Crimea,) and in Odessa ; in several other phices 
we expect soon to hear of the establishment of similar Insti* 
tutions. 

The formation of the Bible Societies in the Southern Provinces, 
opens fur us a door for providing not only our countrymen, but 
even the Greeks in Turkey, especially in the Lesser Asia^ 
(AnatoUa,) with New Testaments. Already the most active 
measures are taken for this purpose. An Address to them in the 
Modem Greek language has been printed here, and sent to these 
places ; in which our Grecian brethren are informed of the ob* 
ject and success of the Bible Society, and are invited to read the 
Holy Scriptures. Many copies of the New Testament have also 
been forwarded to them. Dep6ts have been formed, and are 
forming, in different places in the South, particularly in Tbeo* 
dosia, for supplying their wants ; and thousands of Greek Testae 
ments are destined for them. The stereotype plates for the Mo^ 
dem Greek, which our Committee have newly obtained front 
London, will aid us greatly in this work. The light of the Gos^ 
pel, which, in former times, flowed from Greece in Russia, now 
begins to reflect its life-giving rays from our parts back again on 
those from which we originally received it. Glory be to God^ 
the Friend of the human race, who deigns not only to make sinful 
men partakers of his salvation, but even increases their f((iicity^ 
by cna.bling them to communicate to one another the meaqs of 
knowing and enjoying the same. 

Beside this, there are other prospects, which unexpectedly 
open on us, and which lead to the obtaining of the same object. 
It is known, that, in the Lesser Asia, and other places in the 
Turkish Empire, many Greeks and Armenians have gradually lost 
the knowledge of their vernacular tongues, and now understand 
only the Turkish, while in their writing they use only the Greek 
tur Armenian characters. The Rev. Mr, Pinkerton, in his journey 
in the South, has found some of the books of the Holy Scriptures^ 
in manuscripl, in the Turkish language, written with Greek 
characters. These manuscripts, wUch have been sent hither^ 
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inay enable us to commeiice somethiog for these neglected 
people; He also encourages a hope, that it may be possible to 
obtain manuscripts of the Scriptures in the Turkish, written iik 
the Armenian characters. In the mean time, an Armenian Archi- 
mandrite, named Seraphin, who has travelled much in the west 
'of Asia, and wjio has acquii^d a knowledge of the Tiirkisli 
dialect spoken by his countr^raeh in those parts, has expressed 
his willingness, in conjun'ctioti with aiiother Armenian residing 
in St. Petersburg, to render the New Testa meht into this dialect^ 
with Armenian characters. They have already begun their work. 
A copy of the Memorial of this Archimandrite, presented to out 
.Committee on this subject, is iiitiosed. Before any thing is done 
in publishing this tmnllation, we intend sendifag it tb such as ara 
capable of judging of its correctness, which wie c^n easily do by 
the assistance of our Armenian ArcUbishopd in Russia. If their 
iopinion should be favourable, the tranitlatibn will then be publish- 
ed here, and may prove an emihent blessing to the many thou- 
sand Armenians in Turkey. The Armenian Patriarch m Con- 
stantinople, in Conslequeuce of a cbtiiraiinication from the Arme- 
nian Archbishop- Gregory, in Bessarabia, btae of the most zealous 
supporters of the Russiad Bible Society, has expressed his willing, 
ness to proml>tl^ the circulation of oiir Armenian Testament with- 
in his ecclesiastical jurisdiction, and even to write to the Patriarcli 
in Echtnliizin, on Mount Ararat^ on this subject, as also to send 
him copies of our Address to thfe Armenians; \xk their own lan- 
guage, printed by our Committee., 

Such are the prospects of our Committed, iii regkrd io pro- 
viding the Anuenian and Greek. Christians, within the Turkisli 
dominions, ^ith copies of the Holy Scriptures, in the language 
spoken by th^m ! Divine Pcoyidence ^eems likewise to be open- 
ing the way for completing the translation of the whole Bible id 
the Tartar dialect. Mr. Pinkertbn has discovered, (near Bakt- 
«:h]saray» in the Cnmea,) by the Karaim Jews, a manuscript con- 
taining the whole Old Testament, in a kind of Tartar idiom; 
written with Hebrew characters. This precious manuscript being 
arrived here, a volume of it was sent to the StOtcli Missionarieiii 
in Astrachan, who, after having examined it, ifoforiiied us, that; 
although the dialect in which it is written, is far from being th4 
same which is spoken By our Nogdy, Kasati, and Crimea Tartars^ 
it will, notwithstanding, be of great Use to them in the transla- 
tion they have undertaken of the Old Testament in the sam6 
Tartar dialect in which the New Testament already exists. Co- 
pies^ oi the Persian New Testament ate reteiv^d by the Persians 
.with the greatest eagerness, many hundreds of which have al- 
ready been conveyed into Persia. The edition of the Gospel bi 
Matthew in the Calmuck language^ is nearly exhausted; The 
Buriats, or the Bratsk i, who live in Siberia, whose langiiage is 
Ihe same as tbe Calniuck or the Mongolian, with tfome difference 
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in their written ckaractert, expect aod deure to liave an edition 
*' of the books of the true word of God»" as they express them- 
selves, printed for them ; and have collected, for this purpose, 
among themselves, about 12,000 rubles* Copies are also required 
by oi^r Asiatic neighbours in the Arabic language. What an exr 
tensive field presents itself for the exertions of the Russian Bible 
Society, only in regard to these different people ! But how shaQ 
I describe to your Lordship the pressing want of the Holy Scrips 
tures among the inhabitants of this Empire, who are properly of 
Russian origin, and who speak the Russian language 1 The pre^ 
sent demands extend to tens of thousands. The Moscow Com- 
mittee inform. us, that they could distribute alone 100,000 
Russian Bibles, if they had them. Entire governments, whole 
dioceses, and circles of Bible Societies, raise their voices to our 
Committee, and intreat us to satisfy the spiritual hunger of mil- 
lions of our countrymen ; a hunger, which the distribution of the 
lively oracles of the living God hns excited. The Russian clergy 
every where &how the most unbounded 2eal in promoting the 
cause of the Society. The peasants, by their free-will offerings^ 
proportioned to their means, inanifest also their readiness to sup- 
port the cause. The German colonists in Russia, as well Pro- 
testants as Catholics, desire ako |o be f>ttt in possession of the pearl 
of great price. In one word, it is impossible not to see that 
the work of the Bible Society is supported from on High, and 
that it is not the wprk of man, but of Him who himself foretold 
to his disciples, that " the Gospel of the kingdom should be 
preached in ail the world, for a witness unto all nations." 
Thanks be to Him for fulfilling, in such a glorious manner, in our 
days, what He has thus foretold ! What a comfort to be instrur 
ments, however weak, in accomplisl^ing such great events, con- 
Dected with the happiness of the human race ! The Members 
of the Russian Bible Society* treading in the steps of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, reckon it their greatest honour and 
happiness to labour for .the spiritual good of their neighbours:; 
and, far fr^m being disheartened by all the difficulties arising 
from increased engAgemenls and accumulatifcd ei^penses, feel more 
and more encouragea, in as much as the increase of labour and 
expenses prove the reality of their success. 

The communications from the Britjislr aiid Foreign Bible So- 
ciety are peculiarly encouraging to us.. Indeed, such mutual 
communicatipns, concerning our undertakings and' succes#^ 
proving, that the same spirit enlivens both Societies, that similar 
impulses are leading us to the same useful end, must animate us 
on both sides to further labour ; that so the name of our Saviour, 
who gave us his word, and appointed us to distribute it' among 
our brethren of all different languages and dialects, .may be glo^ 
rilSed. 

While the Russian Bible Society exists, it will Hievec cease te 
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commanlcate witlr a Society tmm which it received id lint iitf- 
psise ; and we hope also that you will continae to fcvoar us with 
your commuaications, which are always so aniaMting, aod which 
tend so much to promote the common cause. As for me, it is 
very flittering to be the interpreter of the feelings of our Com- 
mittee, and to have an opportunity to express the esteem with 
which 1 have the honourto be.

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Memoir of SerapUm Peirowich Epicof, Armenian Archimandrite^ 
addreeud to the Bible Societiee of St. Petershurg and Lon* 
don. 

I HAVE the satisfaction to inform the two Bible Soeieties, that 
-the printing and propagation of the New Testament in the Ar« 
menian language have had the most salutary influence among my 
fellow-countrymen. They had, it is true, certain editions of the 
Holy Books, which contain the words of J[esus Christ : but the 
number of them was inconsiderable, and very ill proportioned to 
the multitude of those who feel their need of these divine conso* 
iations. 

I am just arrived from those countries, and I can testify, that 
my nation desires nothing so much as to see all the boNoks of 
Holy Scripture spread more and more among them. From thai 
circumstance, a judgment may be formed of the effects which 
will be produced by an impression of the whcrfe Bible, when it 
shall have been completed. 

The dignity with which I am invested, and the eternal truths 
which I am called to profess, impose upon me the obligation to 
declare, that the Armenians have never received a more eminent - 
benefit, or a more unequivocal testimony of the charitpr of Chris^ 
tian nations. There existed formerly so few copies of the Bible 
among us, that scarcely one family was to be' met with in three 
hundred, which possessed a copy. The price was also exorbi- 
tant. Whole parishes were obliged to go without, on account of 
their extreme poverty. 

Now that it has been resolved to send thither 700p copies of 
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the Bibky «very parish and every dntrict will be an:xious to par-; 
ficipate in this heavenly gift ; and all, upon giving themselves up^ 
|o reading the word of God, will bless those who have furnished 
them with the means and the opportunity of doing so. 

However, it will be worthy of the two Bible Societies to put the 
finish to so signal a bene6t, by printing also for my nation, if not 
the whole Bible, at least the New Testament, in the Turkish 
language, and by setting up 2000 copies in the Armenian cha« 
racter. For nearly a fourth of my fellow-countryinen do not un- 
derstand the Armeaian; the inhabitants, for example, of Ce-^ 
'serea/ Ancyra, Xmasia, Cora-Hissar, Boursa, and Coromania. 
They speak Turkish ; gnd make use of Armenian characters in. 
writing/ The whol^ Turkish nation speak also the Arpnenian, 
but &d corruptly, that iH^ knowledge of it would not be of any 
use for understanding book^. All the Armenians, on the con^- 
trary, understand Turkish. 

If to this it be added, that the Greeks, properly called Greel^ 
Armenians, of Asia Minor, and especially the inhabitants of the 
above-mentioned cities, speak Turkish, instead of their oWti lan- 
guage, and write in Armen^ian characters, w% shall be convinced 
6f the importance and Advantage of the undertaking which I tak^ 
the liberty tQ recofl[iin^nd* 

This Turkish translation of the Bible, lybich is printing at Berw 
lin, will be of no use to them, because they do not read Turkish ; 
nor, even if they did read it, would they understand the obscure 
and elevated language* of this translation; a language which 
lies only v^tfcin tl^e rea9h of those who possess the knowledge of 
their tpn^ue in ^ts perfectioi^. 

' If these ot>servation$ should be t^ioi^ht worthy of the atten- 
tion of thfe pible §ocietie9, 1 would venture to make a translation 
of the NeW Test^m^nt into the Turkish language, and that in the 
dialect commonly used in Turkey. Haying no other view than to 
be useful to a nation of which 1 am' the spiritual head, the offer 
which I make is perfectly disinterested. If, however, I were per- 
mitted to ask any thing, it would be a fair recompence to a re- 
spectable Armenian, who resides here, apd ^ho would engage to 
assist me in the bu^ii^ess which I a^p re^dy to undertake. He 
^ould put me in a condition^ by the knowledge he has of the 
oriental languages, to consult the Arabic and Turkish versions, — 
an assistance which is essential, e^e^ to the most perfect master 
of the Turkish language, ,. , . 

I flatter myself, that the Bible Societies will not disdain to ex-r 
amine the proposal which 1 have here presented to them : Should, 
they approve and concur in it, my wishes will be fully accom- 
plished. For the rest, it is for the Committees of the Societies to. 
determine, whether the new translation shall be confided to me Pi{ 
t9 ^nether.

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The Anniversary was held at Stockholm, oo the 27th ef April, 
1816. 

Present, His Excellency. Count Rosenblad, Minister of Stale, and 
all the Members of the Committee. Likewise their Excellencies 
the rest of the Ministers of Stale, with many other persons of the 
highest offices and rank, besides a very numerous Assembly of 
Members of the Bible Society, and of the inhabitants of the 
metropolis, of both sexe^. 

By special invitation the Meeting was favoured with the 
presence of -the Hon. William Temple, His Britannic Majesty's 
Charg^ d'Afiaires at this Court. 

After His Royal Highness the Duke of Sudermania (who sig- 
nified his intention to attend the Meeting) had, upon his arrival^ 
been received by His Excellency the President and a Deputation 
of the Committee, and conducted to the place assigned for him, 
the business of the day was opened in a short speech by the 
President, stating the important object for which the*Bible Society 
was instituted, the good which had already been produced by 
its labours during ti^ short time of its existence, and the delight- 
ful prospect held out of future success and stability ; all which« 
the President observed, on an occasion like the present, when 
the Members were assembled to celebrate their First Anniver- 
sary, called for solemn adoration of Divine Providence, and 
induced also a confidence in his further gracious protection and 
blessing. 

Prayers were then offered up by the Rev. Mr. Fucbs, Dean tp 
the Army, and one of the Society's Secretaries. After which the 
Report of the Committee was read, describing their labours 
during the past year, the first of their existence as a Bible Com- 
mittee, together with an abstract of their accounts. 

The Rev. Doctor Walliu then rose, and delivered the Address 
prescribed by the Statutes at the Anniversary Meetings,, and 
which was heard with general and profound attention and interest. 
The Meeting was closed with the benediction from Numbers y'u 
verse 24 to 26. 

Upon this. His Excellency the President delivered to His Royal 
Highness the Duke of Sudermania, a copy of the first edition of 
the New Testament, in duodecimo, liandsomely bound in morocco, 
thanking His Royal Highness, at the same time, for having honour« 
ed the Society with his presence, and requesting that they might 
henceforth be permitted to enrol him as Honorary Member, next 
after His Royal Highness the Crown Prince. The Duke, in reply, 
assured the Noble President, in the kindest manner, of the high 
interest he had taken generally in the Society's labours, and 
which he should more especially take, in consequence of what 
he had heard and seen that day ; and pledged himself, at the 
same time, as an Honorary Member, to pay an unceasing regard 
to the welfare of the Institution. His Royal Highness then* re- 
tired, attended as upon bis arrival, and the Assembly separated. 
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Extract from the Report. 

With setitiments of gratitude, pleasure, arid animating ex- 
)>ectatioo, the Committee of the Swedish Bibie Society, this day; 
render an account of thieir first year's tnulsactiohs. 

Whatever has' been done fbr difTusing the light from Heaveif; 
among the people df th« north, in the short space of a twelve- 
month ; the active zeal that moved and united the hearts of 
1M> many for the prosperity of this moSt important work ; the 
sincere desire manifested front alfiiost every place ib this kingdom, 
to possess the holiest of all books ; the readiness, nay delight, 
ivith which persons of every rank, men of distinguished eminence 
for learning, genius, and patriotism, have ebtered into the Society's 
•views^ and increased its power of action; the free-will offer- 
itogs \Vhich have flowed in daily for extending a knowledge of 
the Eternal God in his word ; the encoiiragiug example^ which 
have been set us, and which, from the high patroriage they 
enjoyed, have stimulated our confidence, and promoted our" suc- 
cess; all these, derived from occurrences during the last year, 
furnish, when duly bontemplated, the Swedish Bibl6 Society with 
a legitimate cause for remembering its first establishment with 
satisfaction, and entertaining pleasing anticipation of its futur<i 
prosperity. 

But to whom is the hbnour due that the darkness is dispelled t 
Is it not solely to " the Father of Lights,'' from whom every good 
and perfect gift proceeds t His wise and affectionate regard for 
his people has at nd time suffered thetai to become as dust under the 
oppressor's fltet In dark and evil times. He has more particu- 
larly stretched oiil His Divine arm for the defence of His king- 
dom. When the walls of His Zion, undermined by worldly as^ 
SailantS, have appeared as if tottering add sinking, the holy fabric 
has been sustained by Him *' Mrho upholdeth all things by the 
AVord of His poweh*' When a worse than Egyptian darkness has 
threatened td hide frbm man even a glimpse of another world, 
then the Sun of truth and righteousness has dispelled the cloud, 
and brought deliverance and joy to the benighted wanderer. 
Does not every age bear witness to this providential and ado- 
rable love? What ilge has ever had greater and more ex- 
tensive need, or enjoyed more benign, Inorc memorable proofs 
of it^ than that in which we livel Wickedness has exalted 
itself to a throne obtained by iniquity and blood, and there found 
its grave. Infidelity, armed with wildest fury, while celebrating^ 
triumphal festivals for victories over God and his Christ, accele- 
rated thereby its own destruction. As darkness and crimes in- 
creased in every land, a union was cemented among the remnant 
of the children of light; their number augmented; their voices 
were raised ; for the Spirit of the Lord strengthened them ; 
iat present^ they are becoming daily more numerous, who love 
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God and his word ; and, through the Divine blessing, they shall- 
constitute at last a great multitude which no man can nuip- 
ber, of all nations and kindreds and tongues, confessing the 
Father^ the only true God, and Jesus Christ whom he hath sent. 
May the dawning hope, which advances with such bright and 
leniiveBtng rays, usher in a glorious day for the Saviour's Church I 
Among the many signs which encourage us confidently to expect 
this pleasing consummation, the zeal which has been kindled 
throughout Christendom for diffusing the word of God, deserves 
to be particularly noticed ; not, however, as if the merit belong- 
ed to the instruments who have consecrated their labour, time, 
dnd property, to the work, but as a testimony to the honour of 
Him who worketh all that is good by the power of his Spirit. 

If order, obedience, and social happiness, are to be restored, 
it must be through virtuous principles and conduct ; if virtuous 
principles and conduct are to influence the heart, they must grow 
•out of, and be nourished by, an* intimate acquaintance with 
religion ; if religion is to be effectually understood and embraced; 
it must be derived from the revealed word of God, that word 
which maketh wise unto salvation ; if the word of God is to be 
searched with a view to general edification and improvement, it 
must be generally distributed, as well for the use of those who 
know and love it, as for the information of those who are igno- 
rant and utterly regardless of -it. On these principles, therefore, 
it is trusted, that, through the mercy of God, one important 
step is taken for awakening and enlightening mankind ; when the 
whole Christian World is observed combining, as it were, in 
mutual emulation, ^to distribute this Holy Book. The fruits of 
this combination are already discernible in the Church of Christ, 
by a more general desire after the glad tidings of sahration. 
They have become known and been joyfully hailed by ** nations of 
strange tongues." They have made their way through every 
obstacle among remote heathens ; who have thankfully received 
the doctrines of Divine Revelation, and have heard, with reveren- 
tial awe, how *' the Lord gave the word, and great was the com- 
pany of thosetbat published iV 

We anticJpate the happiest effects, not merely on account of 
the object and the character of what is doing by Bible Societies, 
but also from the mode in which they do it. The records of the 
Church of Christ, in all countries, afford testimonies of another 
kind of emulation. The manifold vestiges of it are disthictly to 
he traced in the mischievous operation of a zeal which possessed 
neither wisdom nor love. The design of it appears to have been, 
*io graft human notions upon the word of God : that the fruits 
of Heaven might derive a fiavour from worldly vanities, and thus 
'become more palatable to the children of this worid. Man sup- 
posed, that he knew every thing, even that which the Spirit of 
God has concealed from him ; he presumed to explain and un- 
^rstand every thing, even that which fell not within the com- 
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pass of ills reasons eertain terms aud modes of expression were 
chosen^ to serve as marks by which true faith and its professors 
ivere to be known ; and all means ^ere tried, even to the violatioQ 
of eonscience, to fasten upon the minds of men the chains of a 
dead profession of faith, instead of uniting them in the bonds ef 
peace and perfection, through the love of Christ. At length, to 
the great joy of the enemy of man, the one, holy, and universal 
church, became divided against itself; retaining little more than 
a nominal faith, and the forms, without the Substance, of virtue. 
Under such circumstances, could a better remedy have been de- 
^sed for re- uniting the scattered flock, than by enabling them to 
liear the voice of the ''good Shepherd'' himself, without any ad- 
mixture from the erring voice of man? Here, vain wisdom is 
struck dumb, and the Lord oui^God is suffered to speak himself; 
here, the misguiding ingenuity of man is put aside, and God's 
Word is made its own interpreter: here, all worldly wea- 
pons must be laid down, and the two edged sword will, by its 
own power, establish the Throne of God and the Lamb: here, the 
Holy Book *can. be distributed, without regard to difference of 
men's opinions, customs, or usages, to every inquirer after salva- 
tion: here^^one does not style himself of Paul, and another of 
ApolloSy and another of Cephas : here^ in a word, there is " no 
difference between Jew and Greek ; but the same Lord over all, 
is rich unto all that call upon him." 

When God's revealed word is thus, by a well-directed zeal^ dis* 
tribute^ among the children of men, and in its original purity and 
power ; what an influence must it not have in awakening the dead 
•in trespasses and sins; communicating to the earthly-minded 
a better frame of spirit ; building up the weak ; administering 
comfort to the sorrowful ; and uniting the hearts of all in faitb> 
hope, and charity, through the operatioii of his grace, "who 
Iiath loved us, and given himself for us I" 

Let it not, however, be supposed, as if it were intended to 
imply, that the mere possession or distribution of the fitiUe is 
sufficient to produce such beneflcial effects. No, it must be used 
with diligence ; it must be read witb^evout and sericHis medita- 
tion. 

Three hundred years have nearly elapsed since a privilege was 
recovered by the members of the Christian Chutch, of which. they 
. bad been for ages deprived ; although it was prescribed by our Lord 
himself, and th«f exercise of it enjoined in these memorable words : 
— ** Search the Scriptures." Long as the time appears, it has not 
yet been sufficient to cause these Scriptures, — till that period 
' almost buried in obscurity — to come into general use. Dispute 
and disturbances in church and state, ignorance or defective ligh^t 
among the great btilk of mankind, and still more, a lack of means 
for acquiring them, an increasing' deterioration of principles 
and manners, a general propei^ity, nay slavish subjection, to 
sensuality and the world, were, each in its degree, influential in 
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extinguiftfaiog a taste for what is holy, and tends to salvation. By 
these causes the minds of men were allured from meditating upon 
these matters ; and, consequently, obstacles and delays arose in 
the way of spreading abroad that Divine word which leads to 
truth and godliness. But the Prodigal Son has long enoush 
*f perished with hunger* in a fiir country." It is time that he 
should arise and go unto his father; that his wanderings may 
cease, and his soul may be comforted. The poor man, in perusing 
his Bible, will forget the troubles of the times, and receive consola- 
tion from the promised *' inheritance of the saints in light." The 
sufferer, languishing upon a bed of pain and affliction, will 
find himself relieved by the consideration,' *' that his present 
sufferings are not to be compared with the glory that shall be re- 
vealed." The hardened sinner will, one tiipe or other, find his 
heart struck, and his conscience awakened, when he hears the 
voice of Jehovah speaking ''of righteousness, temperance, and 
judgment to come." And if, after all, as may be expected in 
every attempt of man, some grains of seed should fiiU by the 
way side, or on stony ground, or among thorns, yet shall not the 
whole harvest be lost. Many a father of a ftm^y will, when the 
labours of the day are ended, and more especiaUy on the evenings 
of the Sabbath, take from its shelf the precious volume, and read 
to his household the directions of the Heavenlv Husbandman, 
and admonish them, as faithful servants, to be diligent and pre- 
Bared for his coming. Many parents will put the Holy Scripturea 
into the hands of their children ; teaching them from ^nfiipt years 
to meditate on the love of their Eternal Father, and to d^ean 
themselves as becomes his obedient children. Many a thoughtless 
wordling, loathing that food which he has been accustomed to 
seek in writings calculated only to excite impure desires, giddy 
dissipation, and criminal mirth, will joyfi|lly rieceive that bread 
which came down from heaven, and bv it live for ever. These 
beneficial effects are known to have been already experienced 
through the dbtribution of Bibles, and will be so, more and more, 
by the operation of his power, who '' workjetfa both to will and 
to do, according to his own good pleasure.'' 

We have undoubtedly great reason to feel considerable anxiety 
how ineaiM shall be obtaine<l adequate to the demands of so 
extensive an engagement. ** But the Lord will provide himself a 
sacrifice." He has already moved the hearts and opened the liands 
of many, to assist the progress of this great work, and his wisdom 
and goodness will not suffer it to fall to the ground. It would, 
moreover, l>e criminal to entertain the smallest doubt, especialljy 
in the case of this Institution, which, during the short time it 
has been incorporated, has had to rejoice in such distinguished sup- 
port, and such gratifying success : for, notwithstanding the errors 
of th^ times, the word of God has yet many friend:) left ; they 
recognise each other with delight when ihey meet ; they form a 
strong bond : and their union, while it increases their strcngtl^ 
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aittmateff also their resolution to persevere in tlie gdod' work.* 
Least of all, ought the friends of the Bible to be disturbedi if a 
thoughtless world, which lives only for the fleeting eujoyments of 
a moment, should laugh them to scorn, and treat them witb 
hatred. There may be many who are against them, but more are 
they that are with them ; and it is the Ijord alone that can give 
the victory. 

At that crisis, when religion was neglected by its professing 
friiends, and treated with contempt by its enemies, k avenged 
itself more or less, on every country, by the most fearful cala^ 
nities^ This, in a measure, opened the eyes of the multitude, a» 
well as of their rulers, to consider whence they were fallen ; a* 
holy zeal was imperceptiblv kindled, and pious sighs arose in 
secret, for the recovery of the living faith of old times, as the 
Toot of genuine virtue and happiness. The providence of Gf>4 
caused it first to show itself in a benevolent disposition for 
spreading abroad the Holy Scriptures, as the radical cur# for 
the contagious fever of the day. This flame first broke forth 
in England, that country so remarkable in the recent struggle- 
between liberty and tyranny, between religion and infidelity ;- 
that eountry which has sufl'ered least from the wickedness and 
misfortunes of the age, and which the providence of God had 
apparently covered, as in the hollow of his hand, during fear-^ 
ful changes, in order to reserve in it the means of bringing 
mankind back to a sense of divine things in more auspicious 
times. What has been done within that country for Chris- 
tianity, and, of late years, for spreading abroad the Holy 
Scriptures among all nations, is too well known to need here an 
enlarged description ; but, on* the subject of the Bible cause, i| 
will be permitted shortly to mention some of the prodrgious* 
works performed by that nation, taken from the Extract of the 
Beport of the British and Foreign Bible Society, for 1016. 

[A/t€r enumerating the principal heade of what the British 
and Foreign Bible Society has done ** for the glwy of God^ and^ 
the, happiness of men" the Report proceeds as follows:} What* 
sstcriilices of labour and time it must have cost to bring aboul 
such' mighty efiiects, no pains need be taken to demonstrate. 
These powerful eiforts have also been crowned with the happiest 
success, not only in JBngland, but also througkout £urope« 
The Evangelical Society at Stockholm, which began its career 
in 1800, by distributing Religious Tracts, but, through the aid of 
benevolent friend^, was, in course of time, enabled also to publish 
and spread abroad Bibles and Testaments, had so great success 
in the pursuit of both these laudable objects, that it became 
necessary, at length, for the better management of each, to se- 
parate them, and institute a distinct Bible Society. This was» 
accordingly, done in 1B15; His Majesty the King, having, on the 
22d of February, in th%t year, not only approved the Institu- 
tion^ but also coafirfncd to it certain JElules and Statutes for it» 
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goyermneiit, under the designation of the Svvedisli Bible Society; 
declaring himself at the same time its Patron. His Royal High-^ 
ness the Crown Prince, always disposed to countenance what 
tends to the public benefit, became the first lionorary Member. 

If the Swedish Bible Society have been so fortunate as to effejci 
more, in the short space of one year, than might reasonably have 
been expected, your Committee freely acknowledge, that the merii 
of it is in a great measure due to the ^eal and activity of the 
iClvangelical Society, which laid the foundation, and prepared the 
way for its successful progress. That Society has not only 
delivered over to your Committee all the standing Bible typesi 
but also Bibles and printing paper, together with cash, anpuntiag 
to more than 17,000 Rix dollars. 

But the Evangelical Society has done more ; it has also 
strengthened the Bibk Society, by uniting to it a large number of 
upright, zealous Members from its own body, whose experience 
and activity have powerfully contributed to spread abroad the 
word of God, and who still continue to manifest a laudable at» 
tachment to the great cause. 

It . is likewise the duty of the Committee, on this occasion, to 
present an offering of respect and acknowledgment tp the Btitish. 
and Foreign Bible Society in London, which not only stands un-« 
rivalled in the glory of having originated such beneficeat lostitu*' 
tions, but which also, previously to the existence of the $wedifb 
Bible Society, and at a time when the Evangelical Society had rei 
solved to print Bibles, but were embarrassed for want of mean^ 
evinced a generous ^eal for Ihe Bible cause, and a benevolent 
regard to Sweden, by giving repeated and effectual assistance in 
money. And here yonr Committee might very properly be charged 
with an act of injustice, were they to omit to mention the name 
of the Rev. John Paterson, who was the first moving cause ofi 
the Evangelical Society's undertaking the printing of Bibles, and 
who never ce$^ed to take a zealous and affectionate interest in 
the cause of the Swedish Bible Society. Through his kind inters 
position it was, that, year after year, the English Society enriched 
the Swedish Bible fund with considerable donations, amounting, at 
the close of the year 1814, to 1600/. sterling, besides 1000 riK 
dollars. Bank money, presented through the late Rev. Dr. Bruii^ 
mark ; and exclusively of their gift of 308/. sterling, towards the 
gratuitous distribution of Bibles, and a donation of 100/. sterlings 
tor the same purpose, from the Edinburgh Bible Society. Again^ 
during the past year, the Loudon Bible Society has kindly con^^ 
tiderttl our great work and limited means ; and sent us ^Oh 
sterling, more, together with 200/. for the gratis fund, which 
powerful succours contributed greatly to facilitate die printing 
and distribution of the precious word of God. 

In pursuance of His Majesty's gracious letter, the Swedish Bible 
Society proceeded to choose the JMembersaiid Officers which were 
to constitute their Committee ; and on the 19th of April, in the last 
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year, this Committee met the first time for business ; since which 
they have invariably met once in every month. At these Meetings 
jrour Committee have detiberated, and passed resolutions respect- 
ing every object connected with the printing and binding of Bibles ;' 
the transmission of them to their respective destinations ; and also 
tiieir gratuitous distribution, as far as the means would afford, in 
places which stood in absolute need of it. Fraternal love, and a 
sincere zeal for a great common object, have made their delibe- 
rations calm, their resolutions unanimous, and consequently their 
labours easy. 

• Your Committee have witnessed with satisfaction an increased 
desire after the Holy Scriptures: from almost every place in 
the^ kingdom, applications have been made- for Bibles. The 
parish ministers have taken pains to impress on their hearers the 
blessed effects of seriously perusing this Holy Book ; and the 
hearts of many have been excited to read it for themselves. The 
Bishops have invited their Clergy ; and both by oral addresses,- 
arid in their written circulars, admonished them to distribute 
the word of God, and assisted them with their counsel and co- 
operation. In consequence of these measures, many Bible Asso- 
emtions hate been formed in several dioceses, whose collected 
mites have facilitated the distribution. Considerable requisitions 
have been, from time to time, sent to your Committee, most of 
which have been already Supplied ; much greater are, however, 
expected. A vast field is opening for future harvests ; and we 
trust that the Heavenly Husbandman will supply both the seed 
and the labourers, which will be required for its cultivation. 

In order to satisfy this growing demand, your Committee 
printed, last year, two new editions ; viz. the fifth of the Old 
Testament, (5000 copies,) and the tenth of the New Testament, 
(10,000 copies:) of which about one half remained on hand, ott 
the first of January, 1816, but all have since been bespoken, and 
will be dispatched as soon as the navigation is open. Your Com- 
mittee were also engaged, last year, in completing a pocket edition 
of the New Testament in duodecimo, for the convenience of 
travellers by sea and land, as well as the army : 2000 copies of 
k have been printed, and are now on sale. This judicious de- 
termination originated, as many other good things have, with the 
British and Foreign Bible Society in London^ who liberally 
subscribed 300/. sterling, towards it, and have required 600 
copies for their own purposes. A new edition will soon be 
wanted ; for the sale of them goes on rapidly. Your Committee 
have, moreover, to provide this year for the usual new editions of 
both Bibles and Testaments; but the provision must be made 
npon a far more extensive scale, the demands being so vastly in- 
creased ; as a preparatory measure they have purchased 260(^ 
reams of paper.

The price affixed to the Bibles and Testaments has remained 
upon the scale established by the Evangelical Society, at no^ 
profit whatever^ but in proportion to the first cost of paper^ 
other materials, and charges for printing, binding, &c. at which 
easy rate your Committee trust they will eoqtinue to b^e supported 
by the subscribers. ! 

The question relative to printing quarto Bibles on larger typ^'t 
for aged persons especially, has beeu revived in your Committee* 
and most attentively considered. The subject, particularly oii 
account of applications from many pious aged _persons, b very 
important, and the whole expense has been contemplated in all 
its bearings; but, as the execution of it, however frugally 
managed, would vastly exceed the means now possessed, or any 
now to be hoped for, by the Society,, your Committee have beeu 
constrained to renounce it for the present. Lest, however, any 
subscriber should suppose, that it had not been thoroughly con- 
sidered, they have said thus much on this subject; trusting, that the 
providence of God will, at some future period, open a door foi^ 
obtaining the necessary .resources. In defraying the expenses 
connected with this great work, your Committee, besides receiving 
the before mentioned balance from the Evangelical SocietY,have to 
j-eport^ with special gratitude, the princely donation made to their 
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Society And the Evangefical, by their first Honorary Member, 
His Royal Highness the Crown Prince. Of this gift, which was 
3000 rix dollars. Bank money, 2400 fell to the share of the Bible 
Society; 1400 whereof have been applied to Bible printing, and 
1000 placed at the disposal of the gratis fund ; which latter 
stood peculiarJy in need of being recruited, on account of the 
number of poor in the metropolis, not to mention those belonging 
to parish schools, barracks, and the regiments in garrison ; inde- 
pendently of which^ your Committee have never failed te pay 
attention to applications made from country places, for gratuitous 
distribution among the poor. 

The contributions and donations to the Bible printing fund, 
both from abroad and at home, amounted, for the twelve months, 
to 8219 Rix dollars Bank &c. 

Your Committee having been in no small degree embarrased 
by the expense of postage, the Society's noble President pe- 
titioned His Majesty in Council, to exonerate their letters and 
packages from postage, which was granted by the King's gracious 
order of the 6th of September last ; a step which must convince 
every Member of the interest which His Majesty takes in the 
welfare of the Society. 

The Swedish Bible Society has, amidst its multiplied laboori 
and cares, received the greatest encouragement from its connexion 
with similar Institutions within the kingdom, and more parti<« 
cularly from the testimonies of their confidence and friendship* 
Their letters have conveyed to yowr Committee interesting inteU 
ligence relative to the prosperity of the good cause, and are bU 
ways written in a style of confidence in God, and brotherly love. 
' The foundation of Bible Institutions out of Stockholm, was 
chiefly lai^ by the late Rev. Dr. Brunmark, Chaplain to the Ein- 
bassy, and Rector of the Swedish Church, in London, and also a 
Member of the British and Foreign Bible Society ; a man in the high- 
est degree respectable as a Jealous servant of God. In his travels 
through Sweden, in 1813, he reported to all whom he met, what 
England had done for the cause of God, and was ready to do for 
tkem also, if they would but put forth their own exertions. He 
was taken away too soon ; but the spirit of reflection which, he 
bad been the instrument of awakening, did not expire with him i 
it extended more and more* Dr. Brunmark dkd, hut his labours 
and achievements will cause him to be had in everlasting remem- 
bmnce.* 

Dr. Brunmark was present at Gothenburg, when the Bible So- 
ciety was instituted there^ on the 4th of November, 1Q13. It is a 

. * This applies not only to Sweden, bnt to England also. In the latter 
Country, (as appears by letters from Joseph Batter worth, Esq/a Member of 
tii« British Parliament, to His Excellency oar President,} the Members of 
the Bibte Committee, as well as the Britisb public, have given pntifj bv a 
most manifrient subscription, to the amount of 25002. sterUnj, oa behalf of his 
widow and children, how much they valued a man, who knew the worth of the 
Bible to every buman being, aiid laboured^ accordlnglyi for its disti^otioB. 
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Society that has eminently distinguished itself, by distributing 
Bibles in that city, and the diocese connected with it* 
Your Committee, for the rest, refer you to that Society'* 
interesting Report. Our mutual correspondence is pleasing 
and interesting. So is the correspondence we maintain with 
the Bible Society at the University of Lund, first begun in 
Id 14, by the Bishop and Consistory, but not completely formed 
till 1815. They have commenced their operations with energy, in 
the largest and most populous diocese. The British and Foreign 
Bible Society have, as usual, showed their kind watchfatness, that 
much good should be done iu that place also. The field is large^ 
and worthy of attention. Our Bible Society have made them a 
present of 500 bound Testaments, and they have lately required^ 
aiid also paid for, 4000 Bibles, and 300 copies oi the pocket edi^ 
tion of the New Testament. 

The Bible Society of Westeras, instttuted in 1813, continue 
their zealous labours within the diocese of Westmannia and Dale* 
carlia. There is in some parts of it a most distressing want of 
Bibles. Our Bible Society have therefore made tliema present o£ 
600 New Testaments. 

At Wisby, the capital of the Island of Gothland, a Bible Society 
was instituted in 1813 ; and the' Swedish Society sent them last 
year, 300 bound New Testaments, for gratuitous distribution^ 
¥our Committee yet entertain the best hopes, thai tbey will over* 
come these difficulties, and extend their usefulness. 

In the sister kingdom, Norway, the want of a Bible Institution 
Iras been long acknowledged. A foundation for one was laid last 
year, principally through the intervention of our common bene- 
factor. His Royal Highness the Crown Prince, who contributed 
for that purpose a princely donation of G600 rix dollars Bank* 
Bishop Beck, of Christiania, has sent your Committee a copy ot 
the Pastoral Letter or Circular, which himself and the rest of the 
Bishops of Norway addressed to the Norwegian nation in general^ 
respecting the establishment of such a Society, and has -notified 
the measures already adopted for carrying the object into 
effect. They have purchased all the types and materials neces- 
sary for setting up a Bible printing press at Christtanta, and al- 
ready begun their operations. Many spiritually minded Nor« 
wegian ministers have expressed, by letter, their zeal for the 
cause, and their friendship for your Committee. There is great 
encouragement to hope, that the work will prosper, from the good 
disposition and . talents which have been manifested by the con* 
ductors of this undertaking in that other half of the Scandinavian 
peninsula. Cause thy word of peace, O God, to spread mightily 
among both the nations of Scandinavia, and make them thereby 
as the heart and soul of one man ! 

Besides^ these larger Institutions, your Committee have to rejoice 
in the production of others on a smaller scale. Among these» 
they ought to mention the Auxiliary Society at Stockholm, set on 
fo9t in the parish of the Admiralty Church, upon Shipsholm.

Tbeir fund had, by tbe end of last year, aecumulated to 200 rix 
dollars, which enabled them to |nirchase Bibles and Testaaients^ 
ibr distribution among the poor ; and in tbi» ^ood work they still 
persevere. The Committee must likewise call your attention to 
what has been done by the Rev. Cornelius Rliamn,^ haplain tothe 
Division of the Roysd Artillery at Gothenburg, in establishing a 
Bible Society, consisting of children belonging to the Royal Mill* 
tary School, called Prince Oscar.* 

• Your Committee have prepared a circular letter, to inform Fo-» 
reign Bible Societies of the establishment of the Swedish Bible 
Society, its object, and the successful commencement of its opera- 
tions ; offering them the Society's confidence and friendship, and 
promising and requesting mutual assistance in tbe good work* 
This circular will soon be dispatched to tbe Bible Societies at St, 
Petersburg, Nurenberg, Berlin, Konigsberg, Halle, Amsterdam^ 
Lubeck, and Altona. With the great Society in London, and 
•those at Danzig and Abo, your Committee already maintain a con^ 
fidential correspondence. Many individuals have, both by letters 
and by applications for Bibles, for private distribution at their own 
cost, given proof of their friendship for the Society, and love t^ 
the cause. To such this public testimony of gratitude will make 
known the Committee's sensibility on this interesting subject, witk 
prayer to God, that his blesung may be tbeir rewar/J, and 
that ability may be given tliem to continue unwearied in weU 
doing. • 

' Thus the Swedish Bible Society, in their first year's labour, haa 
experienced proofs oi the intimate care of the Great Shepherd of 
4iis Church, to such a decree as to demand their adoration and 
grateful love. The Society buihl their hopes for futurity entirely 
on this immoveable foundation. They have witnessed the first 
dawning of an illustrious day, and realize by faith the prospect 
of a meridian glory, when the Holy Scriptures shall be generally 
disseminated among the inliabitauts of Sweden and Norway. 
Grant prosperity, O Lord, to the work of our hands I May tlijr 
word dwell in us richly with all wisdom, that we may grow in 
graces and in the knowledge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
May'^his name be known, feared and adored, in every land ; and 
let the whole earth be filled with his glory ! Amen.

Extract from the Second Annual Report^ read at the Gothen* 
burg Bible Society's Anniversary Meetings held in that City, 
on the ^th of March, 1810. 

Present, The Society's PreMckot, the Right Rev. Dr. Wingard, 
Bishop of the Diocese: of the Committee, Major-General 
Count Von Rosen, Lord Lieutenant of the County, Knight Grand 
Cross, &c. ; Colonel Giers, Knight of the Order oi the Sword ; the 
Territorial Chief Justice, Bi'usewitz, Knight of the Order of the 
Polar Star ; Dr. Dubb, First Physician to the Fleet, and Knight 
Commander of the Order of Vasa ; B. H. Santesson, Counsellor 
•f Commerce, the Society's Treasurer; G. H. Ekman, Counsellor 
of Commerce ; Rev. 1. D. Stein, Dean of the Church ; Rev. Ai 
Bruhn ; Rev. N. Meinke, the King's Chaplain ; Rev. C. G. San* 
tesson ; Johan Holmer, jeweller ; Rev. A. P. Traneus, Librarian to 
the Gymnasium, and also to this Society ; Professor C. F. Win- 
gard, and the Rev. D. M. Hummel, the two Secretaries to the In- 
stitution ; besides a large ntymber of the Society's Meqibers, anc) 
other friends to the cause. 

The venerable President, who, for upwards of lialf a century^ 
has been a minister in holy things, then stood up, and spoke as 
follows c 

'' Divine Providence has again permitted us to meet and re* 
joice together, in taking a review of the good which has beea 
accomplished through the distribution of the Holy Scriptures. 
But let us be careful, that we not only profit while we hear these 
glad tidings, being built up on our most holy faith i but that, also* 
when we return each to his habitation, we carry with us a deter- 
minatioH to do our respective parts towards extending the spiri- 
tual kingdom of God. To Him then, who is the Beginning and 
the End, the First and tlie Last, do We now offer up our humble 
sacrifice of praise, acknowledging that it is all of his grace, ia 
whatever way our work has prospered. Upon Him, the Lord» 
whose strength is made perfect in weakness, we now solemnly* 
call, to give us one heart and one mind for the establishment of 
whatever^hall conduce to his glory, and be agreeable to bis holy 
will. 

" During these interesting moments, when love to Christ hat 
engaged us to partake of a festival, suffer, I pray you, a man» 
bending under the weight of years, and grown grey in the service 
of his God ; suffer one, who can now only put a band trembling 
with age to the blessed work undertaken by this circle of bre^ 
thren in Christ,' to assure you, that he is at a loss to describe 
what he feels^ when he considers that he has been permitted by M* 
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Divine Master to behold this auspicious day ; and that death has 
not been suflfered to close bis eyes, till be has witnessed, and re- 
joiced in, the wonderful things which God has done for his church 
upon earth,, by Bible Societies and Bible distributions. Therefore, 
ivith Simeon of old, will he lift up his voice, and sing praises for 
IV hat he has eeen, a&well as for what he anticipates, of thepro- 
jnised salvation, through the diffusion of that light which is to 
lighten the Gentiles, and to be the glory of the Israel of God. 

/' Many days will not elapse before the feeble voice that utters 
these heartofelt seuthnents, shall be beard no more ; and^ as the 
best and most acceptable efforts of old age, are, the communica^ 
tions of sound and profitable counsel, suffer, my beloved friends^ 
the old man around whom you have this day formed a circle of 
good willy to say a few words more by way of advice, before he 
uiU down, and makes way for his son, yonr Secretary, to read the 
Report. 

** If of all the mercies bestowed upon man, that of belonging 
to God, and being led by his Holy Spirit, is the greatest, it will 
Bot be doubted, that to impart to his fellow-mortals the counsel 
pf God for their salvation, is the highest and most gratifying 
duty of which he is. capable. To do this, is the very otlice and 
calling of those who minister in sacred things ; it must be evi-t 
dent, therefore, that Bible Institutions have a just and lawful 
claim on them to be the most zealous of all their Members ; 
inasmuch as they are the heralds appointed to make known and 
spread alnrbad these 'gt>od tidings of the love of God to man ! 

" After having for upwards of half a century ministered in tbd 
sanctuary, the joy unspeakable is conferred on my last moments, 
that, while it is yet day, and the qighi fast approjiehing, I should be- 
^me a fellow-labourer lor promotiqg ^ more e&teaded diffusion of 
this ' word of reconciliation ;' for 'eiilarging the tents and strengthen-^ 
ing the stakes of Zion.' With me, then, may every preacher wlio^ 
enfeebled by the burthen of yeiirs, qr declining health, is no longer 
able to minister to Aas congregation in public ordinances ; but ia 
his silent retirement draws nis consolations from the life and light 
tirhich emanate from the worc|s of this Book, take heed, that, by 

Sattingtbe precious volume into their bands, he does his par r« 
lat they also map read, and understand, and live. 
** On the other hand, let such of n^y brethren as enjoy vigour 
of body aikd mind, consider well, that, since the word of God 
inust evermore constitute the esefince of their sermons, inasmuch as 
it is ' the power of God unto solvation," they cannot offer to their 
hearers any thing more influeqtial in aid of their own anxious 
labours, than these Scriptures, ' giveli by idspiration of God, 
apd which are profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction in righteousness ;' for thus will they truly and pro-* 
|»er]y promote, in the members of their congregations, a sound u&-» 
der^tanding of their own discourses ; iatroduce light and knowledge 
effectually among them ; and make up for unavoidably deficient 
onportunities of visiting or watching oyer them. Nay, some wi^

thereby supply, io the safest wi^, Iheir owo possiUe want of 
skill in handliug the word of life. All will, hy the use of 
these means, advance more abundantly the welfare of their flocks, 
than could be accomplished, were this blessed distributioii omit^ 
ted, or but partially effected I Arise then, my brethren, belovedin 
Christ, and be doing ; slir up tlie gift of the Spirit that 19 in you; 
and, with unwearied exertion of thought and speech, by, wtHtmg 
and correspondence^ ^hy act and deed, depending for all your 
strength upon the Captain of our salvation, strive so to promott 
the success of this glorious object, that ' the word of Christ may 
dwell richly among us/ For with Nehemiah of old, do ) prodaiui 
to you, ' that the hand of God is good upon us ; and that tb« 
God of heaven, he will prosper us.' O might I likewise be aU 
lowed to add this as the reason, on your and my behalf, * he^ 
cause we his servants do arise, and build/ 

*' But, as the things instituted in the kingdom of grace by that 
God who is * love,' are not confined to any particular class of 
men, but common for ' whosoever will do his will ;' therefore alac^ 
the invitation is addressed to every Christian to do his part in thia 
mighty work that lies before us. Love to our neighbour ought 
to knit into one brotherly band every rank of men in Bible St^ 
cieties; and this will actually be the case, when they ace properly 
constituted and thoroughly understood. The man of power and 
influence will protect and give furtherance to their blessed ob«*- 
ject. Men of the lower or middle classes of society will exect 
all their activity, and serve as the labooring oars to move om 
the work among their neighbours and equals. The rich will 
lay the foundation, and the multiplied mites of tens of thou* 
sands 0/ poor, when pat together, will complete the building. 
Learning and eloquence will contribute, their share to dii^* 
play the beauties of the heavenly fabric, and to obtain for it a 
greater degree of respect and attachment Unadorned love to 
God will also do its part, when,in simplicity, it places a Bible upon 
the sick man's bed, and, with a silent pressure of his hand, reeom^ 
mends this heavenly guest to the suffering fellow mortal ; or 
leaves the precious records of mercy with the cottager, that he 
may read them for his own consolation, and for the instruction of 
bis children. The female sex will show their virtuous sensibility^ 
by refusing to gratify a fancied want of fineries, that they may 
have wherewith to provide others of their sex with what is esaeUf 
tial to their spiritual improvement; and children, initiated bj 
their good example, into this exercise of charity, will -borter the 
money usually appropriated to play-things, for the most valuable 
gift that can be bestowed on this side eternity. Let then each 
of us zealously engage in this work, as , becomes Members o^ 
Bible Societies, and we shall assuredly reap a delightful reward. 

"To contribute our money, entitles us, no doubt, to grateful 
acknowledgements ; but what is still more important, (and what 
from my innipst soul I now urge upon you all,) is, an active and 
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laborious participation in the work, by promoting the establish- 
ment of lenser Bible Associations. 

** Many may be unable, for want of sufficient means, to con* 
nect themselves immediately with the Parent Institution ; some 
mites may be collected from them b^ these humbler Associa- 
tions; and even where no pecuniary aid can be obtained, we 
shall thus, at least, discover the extent to which Bibles are want- 
ed, and the ardent, though hitherto unknown desire of thousands 
to possess the invaluable treasure. 

** It is only by visiting the poor, that you can either know their 
circumstances, or give good proof of your own love to God in 
administering to their bodily and spiritual necessities. Be not 
discouraged, my friends : this work will afford to your own minds 
* times of refreshing from above/ and will give to the leisure 
hours of both high and low, an employment of which they never 
will repent. Are we not all brethren and sisters in Christ? Let 
us then have more of each other's society ; for thereby we pro- 
mote each other's salvation, a blessing that will bring peace and 
good will to church and state — to all mankind. Will any one 
henceforth sit at ease, not knowing what to do with his time, or 
talents I Is there not a promise, that ' all shall know him, from 
the least even to the greatest V But are you not all convinced 
that as yet it is needful, on every side, for a man to say to his 
brother, ' Know the Lord V Let us then, I beseech you, call 
upon the Lord to continue his gracious help to us ; that it may be 
said of us, as it was of old, ' So the workmen wrought, and the 
work Was perfected by tbem ; and they set the house of God in 
its state again, and strengthened it."' (2 Chron. xxiv. 13.) 
. The venerable Bishop then addressed Professor Wingard thus : 
** To thee, my son, do I now surrender the duty of addressing 
this beloved and honoured assembly, upon whatever subject may 
seem connected with the design of the Bible Society ^ as well as 
to inform them of what has been done by their Committee, in the 
year now past." 

Professor Wingard then rose, and delivered a very impressive 
address ; which being ended, he proceeded to read the Report, 
of which the following is an Extract. 

" The Committee of the Gothenburg Bible Society, have, this 
day, to fulfil the pleasing duty of rendering an account to the 
members, and the public, of their proceedings since the Ifist Anni- 
versary. 

** Your Committee have, in the first place, to record the great ^ 
kindness of His Majesty, who has granted a Royal Ordinance, 
approving of this Institution, and inviting and directing all whom 
it concerns, to make a public collection, once a-year, (on New 
Year's Day,) in all the churches of this diocese, as long as the 
Institution shall continue to act on its present plan, of distributing 
the word of Almighty God. 

** In the next place, your Committee have to report the sueeess 
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of the private and public collections, so far as they are hitherto 
known: premising, however, that, as the inhabitants of the va«. 
rious parishes in this diocese are in general much poorer than in 
any other, except those in the northern parts of the kingdom, the 
collections may appear inconsiderable; but they indicate suffi- 
ciently the good will of the contributors. The collection in the 
city of Gothenburg, which has so many benevolent Institutions to 
support, amounted to 063 rix dollars; and in the country 
parishes, the following Rectors have greatlv distinguished them* 
'Selves by encouraging their hearers to make private eoiiectionsm 
Thus the parishioners, belonging to the Rev. Dean Greveliu8,put 
their pennies together, and enabled him to send to your Cum- 
niittee 249 rix dollars. The Rev. J. B. Schonberg, from a small 
parish, 93 rix dollars. The Rev. Dean Lundstrom, 54 rix dollars. 
The Rev. G. R. Carlberg, 44 rix dollars. The Rev. A. G. War- 
lund, 75 rix dollars. The Rev. L. Molin, 48 rix dollars. The 
Aev. C. G. Santesson, 48 rix dollars, besides a previous remit- 
tance of 81 rix dollars, 24 banco. The Rev. Dean Bokman, 60 
rix dollars ; having besides prevailed upon all the Rectors and 
Vicars in his archdeaconry to become Members of your Bible 
Society. 

" These sums have all arisen from fnivaie collections, besides 
gmaller ones, and the collections made in the churches. Upon 
the whole, your Committee feel encouraged, especially when they 
consider the great poverty and distress of the people, not only 
by the amount of the contributions, but also by the evidence it 
affords, that there is an increasing desire after the word of life 
throughout this diocese. 

*' In order to extend the distribution of the Bible throughout the 
kingdom of Sweden, and afford a centre of union and action to 
its various Bible Societies, out of the metropolis, the Swedish 
Bible Society was established in the year 1815, at Stockholm* 
We have already received instances of their good will in pro- 
viding us with the Bibles and Testaments now in distribution, and 
causing the First Annual Report of our Society to be inserted in 
the newspapers, thus making it better known to the public. 

" It has afforded your Committee no small degree of pfeasure, to 
behold two important Bible Societies established upon the 
southern and northern boundaries of this diocese ; the former at 
the University of Lund, (Londini GotharumJ in the province of 
Skania, and the latter in the United Kingdom of Norway; your 
Committee embrace this opportunity of aissuring both, of their 
cordial disposition to go hand in hand with them for mutual im- 
provements in the most salutary work that can employ the mind 
of man. 

" Your Committee have had occasional intercourse of a very sa- 
tisfactory nature, with the sister Society at Westeras. 

But another Society is now distinctly to be adverted to, holding 
the first and most eminent rank in the annals of Institutions, for 
restoring the Bible to its proper estimation ^ a Society to which. 
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«s to a Parent, not only this plaee, and other places, but the 
•Quiverse itself, is under obligation for its unspeakable benevo- 
lence and activity in tlie greatest and most important concern to 
which the various talents and means possessed by man can be 
applied : your Committee mean, of course. The British and 
Foreign Bible Society in London, In the midst of occupations 
<wbieh will be read with astonishment and praise to God, this Society 
has not forgotten its filial associate at Gothenburg, but, besides 
former tokens of remembranee, sent us, last summer, 30 copies 
of its ** Tenth Annual Report," and 26 copies of its ** Summary,'' 
also six copies of the " Second Report of the Southwark 
•Auztlmry Society,'' detailing the formation, progress and effects 
nf Bible Associations ; and, hioreover, 36 copies of ** Extracts 
A'om the Correspondence of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, since the last publication/' Tliese books are of immeilse 
value : tbeir perusal will warm the most cold-hearted into exela- 
orations of praise for this miracle in the church of God, which 
has been wrought fa our age ; they inspire the most hesitating 
among us, with a courageous determination to assist in a work so 
vitally affecting the welfare' of Christianity. Moved by what is 
going on in the world. Love receives with delight these proofs of 
the power of the word of God, both to humanize and to effect 
the salvation of our fellow mortals. Hope, confirmed by Bible pro- 
mises, rejoices at that era which will usher in vital religion^ 
charity, and peace. Your Committee have divided this precious 
gift from the British and Foreign Bible Society, among some 
of our Society's Patrons and Friends, reserving only the neces* 
sary copies for the library which your Society is collecting. 
This new obligation called upon your Committee to address a 
tetter of thanks to the Dritish and Foreign Bible Society, with a 
short Report of our proceedings, which produced a most kind 
and acceptable reply from that eminent person, their President, 
Lord Teignmouth : both these letters are inserted in the Ap- 
pendix. 

> Your Committe have also been favoured with some interesting 
communications from the Bible Society at St. Petersburg. They 
fMresent subjects for wonder and praise to every sincere Christian, 
exhibiting the mighty work of God in that empire, for spreading 
the knowledge of salvation by his written word. 

Rejoicing in the favour of our good King ; assured that kind 
friends would not suffer our means to fail ; and encouraged by 
the approbation which had attended our lat>our,. both at home 
-and abroad ; your Committee had scarcely more than one other 
wish to see gratified, which was, that Auxiliary Bible Associations 
might spring up as co-workers in this good cause. In a dieasure 
ibis wish has had its accomplishment ; for, the city of Gothen- 
burg is favoured with one, of which a more particular account 
)wUl appear in the Appendix. It began with a Children's Auxiliary 
Bible Society, and has, in hs progress, been extended to Adults. 
tChiMf^n and Youth united as Tolunteersto showiheir love of 
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the Bible ; to their own dimiautive means they added what they 
could collect from others of their own age; with the amount they . 
purchased Bibles and Testaments; and, visiting the cottages of 
the poor, distributed their precious purchases under the guidance 
of their seniors. This is a heart rejoicing event : for thus TAt 
Chiidren'i Heavenly Friend has not only invited them to coae 
to Htm, but sent them forth also as his messengers, and the 
heralds of his grace. Ob, that this laudable instance, in which the » 
great Shepherd has perfected praise out of the mouth of babes* 
may excite imitation on every side, to the glory of his great 
name! 

That the clergy in the diocese embraced in general with sa- 
tisfaction this Institution, from its commencement, and that now 
the miyor part of timt sacred profession are become subscribing 
members, must evidently be attributed to their love of the 
cause;— most of them in this diocese having very poor livings, 
and the stipends of th^ curates being very small. 

. As the object of a Bible Society ciUinot be completely effected* . 
unless persons of all ranks are admitted active members, that 
at Gothenburg contains many pious 9ud worthy subscribing mem- 
bers from among the peasantry, whose seal in this good work 
deserves particular commendation. . 

Copies of the Committee's Report for last year have been sent to. 
every parish, and many have been sold in country places for the 
benefit of the Institution ; a plan that will henceforth be con- 
tinned. 

TAe budnesB of the Meeting being fini$1ud, the Bishop closed 
it with the following short addreu : — 

^ This general Annual Meeting is dissolved : may God cause 
what we have heard, to rest with solemn and abiding impression 
on our minds! May his Providence grant to this our under- 
taking, consecrated to his glory, his special protection! May 
love, diligence,- and 2eal have their perfect work among us I 
May the Lord, who only can give the increase, bless Us and our 
work for evermore V 

An Account of the Gothenburg Auxiliary Bible Society, instil' 
' tuted by Children, extracted from the Minutes of the Bible 
_ Society's Committee, dated 20th October, lf(15. 

Bead a Report from the Rev. Cornelius Rahmn, Deputy Chaplain 
to the division of His Majesty's Royal Regiment of Aftillery, 
stationed at Gothenburg, representing, that, in July hist, in conse- 
quence of the deep impression his occasional addresses,: intersper- 
sed with anecdotes of children who loved their Bible better than 
their play, bad made upon severs! of the children belonging to the 
school lor soldiers' children, called Prince Oscar's School, they 
had desired his countenance and help, in order to form themselves 
into an Auxiliary Bible Society, intending, under his guidance* 
to distribute Bibles and Testaments, gratis, among well-disposed

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poor people: — the offer was received by him with delight, and 
Kttles were drawn up for them accordingly. 

The Report further states. That 28 children began this good 
work ; that it now consists of 60, including some older persons ; ' 
that, on the day the Rev.. Cornelius Rahnin gave in this Report* 
their funds in the Treasurer's hands were 4 rix dolhirs, &c« 
Bank money ; that their Minister, Mr. Rahmn, was their Presi- 
dent and Treasurer: Mr. C. P. Mark, their sub-schoolmaster^ 
the Secretary ; and that the Comiuittee lor the time i>eing, son* 
sists of six boys, whose names are given. 

Resolved, by the Bible Society's Committee ; ^ 

In order to encourage both the children and their worthy 
President, we of the Bible Society's Committee now present, 
sabscribe at once, from our own means, 60 rix dollars, &c. > 
Bank money, in aid of the Institution, which is to be sent directly 
to their President. 

In further reference to this important Children's Society, it is-* 
stated, that, from the above and other donations, their funds, em- 
ployed for the purchase of Bibles and Testaments,' consisted, on 
the 28th of December, 1BI5, of 198 rix dollars; the number of 
subscribing Children 106, and 08 Adults ; and that, inconsequence' 
of the admission of the latter, the Committee now consisted o^^ 
1^ members, six Children, and six Adults.

9y means of such powerful assistance I shall be enabled to answer 
both the expectations of the Society^ and my own good wishes. . 
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Yovr Loird^ip will kimily allow me to incloM the ciivobr letter 
which I hare issued t6 the Clergy of the Arcbbtshoprick on tfatft 
slifagtecl. Some eflPects of it have already been visible, and 1 fafve 
veason to hope, that they will go ou ioGreasing. The sum ts verjr 
moderate, compured with the resources of the public. •

Extract from an Address of the Archbishop of Upsala, to the 

Clergy of his Diocese. ^

Reverend Brethren, Upsala, September 2, 1816. 

It is but a few years ago that some zealous friends of Chris- 
iHanity in England, united together for the purpose of promoting 
the dispersion of the Holy Scriptures^ ^ w.ell amoipg Christians, 
AS among those of other religions. 

The time past, so pregnant with great and estraordinary events^ 
has been a time of sear^hipg visitation on the part of God ; a time 
when mankind, more than %t any former period, have been taught 
how vain are all their undertakings and endeavours, when, in th^ 
blindness of their pride, they revolt from eternal wisdom, and 
pretend to accomplish any thing without God: — but it has also 
been a time, when the Gospel of Christ, that word of life and 
comfort, in.defiance of the machinations of infidelity and wicked* 
aess, in defiance of the attempt$ of false wisdom to reduce it 
within tbe sphere of the natural man's conceptions ; and, finally^ 
in defiance of the indifference, the lukewarmness, the prejudice 
against godliness^ which have taken possession of men's minds*^ 
has sliown itself as " the power of .God unto. salvation." 

The whole world will soon have to acknowledge, ** The wordi 
of God dwells richly among us." The holy writers speak now io 
almost all the languages of the world. <' Their voice is gone forth 
in every laud, and their words to the end of the earth." Th« 
Bible is in course of translation, and printing, in dialects 
which have hitherto escaped the researches of the learned. The 
followers of Mahomed, Coufucius,. and Bramah, read it. They 
see the Star.of Jesus in the ^t, and go to adore him. Within the 
dominions of Christendom, numerous Bible Societies have been, 
^tahlia^d* upou the model ^f the British and Foreign Bibta 
Society, by whose munificence, they .have profited greatly. Bible« 
are re-printing in all the tapgutiges of Christendom. This treasure 
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of the iBunortal soul, which is of more valiie than all the riches df 
the earth, may be obtained at a very low price, and firequeiitly 
•gratis. The Gospel makes itself known, in its original purity, to 
the poor : and from the payees of the great down to the cottages 
of the lowest, one common Voice begins to resound, ** Thanks be to 
God, which giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ/' 

If, however, this great work is to be brought to perfection ; 
if every pious father of a family, anxiously desiring to possess a 
Bible for the edification of himself, and those belonging to him, 
is to obtain his wishes ; it is necessary that such as have better 
means, should unite more closely together, for the purpose of dis« 
tributiug the wofd of God among the children of poverty. In 
our dear native country there are already five great Bible So- 
cieties established ; namely, at Stockholm, Lund, Gothenburg, 
Westeras, and Wisby. The Archbishop rick is hitherto without 
one. I have, however, the satisfaction of announcing, that a Bible 
Society, for ^e same object, and upon similar grounds, uiider the 
consolatory hope of the Almighty's assistance, is about to be 
established at Upilala. A considerable benefaction, in aid thereof, 
bas been promised by the justly venerated Bible Society, in Lou- 
don. This information will, no doubt, be received with delight 
by the clergy of the diocese, of whose zealous co-operation and 
assistance I make myself assured. t 

. Thedoorisop!ened, my brethren, to promote the increase of 
Christ's kingdom ; and who ought to have this more at heart than 
ourselves, who are called to spread the saving knowledge of God^ 
and Jesus Christ, whom he hath sent ? 

Let ns then, brethren, while we have yet time, do good, and 
not grow weary ; remembering, that, if the opportunities which 
a wise Providence hath prepared for the advancement of what is 
good, be neglected, the fault will lie with those whose duty it is 
to forward it. The time is hastening on, when we shall be no 
longer labourers in the Lord's vineyard, but shall be called before 
%im, to receive our reward. Yet a little while, and the favour- 
able circumstances which now offer, and encourage us to labour 
while it is day, will have vanished. We all recollect the time 
when it was but too common to be ashamed of the Gospel of 
Christ, and a pretended wisdom of reason threatened the expuU 
fton of the word of everlasting life. — Another era is come, 
with more gladdening signs. Let us profit by the more encou- 
raging disposition that begins to prevail, and *' our labour shall 
not be in vain in the Lord." 

For these, and Qther weighty reasons, I have hereby not 
only to desire the reverend Clergy of the Arclibishoprick to 
participate in this establishment for glorifying the name of Jesus^ 
but also, as a friend, to intreat, that ihey will, each within his 
own sphere, in a judicious and zealous manner, animate their 
liearers, ^particularly the more wealthy part,) of whatever raoli 
and sex tbey may be, to contribute, according to their means and 
opportunities^ towards this important object. 
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Grace and peace be with you all, from God and our Lord 
Jesus Christ.

1 join the most sincere assurance, that our Society shall never 
be wanting in active zeal for promoting the knowledge of God, and 
of Jesus Christ, whom he hath sent, as collected from that precious 
revelation which he has conimunicated to us ; and also that; from 
the willingness wherewith people of all classes have met our pro- 
position, we prespmie to eptertain the most cheering hopes of 
success.

Society, to the Rev. Dr. Steinkopff^ 

Reverend and dear Sir, Stockholm, September 10, 181 tf. 

From a heart overflowing with joy do I praise Him who pur* 
chased us with his blood, even our Lord Jesus Christ, who, in his 
wisdom, by means of your generous gift, and also by its effect 
upon the hearts of my countrymen in exciting them to consi- 
derable contributions, has enabled the Swedish Bible Society thuji 
far to advance the glorious Bible cause.

We certainly are in every respect far behin^ 
our brethren in England ; but, when 1 reflect on the state ia 
which we were nine or ten years ago, and compare it with our 
present condition, mine eyes overflow with tears of gratitude and 
joy, and my heart is penetrated with the most lively acknow« 
ledgments to God my Saviour, and to all who were willing to be 
employed as instruments in producing so salutary a change. 
Never can I express the goodness of God, in this* instance, to^ 
wards my beloved countrymen ; much less can I sufliciently 
praise and extol it. Nor shall I be able to find words to describe 
the obligations which my heart acknowledges to the great London 
Bible Society, and the delight which the sense of that obligation 
affords me. Praised be the Lord, who has given me understand- 
ing to discern and to appreciate your benevolent acts, ye generous 
friends of humanity ! If it be impossible for me to select ade- 
quate words to gladden your hearts, still shall the impression of 
the good you have done to my native country, continue with me 
through this life, and follow me into another world, where the 
firuit of the glorious seed you have sown^ will b^ seen and made 
manifest ; where I shall embrace every one of you, who took a 
part, however humble, in support of the work, which has all along 
been crowned with the richest Iflessing of Qod. 

Our Sdbiety's President, and. the Committee desire their 
profound respects to be presented to the excellent Lord Teign* 
mouth, your beloved Bible gbciety's Officers,' and all the Mem* 
bers thereof. May our common Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ

I HASTEN to inform you, that your welcome letter of the 17th 
of April was received by me on the 29th of the same month. ' Yoa 
couhl not ha've honoured me with a commission' more agreeable 
to my heart. The next day, I wrote to Mr. Chrislensen and 
Mr. Otzen, and sent them your order of 100 German, and 100 
Danish Testaments. 

I requested the Re^. Mr, Christensen to distribute, partly by 
sale, and partly gratuitously, the 100 German Testaments, in Ber- 
gen, and deliver the money for those sold, to Bishop Bruu, that 
he might add the same to the coutributions made for the Nor- 
wegian Bible Society. The 100 Danish Testaments I requested 
Um to send hither, that I may distribute them in like manner in 
my parish. 

On the 16th of May, I received an knswer from Mr. Otzen^ 
with 80 Danish Testaments. Concerning the remaining 10, which 
bave, probably, been distributed in Bergen, I expect further in- 
formation. Meanwhile, I request you will be pleased to return my 
tiucere thanks to the British and Foreign Bible Society for the very 
acceptable gift. In a tew weeks, I shall travel round my diocese, and 
distribute the 90 Testaments ; joining with the receivers of the 
iame, in fervent prayer to God, to crown with success and bless- 
ing a Society so fruly benevolent.

The Committee of the Norwegian Bible Society have, to their 
great joy, and with many thanks, received your favour of the.. 
19ih of July, by the hands of the Revereud Provost Hertzberg, 
and have observed therein, with how considerable a gift the British, 
and Foreign Bible Society is inclined to aid our Association, in- 
stituted for similar purposes. The undersigned, to whom, a» . 
a Central Committee, the management of the concerns of the 
Norwegian Bible Society has been confided, hasten to transmit, 
kerewidi the first address, or invitation, issued by the five Bishops, 
in this kingdom, the Court Chaplain in Christiania, and the Pro- 
fessor of Divinity in the Royal Norwegian University ; as also 
the plan for the organization of the Society drawn up by them 
and unanimously accepted, according to which the Central Com- 
mittee conduct the busineiss of the Society. Contributions to a 
great amount have already been received or promised ; and we 
are now endeavouring to establish Auxiliary. Societies throughout 
the kingdom, by means of which the conductors of our Society 
will be enabled to carry on their exertions, in all parts of ther 
country, for the attainment of the end which they have -in view* 
By this address, it will be observed, that the ultimate object of 
the Society, is, only the dissemination of the word of God, to 
tbe exclusion of all human doctrines and elucidations ; and that the 
Society will confine itself simply to the printing and distribution of 
the wdl- known and authorized version of the Bible, by Luther,', 
>vithout any comment or material alteration. The Society also so- 
lemnly binds itself to appropriate the sum given by the British and. 
Foreign Bible Society, as well as the gift of 6600 Rix Bank 
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Dollars, by our Crown Prince, exclusively as a fund, to answer 
the expense of printing the Bible, to the total exclusion of tlie 
charges of printing Resolutions, Extracts of Accounts,' fteligiout 
Tracts, &c. 

Local eircumstances prevent the formation of a distinct Societj 
for the purpose of distributing small Religious Tracts, to the 
'strengthening of the faith ; this is, however, a subordinate ob- 
ject of the Society, and the contributions raised for that purpose 
are to be applied to it solely, without interfering,. in the smallest de- 
gree, with the funds destined for the Bible alone. The Society 6rst 
thought of establishing a printing-press, here, on its own ac- 
count ; but that idea was relinquished, ' as the printing-office of 
the Orphan-house is willing to undertake the printing of th« 
Bible upon the most reasonable terms ; and we hope, this year, 
to be able to begin with the New Testament. 

Having now had the pleasure to inform you. Reverend Sir, of 
the commencement of the activity of our Society, we request you 
will present this statement to the Committee of your Bibte 
Society ; with the assuranee of our .sincere esteem, and cordial 
desire to co-operate with them in the common-cause — the disse- 
mination of the divine doctrines of our Saviour.

From His Excellency Count Steinheil, Governor Geneml of 
Finland, to the Committee of the British and Foreign Bitie 
Society. Abo, August 21, 1816. 

In a letter^ dated St. Petersburg, the 12tb of May last, Mr. 
PatersoQ, who continues with a warm and enlightened zeal to 
promote the general distribution of the Divine Word in the ex- 
tensive provinces of the Russian empire, has informed the Bible 
Society in this place, that the Society in London has again pre* 
sented the Finnish Bible Society with the sum of 300/. sterling, to 
assist in providing stereotype plates for. the proposed edition of 
the New Testament in the Finnish language, with a larger type 
than that used for the 8vo edition on standing types. For thia 
new proof of the noble and christian bounty of its friends in 
London, the Society has now the heart-felt satisfaction to express 
its ' most sincere gratitude* This, and several other previous 
gifts, received from a foreign and distant people, united to us by 
the bonds of christian charity, have encouraged our poor fellow- 
citizens to vie with each other in their well meant endeavours 
for the promotion of the same good and great object, of which 
the inclosed lleport will give you more particular information. 
The hand of God is, evidently, with us ; and who will, or who can 
be against us 1 The mists of darkness and infidelity gradually 
disappear before the rising sun of the new-born day, and the 
gospel light of Christ's glory shall, with the lapse of time, cheer 
and illuminate all his redeemed people. 

As soon as the Finnish Bible on standing types is completed, 
the intended edition of the New Testament on stereotypes shall 
be commenced at the stereotype printing-office in St. Petersburg* 
The Committee also hope soon to put to press the new 'edition of 
the Finnish Bible in 4to., at their own printing-office, for which 
His Imperial Majesty has been graciously pleased to graut the 
Finnish Bible Society a ;ipecial privilege.

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Extract from thfi Report of the Transactions of the Bible Society 
at Abo, in Finland, from the 1st of March, 1815, to the 1st of 
May, 1816. 

Little more than a twelvemonth is elapsed, since the conduc- 
tors of this Bible Society had the satisfaction to render to the 
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public tb«ir Report of antecedent labours in the good cau^e. 
Impressed with humble gratitude to Almighty God, from whonpi 
every good and perfect gift proceeds, your Committee have now> 
the gratification to submit another statement of their exertlonS' 
and successes ; successes eminently influential upon the peace 
and happiness of christian society, and promising better time» 
for the church of Christ : both which circumstances appear in a 
warmer regard for true religion, a deeper reverence of God, and 
a more impressive conviction, that a holy life is not only im-* 
portant, but indispensable. 

The noble and pious sentiments which His Imperial Ma- 
jesty makes his rule of conduct, have been set forth and aii-» 
thenticated before all the nations of Europe. The members, 
of the Bible Society at Abo have lately, by happy expe- 
rience, found these glories of the throne to be realities of the 
greatest importance to them ; for, not only by a letter, bearing His. 
Imperial Majesty's own signature, (addressed under. date of the 
12th March last, O. S. to the Society's President, His Excellency 
the Governor General and Lieutenant General Count Steinheil,) 
has be, in the most gracious tern»s, expressed his approbation of 
this Society's proceedings, assuring them thai they may rely, 
upon his continued support ; but also by two gracious letters^ 
dated the 19th of the same mouth, (addressed by his Privy 
Counsellor, Baron Von Trail, to Count Steinheil,) he hasf 
granted free postage throughout the Russian empire for all 
the Society's letters aqd parcels ; and, moreover, made a loan to 
the Society of 30,000 Rubles in Bank notes, free of interest, to. 
be paid for in three years out of the Finnish Military Fund, as a 
needful assistance towards publishing.a new quarto edition of the 
Finnish Bible ; His Majesty allowing five years for its repay-^ 
meat, to reckon from the time that the said quarto edition shall be 
prjnted and completed. 

Instances of such special benevolence, as well as consideni' 
tiun and care for the Bible cause in Finland, cannot but come 
home to the heart of every reflecting Finlander, not to say every 
truly religious man : they are fit subjects for us to record, as 
we do this day, that we may hand down the memorial of them to 
our posterity. We trace here the hand of iiim " who worketh 
in us both to will and do of his own ^ood pleasure ;'' who is him- 
self" the true Light, that lighteth every man that cometh into, 
the world;" Him whose gracious promises teach us to expect bis 
word to dwell richly among us, till all shall know Him from the* 
least to the greatest, purifying our hearts by faith, and sanctify^, 
ing our lives and conduct. 

The Report then states, at length, vatious particulars, of whUA 
theJoUowing is the substance : — That the Society has endeavour* 
ed to make good its promise of publishing the octavo Old Tes-^ 
tament in Finnish from standing types, which would complete a, 
Bible designed more particularly for young persons, and, from its 
cheapness, for the poor, . " - 
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. That of the dOOO eopies mentioned iu the last year's Report, 
2800 have been either distributed gratis within the two dioceses 
of Finland, or sold at a low price : — That further sales are goin^ 
OB ; Mr. Frenckcll, Printer to the University, having engaged 
to sell, free of commission, any number of copies that may be 
deposited with him : 

That, besides the sales in Finland, a requisition for 1000 copies 
was made, and sent to the St. Petersburg Bible Society for dis- 
tribution at their expense, among the Finnish inhabitanrs in In- 
germannia, who had moreover experienced the noble minded care 
of the St. Petersburg Society, in a supply of 5000 copies : — That 
the St. Petersburg Society bad, in addition, ordered 1000 other 
impies, which will be sent to them as soon as bound : 

That, the types of tlie New Testament being much worn by 
repeated editions, even before the types of the Old Testament 
bave been completed, and many applications having come in for a 
sterotype edition of the New Testament in larger print, suited 
for old and weak sighted people, the Society trusts it will he en- 
abled, in the Report for 1817, to give some satisfactory account 
of its progress ; intending, however, first, to complete the edi- 
tion- now in hand by standing types : 

That the Society's Report for last year, mentioned with grati- 
tude the noble minded British and Foreign Bible Society's do- 
nation of 500/. to aid the intended quarto edition of the Bible, by 
moveable types: — ^That the loan of His Majesty the Emperor has 
determined the Society to embark in this undertaking without 
further delay : 

That' the Society, in the course of the last year, was careful to* 
provide Swedish Bibles for such inhabitants of Finland, as read 
only that language : 

That, having tihis year ordered 400 more Swedish Bibles, tiie 
Society intends to make an equally expeditious distribution of 
them, and thus, in a measure, endeavour to fulfil the magnanimous 
and benevolent intention of the British and Foreign Bible Society^ 
expressed by a donation of 200/. announced to the Society, first 
by Pastor Paterson, and confirmed in a most kind letter to Count 
Steinheil, from the Right Honourable Lord Teignmouth : 

That, in order further to act up to the kind wishes of the Bri- 
tish and Foreign Bible Society, they have been distributing 250 
Swedish Bibles among various indigent and pious persons : 

That the Society's original plan, as contemplating a more ready 
supply of Finnish Bibles not only for sale, but also for gratuitous 
distribution, is kept distinctly in view; and that addresses have 
been circulated, inviting persons who can afford it, to contribute 
towards a Bible fund, ror general purposes, but specially for 
gratuitous distribution ; 2100 of these circulars were sent out^ 
and the result liad produced, by the end of April, (1810,) more 
than 12,445 Rubles. 

That the Society have moreover obtained a promise from the^ 
Deans of tiie churches in the various distant districts of Finland^ 
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to become collectors of such donations or yearljf subscriptions 
as might otherwise, for want of channels to forward them to Abo^ 
lo the Institution, be lost.

. The Central Bible Society for Prussia, celebrated, on the 2d 
of this month, their second Anniversary, with a religious solem* 
nitj. They had gratefully to record many benefits which Provi- 
dence had been pleased to confer upon them from the time of 
their first establishment ; as not only their beginnings had greatly 
prospered, but they had increased in extent, and might joyfully 
look forward to a rich and plentiful harvest. With sentiments 
of the sincerest gratitude, tney acquainted the numerous and 
deeply affected assembly on this solemn occasion, that the Bri« 
tish and Foreign Bible Society, not satisfied with having granted 
them powerful support at their first outset, and afterwards af- 
forded assistance to four of their filial Societies, at fireslau, 
Buntzlau, Liegnitz, and Wesel, by a donation of 100/. to each,'bad 
manifested the continuance of its parental kindness and good-will 
towards this Society, by a further gift of 600/. We are thus 
enabled to carry that into immediate execution, which otherwise 
might have long remained a pious, but ineffectual wish ; and to 
administer relief to multitudes from the inexhaustible fountain of 
comfort and salvation. According to the desire of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, we shall forward to Greifswalde the 
stipulated number of 600 copies of the whole Bible, and as many 
New Testaments, as soon as our printing presses can supply us ; and 
our filial Society at Iserlohn shall have siich a share of the 500/. 
remitted to us, as, on an investigation of their present funds, it 
may seem to require. While in this manner we employ what the 
revered British and Foreign Bible Society has intrusted to our 
care, and while our hearts are thus filled with additional joy, none 
have a greater right to a participation in it, than those noble and 
generous Britons, whom Divine Providence has chosen as its in^ 
struments to spread around them its unspeakable blessings. United 
with them in the promotion of the same end, the members of the 
Central Prussian Bible Society will make it their chief otiject to 
follow, as much as lies in their power, the example set before 
them, and to dr&w the bands closer, by which they are already 
united to them, as well as to all those whose aim it is to have the ' 
Gospel preached unto the poor. What otherwise we have been 
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able to do, during the past yenr, will be communiciited to tbe Bri- 
tish aod Foreign Bible Society, by means of our Second Annual 
Report, which we shall not fail to send them, together with an 
Address and Invitation drawn up by a meu>ber of our Com- 
mittee. 

Please to accept our pious wishes for the increasing prosperity 
of your undertaking, and tliat of every Member of your So- 
ciety.

Berlin, December, 1816. 

Mr. Elsner, Secretary to the Prussian Central Bible Society, 
has delivered to us the Rev. Dr. Steinkopff 's letter to him, of tlie 
29th of last October, together with the gift of 450/. sterling from 
the revered British and Foreign Bible Society, by the transmis- 
sion of which, we have another convincing proof of that Society's 
readiness to assist our labours : for this kindness we, and all 
those who may reap the fruits of this pious gift, are bound to 
return you our cordial thanks. Our arrangements respecting the 
(printing of the Holy Scriptures in Wendish have so far advanced, 
that we hope soon to make a beginning ; and we have the pleasure 
of informing the respected British and Foreign Bible Society, that, 
besides the Wendish Bible, weintend to print a separate edition of 
the New Testament in Wendish, together with the German, on pa- 
rallel pages, which is necessary for many of the Wends. Of the 
* 450/. sent to us, 200/. shall, according to your desire, be appro- 
priated to the Wendish : the remaining 250/. are designed for the 
edition in German ; for the accomplishment of which, we are soli- 
cited in the most pressing manner by many thousands of our fellow- 
Christians, who long to partake of the fountain of eternal troth* 
At present, we are confined to the distribution of Bibles which we 
receive from the Canstein Institution, and from a few other 
bresses occupied in printing the Bible. 

We hope that the health of the excellent Lord Teignmouth has 
long since been re-establishsd, and that the happiest effects will 
continue to attend the beneficial exertions of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society.

Berlin, from the, id of August, 1815, to the same date, 1816. 

Th E Directors of the Prussian Central Bible Society, now about to 
reader an account of their operations during the second year of 
their establishment, feel it a duty incumbent on them to express their 
praLse and git^titdide for the Divine blessing which has so attended 
their exertions, that their labours ia the past year have not been, 
altogether ii^ vain ; and they have reason to expect, that in time 
they will be able to remove many obstacles which have hitherto 
ahacklcd their activity. They have received from more than one 
<]tuarter, much valuable encouragement and support ; and have had 
opf)Qrtuiuties to profit by experience, and to adopt measures which 
will open a more extended field for the promotion of the object 
they have ia view. The number of filial Societies has increased; 
aad they have received most gratifying accounts, not only of the 
zeal which animates them, but also of what individuals, in the. 
true spirit of Cbri&tianity, have privately done, to promote the 
dilCiision of the Holy Scriptures.. 

They £eel in a higU degree encouraged by the condescend- 
ing manner in which His Majesty, the King, was graciously 
pleased to accept the first year's Report, humbly presented to. 
him, and particularly by the rescript, in which His Majesty ex- 
presses his sense of tlie importance of their object, in terms 
which clearly exhibit the generally acknowledged benevolence 
of our Monarch. .Several other branches of tite Royal Family 
have given the most honourable testimonies of their attache 
ment to the object, not only at the festival of the inaugura- 
tion of the Society, but abo on occasions subsequent to that 
period. 

Here follows an account of the receipts, SfC. amounting t^ 
nearly 7000 rix dollai^. 

Referring to the Canstein Institution,, the Report proceeds: 

Although, in coiisec|uence of the restoration of pea^^e, that prints 
ing Establishment is no longer in want of hands, and, notwithstanding' 
the previous number of presses has lately been increased, the Di- 
rectors of it have been so overwhelmed with orders, for someyears> 
past, from the newly established Bible Societies, tliat, with 1 heir- 
utmost exertions, and all the means they possess, they have been, 
able to execute them only in part. The Prussian Central Bible So- 
ciety, retting, till within a few months of last year, on the supply- 
promised from Halle,* found itself, as well as many of its afii^ 
liated Societies, much embarrassed in its operations ; and .a 
considerable part of the money in hand could not be employed^ 
owing to the disappointment it experienced! 

The Committee have not failed to adopt proper measures 
to prevent the recurrence of similar disappointments. To satisfy 
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the loqging after the possession of the Holy Scriptures, which, 
to the great joy of all real Christians, has manifestedi itself 
in these our days, they will leave no means in their power 
unemployed. They intend not only to continue their coa- 
.nexion with tlie Canstein Institution, but also to commence 
themselves a cheap edition of the Bible, which they will take 
great care to have printed upon good types, and with a cor- 
rect text* 

In the distribution of the Bibles in hand, and of such copies 
as could be procured, the Committee have not lost sight of 
those most pressingly in want of them : 2008 German Bibles, 
and 1538 Testaments, have been disposed of. In Berlin, 
the distribution of 532 Bibles and 24 Testaments, was managed 
by clergymen, schoolmasters, and individual members of the 
Committee, who chiefly supplied y6ung people about to be 
confirmed, and poor children at school. 100 Bibles were 
Toted to the Ladies' Association, at their request, for the use of 
distressed families, the greater part of which have been distributed. 
The Committee forwarded to several Superintendents in the 
Electoral Mark, for the use of the small towns and villages, 
725 Bibles, and 10 Testaments; and for distribution iu the 
schools of that district, 400 Bibles, and 1003 Testaments: 
40 ^opies of the Testament, of the Ratisbon edition, for Chris- 
tians of the Catholic persuasion, were applied for, and given. 
An opportunity to purchase 400 copies of the Wendjsh v^rsioi^ of 
the Old Testament, was not nedecte^; an^ 20p were dis- 
tributed. They w^re alsp able to dispose of 670 Bibles, find 995 
Testaments, in the Polish language,' out of what they bad ia 
store. In this number are included 100 New Tes^ame^ts, which, 
ijt the request of tlie Minister of the Interior, are designed for the 
congregation of a new church in Fuerstenwalde, in Eastern 
Prussia, which is now erecting. The considerable number of Bo- 
iiemiah Bibles on hand, e^iabled the Committee to distribute 1733 
among those in want of them ; and they had, besfides, the pleasure: 
to gladden the hearts of 300 poor Bohemian families in Silesia, by 
making them a present of Bibles. The whole number of German,, 
Bohemian, Polish, and Wendish Bibles distributed last year, 
amounts to 4611 copies : 1903 German and Polish Testament^ 
have also been disposed of. In the two years of the establishment 
of the Society, there havc^ been distributed 9362 co])ies of 
the Uolj^ Scriptures, ifi four, and 295S| Testaments^ in twp 
languages. 

It is proper here to notice, that, ^inee the 2d of August last^ 
some changes have taken place in the members composing the 
Committee of the Prussian Central Bible Society. By the de- 
cease of the Aiipister of State, Baron Von der Reck, they have 
lost one of th^ir Vice Presidents, a most excellent man, full of 
zeal in the cause of Christianity. In the first year of their 
establishment, they experienced a similar loss, by the death 
of another of their Vice Presidents, the Baron Von Schroter^ 
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Minister of State. Both these vacancies the Committee have 
since filled up, by the election of the actual Privy Counsellor^ 
Von Klewitz, and the Counsellor of State, Nicolovius. 

According to the statutes, seven Members of the Committee 
have gone out by lot,, but they were re-elected by a majority of 
the remaining members ; and Mr. Nicoiai, the Ecclesiastical 
Counsellor, was also chosen an additional member of the Com- 
mittee. On account of the great increase of business, it was 
thought necessary to fill up pne of the Secretaryships, hitherto 
left vacant ; and, agreeably to the request of the Committee, the 
Rev. Mr. Mann, Chaplain of Brigade, took upon himself that 
charge. 

With respect to its Auxiliaries, the Prussian Central Bible 
Society is enabled to give very gratifying accounts. The 
12 filial Societies mentioned in the Report of the first year, (of 
which that at Breslau, reckoned, on the 14th of January, 1815, 
upwards of 200 Members,) have continued in activity ; and 
eight new Associations have been added, namely, at Stettin, Hal- 
berstadt, Cleves, Liegnitz, Bunzlau, Gorlitz, Frankfurt on the 
Oder, and Soraw. The Committee expect shortly to hear of 
the organization of two fresh Associations at Stralsund and Halle. 
A small Bible Association ought not to pass unnoticed ; it was 
founded at Buchwald, in the.Silesian mountains, at the instance 
of the Countess Von Reden, Dowager of the late Minister of 
State, and has done much good. Through the filial Society at 
poeslin, seven Branch Societies have been established in the 
neighbouring places, at Riigenwalde, Stolpe, Schlawe, Coerlin^ 
Belgard, Poltzin, and Colberg. 

By the accounts received from all the filial Societies, it appears, 
that, since their establishment, they have received from the British 
and Foreign Bible Society donations, to the amount of 1G06/. ; 
and the receipts of 13 Associations connected with our Estab- 
lishment, have, in the aggregate, during the last twelve 
months, amounted to more than 9599 rix dollars, (about 
1600/.) This accumulation of money could not, however, be 
all brpugjit into use, on account of the non-delivery of the 
whole of this copies ordered from the Canstein Institution in 
Halle. There have, however, been distributed by 14 filial So- 
cjiities, and the Association in 3uchwald, 6336 Bibles, 3855 
New Testaments, and 193 Psalters. The manner in which the 
distribution has been conducted, as far as it is known to the Com* 
mittee, has proved highly satisfactory. Due regard appears to 
have been *paid to the wants of children at school, particularly 
to those about to be confirmed. Care, has also been taken to 
supply indigent persons with the Bible, on the day of their mar- 
riage. The aged poor have received Bibles with lafrger priirt. 
i:he Bible Society at Wesel has distributed 50 Bibles, 3 Tes- 
taments, and 74 Psalters, among the wounded in the hospitals ; 
these they had received, for that purpose, from the British and Fo- 
feign Bible Society. Bibles have been given to diligent children. 
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at the sebool yisitfttionsy by way of reward ; and they have re- 
ceived permission to bestow upon their poor school-fellows the 
copies they had before been in the habit of using. The distri- 
bution in Ceeslin and Riigenwalde took place, with great so^ 
kmnity, on Easter Sunday, before the altar, after an appropriate 
discourse delivered by the minister. The Reports of the filial 
Societies will in future be transmitted to the Committee by the 
end of June, in order to be noticed in the Annual Report. Se- 
veral important passages iVom* those received, will be found in 
the Appendix. Some matters of fact contained in them wilt 
please those who are friendly to the cause, and have therefore been 
considered as worthy of insertion. Many of the Superintendents 
and Clergymen in the Old Mark, have supplied the poor in theii: 
dioceses and parishes with Bibles during the distresses of last 
year, by their own means ; and some patrons of churches, (espe- 
cially Baron Von Alvensleben, at Erxleben,) have particularly 
distinguished themselves by similar acts of benevolence. Mr.' 
Solbrig, Bailiff of the circle, and land-owner at Zuchai:, has ap^ 
propriated 200 rix dollars for the purpose of distributing the 
Bible. The Bible Society in Wesel speak in high terms of th^ 
support received from Baroness Von Wylicb, born Countess of 
Stolberg Wernigerode. A desire for Bibles and Testaments was 
manifested by the ^h Regiment of the Westphalian Militia, to 
such a degree, that many reserved so much out of their pay 
as enabled them to provide themselves with copies. 

To the great satisfiiction of the Committee, it appears, from, 
some Reports, that there are districts which are sufficiently 
supplied with the Holy Scriptures, and stand in no further 
need of the assistance of Bible Societies, or at least to any, 
ei^tent. In the Duchy of Cleves almost every Protestant fiimily 
k in possession of at least one Bible. A laudable custom exists 
in the principality of Halberstadt, which is, that a new married* 
couple present to each other a Bible and a Hymn Book. These 
books remain, and are looked upon as family articles ; and children^ 
who are not absolutely orphans, are seldom in want of a Bible. 
The fiKal Society in Halberstadt has, for this reason, expressed' 
its readiness to contribute as much as lies in its jiower, towards 
relieving the great want of Bibles in other districts. 

Tliis offer is the more acceptable, as many parts of the Prussian 
States are still in want of considerable assistance. By accounts 
received from St^ndal, the deficiency of Bibles, through the circlies 
there, is much greater in the towns than in the country; ia 
tbe villages, not so great among the farmers as among the cot- 
tagers and inmates. Many complaints have been made from' 
Wesel, Danzig, and Stettin, of the scarcity of Bibles in schools, 
and in poor families. The great want of Bibles in Prussia and 
Lithuania, noticed in the last Report, still requires effectual as- 
sistance. To give some idea of the present state of things, it may, 
suffice to mention, that, for the schools in the Grand Duchy of 
Pomerania alone, 4409 Bibles, and 809 Testaments ; and in the 
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district of Liegnitz, 3454 Bibles, nr! 432 Testaments, are want- 
ed. According to the Reports of the Superintendents in the 
Electoral Mark, 6742 Bibles, and 570 Testaments, are re- 
quired for the use of schools and poor families. There is, con- 
sequently, much still to be done: but the Societies in Prussia^ 
trusting to Divine assistance, hope to improve in strength and 
means, so as to overcome this want in time ; and rely on the sup- 
port of benevolent Christians, of whom there are, thank God, 
many, among high and low, in the Prussian States. 

To keep these Christian sentiments alive, (particularly as the 
celebration of the First Anniversary of the Society seemed to 
have made a very beneficial impression on the inhabitants of 
this city,) it was considered proper to repeat that solemnity on 
the 2d of August of this year. The invitation to attend it iias 
given in a publication from the pen of Professor Dr. Neander, and 
was entitled, " Weighty Sentences from the Writings of the Fa- 
thers and Teachers of the Church, respecting the general and 
proper Use of the Holy Scriptures ; to which are added a few 
words, by way of Prefi&ce and Conclusion." The solemnity took 
place, in the same manner as last year, in the church of the Holy 
Trinity, the use of which had been granted for that purpose. 
The ceremony commenced with a prayer by the Chaplain of the 
CouYt, the Rev. Mr. Theremin ; some hymns were next sung by 
the choir, in which the numerous congregation joined ; and then 
followed the sermon, preached by the Rev. Mr. Hermes, from 
John V. 80. " Search the Scriptures ; for in them ye think ye have 
eternal life, and they are they which testify of me.'' The vocal 
music of the choir, to which, as formerly, several ladies and 
gentlemen, lovers of sacred music, volunteered their services, was 
led by Mr. Heilwig, the director of music. At the conclusion, 
the Report was read, containing the state of this Society during 
the last year, and what the whole of the Bible Societies in th^ 
Prussian States had in the same period been able to perform. 
The collection by voluntary contributions at the church-doors, 
amounted to 242 fix dollars, 14 gilders, (about 40/.) 

At the celebration of this Anniversary, the Prussian Central 
Society had the happiness to announce to the assembly present, 
that it had very lately received from the British and Foreign 
Bible Society a gift of 500/. sterling, accompanied by a very 
friendly and sympathising letter. Blessed be those who are able 
to support so pious a cause in a manner so effectual, and wfao' 
-nake so noble a use of their earthly riches! Thanks to the Giver 
of all gpod, that he has raised up men, wfao labour with the 
warmest 2eal to satisfy the thirst after the knowledge of the doc- 
trines and consolations of the Holy Scriptures, even in the re- 
motest countries upon earth. May he further bless what is doing 
with a. sincere desire to promote the extension of his kingdom 
among all nations !

Extract from a Report of the Gumbingen Branch Society. 

Februan^M, 1816. 
In the distribution of the Holy Scriptures, the character, as 
well as the penury of the receivers, is duly considered ; and 
since the clergy are engaged in this labour of love, it is less likely 
that copies should be given away to persons who are not de- 
serving of them. A clergyman gave a Bible to a person addicted 
to drunkenness; adding some suitable injunctions : and he had 
the great joy to perceive this straying sheep become so deeply 
affected by the present, that from that very day he renounced the 
▼ice which he had practised for so many years. 



Extract from the Report of the Bible Asiociation at Buehwald 
and iinirl, near ochmiedeberg^ in Sileeia. Jvnt 19, 1815. 

By the indefatigable exertions of His Majesty's Minister of 
State, His Excellency Count Reden, who was desirous to see a 
Branch Society established here, after the pattern of the smaller 
Bible Associations in Great Britain, and a plan of which he had 
concerted in his own mind, with much judgment, and, in a tndy 
Christian spirit. A few respectable m^n, of pious character, were 
convened, and tlie wish of the Count was made known to them. 
They willingly agreed to it, and united themselves in a Committee. 
The Countess was pleased to take an active share in the business, 
and presented each Member of the Committee, on the da^ of 
their uajon for the purpose of disseminating the Bible, with a 
copy of the likeness of Luther. 

The schoolmaster of the place was chosen Secretary ; and a 
unanimous resolution adopted, that the parishes oi the respective 
places should be supplied first, and afterwards the mountain cot- 
tages, where the want of the Scriptures is very great. 

Accordingly, a visitation from house to house was instituted in 
both parishes, in order to ascertain the number of copies exists 
ing, and to collect contributions for the purchase of such Bibles 
and Testaments as were wanting; on which occasion, every one 
gave according to his ability, and several had their names put 
down as subscribers.

. I HAVE been occupied ever since December last, till one o'clock 
. every forenoon, with the revisai of the Turkish Bible, comparing 
it with the original text, and likewise with the Vulgate, the 
Lutheran translation, and the Arabic version; and yet I have 
not advanced farther than to the 5th chapter in Numbers. By 
Ibis meansy i have provided so much copy, that the printer may 
begin, and will not be able to overtake me ; because I con« 
tinue daily the revisai, which will thus go on as the printing 
itself proceeds.

Berlin, June 30, 1818. 

A SERIOUS illness, from which, after six months duration, I 
am not yet fully recovered, as .well as my daily employment with 
the* Turkish Bible^ has prevented me from giving an earlier 
reply to your letter of the 11th of April. 

The 14th sheet has been revised, and is now in the press. It 
reaches to the 31st chapter in Exodus. I stated, in a former 
letter, the reasons which induce me to consider the printing of 
the New Testament, previously tothat of the Old, unsuitable: but 
it depends upon the British and Foreign Bible Society to make 
a different arrangement ; though, for my own part, I could not 
DOW proceed to the New Testament, without a previous revisai 
of the text, which would take me a year. I have not left myself 
even one hour for the pursuit of my private studies. The la- 
bour is two- fold. The first consists in the revisai of the MS.« 
which is not without its defects : the second in the correc- 
tion of the proof sheets,— requiring a constant attention 
both to the words and to the placing of the vowel points.

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The Mahometans have, ever since the first establishmeat ^ of 
their religion, acknowledged the necessity of writing their Koran 
with vowel points ; much more necessary is this with regard to 
onr sacred writings, on account of the misunderstandings to 
which the oriental languages are so liable, if unaccompanied with 
them. 

I speak as one who is not uninformed on this subject, of which, 
f trust, I have given substantial proofs, in my works pubhVhed 
since 1811, and more especially in the second volume of my 
Memorabilia of Asia,

Even by my illness, I have not suffered myself to be detained 
from continuing the revisal of the work, inconvenient as it proved 
to me, and even an aggravation of my complaint.

ciety. Berlin^ April 1, 1617. 

I AM just returned from visiting Baron Von Diez, whom I went 
to see, in order to give you some accurate information respecting 
his health. He was resting his head on his writing-desk, hardly 
able to speak ;' but the few words he said gave me great pleasure. 

" I still indulge a hope,'' said he, ** that God will restore me, 
that 1 may finish the Turkish Bible ; but if He should have other* 
wise ordered it. His will be done. I can say with Paul, ' If I 
live, I live unto the Lord ; or if 1 die, I die unto the Lord/ I par- 
took," continued he, ** of the Lord*s supper last week, in order to 
be strengtheaed thereby in the communion with my Saviour. 
Here he ceased, being exhausted. I am more inclined to think 
he will soon finish hit earthly career than that he will recover.

Cottbus, September, 181Q. 

Among the Wends and the Germans in these parts, both youne 
and old, there are strong indications of a desire for the word of 
God. This has proved a source of sincere delight. I thank- 
fully bow my knees unto the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that a supply of Bibles has been obtained for distribution 
among the poor Wends in tlieir own language; but there 
is still room for more. lu Lower Lusatia there are at least 
20,000 Wends, who are unacquainted with any other than their 
own vernacular tongue; and when I look towar<fs my own 
countrymen, the Wends in Upper Lusatia, I can with confidence 
assert, that their number exceeds 80,000. They are incapable 
of expressing any idea but in their own Wendish language, and 
it would be worth while seriously to think of providing for 
them. £ndeavours have for a long time past been made, (and they 
are now increased in a tenfold degree,) to change the Wendish for 
the German language ; and it is certainly true, tliat, by many and 
repeated exertions, the latter language has gained the ascen- 
dancy among the Wends ; so that there may be now no more than 
about 100,000 Wends, who can worship God in no other lan- 
guage tlian their own, while the whole population is calculated 
to amount to 260,000 souls. When I resided in the country, and 
had to instruct no other than Wendish children, the words of our 
Saviour frequently occurred to my mind : '^ These ought ye to 
have done, and not leave the otlier undone." 1 mean, that the 
German language should be chiefly used in schools and churches, 
tp make tlie Wends familiar with it ; but as to religious discourses 
tending to the improvement of the mind, the use of the Wendish 
is for tl>e present absolutely necessary. I have been so fortunate 
as to do more with respect to the German language than any 
other country sclioolmaster whatever, and to the consciousness 
of this the conviction is joined, that it has not been detrimental 
to the main object. But, notwithstanding, I am certain that 
more than two or three generations must pass away, before the 
obliteration of the Wendish language is completed. My father^ 
whose long experience, during 36 years, entitles his opinion to 
respect, coincides with me. He thought, at first, that, by un- 
wearied exertions, he might be able to introduce the German lan- 
guage among his congregation, and although he did not altogether 
labour in vain, yet he could not fully succeed ; the same haii 
happened to many other worthy men. 

Opportunities of sowing good seed will never be wanting here. 
I have to insteuct daily about 400 children ; the greater part oC 
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ivhom are very poor, and some orphans. I am klso clerk in a 
church, which, during divine service, is frequently so crowded, that 
the congregation may amount to about 3000. When I consider 
this desire to attend divine worship, and the behaviour of the 
children at school, I may justly rejoice that the time is approaclr- 
ing, when young and old will hasten to hear the word of God, 
and millions join together, under the banner of the cross of 
Christ, to worship and adore him who for their sakes suffered 
and died.

From the Minutes of a Meeting of the Provincial Bihfe Society 
at Breslau, on the 9th of September, 1816. 

The Provincial Bible Society in this city, having been informed 
©f the arrival of the Rev. Mr. Piukerton, and of his wish to at- 
tend a meeting of the Society, assembled this day, and had 
the happiness of being honoured with his company. The first 
subject taken into consideration was, whether, on account of the 
uncertain and scanty supply of Bibles from Halle, for the want of 
which the Society had been too much fettered in its exertions, 
it might not be advisable to cause a new edition of Luther's ver* 
sion to be printed here. The question having undergone proper 
discussion, it was the unanimous opinion of the Meeting, that the 
purpose of the Society would be fully auswered, if the Bible 
were to be printed here, as the want of that Holy Book became 
every day more and more apparent. After sundry proposals 
made by Mr. Pinkerton, it was resolved, with respect to the 
printing of the Bible, to enter into a negociation with Mr. 
Barth, the printer^ for printing 5000 Bibles, and 5000 New Tea.- 
taments.

From the Thuringian Bible Society, to the Rev. Dr. Schwabe, in 

London. 

Erfurth, October 0, 18 IG. 

Through the kind intervention of the Rev. Dr. Steinkopff; 
the British and Foreign Bible So<3»ety presented us, on the dd of 
June, with the sum of 50/. 

In rendering our sincerest thanks to that Soeiety for its 
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liberal ^upi^ort, we are bound to acknowledge, that, without their 
aid, we should soon have been at a loss for means of supplying 
the poor with the Gospel. The deep wounds inflicted on our 
country b^ an implacable enemy, and the ruin of its former 
opulence, bear too hard upon us, to allow the contributions of 
the friends of the Bible to have been greater than they ac- 
tually are. To these calamities must be added, the general inun- 
dation which happened in this district on the 28th of June 
last, the bad harvest in consequence of it, and the present 
' high price of corn. We must therefore freely coi^ess, that, 
neither in this nor the following year, an increase in the contri- 
butions can possibly be expected in this province. But yet our 
heart burns with a desire to disseminate the word of God, the 
ivord of life and salvation, among all around us ; at the same time^ 
it grieves us to be under the necessity of being beboldeu to fo- 
reign assistance for the gratification of even a very small part of 
our desire. 

We request you. Reverend Sir, to return, in our name, to the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, our sincerest thanks for its 
kind assistance, and to state, that it shall be conscientiously 
and properly applied. 

We beg leave also to request, that you will have the goodness 
to lay before that honoured Society the following statement : 

By the last regulation, a part of Saxony has been annexed to 
this Royal Frussiau department, and we stand now in con- 
nexion with five Superiutendents belonging to the ceded province, 
by which our business is much increased, but will also in many 
respects be performed more expeditiously. In Prussian Mindenon 
the Weser, a Bible Society has been established as a filial Society 
to ours ; and we have sent them, as a beginning, a supply of 100 
copies of the Bible. It would be highly gratifying to us, if our 
means should, in time, admit of our rendering eiiectual assistance 
to this filial Society. 

Jo conclusion, we pray that the blessing of the Almighty may 
rest upon you ; and we beg of you to be assured of our sincerest 
f espect for you.

At the animating and edifying Anniversary of our Society, 
which gave a fresh impulse to the whole work, we remembered 
you with grateful afiRection. 



JVmb a Speech delivered by the Minf , o» the FirH Anniversary ef 
the Grand Duehf of Berg Bible Society, held at Berg, in the 
Refwmid Chmrch, on the I6th of August, 1816. 

The festival to which I bid you all that are here assembled, 
welcome, is a new and extraordinary one, sueh as was never heard 
of in our country before. The age in which we live may be de- 
nominated the age of festivals, as we have been called to celebrate 
them, much more frequently than our forefathers. When great 
deeds are achieved, there is much room to rejoice. Many thanks 
are due to the Almighty for his help ; and the importance of 
such events should be recorded in a manner calculated to im- 
press the minds of future generations. But a Bible festival is of 
so uncommou a nature, that it requires a particular distinction. 
No great and eminent hero, no single remarkable occurrence, 
occasion our assembling here this day ; the present meeting is 
convened for the noblest and most sacred purposes ; and all our 
cotemporaries are interested in it. We are brought together 
by no public mandate, but by a spontaneous impulse felt by the 
whole community. 

This festival has no connexion whatever with political con- 
cerns. Its sole object is, to make known the pearl of great price^ 
the gracious revelation of God. No particular tenets of different 
religious persuasions are to be discussed here, but we meet 
under the influence of a union elevated far above party distinc- 
tions. 

None but clergymen who do not belong to that religious per- 
suasion* to whose worship this church is dedicated, will address 
^ou this day. At our next Anniversary, none but the clergy of 
the Reformed profession of faith will take the lead in this festi- 
vity in the Lutheran church. Uncommon as this circumstance 
may appear to you, it is surely a pleasing consideration, that it 
attests the real and pure christian love which animates the Bible 
Society. 

The object of that Society is as simple as it is large and ex- 
tensive. The account of the fall of man, the prophecies of the 
fytnie universal establishment of Christ's kingdom on earth, the 
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glad tidings of the Son of God, who lowered himself to become 
tile Saviour of the world, the history of the world from its first 
commencement to its glorious close, of our deep debasement to 
our heavenly exaltation — these are the interesting truths ivhich it 
is proposed to disseminate among the poorest of the human race, 
till not an individual on the face of the globe be found destitute 
of a Bible. 

On viewing this object, can you imagine any thing more simple, 
and yet more sublime I God himself has declared, that the earth 
shall be filled with the knowledge of the glory of the Lord, that 
every nation shall come and worship him, and his light shall shine 
upon the Gentiles. How can the moral gloom as yet spread over 
hundreds of millions be dispelled, and their hearts recovered 
from sin, but by the word of the living God 1 In what way can 
mere nominal christians be stimuhited to the discharge of their 
various duties, but by the aid of that word which is able to rend 
asunder even the hardest rocks 1 It is this which points out the 
way to eternal salvation, not to one individual merely, or to a few, 
but to mankind in general ; and the diffusion of that word is the 
object of the Bible Society. 

The Bible Society was first established in England ; but almost 
•very Association, formed after its example, has enjoyed its liberal 
support. This is accounted for by the circumstance, that no 
country upon earth possesses, in an equal degree, the inclination 
and the ability to accomplish so vast a design. 

Futile is the objection, that the diffusion of the Scriptures be- 
longs exclusively to Christian ministers. They, indeed, are 
bound to elucidate the Sacred Volume, and, for that purpose, 
te endeavour to search^ it with peculiar industry and care. 
But the distribution of it is the work of Bible Societies ; and if 
the clergy are inclined to act their part, they will find the means 
of doing it. In this manner, all may go hand in hand, and the 
clergy have much reason ^o rejoice at the establishment of such an 
Institution. 

It is not necessary now to lay before you the importance and 
the beneficial aim of such an Institution, or to enlarge upon its mag* 
nitude as well as its simplicity. Such an institution was imperiously 
eaUedfor by the necessities of our time. The reading of the Bible, 
translated into vernacular tongues, has been made easy to the 
people ever since the days of the Reformation. But in the last 
century infidelity reared its head on high, threatening the church, 
and contauunating the world. Truth and faith vanished ; the 
ties which till then had bound subjects to their allegiance, the 
bonds of love which united families, were dissolved. A way was 
thus prepared for the admission of every evil. Revolt, wars, and 
rumours of wars, tyranny, famine, and interri^pted intercourse 
between nations, were the baneful consequences. Thus punished 
•ad humbkd, we acknowledged our fiiults ; a general desire was 
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> 
kindled, to apply to God, to embrace religion aud Christianity; 

and many pious persons began to declare aloud their longing 
after heavetdy comfort. The deplorable want of spiritual know- 
ledge made it necessary to begin the work of checking intidelity, 
by enlightening the people. This object could be secured by no 
means so effectually, as by a wide distribution of the Scriptures, 
with a view to which, it was found indispensable to establish a 
Bible Society. 

It was reserved for England, that highly favoured country, to 
be the first to become conscious of this great necessity. The 
Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge had been solicited to 
favour the Principality of Wales with a supply of Bibles. Several 
were sent, in consequence ; but soon afterwards the caH for a fur- 
ther supply became general. This occasioned the formation of a 
Bible Society, which should comprehend not Wales alone, nor Eng- 
land and the Continent of Europe, but the whole inhabited world. 

A small Society of Christians, established, long afterwards, in 
this place, distributed about 1200 Bibles and New Testaments. 
But no sooner were we^ roused from our dangerous lethargy, 
scarcely had the wonderful works which the Lord wrought in Rus- 
sia, on the Rhine, and in France, given us some repose, than we 
looked forward, with some hope, into futurity. In those never to 
be forgotten days, Mr. Pinkerton, a Scottish divine, appeared 
among us. A meeting of several of our fellow- citizens took place, 
on the 13th of July, 1814; every one present caught a portion of 
the spirit of that good man. In full reliance on the assistance 
of God, a Bible Society was formed. The first meeting took 
place on the IGth of August, two years ago; since which several 
Auxiliary Societies have been formed in Remscheid, Cologne, So- 
lingen, &c. Our receipts, at the close of 1815, amounted, in- 
cluding the benefactions of the Parent Society, to 7039 rix dol- 
lars, with which we have purchased 1222 Bibles, 1822 New Tes- 
taments, and 8800 printed copies of ihePsalms of David ; the greater 
part of which have been distributed among poor people, soldiers 
on their march to join the army, and the sick in hospitals. Many 
gratifying expressions have been heard, and many earnest desires 
excited ; many pleasing hours have we spent in our meetings ; 
many a worthy and estimable man has visited us ; and great has 
been the support we have received from the Parent Society in 
London : nor will good fruits be wanting ; they are ripening fast, 
and will be gathered on the day of the great harvest. We are 
grateful to God for all this, and continue our work in faith, well 
knowing, that, although the lonely hut of the peasant, and the 
silent habitation of the widow, conceal from our view the be- 
nefits which have resulted from the distribution of the Holy Scrip, 
tures among them, such gifts will not be unattended with blessed 
consequences. 

I am sure, you, gentlemen, Vice Presidents, Directors, and Mem« 
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bevs ef the Committee, entertain the same opihion. You would^- 
probably, not be pleased were I to say any thing by way 
qf praise and thanksi for the truly christian zeal you have 
shown. But my prayer for you, and the gentlemen in the Di- 
rection, as well as for all the members and benefactors, of the 
Bible Society, is, that the Lord would favour you with a full en- 
joymentof all those spiritual blessings which you are preparing 
so liberally to bestow "upon your indigent countrymen. May the 
Lord our God be pleased graciously to look upon those who give, 
and those who receive I May he prosper the work of our hands! 

May our Bible Society, that plant of the Lord's planting, con- 
tinue to increase I We have committed it to the ground, with 
much prayer; the branches will spread, and its head point to- 
wards heaven. Mav it bear fruit unto everlasting life, and may 
many a weary pilgrim find repose under its shadow! But let us 
never forget, that even Paul may plant, and Apollos water ; yet 
it is God which giveth the increase. Now unto the King 
eternal, immortal, invisible, the only wise God, be honour and 
glory, for ever and ever. Amen.

TfiiB Bible Society at Cologne has had great reason to rejoicif 
during the year 1816, the second of its establishment, in its 
great success, evinced by the opportunities afforded it of 
effecting a more extensive dissemination of Uie word of God« 
Its members feel inspired with the same ardour which animates 
the other Bible Societies ; and consider themselves amply reward- 
ed, in the honour of having done something towards the enlarge- 
ment of the kingdom of God, by circulating that volume which 
is replete with heavenly wisdom* which discloses the best conso- 
lations, and which furnishes the ground-work of union among all 
true Christians. 

From the visit with which we were favoured by the Rev. Dr. 
Steinkopff, who was present at two of oiir meetings, and that of 
the Rev. Messrs. Sacks, of Berlin, who stayed a short time here 
t>n their return from Enghiud, a new interest was created, by the 
accounts they gave us of the astonishing progress which the Bri« 
tish and Foreign Bible Society has made, most indubitably 
proving that it is the work of God himself. 

The Direction of the Cologne Bible Society remains as befdrew 
We ibel grtot joy and encouragement, by His Excellency Coui^t 
Frederick ofv Solms Laubach, our Chief President, becoming not 
only the PSfttroo, but also a Member and Benefactor, of our Societyi 
In the person of Mr. Seber, Professor and Director of the College, 
we have galtted a Catholic Member to our Committee. We ex- 
pfect many additional Members after the commencement of t6e 
tnewydaf* asouV Vice-PresideM, Mr. Bruch, has undertsdcen to 
print all Address^ accompanied by suitable historical documenlts; 
' tb Toase our fellow-citizens to a participation in this good wt^rk. 
Our foreign associates have promised actively to second our efforts. 
Of these, the Cologne Bible Society counts already 17 ; .namely, 
in St. Goar, Trarbach, Creutznach, Metsenheim, Stolberg, Durenv 
Mo&4oie,CrefeJd, Meuts, Beari, Frechen, Oberwinter, Brussels,.

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Tbe Bible Society at Cologne has bad the pleasure of seeiiig 
Brancb Society fytmtd at Creutznacb, the Members of which, 
amounted in the first year to upwards of 100. ] 

The Bible Society lo Cologne, notwithstanding the small nuoji- 
ber of its MemljierSy has not only hitherto kept its ground, but 
also made great progress in the course of this year. It engages 
to labour, with renewed activity, in the ensuing ; and, next to the 
Oivfue blessing, confidently relies on the support of a Society, which 
jb f icb in means of afibrding. light and consolation to suffering 
,buaianity, in these d<egenerate and evil times.

From Urn Repori of thi first Fisii to two Hotpitals in 

Cologne. 

hi^sT Friday, the 28th of July, 1B15, we began to distribute 
^ Bibles aod Testan^ents in the Hospital of St Cecilia, in this city, 
which contain€4 about 300 wounded soldiers, 

Bopks given them tp read, to pass away the tedious hours, made 

every one alert, and appeared pleasing jt(> them all ; but these 

warriors exhibited a nM>re serip^s disposition, when they were 

given to underitund, tha^ it was the ^ord of God which was i|i- 

lended.to .be distributed among them. . 

When a Bible was offered them, the utmost jpy beamed in their 
«iyes ; tbey eagerly gra^pe^ it with tMoth hands, and gratefully 
.kissed it Others came to us, and said, "We intend to go 
lo the Lord's table, and have no book to read/' They gladly 
.0CQepted the Mevr Testami^nt which we gave them ; aQd,proceede,a 
in parties to read the account of the institution of the«acrament 
of the Lord's supper, which we pointed oat to them, 
^ In the Pominican Convent, ivhicb we visited on .^atMrday the 
29th of July, were above 400 woiiaded'soldiers ; atod,.to ova lU- 
niost surprise, we had w opportunity to make, the deMghtful ob- 
.servation* that the word of God was to them of greats yalne, 
and more importance, than jneat or drink^ or apy otner indul- 
gence. 

In a comer of one of the.upper rpoms, a soldier ip great agony 
attracted our attention ; a inusket-baU bad entered jbetween the 
ear and the jaw-bone, and gone out at the back p^rt of his head ; 
,he was in the most excruciating pain, and had not closed hjs 
eyes.for six days and nights. The Bible which we gave him he 
ibedewed with tears of gratitude, saying, be had now something 
wherein he could find consQlation. 

A very emaciated warrior in one of the rooms, who had re- 
quested his comrades to tread softly when they wal|(ed, as every 
inotion or shake increased the pain of his deep wounds, attract- 
ed our attention, from that eircumstaqce. We offered him some- 

2^2 
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tbing to read. " Oh no," said he, *« I have no desire to reqd ;" 
but no sooner had he observed that they wfere New Testaments 
which we were distributing, than he called loudly after us. " Oh, 
dear Sirs, you have the word of God, that is another affair, I 
should much like to have it." His feeble, but livelv and joyful looks, 
full of gratitude, followed us till we |iad quitted'the room. 

Many who received New Testaments, (among whom \tas a sol- 
dier who had entirely lost his hearing by a cannon ball passing 
close to his car,) assured us, that they had had such a book, but 
had lost it in the field of battle ; and expressed peculiar joy on 
f>eing again furnished with il. 

" Others,; who thought that they had not sufficiently manifested 
their gratitude in the room, craviled out of their beds to thedoor^ 
and cried after us, " We thank jjou most kindly." The language 

'0( their .souls, spoke through their eyes ; and in the looks of those 
who returned thanks, it was visible, that the question was not of 
temporal, but of eternal concern. 
The Psalms (of David,) to assist them in their devotions, were 

. particulariy acceptable to the numerous Catholics from Munster, 
whom we found here. Those that could not walk, requested 
their comrades to ^k for them in their name; each thought he 
ought to have one for himself. In many rooms we found some 
to whom we had already given a book, and who had gone thither^ 
to show to their friends the present thev had received, and to 
draw their attention to it. Most of them had begun to read be- 
fore we had left the room. 

It gave us the greatest pleasure to observe, how willing the 
Directors, Physicians, and Surgeons were, to assist us in the good 

' cause we had undertaken. Several thanked us for the opportu- 
nity we had given them to co-operate with us in our endeavours 
to procure reformktion. One of the Physicians laid a New Tes- 
tament upon the bed of a young man who was asleep, rejoicing 
before hand in the pleasure it would give the poor sick youth^ 
who was fond of reading, when he awoke. 

The quantity which we brought with us into the Dominican 
Convent^ was not sufficient ; and we were obliged to send for an 
additional number of Bibles. Of this number, the last was 
requested by one of the servants, a Roman Catholic, from Co- 
logne^ who wished to present it to his wife, who was a Protestant, 
and was very fond of reading in the evening. 
It is much to be wisheo that we may soon receive a fresh 

* supply ; for the time of sowing is at hand. Every five days, from 
60 to 100 convalescents return from hence to the army.

The priatiag of the Lithuanian Bil^le is completed, and 
the British and Foreign Bible Society has thus prepared a n^9f 
blessing for this country. I request you to present its Mem* 
bers with the strongest expression of our most lively gratitude for 
its generous and most seasonable aid, by which the want of the 
Holy Bible in the Lithuanian language has, in some degree, 
been supplied. How many tears of joy and gratitude will flow, 
when I shall receive the 300 Bibles which I have solicited for 
these parts^ and proceed with their distribution ! According to 
instructions received froni the Rev. Mr. Cunow, I am authorized 
to distribute 60 copies gratuitously to the most indigent, and to 
sell 240 copies at the low rate of 1 florin, Prussian currency, or at 
the still lower price of 8 groschen ; the more opulent will have to 
 pay a higher price. This seasonable supply will produce the greater 
impression, as the last and only Lithuanian Bible in existence 
- at Memel, was charged by the Bookseller at 5 rix dollars, (nearly 
IL) O, highly fiivoured Britain ! The God of love sends; through 
thy instrumentality; rich streams of blessings over the dry and 
parched regions of the earth ; and many a cheering ray of light 
already begms to penetrate the dark places thereof! 

Great, inexpressibly great, will be the reward of grace which 
all the fiuthfttl promoters of this Institution will receive, both in 
this world, and in that which is to come.

We have disposed of 2015 Lithuanian Bibles, partly very 
cheap, (some copies at one-third of a rix dollar, others at one 
half,) and given the remainder gratuitously to very poor people.

This wilt be 
augmented, when the charges fi>r packing and carrisige of the 
Bibles already sent, and stiU to be sent, and other incidental ex- 
penses, come to be paid ; bnt the whole wHl be covered by the 
sale ef the Bibles ; and, probably, a handsome surplus will re« 
main, which, if the excellent Bible Society in London approve, 
nay hereafter be employed in the purcfaiase of German BiUes 
fromHalte.

.in Loudon. The progress we have hitherto been aide to ^ake 
towards the attainment df this end, is to our minds not very sa- 
tisfactory, as the prevailing indifference to all Institutions for the ' 
.promotion of true Christianity is very difficult to overcome. 
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We hope, however, that Providence ifriU Remove this, and othef 
obstacles, and crown our labour with success. 

We had the pleasure in the month of October last, to make the 
personal acquaintance of the agent of the Parent Bible Society,' 
the Rev. Mr. Henderson. This worthy man, during his short 
stay here, acknowledged, that, with the slender means we pos- 
sess, we have endeavoured^ as much as possible, to spread the 
knowledge of the word of God among our fellow-citiirens. 

We request you. Rev. Sir, humbly to present to the revered 
Parent Society, our sincere thanks, for the manifold tokens of its 
parental benevolence towards us ; to recommend us to the con- 
tinuance of its good-will, and also to its further patronage, with- 
out which we shall not be able properly to proceed.

Society. Stuttgcrd, Octooer 30, 1816, 

I DULY received vour favour of the 21st of June last, and de- 
livered that inclosed to the Rev. Mr. Flatt. The noble and truly 
christian spirit which breathes in the letter of the excellent Lord 
Teignmouth, has caused great joy to our honoured President, as 
well as to ever^ Member of our Committee ; and I have been re- 
quested, in their name, to convey their most sincere thanks to the 
Noble Lord ; to which we add our prayer to Almighty God, that 
he will prosper him in all his undertakings, and grant him the 
invaluable Messing of health. 

I shall now proceed to give you an account of the most mi|- 
terial occurrences in our Bible Society since your departure. Oujr 
first business^ after you left us, was, the binding of our Bibles. In 
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tbis we foceetded so weU, that we were enabled to make dor iirtt 
distribtttioQ amoog the poor of this city oa Whitsunday last. 
Notices were given from the pulpits, and about 360 claimants ap- 
fmnd. Before the actual disfnbutiony which took place in the 
Cathedral, at the conclusion of the aflernoo» service, the Rev. 
Mrr Flatt delivered an excellent and appropriate discourse. 250 
copies of the' Bible, and 60 New Testaments, were placed upon a 
table before the altar ; each person had a ticket given him with 
his name upon it, for which he received either a Bible o^ New 
Testament. It was really a heart-moving scene to observe how 
many, with tears of gratitude, received this Book of all books^ 
and prayed for the blessing of God upon the promoters of the 
institution. We considered it our duty to present a copy, ac- 
companied with an appropriate letter, to the King, the Queen, the 
CroWn Prince, and Princess, the Dukes and Princes, the Minis- 
ters, and the Members of the Consistory. The King signified 
his pleasure at it, and sent a donation of 200 florins, (20/.) The 
Crown Prince wrote us a letter of thanks, in which he expressed 
his approbation of our Institution. The Duchess Louisa honour- 
ed us with a present of 44 florins, (about 4l.) and the Princess 
Albertine, with one of 60 florins, (5/.) Several of the Ministers 
gave fipom 20 to 30 florins. 

' We next proceeded to the distribution of Bibles in the conntry» 
£ach place received its quota, in proportion to the wants stated. 
To every parcel sent, we added three notices, which contained 
an abstract of our receipts aud expenditure. Thus we have, with 
the help of God, distributed upwards of 10,000 Bibles, and 200O 
extra Testaments, among the people around us, with the sincere 
wish and prayer to God, that the dissemination of his holy word 
nay produce fruits of sanctification to the souls of many, and 
tend to the glory of his holy name. It appears^ by the returns 
made to our inquiry two years ago, that the deflcieucy of Bibles 
is so great, that, notwithstanding the present large distribution^ 
there are still about 6000 Bibles, and as many New Testaments^ 
wanted. 

' Sootf afler the distribatjon of the Bible in our Cathedral, 
many firesh claimants appeared ; their names were duly registered^ 
in order to see what could in future be done for them. Having 
foreseen this, and in order to provide for it, till the second edi- 
tion is ready, we had reserved, out of the division for the whole 
country, about 500 Bibles, of ^hich we intend distributing 400 
copies, in the Cathedral, on the 22d Sunday after Trinity, (the 
10th of November,) afrer a ^ort discourse, by the Rev. Mr. Flatt. 
The second edition, upon standing types, was begun a few days 
ago. On account of the before mentioned great deficiency, our 
Committee resolved, in the month of May last, that the first edi<- 
tion, upon standing types, should be increased to 7000 Bibles and 
6000 Testamehts. The undertaking of this edition happens cer« 
lainly at a very unfavourable time: the failure of the harvest, and

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the produe^ of the vioe^rards, have hnpoTeriahcd our iluniiers and: 
land proprietors very mach ; so that many, who were formerly in* 
easy circitmstancesy now find it difficult to provide daily bread 
for themselves and their familits. Thus situated, we cannot- 
possibly expect from them 'considerable contributions. But 
this shall not cause us to slacken our efforts, or diminisli the 
intended number of copies of. the new edition ; as we are 
dearly convinced, that, in times of great trouble and difficulty* 
the word of God finds an easier entrance than in prosperous 
ones. We place the fullest confidence in God, that he will help 
us to overcome every <iifficulty, however trying, and give increase 
to the progress of his holy word. 

For the Bibles sold in the country at reduced prices, we had to 
receive about 3300 fiorins, (about 330/.) the greater part of which 
have already been paid < .Our balance in bsind is no more thai> 
about '2400 florins, (about 240/.) At our next monthly Com-^ 
mittee Meeting, on the 2d of November, a proposal will be made, 
to raise a loan of 2000 florins, at 5 per cent, interest, as we are 
under engagements to pay, next month, for the printing paper^ and^ 
have to defray also part of the printing charges, and considerable^ 
incidental expenses. In the month of December, which is reckon* 
ed the most fiivourable time, we intend again making a coUectioa 
in this city ; but fear rt will not be so productive as the last, as 
the high price of bread sweeps away the greatest part of a man'9 
daily earnings. The rich also suffer in their income greatly by 
the non-payment of their rents, which the farmer is not able ta 
make good this year.

From the Rev. Meerz, of Thamm. 

August 9, 1816. 

Th& considerable present of Bibles was a most unexpected 
pleasure to the inhabitants of Thamm, who never knew of such 
a thing as a Bible Society before : to me it was the cause of infinite 
delight, as it happily enabled me, after sermon, on the 7th Sunday, 
after Trinity, to make my congregation acquainted with the Bibles 
Society, its origin and progress, and to invite them to the par- 
sonage-house, to view my stock of excellent Bibles, and, if -in- 
clined, to purchase some. 

The number of persons who came to view, and to purchase, 
was great. If, instead of 11, 1 had had 60 Bibles for sale, they^ 
would all have been gone in less than half an hoQr. It is impos- 
sible to gonceive the requisitions that are making for Bibles. In 
the following week, after catechising the children, I delivered a 
discourse from Colossians iii. 16. and ' addressed those words 
chiefly, to parents and children. The children to whom the Bibles 
were to be given gratuitously, were 18, and were arranged in a 
semicircle around the altar. After my dispourse Vas finished, I 
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called every one by name ; read to bim a suitable sentence, which 
had been written on one of the blank leaves ; and then presented 
litm with the Bible. The deep-felt emotions which the solemnity 
oceasioned, were visible in all.

From the Directors of the Frankfort Bible Society, addressed to 
the Committee of the British and Foreign Bible Society, in Lon- 
' don. Frankfort, May 2, 1816. 

Your benevolent Association, formed under the anspices of 
the Most High, for the diffusion of the word of Truth among 
M nations, has induced us to co-operate in the work of your 
hands. We feel constrained to bless God, and to thank you fojT 
having invited us to a share in this glorious undertaking ; but^ 
not satisfied with this, you have twice assisted us with a donation 
of 501. First, when we subsisted as a small Branch of the B&sle 
Bible Society, and afterwards, when we established aa iTistttutionr 
of our own, in the presence of your fellow-labourer, Mr. Sl<eia- 
kopff ; in addition to which, you made us a present o€ a set of 
your Versions, in a variety of languages. We regard this' present 
as a standing monument of what the Lord has hitherto done 
through your itistrumentality ; as a valuable acquisition to the 
student of Biblical literature ; as a mark of hotiour paid to tbe 
Holy Scriptures ; as a type of the future splendour in which the 
church of Christ shall appear ; and as a pledge of your Christian 
affection. Should you continue to favour us with similar editiona 
of the Holy Scriptures in foreign languages, you may rest assured, 
that our Qiblical library, thus farther enriched, will prove highly 
beneficial to men of learning in our own town and vicinity, and 
convince visiting* strangers of the great utility of your Insti* 
tution. 

As the constitution and object of the Bible Society lay us 
under the pleasing obligation to extend it as far as it may be in 
our power, we beg leave to inform you, that one of our Members 
has lately succeeded in suggesting the first idea of a Bible Society 
at Worms. It met with a very favourable reception ; and, indeed, 
a Bible Society would prove the greatest blessing in that part of 
Germany, which was most sadly neglected with regard to its 
church and school establishment during the time of the French 
Revolution, and the subsequent wars, and is uncommonly des- 
titute of Bibles. Under such circumstances, the Member of our 
Society, above alluded"^ to, considered himself authorized to in* 
spire the first Lutheran clergyman at Worms, (the Rev. Mr.. 
Graf, Ecclesiastical Couusellor,) with the cheering hope, that 
the Parent Institutfon in London would not withhold her wonted 
generosity from this destitute spot; while, at the same time, he 
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promised every possible assistaiice on the part of our Soeiety, by 
fiirnishiiig copies of the Scriptures at a very cheap rale, 

With sentunents of that respect wl|ich we owe to you, gentle- 
men and friends, and of Christian affection, which, we trust, wiU 
)ast for ever, we subscribe ourselves.

From the Secretary of the same. 

Frankfort, June 1, 1616. 

Om Whitsunday last, my colleague and myself witnessed the 
solemn distribution of 20 Bibles, and 22 New Testaments, among 
some poor children in a neighbouring parish. Many more copies 
nre wanted. 

Since our Bibk Society has publicly announced itself, the 
Jewish inhabitants of our city, who are very numerous, had their 
attention drawn to its object ; and some expressed a regret, that 
none of their people had been invited to take a share in it. 
. From the Odenwald, we learn, that 1000 Bibles and New Tes- 
taments would not suffice to supply the wants which have already 
appeared. But, as the inhabitants are extremely poor, scarcely 
any contribution of magnitude can be expected from that 
quarter; and nothing remains, but earnestly to recommend them 
|o the Parent Institution in London. 



fUport of the Distribution of Bibles and New Testaments, which 
took place in the Months of October and November, 1816, at 
very reduced prices. 

An extraordinary inquiry after Bibles has been manifested since 
Sunday, the 97th of October, so that I was frequently called 
upon by parties of eight or ten together. They were chiefly day- 
labourers, male and female servants, from the territories of Darm- 
stadt, Fulda, and Hesse Cassel, who repair to this city and its 
neighbourhood for employment, during the summer and antumb. 
It is their custom to assemble on Sundays, near the Constable's 
goard-hottse, in* groups, both Protestants and Catholics. 

The Catholics, in general, wish for the whole Bible, very few 
being satisfied with the New Testament only. They wished to 
have them of a small size, being frequently obliged to go from 
ene place to another in search of employment; and the large 
Bibles are not so convenient to carry about with them. Though 
aearceW any one wished to have the Bible for nothing, the money 
they offered was very trifling indeed ; but, notwithstanding this. 
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I coald, not give them a refasal, so long as I had a copy left, as 
they feelingly represented their poverty, the present dearness of 
provisions, and the bad prospect for the ensuing winter. When 
. I menti<)ned the price, though very low, they appeared dejected ; 
looked at eaeh other, as muph as to say, that what 1 had asked was 
above their ability to pay ; but, when they were about to depart, 
with some degree of hesitation they pulled out and offered their 
loites in different proportions. 

Most of them manifested great eagerness after the Holy Scrip* 
tures ; and niany even began to read in them before they left 
my house, and continued so doing as they walked along the 
street. 

I examined many, where I had doubts, respecting their ability 
to read, and found one who could hardly spell, and yet most 
anxiously requested a copy. 1 could not deny him a New Tes-p 
tament, as I recollected having read, in the Tenth Reoort of the 
British and Foreign Bible Sopiety, that, through the qistfibution 
of Bibles in North America, a great desire had been excited 
among children and grown persons to learn to read, considering, 
' that, if a similar good effect were to be brought about in these 
parts, the sowing of the seed must not be neglec/:ed. A Catholic 
girl, whose poverty was very visible, told me, that the 12 kreutzer 
piece which she offered me, had been given her to purchase a 
Bible. Several to whom I represented th^y g^ve tpo little, bor- 
rowed from their companions a few kreutzers, to enable them to 
give something more. 

As my whple stof;k of Bibles^ exaept a few copies which I re- 
served for our city, was now exh^iusted, I was under the necessity 
of refusing all who were not satisfied with the Ne^e T^stamept 
only; but I gave them hope, that, perhaps, in three weeks or a 
month, a fresh supply might be procured. I consider the slender 
ilteans of our Bible Society, and take also a view of the great c)^- 
mand we h^ve had for Bibles for some months past, and what 
we have yet to provide for ; and, after a rough calculatioa 
of the income and expenditure, I found, that, without the 
magnanimous gift of the British Parent Society, the activity 
of ours must have already been paralyzed. These, reflec- 
. tions would have made me pause before I distributed' so large 
. a number at such very inadequate returns, if I had not looked 
upon it as an opportunity put in my way to sow seed for eternily» 
which I was bound not to neglect. , 

The more our Institution bepomes known ii^ other dominions, 
(which, by the wandering life most of these pec(ple lead, cannot 
fail to be the consequence, and they all come from neighbouring 
countries, where there are no Bible Societies, and to which they 
return,) it is to be expected that the demand for Bibles will in- 
crease, and more money will be wanted Jo satisfy the most press* 
ing wants of these strangers. 

But who can contemplate the great work of the general dissenv- 
Uiltion of the Holy Scriptures, without being convinced that it ii 
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the Almighty's own doing, and that the Lord often conceals from 
his servants the means by which he intends to conduct his work ; 
because it is not necessary for servants to know all thai their 
Master intends to do ; his help, wheh it comes, will be more 
strongly felt, the more earnestly it has been desired.

Frankfifrt^ January 14, 1817. 

In my last, I gave you a short account of the blessings which 
had attended our Bible Society, to which I was induced by many 
requests for Bibles aud Testaments having been made to us from 
places in the neighbourhood, during the course of last summer^ 
which we endeavoured to satisfy as far as our means would per-^ 
mit. 

Independently of strangers, we have also assisted our own poor 
in our villages, which have been ruined by the war. But now a 
Wider field for the operations of our Society is opening, as those 
labourers, who are returned to their homes, make it known, how 
cheerfally their requests have been granted. There are no Bible 
Societies in Hesse Cassel, Fulda, &c. and th'e want of the Scrip* 
tures is very great. We almost despaired of finding bread for so 
many in the wilderness, had not our reliance on Him who with 
live barley loaves fed 5000 inspired us with confidence to go 
on with our work, and had not the idea powerfully struck our 
minds, whether, perhaps, the assistance offered to Hesse Cassel. 
by the honoured Parent Society, might not be transferred 
to ours, which, probably, they would more readily be inclined 
to do, as this city is the central point from which the wants 
of the surrounding countries might be most effectually sup« 
plied. 

We apprehend the demand for Bibles will greatly increase, and 
be hx beyond what it was in the preceding year. A clergyman ia 
Dcdenhofen, requested lately 19 Bibles for very poor people, 
and assured us that at least 500 Bibles were required for his 
neighbourhood. There are also opportunitie» in Solms^ Rodel- 
beim, and in the district of Solms Laubach, for the distribution 
of the Bible. 

We have reason to praise God, that our dbtribution of Bibles 
in prisons and houses of correction, has not been without bene- 
ficial effects.

I CANNOT forbear, dearly beloved brother, at the close of 
this year, to oft'er you my cordial thanks for your kind interven* 
tion with your revered Bible Society, in behalf of our Odeuwald 
Society, procuring for us a preseut of 50/., which decided the 
establishment of our Institution. My friend Mr, Seeger, Di- 
rector of Finances, has, no doubt, already expressed to you th# 
thanks of our Committee, and given you an account of our pro- 

fress. We had, hitherto, iadeed, to contend with difficulties.' 
'hus, for instance, one clergyman did not hesitate to say, that, 
though he considered the Bible Society a good thing, yet he 
thought it would be much better to distribute popular writings 
instead of the Bible. 1 was much concerned at this expression ; 
but greatly comforted by a lett/er from a boy. most earnestly re* 
guesting the gift of a New Testament^ I subjoin the original 
note. The establishment of our Society has taken place under 
very unfavourable circumstances ; the distress in general being 
very great, and the people wretcliedly jpoor. But the Lord 
knows how to direct every thing for the best ; and perhaps h& 
will incline the hearts of our noble benefactors in London, at sp.

JI^E have the satisfaction of informing you, that, at length, we have 
succeeded in forming a very promising union for the distribution 
of the Scriptures in our native country, the Grand Duchy of 
Hesse, for the establishment of which you have shown so much 
zeal and friendly solicitude. ; 

The territorial changes which the Grand Duchy of Hesse had 
to expect, considerably retarded the accomplishment of our plan ; 
but, by the blessing of God, it will now be the more vigorously 
jpursued. 
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The papers which we have the honour to inclose, comprehend 
a verified copy of the Memorial we preseated to our gracious So- 
vereign, (upon which he was pleased to gix^ his consent to the 
establishment of a Bible Society for the whole of the Grand 
Duchy of Hesse ;) as well as an Address to the Public, by whicb 
yoa will observe, that our Bible Society is organized in entire 
conformity to the principles of the British and Foreign Bible Sor 
cicty. 

How much Bibles are wanted, at least in some parts of the 
Grand Duchy of Hesse, may be inferred from this circum- 
stance, that applications for more than 1500 copies have already 
been made to us. In the territories belonging to the Grand 
Duchy, on the other side of the Rhine, the .want, according to 
authentic infbrmatfon, is great beyond conception. 

Although we are in confident hope that many will join our 
Association, y^t, on account of the high price of the first 
necessaries of life, and the numerous poor, who put the bene- 
volence of the opulent in requisition, we cannot expect that 
the contributions of the present year will amount to such a sum 
as to euable us to supply even the most pressing demands that 
are making upon us. 

On this account, we feci the more grateful for the support so 
liindty offered us by the revered Bible Society in London. 

We think it also right to inform you. Rev. Sir, that we have the 
greater reason to anticipate a happy result from our exertions, as 
the gentlemen at the head of our Bible Society stand high in the 
esteem of the public, on account of their attachment to religion. 
Among these, the Privy Counsellor Von Rathsamhausen, Von 
Tiirkheim, and the Privy Referendary Jaup, belong to, the i«- 
theran; the Privy Counsellor Baron Von Thil, to the Reformed; 
and the Privy Referendary Von Wreden, to the Roman Catholic 
church. Our Association embraces, consequently. Members of 
all the three churches.^ This will, indeed, occasion an increase 
of the demands on our Society, but also present a more extensive 
sphere of usefulness. 

We anxiously look for ^n early letter from you, Rev. Sir; and 
request you will accept the assurance of the high esteem with 
which we have the honour to subscribe ourselves.

An Addre89-4o the Public of our own Cowniry* 

Our Sovereign, His Royal Highness the Grand Duke, has bceu 
fileased graciously to receive aa Address, humbly presented, to 
him, proposing the establishment of an Association among our 
fellow-citizens in the Grand Duchy of Hesse, founded upon ther 
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Rules and Regulations of the Bible Societies already existing in 
many countries, and to give his sanction to such a benevolent In- 
stitution for his dominions. 

In consequence of the authority thus given by Government, 
such an Association was established in due form ; and it was re« 
solved, 1st, That its fundamental Rules (which appear in the se« 
quet) should be exactly similar to those of the Britis|i and Fo^ 
rcigu Bible Society in London, and the German Societies wliieit 
have emanated from it ; and, 2d, That the olferof 200/. sterling, 
made by the Rev. Dr. Steinkopff, in the name of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, for the purpose of assisting our intended 
Institution, should be thankfully accepted. 3d, That an authen- 
ticated copy of the fundamental rules be transmitted to the British 
Society ; and, 4th, That a humble request be made to His 
Highness, the Landgrave Christian of Hesse, to accept the Presi- 
dency of the Hessian Society ; and also a respectful invitation 
s6nt to His Excellency Baron Von Rathamhausen, President of the 
Council, and Director of Ecclesiastical Affairs ; to Barpn Von 
Tiirkheim, Privy Counsellor ; to Baron Von Thil, Privy Coun-: 
sellor, and to the Privy Referendaries, Von Wreden, and Jaup, to 
accept the office of Directors. 

The request made respecting the Presidency, was immediately 
and graciously accepted. This gives a stability to our Associa- 
tion, and secures to us active co-operation. 

In giving this information to the public, we submit to tbeos 
also the fundamental Rules of our Institution, and invite them; 
respectfully, and in full confidence, to a kind participation and 
support of it. 



Rules of the Bible Society established at Darmstadt, for the 
Grand Duchy of Hesse, and the Districts belonging to it on the 
Rhine. 

1. In consequence of the sanction of His Royal- Highness the 
Grand Duke of Hesse, a Bible Society was established on the 
26th of August, IBIG, at Darmstadt, for Christians of every con- 
fession, residing in the Grand Duchy. 

2. The sole object of the Society is the diffusion of the Holy 
Scriptures among poor families, indigent persons, and children at 
school, more particularly those about to be confirmed, in order 
to promote religion and morality, which are the only sjure founda- 
tion of genuine virtue and happiness here below. 

3. The Versions of the Holy Scriptures will be those acknow- 
ledged and adopted by the different religious persuasions, with- 
out note or comment. To the very poor they will be given gra- 
tuitously; to the less indigent, at a reduced price; according to 
their ability; the names of the receivers will *be written in- the 
Bibles. 

4. Darmstsidt is to be the centre of thfc Society, which wilf 
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vse its endcilvoiilrs to 'procure Branch Societies in the cities of 
Mayeoce, Giessen, Offenbach, Worms, Alze, Biugen, * MieheU 
stadit, Friedberg, Lich, Laiibacb, Schlitz, Alsfeid, Seligenstadt, 
Dieburg, Bensheim, Wimpfen, &e. ; in order that, bj a concen- 
tration of means and efforts, the end may he attained in a more 
speedy and effectual manner, in every part of the country. The 
Reverend Inspectors and Deans are particularly invited to pro* 
mote the object of this good cause in their respective dioceses.

DeeI^lt impressed with a lively sense of the magnanimity of 
Britons, and with heart-felt thanks to you, 1 acknowledge the 
receipt of your kind letter. The inclosed printed statement, to 
which I refer, will serve as a document of the establishment and 
present state of the Waldeck Bible Society. 

What blessings. do you spread over our poor native country f 
What glorious benefits will not result from your benevolent gift 
of 100/. sterling, by which we shall be enabled, in these dis- 
tressing times, to distribute the Bible in the huts of the poor, 
where it was hardly to be found, although greatly desired. May 
the Lord bless and reward the noble Lord Teignmoutb,jind every 
lover of the word of God in the British empire, for having, with 
Christian and brotherly feelings, looked upon the poor in our 
small and insignificant country ! All I can do, is to thauk you in 
my own name, and in that of all those who, by the perusal of the 
Sacred Volume, will be refreshed, cheered, comforted, and drawn 
nearer to God. 
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From the Report made at the General Meeting of the Bible So^ 
ciety at Strasburg, held on the Id of February, 1817, in the 
Great Auditory belonging to the Protestant Part of the Uni- 
versity. 

Mb. Kammerer delivered the following Report: 

Gentlemen, 

With peculiar pleasure I now discharge the duties of the commis^ 
sion with which I am intrusted, to iafom this most respectable 
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MseBibly^ of the progress of the Strasburg Bible Society, s^nd. to 
'develope their wishes, objects, and future prospects. 
, The Associatioki, established 13 years ago^ composed of Mem- 
bers, both ecclesiastical aod secular, of the Protestaut . confes- 
sion, for the purpose of distributiog the Bible,- could not, for a lobg 
time, boast much oF their resembianoe to tlie object they had in 
view ; namely, that, beautiful pattern which Switzerland, several 
States in. Germany, but, above all, Gr^t Britain, had set before 
them. 

Notwithstanding, the repeated appeals to the public, by their 
late most excellent President, Dr. Biessig, a man who glowed 
with a sacred zeal for every noble and benevolent scheme^, the 
bomber of the Members remained -very .small, and the scantiness 
of the contributions was such as left no room for indulging tj|ie 
most distant hope of undertaking an edition of the Bible them- 
sielves. Indeed, hbW could such a tender plant prosper amidst 
the dreadful din of arms, the prevailing- immorality, andlh^ mani- 
fold calamities attendant upon war. ! The Society was therefore 
reduced to the necessity of employing the small pecuniary mean^ 
which the Members had collected, in the. purchase of Bibles from 
abroad, which they disposed, of uiider prime cost, and some were 
given gratuitously to the poor. 

{ Even this design they were prevented fi:om carrying into full 
effect, by a oionsider^ble duty being laid, in 1810, on all foreign 
books imported^ which enhanced the price of Bibles, and was a 
great hiilderance to their disposing of th^m. But the zeal of the 
Society did not abate ;. they continued their .work privately, and 
endeavoured, as much as lay in their power, to keep alive the re« 
\ierence and respect due to the Bible. And here I would embrace 
the opportunity of paying a just tribute of. thanks, to the ashe& 
«if our departed Members*, the late Justices of the Peace, Messrs* 
Breu and Dahler, for their zeal and never ceasing activity; 

Thus were the embers of the Bible Cause kept alive,i until the 
hiemorable epoch arrived when our country began to discera 
the dawn of peace^ so long and ardently wished for; and the 
commencement of a parental and religious reign, gave us hopes of 
attaining our object. The Society petitioned, that the duty laid 
upon foreign Bibles, which they intended to import,, might bh 
taken off, which the pious and liberal minded Minister, imme^ 
diately granted. They were (hen enabled to reduce the price of 
the Bible considerably, which rapidly increased their sale, la 
1815, the number of copies sold were 180; in 1816, 213. 
' They then opened a correspondence with the great Bible So-* 
ciety in London ; stated their case to them, requesting a$sistance» 
atid received it in a manner surpassing their most saqguine ex- 
pectations. Besides the 26 volumes of Bibles and New Tes- 
taments in European and Oriental languages, which are here for 
your inspection, they granted us 500/. sterling, producing in our 
icurtency above 12,000 francs^ which : sum has, since , last May, 
been in the hands of our Treasurer.

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We wert, hdwer«r, obliged to raise the price of Bibles, in con- 
sequence of the new duty on the rmportstion of all foreign books,* 
Bibles not excepted, which ordinance was dated the 28th of April, 
kst year. This circumstance, together with the bad print and 
nitserable paper of some of the foreign editions, created afresh, 
among the Members of the Society, a desire to print a Bible of 
their own.. Their funds being stiil inadequate to the intended 
|5t»rpose, they issued, in July last, another Address to their fellow-^ 
citizens, calling upon them to participate in their labours, and,; 
hy their contributions, to give them assistance and support. 

This call upon the public appeared ill-timed, when a bad bar-' 
vest, a total failure of the usual autumnal produce, and the uni* 
versal stagnation of trade, led them to apprehend famine, and its 
consequences, wretchedness and misery. But one may ask, Was> 
ev^r a call to do good, made upon the people of Str^sburg, with*  
out effect? In the midst of these discouraging prospects, the 
Members of the Strasburg Bible Society increased, m the space' 
of six months, from 80 to 155. Since the month of August last, 
the contributions have amounted to 2410 fmncs, 5 cents ; and the 
friends of the Bible have engaged to- furnisb, annually, 1420 
francs. 

Encouraged by such readiness in their fellow-citizens, to for- 
ward this benevolent object, the Society thought themselves 
authorized to begin, without delay, an edition of their own.« 
They resolved upon it, in full confidence of further support, al- 
though they found, upon calculation, that the expense would ex-^ 
ceed their present means, by 5000 francs. Their confidence is, 
surely, not groundless, nor are their hopes vaio« 

In order to render this Bible as convenient and cheap as pos-- 
sible, the number fixed upon was 7500 copies of the whole Bible, 
and 1000 New Testaments ; and a middling sized type was* 
chosen, which should neither by its size require too much paper, 
nor by its smalltiess be rendered illegible to persons advanced ia 
age. 

Thus, under the guidance of Divine Providence, we shall begin 
in the spring, printing, within our walls, an edition of the Bible, 
according to Martin Luther's Version, without any alteration, ad- 
dition, or comment, under the special superintendance of the So-' 
eiety, who will be answerable for its correctness. By the end of 
the ensuittg year, we hope to announce its publication. In the 
interim, the Bibles procured from abroad, maybe had at the 
usual dep6tft. 

We hope that this edition of the Strasburg Bible, if it do not 
surpass every foreign one, in point of correctness, external beauty, 
and convenience, will nt least not be excelled by any one. But the 
attention of the Society is not directed to that alone ; the profits 
are to be appropriated to a succeeding edition, as soon as the first 
is sold off; in order that so benevolent an Institution, begun in 
stormy and eventful timei, may never cease, but continue, long after 
eur removal from this- earthly abode, to^ promote all tluit is gooii 
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amoBg thoAe who sncciScd us, and receive the tlia^ks and bless- 
logs of our children's efaildreu. The indigent are, however, nol 
to be forgotten ; Bibles and Teatanieuts will foe disposed of to 
them, either at reduced prices, or gratis, in proportion to our 
means. 

It will bfi seeii, by inspecting our accounts, bow inadequate the 
means of the Society .are, at present, to carry their ei^tensive plan 
into execution. But what difticulty has uot been overcome by 
courage and perseverance? May not the good seed take root 
here, and prosper in our blessed Alsace, as well as in less fruitful 
Switzerland, and in the cold regions of the North?' Will Stras- 
burg, the cradle of the art of printing, in which the first German 
Bible was printed, noir yield the palm to B^sle and Petersburg 1 

The Committee of the Society now submit to you the state of 
its finances, convinced that an investigation of it will procure 
them additional means for the attainment of their object. 



From Mr. Hfiffner^ Professor of Uiviniiy, fyc, Fiee^President of 
the Strasburg Bible Society, Sirasburg, March 20, 1817. 

Thb price of onr new edition will be very moderate, at the 
titgbest not more than two shillings ; as soon as it shall be publishr 
^d, I will procure, from our cbief ecclesiastical authorities, an 
erder,' authorizing all die churches of our ancient Alsace, an- 
tiually, to raise a certain sum, out of the funds of their manufac* 
tories, and charttabie Institutions, for the purchase of Bibles, in 
4>rder to distribute them eitlier at a very moderate price, or gra^ 
tuitously, to the country people. Thus, not many years will 
elapse, before a Bible will be Ibund in the cottage of the poorest 
peasant, and a New Testament in the hands of each of his chilr 
dren. Happy will they be, if tiie seed of tlie word of God find^ 
in tbetr hearts as fertile a soil as that is which they cultivate* 
And why should we not hope this I No, my I^rd, how melan- 
choly soever tlie efiects of the Revolution have been, with r^tgard 
to morals, it was but the work of maa; it could not destroy the 
work of Grod: the spirit of piety is not yete^itinguished in th^ 
hearts of a great number of our countrymen ; our churches are 
not yet forsaken ; the word of God still iinds thpse who listen to 
it with an attentive ear; Christian charity is dcHUg wpnders 
among us, in these times of distress. 

Thus, a single word pronounced in our pulpits, on tlie faming 
with which the poor inhabitants of Bon de la Roche Mve to con- 
tend, has excited a general emotion of compassilm* Even th^e 
peasants, who are in general more insensible, and: more govenie(l 
hy covetousness, than other datses of todety, hi^ve lemanibered 
the saying of Jesus Christ : " 1 was an hungered, and ye gave xofi 
meat ;" and hastened with their different kinds #f produce to ti^e 
assistance of these unhappy people; • 
' A letter horn the Rev. Dn Steinkapff .communicates t9 us the 
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agreeable news, that the generosity of the British and Foreiga 
Bible Society, which seems to be inexhaustible, comes again ta ^ 
our assistance, offering us means for increasing the number of 
(popies of our Bible to 10,000. Our Society charges me to pre- 
sent to the Parent Institution their most cordial thanks: at 
the same time vouchsafe, my Lord, the assurance of profound , 
fespect, with which I have the honour to be.

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Preface to the Account of the Bible Society for the Kingdom of 
Hatkover, of the Contic^b^tion^ received by them. 

Hanover^ December 2, 1816. 

Wh^n the Bible Society for the Kingdom of Hanover was first 
(Established, and had commenced its operations, so closely connected 
with the best interests of mankind, the Managers published an 
Address, in which they gave an account of the origin, consti- 
pation, and object of their Establishment ; recommendii^ to the 
generosity of their fellow-subjects an Institution, which had the 
promotion of real religion for its design. It was most gratifying 
to them to observe, that, in the midst of the pressure which the 
late eventful times had brought with them, numbers were found 
willing to alleviate the temporal distresses of the desolate and 
'unfortunate; and from this they confidently augured, that the 
present call for the exercise of Christian benevolence, would not 
be made in vain. That philanthropic spirit which had animated 
them so effectually to reUeve the outward distresses of others, the 
Society hoped, would be found active also in promoting a con« 
cern of far higher import, namely, the cause of truth and virtue, by 
laying a foundation for a tru^y religious life, and conduct acceptable 
in the sight of God. In the encouraging hope, in which the Society 
began their work,- they did not find themsdves disappointed. The 
annexed list of contributions received, will show . with what spi- 
rit, in many parts of their native country, the great object they 
bad in vi^w was seconded, and in what manner the call for co- 
operation and effectual assistance has b^n answered. By the 
contributions so received, and the benevolent support afforded 
them by the British and Foreign Bible Society, they have been 
enabled to put into circulation about 6000 Bibles, the major part 
of which has already been distributed,' and, among these, several 
thousands given gratis to the poor. May the noble philan? 
ibropists, who came so readily forward with theii: offerings, to re- 
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)ieve the spiritual wants of their 'fi^llow-creatures, rejoice in the 
heart-cheering reflection, that, through their means, hy the bless- 
ing of Divine Providence, a foundation has-been laid for- the 
establishment and increase of human happiness, by the diffnsioh 
of the truths of our holy religion. The Bible Society now re- 
turn their public thaiiks for what they have dope to supply the 
lately revived calls for religious Bourisbment, thereby promoting 
the glory and high design of that Institution which Christ IJiim- 
self has established upon earth. In full confidence of the contt- 
lined benevolent support of all friends of religion in this country^ 
the Soeiety will cheerfully and actively continue to labour, coiV- 
vinced that this hpuest endeavour will be seconded by the good- 
ness of that Divine Being who *' will ,have all men to be saved^ 
and come to the- knowledge of the truth/'

Testaments in his neip^liboarlioodl. He kas now joined ns, and 
continiies to be active m the cause. 

The Bible Society in Dettniold is in a prosperous state, 
^brough the active exertions of Baron Von Biombel'g, who lately 
informed me, that he had made a proposal to His Serene High- 
Hess the Prince of Lippe Biickebure, and the Clergy in that 
Principality, for the establishment ot a Bible Society in Btieke- 
burg, which had been very favourably received. The Court 
Chaplain particularly recommended the cause to the Prince. 
Should the Establishment take place, I make no doubt your be- 
nevolent Society will aid it, by a small donation, as well as a filial 
Society in Eaat Frisia, already established in connexion with the 
.Central Society at Hanover. 

We continue very active in the distribution of Bibles, nnd 
have seldom any to spare. We give the small pocket editions to 
children at schools ; besides which, it proves particularly delight- 
ful to me to see so many grown persons, fathers, mothers, and ser- 
vants, coming from the country, who have great hunger and thirst 
after the word of life. These receive the larger Canstein and

pf his solitary hours. My colleague. Counsellor Lasius, is 
a most valuable fellow-labourer in this business; he begs to be 
remembered to you.

Frofna Report, stating the Origin and Progress of ths Detmold 

Bible Society, in August, 181C. 

Undbr a strong conviction, that, amidst the vicissitudes, labours^ 
cares and troubles of life, men stand in need of an unerring 
guide, as well as of divine support and consolation, and that they 
can find this in the Bible alone, a Society united about t| year 
ago, for the purpose of procuring for the poor inr this country thd 
word of the living God, as contained in the Holy Scriptures. 

This was the origin of the Detmold Bible Society. They ac- 
kodwledge, with heart'ielt gratitude, the active support they have 
received from the highest ranks, down to poverty itself. 

The list of the contributors, of whom the clergy form a very 
cootpicnous part, who have not only themselves come forward, 
with their benedictions, but also made collections in their con* 
grcgations, is open to the inspection of every one, at the office of 
the Society. 

- The Society has already received from the country upwards 
of 1M)0 rix dollars, and more than 300 from the British Bible 
Society* We have thereby been enabled to distribute among the 
poor 212 copies of the whole Bible, substantially bound in leather. 
Aged people are supplied, with larger Bibles. For the use of our 
Catholic brethren, we have supplied ourselves with Leander Van 
Ess's Version of the New Testament, and already distributed 
several copies. 

We are not ignorant of what idleness may say to such an under- 
taking, nor of what the miser and the spendthrift are apt to plead 
in excuse, when they liiid it more convenient to save their money 
than to part with it. We are likewise not unacquainted with the 
self-approving smile, and the scorn, of pretended wisdom. We 
4an very patiently endure all this. In the cause in which we are 
c«hibarked, no earthly gain can be an inducement to join it; and 
it cannot be disturbed by any sinister opinions. That holy cause 
IS far above b^ing alfectcd by pretended wisdom, or the assaults 
of ridicule. 

We admit the possibility that some Bibles may be given to 
such as are not worthy of them ; and that some poor persons 
apply to us, who have other opportunities of procuring them. 
We even admit that some worthless persons, to whom a Bible has 
been given, may have offered it for sale ; but, in order to prevent 
such .an abuse, we have requested the clergy, when they are djs* 
posing of copies at reduced prices, to noie tliat circumstance^ 
with their signature, on the blank side of the title page. 

if among thousands to whom the Bible is given, only one 
weary pilgrim of this earth should be refreshed ; one sufferer re«. 
Ueved; one weak believer strengthened.; one thoughtless sinner 
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rbiised; one wanderer led back to the right way; one who haj 
fiillen raised up ; one soul saved — who would not gladly co-operate 
in such a work, and cheerfully bestow his uiite on its behalf. 
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From the Repof-t of the First Anniveriary of the Saxon Bihh 
Society, held at Dresden, on t^e 10th of August, 1815. 

' On this remarkable day, and at this very hour, (four in thcr 
afternoon,) twelve months ago, a Bible Society for the Kingdom 
of Saxony was established in this metropolis. 

We have to acknowledge the cheerful contributions of many of 
our countrymen in the* different Provinces ; but we ought, above 
all, to notice, with gratitude, the generous gift of &Oi)i, sterling 
from the British and Foreign Bible Society. By an ordinance of 
the Supreme EccleAastical Council, dated September 16, 1814, th6 
Clergy, and particularly the Superintendents in the Saxon domi- 
niofis, were -enjoined to aid our efforts with all their power. The 
Royal Privy Chamber of Finance has granted to our Bible So- 
ciety the privilege of sending and receiving our' letters and par- 
cels, postage free. 

The high importance of the object soon produced a spirit.of 
bo-operation in the different parts of the kingdom of Saxony^ 
operating in such a manner, that, in a short time. Branch Societies 
were formed at Kontgsbrueck, Sorau, Triebel, with Christianstadt ; 
also at Frevberg, Plauen, Musskau, Eckartsberg, Frauen- 
prietsnitz, Eiienburgj and Moritzburg, with Hennsdorf and 
Lausa. 

In this first year of our establishment, the number of annual 
subscribers is 1104; and the contributions received had amount*, 
ed to 7088 rix dollars, &c. 

 We had no sooner received money by contributions^ than wc 
began to distribute Bibles and Testaments in the German and 
Wendish languages. lU order to come to ah accurate knowledge 
of the actual want of the Scriptures, printed schedules were sent 
into every parish, to be filled up with the number of such indi- 
T>iduals in the different districts as were able to pay something for 
the Bibles they were desirous to have, and of those who were to- 
tally incapable of doing it. By the returns, as far as they have 
been received, it appears, that 18,660 Bibles, including 1864 
Wendish, have been demanded ; namely^ 6104 copies, at a mo- 
derate price, and 12,556 cbpies gratis, for the poor ; also, 4257 
New Testaments, including 316 in the Wendish language ; namely^ 
1^4 copies, at a moderate price, and a02aj for poor fa<nilieS| gratis* 
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From the Second Report of the Slixon Bible Society, made at 
their Anniversary Meeting, on the 10th of August, 1816. 

From the Speech of the President, His Excellency Count Von 
Hohenthal Konigsbruck, Minister of Conference^ and Actual 
Privy Counsellor. 

A RECENT illness has rendered the word of God more precious 
to me than ever. Believe a man who was so near the verge of 
eternity. It is in sleepless nights^ while suffering under acute 
bodily pain, and in the overwhelming pressure of business, that 
the harassed wind finds the most effectual relief in the word of 
God. Let us therefore never relax in reading the Bible ourselves^ 
and contribute by all means in our power to its diffusion among 
the poor ; that the word of God, alas, too much neglected by 
many, may be made known again, and find entrance into the 
hearts of all. 

It might reasonably be expected, that this year a far greater 
number of Bibles would have been distributed than in the last i 
and although the result will not answer the expectations of every 
one, we may confidently assert, that this is not owing to the waist 
of will on the part of the Committee. 

Opportunities of doing more were not wanting, as, at the close 
of the first year of the establishment of our Society, more than 
18,000 Bibles, and above 4000 New Testaments, were required* 
And, even deducting a considerable number which was demanded 
for that part of Saxony which has been separated from onr 
country, and with which we stand no longer in connexion, so many 
applications for Bibles have been made from different parts of the 
kingdom, that the numbers wanted have rather increased than di-^ 
minished. Neither were we deficient in funds, as you will see 
by the accounts of our Treasurer ; but Bibles and Testaments could 
from no quarter be procured in sufficient quantity. A trial was 
first made in our own country ; but at Zwickau we found only 
320 copies of the Bible, printed there, and of the Freyberg edi-^ 
tion, no more than 860 copies. In all the other towns in Saxony^ 
none could be met with. We were therefore under the necessity, 
as in last year, of applying to the Canstein Bible Institution at 
Halle; but could procure there, only 830 Bibles, and 924 
New Testaments. The Committee liave, c(ftisequently, been able 
to do but little, in proportion to the demands made upon them. 

• _ 

The Rev. Mr. Sartorius, senior minister at Bautzen, who has 
been very active in promoting jur good cause, distributed, after 
a public examination of the children, the Bibles sent him, among 
the poorest and most diligent, in the presence of many of their 
parents, and other persons : he writes as follows : 

<* I shall neyer forget the emotions wliich were visible in the 
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children, nor the tears and blessings of the parents. With re- 
spect to the former, I found the words spoken to be true, ' that 
out of the mouth of babes the Lord has ordained praise.' " 

The Rev. Mr. Briiekner, senior minister in Lebau, writes 
thus : 

" By the transmission of 30 copies of the Bible, you have 
caused great joy not only to me, and the poor children, bntajso 
to their parents. As witness to the grateful tears of the poor, and 
the orphans, I return to the Saxon Bible Society my warmest 
thanks ; and rejoice in the prospect of being one day also a wit- 
ness of that reward which the Father of the orphans, will, through 
his Son, Jesus Christ, give to all those who have disinterestedly 
laboured to communicate spiritual comfort to them and to the 
widow. 

Including 2G Bibles, which remained at the close of the first 
year, the number of copies purchased, and a few presented, during 
the present, amounted to 2121, and of New Testaments, to 627. 

2113 Bibles were distributed in various parts ; 8 only remain 
on hand. 

609 New Testaments urere likewise circulated, and of those we 
Jiave, only 18 remain. 

All the Bibles and Testaments, issued were substantially 
bonnd. 

May all the receivers of the revealed word of God draw con- 
solation and hope from it : May they diligently read, and well di- 
gest what they have read : May they experience what the ve- 
nerable Luther says of the Sacred Volume : *' It is a fruit-tree 
which bears many thousand, and all various fruits. I have gone 
^und this tree for many years, have looked at it, and shaken its 
stem, and never shook it in vain ; there is not even the smalle&t 
branch, from which, if properly struck, something does not fall." 
How true is all this I But how can you gather fruit from a tree 
which is not in your possession ? Salvation and blessing on all 
those who enable us to place the Bible in the hands of the poor ! 



Frem the Rev. Christopher Frederic Jacobi, Chaplain to the 
Court of Saxony, and one of the Secretaries of the Saxon Bible 
Society.

Wb, the inhabitants of Saxony, who still deplore the severe 
fate of separation and dismemberment, feel a degree of conso- 
lation in the recollection of the generous support and active 
sympathy which we have experienced on the part of Great 
Britain ; in consequence of which, though we can never forget 
the days of our awful visitation, we shall yet feel them less op- 
pressive. But what appears to us the best and most excellent, 
and seems to cheer us like a mildly warming ray of the sun, is, 
the Bible Society planted among us, which prospers more with 
every succeeding mQnth, and endeavours to prosecute its ob- 
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ject — a more general diffusion of the Bible, by all the means in its 
power. 

In tlie first four months of the present year, we disposed of 
1028 Bibles, and 498 New Testaments ; and in the present month 
of May, we shall piake* another distribution of 350 Bibles, and 76 
New Testaments. Our greatest difficulty arises from our inabi- 
lity to procure a sufficient number of copies, owing to the 
Bible Societies either already formed, or now forming, in almost 
every German Province ; on which account, the applications are 
so numerous, that the excellent Canstein Institution at Halle can 
supply the applicants, in many instances, only with 100 copies 
in place of 1000. This has induced our indefatigable President, 
ay well as the whole of our Committee, to adopt the resolution to 
print an edition of our own, to the amount of at least 10, if not 
15,000 copies. • 

It afforded us likewise a high gratification, to have been in- 
trusted by the British and Foreign Bible Society, with the print- 
ing and distribution of the translation of the Tenth Report ; of 
ivhich, besides those copies which have been distributed in our 
own country, we have sent 1735 copies to different parts of 
Germany.

With feelings of the most unfeigned gratitude, the Committee 
of the Saxon Biblie Society received the token of the British and 
Foreign Parent Society's generous care, in the grant of 100/., in 
addition to 100/* previously voted, in aid of Richter's Version of 
the Bible, for the poor Wends in Upper Lusatta. By this we are 
enabled immediately to put the work in hand, which will be exe- 
ctitcd with great accuracy, under the direction of^a printing Com- 
mittee of Wendish clergymen in that neighbourhood, and of the « 
Rev. Mr. Fabricius, an elder of the Moravian church. 

May the grateful prayers of more than 1500 families, whose 
members could no longer obtain even for money the source of 
of saving truth, ascend to ^the throne of the Father, and. of 
Him whom He has sent> and return in showers of blessing on our 
British benefactors. 

Impotent and invidious attempts to stigmatize our good work, 
as a sectarian undertaking, shall be shattered against that Rock on 
which Almighty God has founded his true church, that invincible 
truly catholic church of all genuine Christians, collected out of 
all lands, and under every clime. 

Owing to the total failure of the harvest, and likewise of the 
flax, (the preparing and spinning of which procured bread to 
many thousands,) in the most populous part of Saxony, every 
penny must be applied to alleviate the distress of the starving 
inhabitants of the mountain circle, and the Voigtland. With the 
greatest difficulty, 400,000 rix dollars, (about 66>666/.) have been 
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raised by Grovcrnment, and subscriptions amoog the merchants, 
for the purchase of bread-corn, in the sea-ports of the Baltic. 
Under these unfavourable circumstances, we coij^ld not possibly 
undertake the intended edition of the Bible on standing types, 
being absolutely destitute of funds ; but the edition of 10,000 
copies is carrying on with alacrity. '

Committee, you will observe, that their intention to print the Bible 
in tfae\r territories cannot be carried into effect, but that they will 
assist us in our's* 
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F%^om the Committee of the Bremen Bible Society. 

On applying to our fellow-citizens, a number have associated 
with us, and we have been enabled to begin the sacred work. 
We soon found, what generally has been experienced elsewhere, 
thatj even here. Bibles are much more wanted than was at first 
imagined. Nevertheless, we are led to hope, that our meads will 
always suffice to answer every demand ; as we had several Insti- 
tutions which prevented this scarcity from prevailing, to the 
degree it has done in other countries ; and since the word of God 
has hitherto been held in high estimation among us, we need uot 
doubt the continuance of that assis^nce which we have already 
found.

We regret that your kind letter, which, on the 10th of De- 
cember last, you addressed to Captain De Mecklenburg, remained 
80 lopg unanswered. The reason is simply this, that the gentle* 
man to whom it was directed, no longer lives in this land of mor- 
tality, but has finished his earthly career for these several months 
past. This unexpected removal of a friend whose exertions ia 
promoting this blfSssed work were indefatigable, has filled our 
jninds with the deepest grief. It affords us some consolation to 
^flect, tlwit our departed firiead eiyoyed th« satisfaction of fp#- 
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infi; a solid foundation laid for our Bible Society, His departure 
interrupted our proceedings for a short time, but did not diminish 
our efforts for carrying on this useful work ; and, to the praise of 
God, we already see some blessed effects of our labours. We 
send you, Reverend Sir, the Rules of our Society, from which you 
will perceive, that we have adopted the same principles in its 
constitution, which similar Institutions of this kind, in connexion 
with ydur's, have adopted. 

The demand for Bibles is very considerable. We have already 
endeavoured to 9atisfy some of the most urgent claims; but it 
will not be in our power immediately to satisfy them in every 
part of our native land,, which contains a population of no less 
than 300,000 souls.

Our greatest difficulty has hitherto been the impossibility of 
obtaining Bibles, notwithstanding the numerous applications we 
have made to printing offices and booksellers. We have, how- 
ever, succeeded, at last, in obtaining a small supply, and are in 
hopes of receiving more shortly. Most heart-cheering, and of 
great importance to our object, was an ordinance issued by our 
good Duke, Which enjoined it as a duty on all the clergy in the 
country, to see that every young person is provided with a Bible, 
at least twelve months before his or her confirmation, which those 
who can afford it are to -find themselves ; but the poor are to be 
furnished gratis, partly at the expense of His Serene Highness 
himself, or paid for out of the poor's-rates. In consequence of this 
ordinance, there will in future be hardly an individual in this 
Principality, without a Bible.

May 13, 181^. 

The day before yesterday I was agreeably surprised, in my 
monastic retirement, by the unexpected appearance of our friend 
N.y who entered my cell, full of joy, exclaiming, A letter from 
London ! I Seized it, and received from its contents the plea- 
sing information, that the revered Bible Society in London had 
granted us a generous donation of 50/., for which I beg; leave to 
return the sincerest thanks of all pious Christians. Indeed, I 
was so affected by this gift, that I felt constrained publicly to an- 
nounce it in our church ; and fervently implored our Divine Sa- 
viour to shower down his richest blessings on these our benefac-i 
tors, and to reward them, both in time and eternity, for the good 
they have done to us. It affords me real satisfaction to tell you, 
that the Bible, this truly divine book, is now read by hundreds 
and thousands, with devout attention and cordial joy. I mvLf 
even go farther ; and assert, that many, with whose spiritaal stater 
1 am intimately acquainted, are deeply penetrated with its sacred 
truths, and faithfully endeavour to regulate their life accordingly. 
I met lately with a remarkable instance of conversion. A man 
of learning, who, by the constant perusal of the works of Vol- 
taire, Rousseau, D'Alembert, &c. had been almost entirely cor* 
rupted, both in tiiind and body, and lived for these 36 years 
past in this world, without God, without Christ, without any 
sense of religion, has been completely transformed into another 
man, by the powerfully operating grace of our Divine Saviour^ 
and has given, in the course of the last year, the most sa- 
tisfiictory evidences of a genuine conversion. " By their fruits 
ye shall know them.''

Clergyman of the same Church. February 20, 1817. 

To the glory of God, we are constrained to say, that many 
read the word of God with joy, and derive from it, according to 
the measure of their understanding, comfort and encouragement, 
so as to excite others, both it and out of our parish, to emulation. 
Several heads of families have declared, that they could not now live 
without the Gospel. People come from neighbouring towns and 
villages, to fetch New Testaments ; and we confideotty hope, that 
the ^ord of God will, at last, leaven the whole lump. 
The following anecdote may serve to illustrate its effect : 
About three months ago, a man, whose name is Antony S.^ 
came from a neighbouring parish, on a visit to a family here, where 
a pious young woman of twenty, named Francisco, used to read 
tlie New Testament to the rest. Antony listened also, but 
laughed, and derided it. After some time, he paid another 
visit, heard again, but scoffed and blasphemed, particularly at 
the passage, John' iii. 16. Perceiving that the young reader rose 
much grieved, and shut up the book, he said, '' I beg your par-' 
don, I did not mean to ofl'end you ; but I do not believe either in 
this Book, or in the Priest's; the whole is a lie,'' <&c, (Isa. lix. 20.) 
Francisea ausueredi in a solemn toaei *' You do not offend me^but

€od ; whoever offends this Book, offends God himself; for, it is 
the word of God. Biit that you may not sin still more grievously, 
I will go away," (Matt. vii. 6.) She took the New Testament, 
went into her closet^ full of sorrow, wept, and prayed, " Lord,> 
lay it not to his pharge, but graciously open his eyes.'^- 
Antony went aw^y, hut could not get the New Testament out of 
his mind, either by day or by night. Once, awaking out of a 
dream, it ;Buddenly struck lik.e lightning into his soul: " What 
hav£ I ,4one 1 I Lave ottered blasphemies against the word of 
G)0c4 V His conscience was roused ; he had no rest, and deter- 
mined to return, beg pardoQ, and necaut. This .he t^id, the yery 
next Saturday. The first person wlipm he met, was, Frajncisca, 
whom he asked, whether she still had )h€ New Testament; 
" Yes," answered, she, " .but not for you/' Antony, the man who 
bad foraerly been 90 hardened, now began, in the most affecting 
manner, with tears, to ask pardon for his profimeness, and told 
her how the Lord had convinced him of his sin. Franciica gave 
hi^ her Neiy TestgDient, in which he read for dstys together. 
Sqou after he came as a heavy laden siiiqer to us ; and tlwt very 
passage which he had ridiculed, became the bfilm to his syounds^ 
and the solace of his troubled heart. 

Yestjerday, Shrove Tuesday, (Fiebruary 18, 1817,) the Deaij 
prfsaehed a sermon, exhorting to repentance, in which he recom- 
mended the Scriptures very zealously. A great number of people 
were assembled. We had taken 86 New Testaments with us, 
which wer^ disposed of in a quarter of an hour, after the sermoii 
)vas over. We might have distributed double the number. In 
fjie sj^me plajce, 200 copies had been previously distributed*

^ay for their dissepoination. 

I have received several letters from Lpwer Hesse, with requests 
for Bibles, even from formerly opulent families of the military, 
^ho did not much regar<t the Bible before, but are now desirous, 
in their poverty aqd distress, of seeking insf ructioii, consolation, 
and support, in the word of God. 

In the kingdom of God, no time is to he lost in the spreading 
^f bis holy word. We must fly like m^ssepcers from heaven, tQ 
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liroclaim among all nations the glorious and efen^al Gospel. ( 
am harried on to it night and day. The gloomy clouds begin al- 
ready to gather, to overwhelm us with their darkness ; we mtfst 
endeavour to prevent the night from coming upon tts ; hat our 
work will then require moire labour, and the faithful will have 
great combats to encounter. In the back ground of time, famine, 
misery, and war, are already preparing 'ffesh judgments of Goc| 
upon the world and nations. May the Lord of grace and mercy 
inspire the hearts of the distinguished Members of yoor Com- 
ivittee with generosity and Christian' benevolencej to do that 
which is his will, and tends to glorify him. I will, although un- 
worthy, be the conscientious instrument of faithfully administering, 
as far as lies in my power, with the assistance of God, what- 
ever, under his guidance, your Society may think proper to in- 
trost me with.

In the Grand Duchy of Westphalia, more than 2000 New Tes- 
taments had beeq distributed ii^ schools.

introduction. When 1 examined the children in the New Tes- 
tament, I observed, with plei^sure, their countenances brightening ; 
and their answers proveo that ' they knew a great deal of it. 
Many of the ministers and schoolmasters assured me, that, since 
the introduction of the New Testan^en^i) a great alteration had 
taken place in th^ minds and manners of the pupils, \thicii they 
show by their orderly behaviour, obedience to their instructors^ 
and in their religious and moral conduct.

On an attempt being made ii) 
hU neighbourhood ki take away the Ne^^ Testament from the 
children at the schooU, iq pons^quence of the interdiction of 
the Vicar General, they and their parents 90 resisted i^, that the 
attempt y^ finally abandoned, and they were left in possession 
of it. TJ)e spiritual w^nt of the coii^olatioof of the wprd of God, 
yrhich cpmes from heaven, and leads to it, has awakened too 
great a desire in the minds of the people after it, particularly %K 
this time of general distress, to be stifled by the mandates of 
men, let them do what they will ; it carries such sway, that \\

Bash, Aprit 7, 1817. 

We endeavoured, in the year 1816, to obtain an accurate know- 
ledge of the actual want of Bibles in our Canton ; many of the Clergy 
gave a detailed report ; and from the remainder we expect to re- 
ceive one, in the course of the Summer. It appears, that, 
upon the whole, the want of Bibles among the country people 
has already been considerably lessened ; and we are now able to 
look forward to the time when no poor family in our small Cantos 
will be found without a Bible.^ 

We observe, sometimes, in Catholic Switzerland, the in- 
fluence of the Pope's Nuncio, without which the propagation of 
tlie Catholic New Testament would be rendered much more easy. 
Notwithstanding this, and independently of the copies before sent, 
an application for 30 more, has lately been made from one small 
Canton, which have been forwarded, and were gratefully received. 
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From an Address hy the Rev, G. Oessner, of Zuriek, on presenting 
to the Members of the Zurich Bible Society, on the 14th of 
November, 1816, the Fourth Report of their Proceedings. 

Af we had only 69 copies of the larger editida of the Bible 
Temaiuiog, whi^h were soon distributed, the priiitiag of the new 
edition has been carried on without intermission. 

The printing of this edition, and the defraying of other ex- 
penses, require the continuation of your liberal aid. This sort 
of benevoIei»ce is peculiarly requisite in these distressing times. 
It belongs to you, as friends of the Bible and mankind, to see that 
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Ihail which h the only comfort ia times of a^^ versify, be sufficiently 
sopplied. While other charitable Institutions relieve temporal 
wants, the Bible Society directs its view towards wore exalted 
objects, and teaches the poor to put their trust in him who has 
declared, in his holy word, and which experience proves to be 
true, that ail things work together for good to those who love 
God, and that to them who firsl seek the kingdom of God, and his 
righteousness, all other things wilt be added. 

In the midst of tribulation, when even the necessaries of life 
are wanting, the pious poor man looks to his Bible for consolation. 
It will not be displeasing to you, to read one instance of it. 
Having only a few copies of our folio Bible left, we reserved them 
for unforeseen occasions. A very worthy Clergyman, in whose 
parish three families lost all their property by a conflagration, and 
among the rest their Bibles, writes, that a sum of money was 
placed in his hands, and, know^ing the anxious desire of his uo- 
fortunate parishioners to replace the loss of their Bibles, intended 
to apply this gift to the purchase of others, upon which we sent 
him, gratis, the last three we had. He wrote us, in reply, as 
follows : 

'' At the moment when I was occupied in opening the parcel 
containing your Christian present, the mother of one of the 
families that had been burnt out, came to me, to converse upon 
other business. I said 1o ber, ' You see these Bibles ; they are 
the gift of the Bible Society, destined for you and your fellow 
sutFerers.' Tears of joy started into the eyes of this good 
woman. ' Thank God,' she exclaimed, ' for giving me a Bible 
again. How often, since our misfortune, have I said : ' If our 
Bible had not been burnt, we could have derived comfort from that 
in our trouble. O that we could but get our Bible again ! Now, 
we shall all rejoice.' She took the Bible from the table, while 
tears of gratitude and joy streamed from her eyes, and fell upon 
it. On taking leave, she said, with warm emotion : ' May God 
reward those who have given us the Bible again ; God reward you, 
dear Minister, for having thus taken care of us!' The other two 
families also expressed their joy and gratitude, when they received 
their copies."

You will, no doubt, read with pleasure, in the Report, that the 
number of friends to onr Institution has greatly incieased, both 
in this city, and in the environs ; which is a most pleasing proof,

We have, by the generosity of your Bible Society, the bcoe- 
factress of all the others, and by the liberality of the friends of 
the Bible here, been enabled to distribute 170 Bibles, and 202 
New Testaments, with the Psalms of David, according to Luther's 
version, and nine bound New Testaments, of Gossner's edition, 
for the use of Catholics. 

As the opulent, and all who have the means, are called upon, 
here and every where, to relieve the bodily wants of their fellow^ 
mortals, the fountain of benevolence cannot be expected to yield 
so much thisvear as it did in the former. But if we cannot do 
much, we do all that lies in our power; for we cannot venture, 
with any propriety, to make a further appeal to the generosity of 
^011 r Bible Society, but will be contented patiently to wait till 
It shall, of its own accord, again cast a benignant eye upon us. 

The last Report of the British and Foreign Bible Society, for the 
possession of which I am indebted to the kindness of the worthy 
Son of your excellent President, has filled my heart with wonder, 
and gratitude to God, Who could have imagined, that the seed 
sown in London, twelve years ago, would have so vegetated as to 
become a luxuriant tree, affording shade and refreshment to so 
many nations upon earth ! But it was the word of God, sowu 
with faith in him who gives power to his own word. Among 
all the great undertakings of the British nation, this is certainly 
the most beneficial ; and the grand stimulus to continue their 
labours in this holy work, is the divine assurance, — ^Tbewoird|if 
pod shall endure for ever.

The printing 
expenses of the work now proceeding, which otherwise would 
lOLve b^n at a stand, are also covered by it. The great scarcity 
of money, the war taxes, the f&ilure of the harvest, and the 
high price of bread, have rendered our repeated appNliations Ibf 
contrxbvtions almost entirely unproductive.

From the Second Report of the Bihh Society of the Canton ie 

Vavdf at Lauaamie. 

Th£ honourable and friendly union which attaches our infant 
Society to the venerable Society of Great Britain, imposes, firsts 
u|>on us, the pleasing task of presenting you with a hasty sketch 
of its extraordinary labours, during the last year ; our exertions, in 
comparison, are but those of a private soldier, who, though subor- 
dinate to the grand army, is yet permitted to approprislte to himself 
a portion of its laurels. Yes, Gentlemen, the Bible Society of the 
€auton de Yaud may boast of having, from the hour of itsbirtb^ 
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te<iii one of tlie thousaDd satellites, wbicb, vrtth more or less 
fapidity, perforin their evolutions roand this glorious laminary* 
The honourable meni ion made of our labours and success in the 
last Report of the British and Foreign Bible Society, is highly 
ilaUeriiig ; they have condescended to let us occupy some of its 
pages, aod also to publish the translation of some letters ; which 
had been addressed to us by ministers, and other individuals of 
the Canton ; who little dreamed, that their testimonials would be 
circulated in all parts of the world. 

[Here follow extracts from the Twelfth Report of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society.] 

We have endeavoured to follow the coor4^ of this majestic 
river, which, conducted by the hand of Providence, is pouring 
out Uie waters of life upon the whole earth, and causing famine 
t» cease, not the famine of bread and water, but of the word of 
God ; for it is our blessed Saviour who saith, *' Man shall not 
live by bread alone, but by every word that proceedeth out of 
the mouth of God." The grain of mustard seed has indeed 
taken root, and become such a tree, that all the inhabitants of 
the earth find shelter under its branches. Let us now turn our 
attention upon ourselves, and give thanks to God, that he allows 
us to throw our mite into the treasury, and to administer the cup 
af cold water. 

Professor Leresche has presented an estimate of the population 
q( the different parishes in the Canton, according to which the 
Bibles aod Teslai&entB proceeding from the sum of 200/., voted 
by the British and Foreign Bible Society, w.ere to be distributed. 
in the course of six monUis. 

, Information has been received of the formation of a Bibl^ 
Society in the Vallie^ of Piedmont, and of the safe arrival of 100 
copies of. the New Testament, which had been sent by your 
Committee, as a proof pf interest and esteem. 

The objections which had been made by several of the pastors, 
as to the inconvenient form of the Bibles, the badness of the paper, 
and the entire want of margin, with the earnest wish of the pea- 
sants to have Bibles that might serve themselves, and their chil- 
dren after them ; induced us to listen to a suggestion made frQui 
Basle, Neufchatel, aod Berne, that a new edition of the Scriptures 
should be undertaken by our Society, more especially as the Bible 
of either Martin or Ostervald yras particularly desired; a Com- 
mittee was therefore appointed to ascertain the expenses ; and* 
though it was found, that the edition could be printed on better 
terms at Lausanne, than elsewhere, the funds of tlie Society did 
not appear to justify the undertaking. 

Communication was given of a very liberal donation made by 
Robert Haldane, Esq. of Edinburgh, namely, 10 Louis for the 
Bible Society of the Canton de Vaud, and the same sum to be ex- 
pended in Bibles for the Society in the Vallies of Piedmont ; in 
consequence of which 30 Bibles have been forwarded. 
The excellent Pastor o/ Bolle \Yrites to us : ** I have seen 
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children of the lowest class, and who seemed little likely to be 
•susceptible of much emotion, melt into tears, on reading the 
history of Joseph ; particularly the 44tli aiid 45tb chapters of 
Genesis ; and a little groupe, of from 20 to 25 young communicants, 
very deeply affected by the sublime chapter on the dedication of 
the temple ; while the young reader was himself so impressed, 
that he assumed the tone and manner of one elevated above the 
%vorld." 

The following Letter is from one of our young Curates, or- 
dained in 1815: 

" Sir, 

" You are, no doubt, acquainted with the extreme poverty of 
the Parish of Beuerive, and the great loss the |>easants have sus- 
tained in the failure of their crops of potatoes; under these cir- 
cumstances, I have determined to furnish the children in our 
schools with their books of instruction, Testaments, and Psalms, at 
my own expense ; but, as you know that wy means are never large, 
and that, this year, they are considerably diminished by the failure 
of the vintage, I intreat your good omces with the Committee 
of the Bible Society, that they may grant me 24 Testaments, at 
as low a price as possible ; for the other articles, I have applied 
to the booksellers, who have promised to let me have them on 
reasonable terms. There is also another thing, which I have 
much at heart :— among the young people who are preparing for 
the communion, there are several who have no Bibles; would 
your venerable Society- allow me to purchase eight, at half price? 
In that case, I could supply my little flock, and I know not wlie* 
ther the minister, or the individuals, would rejoice most. 

The annexed letter was in reply to some friendly observations 
which had been made to this excellent young man, itf which it was 
said, that his zeal outstripped his means. 

«* Sir, 
*' By the same courier, I send your order to Mr« Marc Porter, 
' that he may have the goodness to forward to me, as soon as poa* 
sible, the Bibles you have so generously allowed me. The more 
I reflect on the station which I fill, as a minister of Christ, the 
more I am convinced, that wy whole occupation should be, to do 
good. Thank God, my fortune, though very small, altows me 
still the satisfaction of assisting the poor, without myself be* 
coming necessitous. It is true, this has been a year of misery, 
and almost of famine ; but, by imposing upon ourselves a few pri* 
vations, and retrenching every unnecessary enjoyment, we can 
still find a trifle to comfort our less happy bre'thren. These, 
dear Sir, are my principles; and the more 1 act up to them, tlie 
happier 1 feel myself. Certainly, a moderate care for the future 
is not only allowable, but necessary ; yet, without being led into 
a presumptuous security, my mind rests in peace upon the in- 
junctions of our blessed 5aviour|— * T&ke no thought iov the mor- 
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row, for. the morrow shall take thought for the things of itself; 
•undent unto the day is the evil thereof/' 

GentlemeDy you have» I make no doubt, seen, with pleasure, 
-and . perhaps some degree of surprise, the liberal exertions that 
iiave been jnade by the inhabitants of this city, and of the Canton, 
to support our infant Institution ; more especially, during a 
season of very uncommon distress and calamity. . Does it not 
seem, under the blessing of Providence, in our native land, as 
well as in the larger states of Europe, that our desire for spiritual 
things increases with the privation of temporal ones? St. Ifaul 
writes to the Thessalonians, ''Ye became followers of us, and of 
the Lord, having received the word in unuch affliction^ with joj 
in theUoly Ghost/" It seems as if we prized the heavenly manna 
more, in proportion as our corn and wine decreased; in 
support of this observation, you havei perhaps remarked, that it 
•is pot unifofmly the inhabitants of our richest villages, or those 
who possess our most fruitful fields, whose offerings are the 
larjrest; they come from our . mountains ; from the poor and 
simple, but pious inhabitants of the Jura, and its neighbouring 
hamlets. When the LaponeseXsays one of our respected authors) 
bears from his snow covered hut, the soun^ of the distant 
thunder, he says, God still lives upon the mountains ; and it is in 
the midst of scenes, where nature and art combine their mag* 
nificence s* it is in capitals, and towns, and with the reasoning of 
.philosophers, (falsely so called,) that the omuipresence of the 
Supreme Being is most frequently forgotten, or disregarded. 
We ought, however, to check any harsh opinions that might arise, 
on observing, tha( all the parishes in the Canton have not con- 
tributed to our Institution ; when. we. observe, that 13. parishes, 
and 80 communes, have, .this year, been added to our list. May 
•we not conclude, that a want of confidence in new establishments, 
(which have sometimes been set on foot among us, without mature 
consideration, and abandoned for want of perseverance,) has led 
several communes to suspend their co-operation? May we not, 
and ought we not, to suppose, that some of our. pastors, who^ 
.on other occasions, give such unequivocal proofs of. their zeal 
and talents, have thought t)iat our plan of operations was. not the 
best: that could have been .adopted ; that their parishes, favoured 
by particular circumstances, had means sufficient to provide the 
Holy Scriptures, and that our Society was not ostensibly recpg- 
niaed by Government, or by the Academic Council ? Far be It 
from . tts to pass any censures. The eminent merit, and truly 
Christian zeal, of some of. our opponents, compel ^s to be 
silent, while they animate us with an ipcreased desire to describe 
not only their regard, but their co-operation. If then, in an under- 
taking, the success of which has so much exceeded, our .hopes, 
it be permitted us to express the slightest feelings of impatience^ 
j& would be against a very small number, who bring forward ob* 
jections which we thought we had met in our First Report, or 
who refuse to explain, freely, the reasons which separate us ; bMt .

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BO ; we render Mr thanks from our inmost souk to Hkt invisii^ic 
and Almighty Beiug, wlio, knowing the purity of our inteotioni, 
has strengthened our feehle efforts, and crowned us with a degree 
of success, that I may venture to say, (not in pride, but in the 
profonndest sense of our own unworthiness,) equals that of any 
•f our cotemporaries in Switzerland. 

Gentlemen, will the details of this gigantic undertakiog to 
tpread the glorious light of the Gospel over the sur^ce nt the 
whole earth, which was conceived in a season of the heaviest 
calamity that ever afflicted Europe, be listened to with the samfe 
indifference with which we too often treat the concerns of religion ! 
Shall wii be of the number of those who have eyes, and see not, 
and who have ears, and bear notl The woiVs of God are gone 
forth to the ends. of the world : the superstitious Hindoo, the 
wandering Tartar, the proud Chinese, the fierce Mohawk, end 
many other nations, of whose very existence some pf us were quite 
ignorant, unite, at this moment, to bless the labours of a Society, 
which, advancing from the north of Europe, has opened iotpene* 
trable forests to the rays of divine light, and has caused the sua 
of salvation to warm and enliven the inhabitants of Ieelaad» 
Greenland, and Labrador, the extremities of Siberia, Lapland, 
<and the land of Van Diemen, 

Let us then encourage, to the eKlent of our means, this gloriooa 

impulse, and let us strive to re-unite man to his God* '^ For, who 

bath hardened bimself against him, and hath prosj^red V Let 

us contribute our mite to the support of all such establishmenU 

as advance the progress of Clirist's kingdom ; and let none among 

m persist in saying that our efforts are useless,^hat they produce 

.no visible effects, and that we cast pearls before swine. Thfe 

influence of religion, and her growth in ihe heart of man, may not 

he perceptible in the conduct of governments, and in the debates of 

popular assemblies, in the relation of states with each other, any 

more than in conquerors at the head of their armies ; but its in- 

.4uence is felt throughout the unobtrusive lives of moRitudes of 

4dbsiettre individuals: its effects may escape observation, and tiie 

pen of thehia)orian may never record them ; but they will repress 

intemperance, infidelity, and perjury, in the public transactiom 

•ef life ; harshness, and oppression in the domestic bonds ; and 

excite men, as daily experience proves, to the highest acts of-'dis- 

interested benevolence. The essence of religion, its consotelions 

and its hopes, are invisible ; but they operate ion lathers and 

mothers, children, and servants, upon the honest tradesman, the 

obscure peasant, and the labourer in his fields. The influence 

of the law of God is oiore especially Mi in the time of calamit|f 

and mourniog; and who can count the millions -of men who have 

drawn their consolations from this divine source ; and who. If 

Ihey have not b<^n made happier in their outward circumstances, 

have enjoyed in their hearts that peace, and joy, which the 

'•world ean neither give, nor take away ! Say ye, who have passed 

. through 4be 4re of affliction, liave ^ Aiund neither courage nor 
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jMtieiice^ netlber consolatioti nor hope, in reading the Gospels, 
thie Psalms, and other portions of the Holy Scriptures ? 

Let us then terminate our Report with earnest wishes for thev 
prosperity of that empire which has restored peace to Europe, 
after so many years of devastation and terror; for that empire^ 
greater, far, in the eyes of a Christian, by her spiritual conquests, 
than all those which the poets and historians have transmitted to 
posterity* 

Yes, Britannia, pursue thy noble course ; thy ^lory is not to be 
mistress of the seas, or to have tinged them with the blood of 
thy rivals and enemies, or to have augmented thy perishable 
riches by the sacrifice of thy children. Thy real glory, Britain, 
that which shines in the present day with so much lustre, is, the 
glory of ^lightening the whole world with the bright beams of 
tlie Gospel; of making the ocean on whose bosom thou art so^ 
majestically seated, proclaim to the four quarters of the world, 
'* Behold your God;'' and^ by the force of mild persuasion, 
bringing all nations to reply, " Henceforth he shall be our God, 
Itsd we will rejoice, because our eyes have seen his great saU 
vation.'^ Yes, Britannia, it is to the zeal of thy children, that, 
lire owe this harmonious concert of all people, and nations, and 
Jaoguages; it is through their indefatigable zeal, that the Isles. 
and the Contuients, the Nile and the Ganges, the Niger and . 
|be "Euphrates, unite in ehorud with the Thames and the Wolga, 
the Rhine, the Danube, and the Mississippi ; " And f heard as it > 
were the voice ' of a great multitude, and as the voice of many . 
waters, and as the voice of mighty thunderiogs, saying, Hatleligah^ ', 
for the Lord God Omnipotent reigneth4

ceived, a few days ago, the following official communication from 
the goyernineat of our Canton ;

2. It authorized the same to make an appeal to the benevolence 
ef the public, and. 

Lastly, It favoured us with a donation of 160. Loiiis^d'or, in 
order t6 enable us to sell the Bibles at a reduced price, and to 
distribute them gratuitously among such of the poor as wera 
unable to pay for them. 

Part of the late bishoprick of Basle, in which the French 
language is spoken, having been annexed to our Canton, it ia 
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our duty to supply its inhabitants with the Scriptures ; -on which 
account we have entered into a friendly agreement with the Basle 
Bible Society, which is about to publish an edition of the. French 
Bible, to take from it as many copies as we should liave occasion 
for. 

The money received from England is most conscientiously ap« 
plied ; and 1 am charged by our Society to return to your's its most 
cordial thanks, and to express our most ardent wishes and prayers 
for its continued prosperity and success. 
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From ike Report of the Argoinan Bible Society, for the Year 

1816, ending January 1, 1817. 

Our first Meeting took place in December, 1815, when we 
agreed to present a dutiful Address to Government, stating the. 
object of our establishment, ^hich the supreme authority 
was pleased kindly to receive, acknowledging us as the Argovian 
Bible Society, and presenting us, to our great joy, with a gift of 
400 francs. • - 

We also owe thanks to the British Bible Society, which lias 
magnanimously assisted our undertaking with a present of 60/. 
sterling. The praise worthy Bible Society at Basle presented us, 
at the very commencement of our establishment, with 100 Bibles, 
300 Testaments, aud 200 Catholic New Testaments ; and the Rev. 
Mr. Gossner, of Munich, followed it up, by a gratuitous trans- 
mission of 50 copies of his version of the Ne>v Testament, whicl| 
had received the episcopal sanction.

Your generosity actually electrifies us : but to God we give 
thanks for what we receive, praising and magnifying bis Holy 
Name ; at the same time, supplicating Him to bless your persons, 
and your labours. 

Independently of the joy your letter itself occasions, a parti- 
cular circumstance still farther enhances its value, that is, tb« 
date. It coincides >vith that of the final organization of our 
Central Committee.

being in connexion^ and» as it were, in contact, of heart and 
mind, with you, dear and honoured brethren.

I BECBiVEp, at nearly the same time, the letter with which you 
honoured me, of the 22d of last month, and the work it an- 
nounced ; for which I request ypu to present my best thanks to 
the Committee of the Bible Society. I have alrekdy read some 
chapters of this new Arabic translation of the New Testament, 
It appears to me written in the most appropriate style ; simple, 
without coarseness; and pure, without affected elegance. The 
translation seems to ;ue as iiberal as was necessary, for the sake 
of clearness of expression in Arabic, and, at the same time, very 
faithful. I shall not content myself with tliis cursory perusal of 
it. You may assure the Committee, that I shall consider it 
both a duty and pleasure to examine it attentively; and I the 
more willingly undertake to give an account of it in the Journal 
des Savans, as I conceive 1 shall have nothing but good to report 
of it ; and I shall esteem myself happy in having this opportu* 
nity of. repeating what I have already said, of the important 
services which this Society has rendered to mankind, and I am 
willing to contribute my mite to this good work. 

The multitude of my engagements has prevented me hitherto 
from noticing Mr. Owen's History of the Society, in the same 
Journal. If we must not divulge the secrets of kings, we can- 
not give too great publicity to the wonderful works of God«

'Having^ from time to time; apprised you erf* our proceedings* 
i would now exhibit a brief statement of the whole since iny 
ktter of last April. 

Circumstances concurred to postpone our Second General 
Meeting, till the 26th of June, when Legislators, Judges, Profes- 
sors, Merchants, and Clergymen, of different religious denomi^ 
nations, delegated from various divisions of th^ Netherlands 
Bible Society, assembled in this city. 

Our President, the Minister of the Interior, having been absent, 
in consequence of indisposition, the Chair was occupied by 
Mr. A. W. N. Van Tets van Goudriaan, Counsellor of State, and 
Governor of North Holland, who conducted the whole business 
with his characteristic ability and dignity. ^ 

His Excellency having constituted the Meeting by prayer, and 
delivered a very appropriate and animating address, one of the 
Secretaries reported our progress since the preceding assembly, 
when it appeared, that 12 additional Societies had been formed t 
that 2038 Bibles, and 1584 New Testaments, had been distri^ 
huted; that our first edition of the I>Qtch Scriptures had just 
been completed, and that a correspondence with our Colonies had 
been opened. • 

An Extract of the Twelfth Report of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, which had very opportunely reached us; and which 
was then read, and heard with prqfound and eager attention, ex- 
cited the liveliest emotions of joy and admiration. 

The Members proceeded next to contemplate a variety of pro* 
posals suggested by their respective Societies, for promoting the* 
great and glorious object of. our United Institution; andase^ 
cond edition of the Dutch Scriptures, (in the Roman letter,) 
iiaving been resolved upon, a Select Committee wfis appoiotiMl 
to concert such measures as might give greater energy and effect 
to our individual and combined exertions. Posterior to the above 
Meeting, we hhve . disposed of 3497 Bibks, including the. IHOO 
copies sold to your Committee, and .W&7 New Testaments, be-i 
sides 3000 small ditto, which we. haye ordered for the. military^ 
amounting, in all, since the commencement of the Netherianda 
Bibte Society, to 6443 Bibles, and €073 New Testaments^

' Etclmive ct Branches stirf Associations, wbicli are gradaallj 
inulttplying in the Bortbeni^ provinces of the Icingdom, our So- 
cieties have increased tom#y in namber. Our second edition of 
Hie Dutch Scriptures is far advanced in the improved stereotype 
press ; and we are now medttatins^ an impression of the Scripture* 
in the Malay languages^ Arabic character^ Irom the Batavian edi- 
tion of 1758. 

" Oar receipts have not been diminished by- the pressure of the 
late inauspicious season ; and, it is hoped, that, if our expenditure^ 
during the current year, should not etceed, it will at least equals 
^e amount of our receipts. 

Though neither very rapid nor brilliant, our operations have 
kitherto been steady and progressive ; and, as the knowledge of 
that mighty engine which sheds the light of immortality on the 
regions of death, is diffused among a deliberate and judicious 
people, their seal to' participate and to propagate its blessings 
will be proportionably augmented. 

For the diffusion of that knowledge, we are under high obli* 
gations to the Russian, Swedish, and other Bible Societies, which 
have presented us with many interesting records of their pro- 
gress ; but to your illustrious Committee are we chiefly indebted ; 
and I have the satisfaction to inform you, that its llth and 
12th Reports are now translated and circulated in the Dutch 
language. 

The time, we trust, is not remote, when we shall be enabled to 
make suitable returns for all your generous deeds ; and such an 
interdiange of good offices, cannot ikil to animate our mutual 
efforts, and encourage our perseverance in that labour of love, 
whose sole and subKme object is a wider circulation of the Holy 
Scriptures^ 
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From the Report of the Netherlandi Bihh Society, a$ stated m 
that of the Rotterdam Society, mado at the General Meeting, 
held on the !26M of July, 18iei|. 

Agreeable intelligence has been received from Brabant^ o^ 
the desire which has been manifested after the knowledge of the 
Scriptures, particularly from the military stations at Maestricht, 
Hainault, Tonguen, and Leuven, where the Rev. Messrs. Altena 
and Goedkoop have shown themselves very active in distribajling 
bopies of the Lutheran, Reformed, and Catholic versions of the 
Scriptures. Of the last there is a great want. Every oppor- 
tunity has been embraced of forming connexions, by corre* 
spondence either with private persons, or with the chief Governor 
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of thie Dutch Indies* in order to promote this great cause in the 
East Indian, as well as in the African possessions. A foundation 
has also heen lud for a regular correspondence wii&'^Surinaniy 
Demerara, St. Eustace, and St."^artin. At the same ''time, we 
augur well 4)f the order of His Majesty, which makes it the 
duty of the Provisional Committee for the concerns of the Re« 
formed Church in the Dutch East and West Indfcs, established at 
the Hague, to. enter into regular correspon dflc e with our So- 
ciety. "^^ 

We hope soon to supply .the great want of the Scriptures in 
Hebrew and Greek, which has occadoned great hinderauce in 
their studies, to the youths in the Academy of Monflfiiban. 

The Bible Society at the Hague is very active. The cause has 
been recommended to the High Court for £ast and West, and is 
assured of the entire approbation of the Royal Family. The DU 
rectory have, by means of a circular to the parishes of Graven- 
hague, and the pastors of the circumjacent villages, been enabled 
.to transmit to the chief Directory the sum of 2500 florins. 



Fr&m the Report of the Rotterdam Bible Society. 

Wb have the great satisfaction to state, that our Branch has, 
since the last Report, not only continued in the same flourishing 
state, but that it has increased in Members from 500 to 1041, 
which, in comparison with many other populous cities, is very 
considerable. 

The state of our finances is not less prosperous. We have 
received, from the 1st of July, 1815, to the 30th of June, 1816, 
the sum of 10,316 florins. The sum of 2500 florins has been^ 
remitted to the chief Committee at Amsterdam ; and a resoluttoa^' - 
has passed to remit, this year, 3000 florins. 

We cannot forbear mentioning, with grateful sentiments, tfae^ *" 
generosity of some unknown beneiactors, who have * presented 
four bonus of 1000 florins etich: The Associations have shown 
themselves particularly active in tlie distribution of Bibles and 
New Testaments. Some have inquired ^fter the Bibles they had^. 
given away, a considerable time afterwards, and found every on*^* 
of them in the receiver's possession. They cannot sufiiciently 
praise the Christian spirit which they have perceived in many 
servants whom they visited ; the friendship with which they wer^i 
welcomed in the houses ; the readiness evinced to co-operate in 
this great work ; and the pious sentiments observed among many 
of the poor. We ought also particularly to mention, among 
others who have assisted with us, a Roman Catholic fellow- 
labourer.

SiNCR our last communicatipn to the British and Foreign Bible 
^ciety, the model and benefactor «f the Danish Association, and 
aiBce the departure of the Rev. Mr. Henderson, the friend of our In^ 
atitutioB, and the very zealous promoter of its objects and interests 
here, as well as in the provinces, the EHinish Bible Society has , 
been increased by a number of subscribers and benefactors; and 
other events have occurred, which promise ft successful result^ 
and enable us to present the following details. 

The Second Report of the Danish Bible Society has lately 
been published ; and we hope, that the perusal of it will not be 
unsatisfactory to the Committee of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society. Five copies of this our Second Report have been sen^ 
to-day, to Elsineur, recommended to the care of Mr. Fenwick, who 
will forward this small packet to London, by the first opportunity. 
Not only the final organization of a very flourishing Auxiliary 
Society in the diocese of Fuehnen, established under the immediate J 
auspices of His Highness Prince Christian of Denmark, but the 
.endeavours of its very active Committee, as well as other intel- 
ligence from remote atid very poor districts of this kingdom^ 
strengthen our hope, that the simple and noble tendency of thia 
union will be still more acknowledged in the following year ; and 

w^ that, by the blessing of God, benevolent and disinterested en- 
d^nvours to promote still further this noble cause, will be crowned 
with success.. On a perusal of the list, inserted in pur Second 
- Report, of subscribers and benefactors ^mong the inhabitants of 
the Faroe Islands, it is affecting to see with what joy and eager- 
ness the common cause has been embraced in those poor Island^* 
. jLess has been hitherto done in Jutland than in the other Danisti 
-provinces ; but measures have already been taken for promoting 

' the purposes of our Institution in that province also ; and we in* 
dulge the hope, that our next Report will exhibit still more be* 
official effects from the establishment of a Danish Bible Society* 
Among a numbei* of requisitions for the Holy Scriptures, ad- 
dressed by ministers and other authorities to us, since the publi- 
cation of our Second Report, a quantity of copies of the French 
and German Bible translation, has been solicited by the mini- 
ster of the Reformed (Calvinist) church of Fredericia, in Jutland, 
Mr. Coulin, who has described the want of French, and even of 
German Bibles, in his parish, as very great, and asked the as- 
sistance of the Danish Bible Society, in order to procure copies 
of the Holy Scriptures for the poor jfamllies of his parish* His 
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request was immediately granted, at one of our last meetings ; 
and 20 copies of the German Bible were gratuitously forwarded 
to Fredericia ; with respect to French Bibles, as we^i'ave none 
in our dep6t, we were obliged to iitf6rra Mr.  Coulln, that 
his request could not be 'complied with, until we had pro- 
cured a suflScieut quantity from abroad, probably from London,, 
by the benevolent aid of the BrillBh and FWreisn Bible Society^ 
to which we would present a petition on tne subject. Per- 
suaded as we are, of the difficulty of obtaining 100 copies of the 
French Bible at Hamburg, we must recor to the well known 
goodness of the British and Foreign Bible Society ; taking t-h« 
liberty to request, that 100 copies, at least, of the JPrench Bible 
might be sent to us, by the first opportunity, from London^ 
to Copenhagen, or Elsineur ; and that the British and Foreign 
Bible Society would grant us those books, at the rate fixed for 
members of your own Bible Society. 

Some time ago, one of our Vice-Presidents, the Right Rev. the 
Bishop- of Zealand, was favoured with a letter from one of the 
^Secretaries of the British and Foreign Bible Society, (Dr. Stein- 
kopiF,) dated, London, November 9, 181©. This letter, containing 
« most generous offer from the British and Foreign Bible Society 
to the Danish Association, was read at ottr meeting, on the 22d 
of December, 1816. The noble proposition of promoting the 
. new edition of the Danish Bible, by a gift of 600/. sterling, if 
*'our Committee would cause the new edition (the copy-right 
of which belongs to the Orphan House at Copenhagen) to 
be augmented to 10 or 15,000 copies, on good paper, and 
•clear types, was heard, by every Member of our Direction, 
with sentiments of heart-felt gratitude to your excellent Com- 
mittee ; but, although this object was discussed at two subse- 
quent meetings, we are not yet able to give a final anawer. Cer^- 
tainfy, we ought not to accept of so considerable a gift, without 
fulfilling its conditions in every respect, and in the inost con- 
scientious manner ; but, although several Members of our Com*, 
mittee have exerted themselves, we have not yet been able to pre- 
vail upon any bookseller or paper-maker to furniah, in a few 
months, the quantity of good paper required by our Committee, 
in order to accept the generous offer, and to fulfil its condi- 
tions. Wd shall speedily have the honour of presenting a decisive 
answer on the subject.

Bible Society. It gives a U^ of tbe persons chosen, on tb« 
15tib of AMgust, 1015, to conduct the concerns of the So- 
4:iety : adding. That tliese, on* the same day, undertook the 
affairs of the Society ; and, having framed resolutions for its 
.government, the same were submitted to a General Meeting, 
.on tbe 20tli of February, 1010, and unanimously approved, aiui 
•printed : 

That, in coaformity to tbe said laws, another General MeetiAg 
of the Bible Society was convened, on the lOtb of May, 1010, 
when tbe Society's receipts and disbursements were examined, 
and approved, and uew Directors chosen, &c. 

That the Dinctors have carefully embraced every means and 
opportunity that could further the success of the Society's im- 
portant concerns ; and, as the Orphan House at Copenhagen has 
.alone the privilege of printing the Bible, the Society could not 
undertake a new edition; nor was. it immediately needful, 
as that establishment had in store what, in the old way of 
disposal, would have been sufficient for several years ; besides, 
that they are sold at .the Orphan House book- room at very uio* 
derate prices. 

That, upon application made by the Dantzig Bible Society for 
Bibles for tbe use of Danish seamen^ connected with tt^at port, 
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50 Bibles were sent, which were presented for that object as a 
donation by the Directors of what is called Stistrup's Legacy ; 
60 more the Society sent to the Sleswfg flolstein Bible Society, 
with an offer of an equal number at reduced prices ; and the Di- 
rectors of Stistrup's Legacy were afterwards prevailed upon to 
send also 50 as a donation to the said Holstein Society. The 
Orphan House Directors consented to allow a deduction of 10 
Bibles and 10 Testaments per 100 ; and that, in return, the said 
Holstein Society had presented that of Copenhagen, with 50 Ger- 
man Bibles: 

That the Directors of the latter Society have pttid much at* 
tention to the Hospitais within the diocese of Zealand ; and, after 
corresponding with the Clergy and Superintendents connected 
with them, have distributed 99 Bibles, and 192 Testaments, among 
those at Copenhagen, Elsineur, and three other places : 

That the Directors have received application from several 
clergymen, as well of the metropolis, as in the country, request- 
ing a supply of Bibles and- -Testaments, for gratuitous distri- 
bution among the poor : Tliat many individuals also, whose de- 
sire and want of Bibles, upon investigation, proved genuine, have 
been supplied ; and that the schools for the poorer classes have 
not been forgotten : 

That, in order to obtain, on cheap terms. Bibles for gratuitooa 
distribution, application was made to the- Directors of the Stis- 
trup Legacy, who readily made an offer of from 8 to 400 bound 
copies, and the same in succeeding yesHV, should oircumstanoea 
enable them. 

The Rev. Mr. Schroter, Bector of one of the churches on the 
Faroe Islands, offered to produce a translation of the New Tes- 
tament in the peculiar native dialect of the inhabitfints, if th« 
Directors would undertake to print an edition of it. * 

The Directors decline, for the present, the whole ef his offer ; 
but, as tbey feel much obliged to the Rev. Mr. Sehroter for his 
seal and intention, they will undertake the printing of St. 
Matthew's Gospel, of which they, therefore, have desired bin to 
send the manuscript, and, which, when executed, will be the first 
book ever printed in that dialect : 

That, having received from the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety copies of parts of the Bible translated into the Creoles^ 
dialect, by the Rev. Mr.Volkerson, requesting thdr opinion there- 
on, because, if approved, the said Society would contribute to 
its printing; the Directors, therefore, requested the Rev* 
Mr. Lund, Rector of Tommemp, in Tyren, and the Rev. Mf, 
Mackeprang, Counsellor of Consistory at Damsholt, on Moen, 
to examine these translations, which, having done, they gave

that they cannot attend their fe.w churches more than from four to -six tiidet 

a year ; and molt of thsm are but little acquainted with Danish^ etffMuUy the

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great credit to the talents and iodustry of Mr< VolkersoQ; 
but thought that lo tome placet it was not yet quite so per* 
feet as might be desired ; and, as a New Testament was in 
print, of the year 1781, they referred to proper authorities 
in the West Indies, to know what number of copies might 
remain on hand: That tbe^ reply is just come to hand, stating^ 
that none were now to be had ; this has induced the Di- 
rectors to consider of an early attention to a new edition of the 
Testament in that dialect : 

That, as a new edition of the Danish Bible would soon be 
wanted, their old hirge stock having, to their gr^at comfort, in- 
stead of being sufficient, as supposed, for many years to come^ 
been very much reduced ; the Provincial Directory were exceed- 
ingly desirous that an improved version of the New Testament 
should first be made, and chose some learned, divines for the 
work, who, beginning with the Epistle of St. James, were soon 
enabled to,. submit a proof version.ibr His Majesty's approbation; 
and, « by his letter of the Idth of December, 1815, he gave 
his approbation, and appointed Commissioners for revising 
the whole Testament. These are. Bishop Miinter, Professors f. 
P. £. Miiller, Thorlacius, J. Moller, Bronstedt, and Dr. Mynster; * 
that they have now gone through all St. Paul's Epistles, expecting JL 
in still less time to go through the Four Gospels : 

That, although the Directors weia well aware of the exceeding 
great advantage of Auxiliary Bible Societies, yet they had en- 
joyed the happiness of seeing only one in activity, via. that at 
Odensee, which is, however, important, and held its first General 
Meeting on the 8th of May, 1816, on which occasion, the Rev. Mr, 
Henderson was present. The Bishop of the See, the Right Rev. 
Dr. Plum, Knight of the Royal Order of Dannebrog, was chosen 
President, and much satisfaction was expressed by Prince Chris- 
tian Frederick of Denmark, the Governor of the Province* 
A descrqptiqn at large is given of this Auxiliary Institution, which 
had another General Meeting on the 4th of September, 1811^^ 
when 44 Members were present. 

Thte Report goes on to state, at length, the history of the estab- 
lishment of Bible Societies in Sleswig-Uolstein, in 1815, aad one in 
Iceland, respecting all which the Committee of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society are, no doubt, already informed. The Report 
gives further an account of the Rev. Mr. Henderson*s voyage, and 
meritorious labours in Iceland, which, no doubt, is also known ; * 
and afterwards states as follows, respecting Norway : 'VThe news- 
papers contain an animated invitation to the public there for the 
establishment of a Norwegian Bible Society, signed by all the 
fiilhops of that kingdom, the King's Chaplain, and Professor 
Hersleb.'' 

A well written Extract from the Summary of the Proceedinga 
f)f the British and Foreign Bible Society, doses the historic part 
•f the Report, occupying about eight pages^ and the whole ends 
as follows; 
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«' With this great Parent Society the Danish Bible Society 
remains in the closest union, and continually receives from it some 
tokens of its regard. With other Bible Societies the Directors also 
carry on much useful correspoudence ; and the Members and 
Friends of our Society Dvill, no doubt, be much gratified by 
perusing the several very interesting letters contained in the 
Appendix, as testimonies of the interest excited by the Bible 
cause in every place and country, and of the important station 
occupied by Bible Societies in the present historj; of the 
Church of Christ : they will unite with us in offering up thauks« 
givings to him whoso often produces his greatest wonders from the 
smallest beginnings ; and will with us exert themselves to place a 
Bible within the reach of every Christian ; showing them tliose 
mighty and great things contained therein as the depository of 
divine truth, from which only addresses can spring that will 
in any wise reach the human heart."

Sieswig, May 13, 1810. 

I CANNOT, my dear friend, deny myself the pleasure of filling 
up the cover of the letter which conveys our grateful thanks to 
the Parent Society, for their present of 300/., with a. few lines 
to you. 

It is a remarkable circumstance, that this gift goes into the 
originalcountry of the present English: for our Sleswig is often 
called, by the ancient Latin Chrouiclers, Urhs Anglorum ; and the 
descendants of the Angles which remained behind, still dwell on 
one side, and the Saxons on the other side of our city ; and the 
place from which the Angles and Saxons formerly embarked, 
called HoUingfleds, is but two short German miles from this 
place, and the Deanery of Gottorf. There appears to me 
-something very interesting in this, that a generous nation, after a 
lapse of many centuries, should step forward to the assistance of 
that now much reduced country, from which it originally sprang, 
solicitous that the word of God may dwell more richly among 
its inhabitants. Perhaps we may be encouraged from this source, 
in the wish to print a Bible of our own, here, in the Old Anglia. 

From the same. October 14, 1816. 

You would hardly believe how much interest our Society has 

excited. When the Rules of. the Sleswig-Holstein Bible Society 

were first published, they were accompanied by an animattiig 

, letter from the heads of the clergy, addressed to every parish 

minister. Then the snl;>ject was discussed throughout the whole 
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country, written upoD, and freauently noticed from tfae pulpit. 
It roust,, however, be acknowledged, that such favourable senti- 
Bients do not prevail universally; but in places where th« 
clergy are animated with a true evangelical spirit, the cause 
makes rapid progress. The number of Bible . Associations* 
formed from the Little Belt to the city of Hamburg, amounts 
to more than 50. In many Deaneries, namely, in Hadersle- 
ben, Apenrade, Tondern, Sondersburg, Eyerstadt, Rendsburg, 
and Meldorff, the organization of these Associ^ytions is pr<»« 
ceeding with the assistance of the worthy Provosts, (special 
Superintendents, and Deans,) in order to their being formed into 
Auxiliary Bible Societies. Our stock of Bibles is rapidly decreas- 
ing, on aceouut of the great demand for them ; and the Canstein 
Institution at Halle if^ill uot be able, completely, to supply us 
for a long time. 

The want in the Danish district is great. We lately had 
an account of one parish in which 140 families were without a 
Bible.

The Sleswig Holstein Bible Society, even before the expira« 
tion of the first year of its labours, finds itself most agreeably 
convinced, that the success which has attended its operations, 
has, in every respect, greatly exceeded its utmost expectation. 
Among the instances of active and benevolent support which the 
Society has received, that derived from the British atid Foreign 
Bible Society, shines most conspicuously. With feelings of the 
most heart- felt gratitude it has to acknowledge the present of 80 
copies of editions of the Bible, in foreign languages, as well as 
the friendly and benevolent gift of 100 German Bibles, and 500 
New Testaments, which it very lately received. The principal 
object of this letter, is, to return you the warmest thanks of the 
Committee for this fresh proof of your liberality. 

• The gift in money enabled us to occupy with our labours every 
part of our country. We have also been able, by the receipt of 
the German Bibles and Testaments, to make very encouraging 
presents to our Auxiliary Societies and Associations ; aAd, accord- '\ 
ing to your wish, we intend to dispose of the remaining Bibles and 
Testaments, for the benefit of our funds, to such friends of the 
Bible as desire them, at reduced prices. 

N. B. In page 17, of the Twelfth Report of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, onr Sleswig Holstein Bible Society is erroneously mentioned as an '' 
Anxiliary to the Danish Society. Cur's is wholly independent of it; though 
a friendly intercoursa is carried on between ns, as with several other neigh- 
boitrang SoQiaties. 
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The M elegantly bound copies of the Bible, in various lan- 
guages, wilt become a conspicuous oraament to our library, and 
remain a pleasing and lasting monument of the widely extended 
benefits with which the Lord has been pleased to crown the labours 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society.

St, Petersburg, April 27, 1816. 

I TAKS my pen, this morning, to give you some account of 
the last Meeting of our Committee, whicli was held the day 
before'yesterday. 

Two copies of our German Bible were presented, and gave 
universal satisfaction. We shall be able to sell both Bibles 
and Testaments nearly as cheap as the Halle editions. We 
feel happy that we have these 5000 Bibles, as they are much 
wanted; it is impossible to get them from Germany, the nu* 
merous Bible Societies there, needing more than can be sup- 
plied. We have printed 1000 Testaments, apart. The Georgian 
New Testament was presented, and filled every heart with joy. 
Our Georgian brethren have long been desiring this boon: 
they could neither procure it themselves, nor did any man 
seem to care for them. The subject of printing the Georgian 
Bible was again before our Committee. It was proposed by 
the Moscow friends, that, instead of printitig the Bible wjth 
church characters, as the New Testament is, it should be printed 
with civil characters. The advantage is, that, where one can 
read the former, ten, it is said, can read the latter. This the 
Committee saw to be of too great importance for them to decide 
on, as they found the data insufficient. It was therefore resolved 
to write directly to our friends in Georgia, on the subject, 
and to learn their opinion on the spot. It will delay the whole 
ll work some time, but may lead to results of the highest consequence. 
P A most interesting paper was brought before us from the 6o- 

Temor of Irkutsk, in Siberia, on the subject of a translation into 
the Mongolian and Manjur languages. The Gospel of Matthew 
had been received in the Calmuc, and a part decyphered by on« 
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of the learned men diere* The consequence was, that thdy found 
the language was precisely the same as that of the written Ian*- 
guage among the Mongolian tribes in that government, especially 
the Burjats, and perfectly understood by them. All the difference 
U in the character, as the Siberian Mongolians use the Maujur^ 
which, although it resembles the Calmuc, yet differs so rnuch^ 
that those of one tribe cannot read the books used by the other, 
so as to understand them* JVir«. Schmidt was requested to make 
himself master of the Manjur character, and to write his trans- 
lation in it; and I am to procure, if practicable, the casting 
of types for the Manjur. The Governor also points out a plan by 
which the translation might be continued in the Mongolia^, and 
at the same time be made into the Manjur. There are here two . 
gentlemen of education, who, having spent many years in Pekin^ 
are perfectly masters of the Manjur. It is the wish of the Cora- 
tnittee to form, with them, and our excellent Treasurer, a Mongo- 
lian Manjur Committee^ for the purpose of ascertaining what caH 
be done. 

Last night, I had a most interesting interview with the Archi« 
mandrite Seraphin, an Armenian, who is just arrived here. He 
speaks many languages, and even English, which he learned froiis 
some Englishmen in Arabia; he has travelled much, and peN 
sonally knew the excellent Mr. Martyn^ in whose company he was, 
ft fortnight before his death, and from whom he had a letter, a 
few da^fs only before he left this world. He speaks highly of 
him. As he has been long in Turkey, and knows the language 
and the state of his countrymen there, I inquired of him as tm 
the propriety of Mr. Rich's idea of printing the Turkish Testa* 
ment with Armenian characters. He was convinced, that it would 
be of the greatest importance for his nation in those countries, 
and offered to edit the work himself, provided we could print 
it here. 



St. Peter$iurg, May 31, 1816. 

. I REJOICE to be able to inform you, that our good and great 
tienefactor. His Imperial Majesty, has, this week, presented the 
Society with a house for their dep6t, printing-office, &c. It is 
worth more than 100,000 rubles, in the centre of the town, and 
situated on one of the canals in the midst of the Imperial Gardens. 
As the Committee have again most earnestly solicited me to con- 
tinue to conduct the work, and on no account to leave 
them for any length of time, till I have finished what I had 
begun, they have requested me to accept of apartments in the 
house, that I might be always at hand. This I have complied witb^ 
and hope for your approbation. 

As paper here is dear, and not so good as we could wish, we 
had petitioned his Majesty to allow us to import from Holland,

paper for the carrent year, and showed him, that it would, this 
year, save us 15,000 rubles. He refused our request, for«the 
sake of the Russian paper manufactories ; but, that the Society 
might not lose thereby, presented us with the 15,000 rubles* 
What shall we say to these things 1 They must at least encourage 
us to work. 



St, Petersburg, June 13, ISl^** 

Some time ago, I wrote to our friend, Mr. Owen, respecting 
the translation of the New Testament into Turkish, and printing 
U^ with Armenian characters for the use of the many thousand 
Armenians, who understand only the Turkish language, and read 
only the Armenian character : I also mentioned, that I had found 
an Armenian Archimandrite, able anfl willing to undertake the 
work. In consequence of the conversation I had with him, he 
commenced it, and found another learned Armenian, perfectly 
acquainted with the Turkish, to assist him in its prosecution* 
Encouraged by these circumstances, the Archimandrite drew up 
a memorial in the French language, on the subject, addressed to 
the Russian, and British and Foreign Bible Societies,* which was 
read at the last Meeting. This memorial, which is well written^ 
was heard with pleasure. The Committee entered fully into tlie 
subject, and unanimously resolved to undertake the whole tx-* 
pense of the work. Nevertheless, as the memorial on this sub^ 
ject was addressed to both Societies, perhaps it would be proper 
for you to assist in the expense. 

The Meeting was closed by reading the Rev. Henry Lindsay's 
account of tlie sjeven churches in Asia, which led the Committee 
to resolve upon doing every thing iu their power to co-operate 
with you from this side, in furnishing the Greeks and Armenians 
in Turkey, with the word of God.

Y£STE|tD AY, the Russian Bible Society held its Third Anuiver^ 
sary in the Tauriau Palace. At the hour appointed, the Hall was 
nearly fuU : many strangers were present ; and, among others, 
iht eminently worthy representative of the British natitMi, and of 
.'the . British and Foreign Bible Society, the £arl of^ Cathcart» 
iWhcDhis Lordship came into the room, he pressed'my kind, and, 
Joekiiig round on the company, observed, *' Here we behold men 
of ^jiations assembled.'' " Yes," I added, " and for the most 
glorious purpose of sending the Bible to all nations." Our noble

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PresideDt, Prince Galitzin, took his seat at the head of the table, 
supported, on the right, by that distinguished Prelate, the Archbi- 
shop Michael^ and, on the left, by the Roman Catholic Metropolitan. 
The President opened the Meeting with a short but peculiarly excel* 
lent speech. The Secretary, Mr. Papoff, then read the Report — fi 
most interesting document, in which, to show the progress made 
by the Society in its means, and in its work, a comparison wag 
stated between the two first years of its existence, and the last 
year. One hundred and fifty-seven thousand, one hundred, copies 
of the Scriptures have been printed, are in hand, or about to be 
printed, in thirty editions, and sixteen different languages. Besides 
which, translations are preparing in the Modern Russian, and 
Matthew and John finished ; and in the Turkish with Armenian 
characters, of which Matthew is nearly finished ; these will make 
the number of the languages eighteen. Facts were mentioaed, and 
extracts of correspondence read, whjcb prov.ed that the divjn^ bless- 
ing had rjested in an eminent degree on the Society's endeavours to 
.distribijite tbe Holy Scriptures. The poor have thereby been en- 
riched, the bands oif the prisoner loosened, the sick and th^ 
l^yjng comforted, the prodigjal reclaimed, and the heavenly pilgrim 
strengthened for his journey, and enabled to proceed on his way 
rejoicing. Nomina) Christians, who, in consequence of their 
being deprived of tb^)ight of divine revelation for centuries past, 
either worshipped they knew not what, or were beginning to ador^ 
fhe works of their own hands, or to pay their devotions at the 
shrine of the false propjbet, have seen 9 light shine in a dark 

Slace. until the day dawn, and the day star '^rise in their hearts. 
Jeatbeos and Mafiomedans hjpve ^e/en jthe star in the east, which 
in due time will lead them, through the tender mercies of our God, 
to the Child borq, and the Son^iven. SmL*h are the facts, my dear 
friend^ contained in this Report. I wish you could with me have 
taken your seat behind our Noble Presicfent, where you would 
have had the whole of this august assembly in view, and, although 
you would have heard these facts detailed in a foreign language, 
you would yet have read, in the countfsnances of all present, men 
of all nations and confessions, ii| a language you perfectly underr 
staled, the full import of what was detailed, in the expressive looks 
of astonishment and joy, of gratitude, praise, and supplication. A 
tribute of just commendation was paid to our great and good 
Patron, His Imperial Majesty. What the British and Foreigp 
Bible Society had done for Russia, was delineated in a manner 
which showed, that, in this god-like cause, there was a blessjn^ 
i^ receiving, as well as in giving. The gratitude of the Comr 
mittee^ and of the whole assembly, was expressed towards the 
Noble Representative of your Society ; and his Lordship evidently 
felt the honour done to him and his country. All was profound 
silence till the Report was finished, when expressions of congratijr 
lotion ran through the whote assembly.

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. The foHowing is the $abstaDce of the speech deliyered bf 
the President, Prince Galitziu, uj^n the above occasion ; 

** It is now the third time, unanimous reverers of the word ot 
God, that you are assembled with one heart in this place, in 
order to survey the proceedings of our Society during the past 
year, and to mark the steps by wliich it has advanced towards the 
accomplishment of its object, the extension of the knowledge and 
salutary effects of the written word of God, not only among your 
fellow-subjects, and those who, with you, are one in faith, but. 
as much as possible, among all nations who dwell upon the face of 
the earth, who, ind€e4» are one blood with your selves. From the 
Report which is now to be read, you will learn, that the past 
;year equals, and even exceeds, both the former years together. 
It equals them, both in its income, and, therefore, in the means of 
'supporting the Society's exertions ; it exceeds them in the most 
important branch of their activity, the preparation of copies oX 
the Sacred Scriptures, for supplying those who were in want of 
them, according to their numbers, their language, the place of 
Jheir abode, and other circumstances. 

" The progressive establishment of new Auxiliaries, and ih^ 
unanimity and harmony of the different Branches of the Russian 
Bible Society, materially lighten its burden under its multifarious 
;ind diversified exertions, and extend more and more its sphere 
pf action. The abundance of one Branch supplies the wants of 
the other. The one suggests a new undertaking ; the other exe- 
cutes, or, at least, takes part in it. The one increases the ge- 
neral funds ; the other employs them for the common use of alt. 
The one furbishes copies of the Sacred Scriptures ; the other dis- 
tributes them. 

" A like mutual participation, on the part of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, claims, on this solemn occasion, our most 
serious acknowledgpients. Is a difficult undertaking comnien* 
ping here? Already assistance hastens from that distant land. 
Is a new Branch of pur Society forming, which needs pecuniary 
support 1 This support is already granted ; and that, sometimes, on 
the mere intelligence, that the formation of such a Branch is in 
contemplation. Is o\\x Society successful? Already we hear 
from afar the voice of joy^ encouraging us to surmount every 
obstacle, while as yet this success had scarcely attracted our own 
attention. Such is the aUiai^ce, of whic)i the compact is written 
|n the Bible only. 

" But we hasten to repose on a more solid foundation, and whicb 
Ihe Russian Bible Society can call its own, and to derive our best 
hopes from a nearer and still more abundant source. I refer to 
jtbe continued benevolence which our most gracious Sovereign 
manifests towards our Institution. Since his return to the bosom 
pf his native country, especially, he has taken a more active part 
|p promoting the distribution of the Siacred Scriptures; not only 
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by the influence of his name, and his liberality, but nlfOtby the 

(larticular attention which he pays to the progress of the work* 
le not only approves of whatever contributes to i&)rward the 
views of the Society, but gives new life to its activity;, by the 
suggestions of his own heart. He himself opens the seal of a 
a language, which, from its being less intelligible, had veiled from 
many Russians the Gospel of Jesus; and lays it open tocbiU 
dren, from whom not design, but the effects of time> had hitherto 
concealed it. 

. " In the events which happen, if we are only attentive to themi 
"we may hear the voice, and see the finger, of Providence. Will 4i 
then be considered as the working of au overheated imagination^ 
if we view these new events, in regard to the Ruisiau Bible So^ 
ciety, as the pronouncing of new blessings upon it, and designed 
to lead us with humble reverence to lift up our thankful hearts to 
the God and Father of the word ; and if, trusting ia Him for a»t 
sistance^ we feel our coufideuce confirmed, and our seal renewed 
in prosecuting a service — so easy for all — the dissemination of the 
holy word I Will it then be considered as the working of an 
overheated imagination, if, when considering the increasing ex<* 
ertions of the Bible Society in our own country, together with tba 
rapid progress of similar Institutions throughout the whole worlds 
combined with all tl|e influences, which we have reason, to be^ 
lieve must follow in their traid, we should seem to behold, in the 
midst of the heavens, the angel flying, having the everlasting Go»t 
pel to preach unto them that dwell on the earth, and to every 
nation and kindred, and tongue and people? The suggestion of 
this idea, will certainly cause every one present to desire, from 
the very bottom of his heart, that this mighty angel may also 
overshadow our country, and that he may impart to our earthly 
service in the heavenly Gospel some communications from tha 
strength of his wings. 

*' To the general desire, we must, perhaps, unite the particuhif 
wish, in regard to some, that a single eye may be given to them^ 
that the appearance of this angelic Publisher of the Gospel, or 
to speak more plainly, the work of the Bible Society, may not 
appear to them as merely imaginary and delusive. It is la- 
mentable to think, that there are still more to whom the very sim- 
!)licity of this work seems mysterious, and who, blind to the ef- 
ects of the Bible Society, which are open to all, seem to discover 
some concealed objects, though it is evident, from the very fun- 
damental principle of its constitution, that it cannot have any; 
But let us hope that the course of time, and the providence of 
Him who has given us his word, will bring them also gradually to 
«ee, that God, who formerly designed, by the foolishness of 
preaching, to save the world, which by wisdom knew him not, 
wills, at present, that we should sow dead letters, and cold leaves, 
ffaat from them might be produced spirit and life.'^ 
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I trust the above speech will be considered as a most important 
document, keeping in view the quarter whence it came, the au* 
dience to which it was delivered, and the topics on which i^ 
touched. You see distinctly stated a principle, which, from the 
commencement of the Society, was, in part, recognised, and 
acted upon, that of promoting the distribution of the Holy Scrjp; 
tures, not only among the inhabitants of the Russian Empire, but, 
as far as circumstances will permit, among all the nations of the 
earth. The Society has already furnished Greek and Armenia^ 
Christians, who live beyond the confines of the empire, with the 
sacred oncles of their faith, and is preparing to do so on a more 
extensive scale. Heathens and Mahomedans have received from 
the Society the word of etenial life, in their own languages ; and 
the manner in which they have received the gift, encourages the 
Committee to proceed, yea imperiously calls upon them to do 
•till more. 1 informed you, some time ago, of the desire of the 
Burjats (a Mongolian tribe, in Siberia) to have the New Testa- 
ment in their own language, or rather printed with their own cha- 
racters. Since we arrived here, we have heard that they have 
enforced that desire with an argument which evinces their sin- 
cerity, and speaks to every heart. They have collected the sum 
of 10,000 rubles, for the express purpose of printing the Scrip- 
tures in their language. Is Uot this one of the events which our 
Noble President so emphatically refers to ? Do we not, in this 
instance, hear the voice, and see the finger, of God 1 Our worthy 
Secretary, who is sitting beside me, justly remarks, " Who has 
told these poor Heathens of the value of the word of God t 
Who has put it into their hearts to desire to have this treasure 
in their tongue? Who has enabled them to desire such liberal 
things for this purpose? it is, indeed, the work of Him who 
does all things according to the counsel of his own will.*' It has 
roused our friends in St. Petersburg to new exertions ; and, when 
heard in England, it will not be lost on the friends of the Bible 
there. I think, we may safely say, that this example is unparaU 
leled* Let us meet it with unparalleled exertions on our part {

On the evening of the 12th, we arrived at Dorpat Our 
friends in that town having, previously to our leaving St. Pe- 
tersburg, been informea of our intention to visit them, the 
Committee had assembled, in order to consult with us on 
the affairs of the Society; and, though several of the Mem- 
bers live at a considerable distance m the country, even as

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far as 50 or W wersts, yet they' arrived in town, on the 
evening of the 13th ; and, having spent that, and the follow- 
ing day, in obtaining information concerning the state of their 
affairs, we met with them on the evening of the 141 h. That 
worthy man, the Rev. Mr. Roth, Dean of the district, was in the 
chair. The account they gave us of the avidity and joy with 
which the people had received the New Testament, quite delighted 
us. Indeed it exceeds all expectation. These truly pious people 
did not receive the Testaments, without comparing them witl| 
the former edition, which they had learnt to vahie in proportion 
to its scarceness ; but, finding that it was the same word of God, 
•unaltered, they came forward with much eagerness, soliciting 
copies of it, so that the whole edition of 5000 copies is already 
nearly exhausted : only a few hundred copies remain on hand, 
4ind they will not. be sufficient to supply the requisitions of the 
present autumn. As only one New Testament could, previously, 
be found among 800 persons, the present edition is only a drop 
In the ocean. It had been intended to attempt introducing the 
Revalian dialect into the schools, and among the young ; and the 
present edition of 5000 copies was designed only for those who 
were more advanced in age ; but there was a diversity of senti- 
ment in the Committee, with regard to the practicability of this 
measure; the decided preference given, by old and young, to 
their own dialect, had convinced all of the expediency of fur- 
nishing them with a plentiful supply of New Testaments, at least, 
in their own dialect, and of the necessity of introducing it into 
the schools, if they wished to excite a desire to read a book which 
the learners easily understand. After much judicious discussion, 
it was declared, that the experience of the Society proved that it 
vras desirable to put the New Testament, in the Dorpatiau dialect, 
into the hands of every individual capable of reading it, and 
that, for this purpose, from 50 to 60,000 copies would be re* 
quired. But as for the Old Testament, it not being translated 
into their dialect, they would with it give a fair trial to their plan 
of introducing the Revalian dialect into their district, as the book- 
language, and, on this account, will take the benefit of the pri- 
vilege, afforded them by the manner in which the 1000/. have 
been granted for the Esthonian Bible. 

Observing what they wished to propose, I saved their modesty, 
and assured them, that the British and Foreign Bible Society 
would be so satisfied with their zeal, and gratified with the 
reception their edition had met with from the people, that I had 
no doubt it would defray the expense of stereotype plates for the 
New Testament in tlieir dialect, and that I would lay it before the 
Committee. I am sure, could you have been witnesses, it would 
have served instead of a thousand arguments to enforce the pro* 
priety of granting them 300/. for this express purpose. It must 
be considered, that it is not only 40 or 50,000 copies which will 
be needed. These are required immediately ; and, if introduced 
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lis a school book, wiH soon need to be r^-placed by tiew editions. 
Tbe affair of correcting the press for everj new edition, is a Tery 
serious one to our friends. They had to print the last edition In 
Mittau,- and to send all the proof sheets, by post, to the Rev. Mr» 
Roth. By complying with this request, you will enable another 
of your children to provide for itself. Poor as the district is, 
they seom to proceed with so much spirit, that they bid fair to 
be able, in future, to pay for paper, printing, and binding, without 
uny foreign assistance ; and thus to supply their own wants, at 
least as far as concerns the New Testament. I have only to ob^ 
serve, that, although the language is nearly the same as th^ 
Revalian, there is yet so much difference as renders }t difficult for 
them to understand a book in the latter dialect ; this difficulty 
proves so discouraging to them at the outset, that they become 
ttisheartened. We cannot make the oracles of truth too plain for 
(he common people, especially the New Testament. 

We recommended to their particular notice the seven parishes 
In the Dorpatian circle, where the Dorpatian dialect is spoken; 
They immediately offered to procure copies from Reval, and 
to supply them at the same price as they had done in their own 
dialect, which will be with the loss of more than half a ruble oh 
tach copy. As I think it is of great importance to encourage 
this spirit, may I suggest to you the propriety of granting them 
600 rubles from your funds for this express purpose ? Tfieirzedl 
Will exceed their ability. We proposed to them opening a regular 
Bible Depository in the town, which was immediately agreed to. 
They are to get 150 of the 1000 German Bibles as a supply in th^ 
German language. For this gift they felt particularly thankful 
to your Committee. 

' I cannot describe bow much we were gratified, on meeting thes^ 
excellent men. The spirit, the business-like manner, in wfaicfii 
^very thing was transacted, were truly pleasing. They were no 
less delighted, on meeting with us, especially with His Ex- 
cellency, Mr. PapofF. It formed a closer union between them 
and the Committee in St. Petersburg ; and they could not refraia 
from openly acknowledging, that they had now very different 
Views of the subject from what they had entertained before 
haviqg conversed with His Excellency. They could not coti- 
ceive it possible, that Ministers and Princes could enter with 
so much interest into the cause, as our official documents 
seemed to indicate. They had now a specimen of the spirit 
by which the Committee in St. Petersburg are actuated ; and 
ihis inspired them with a confidence they did not before 
'possess. 

The Dean has established in this parish a Bible Associatioo 
among the peasants. Some subscribe ten, others fifty copeks 
annually, some a ruble, and even more. Mr. Forster, one 
-of the ciders of the Moravian Brethren, is President; his 
assistant, Mr, Schmidt, is Treasurer | the worthy Dean, first 
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Secretary ; a yoiing peasant is the second Secretary, who keeps the 
Accounts, writes the Protocol, &c. in a businesslike manner ; six 
peasants are Directors. The Society consists of between three and 
four hundred peasants. The Commitlee meet regularly for business 
in the house of their pastor. At first, they were h little shy 
of persons so much their superiors, and particularly when invited 
to sit with them at the sam^ table, to consult about matters of so 
much importance. Now they feel themselves quite at ease ; and 
the worthy Dean assured us, with the tear of joy sparkling in his 
^ye, that he had seldom heard so much good sense, or remarks so 
judicious, as those uttered by these good peasants iti their M eetingi 
of the Committee. This summer, they held their first Annual 
Meeting ; the whole Society assembled at the Parsonage, and 
walked, in solemn procession, two and two, with the Committee 
at their head, to the Church. The Meeting was opened with 
a song of praise. After a prayer, the Report was read^ and 
the Treasurer gave an account of the income and expenditure 
during the year. An extract from the Report of the Dorpat 
Society was now read by their Pastor ; and afterwards a short 
account of the proceedings of the Russian Bible Society, the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, and of the progress of the work 
throughout the whole world. The Meeting concluded in a 
religious manner, in which several clergymen, who attended for 
the purpose, took part. The effect produced was astonishing. 
The poor peasants saw themselves to be fellow-workers with all 
who are good and great, in the best of causes. Their ideas were 
expanded, and they retired. with reluctance from this most in- 
teresting Meeting. A number became subscribers, who had not 
contributed before : nor was this all ; the tidings of this new thing 
spread around, and the peasants in some of the neighbouring 
.parishes have come forward, and requested that their pastors would 
establish such a Bible Society among them. We made arrange- 
ments with the Committee at Dorpat for having them established in 
all the parishes ; which we hope will soon be done. The good which 
will result from these measures, is incalculable, not only to the Bible 
cause, but to the cause of humanity. You must know, that tli^ 
state of the peasants in Esthonia was perhaps the worst in Europe ; 
at least, by far the worst in Russia. How wonderful are the ways 
of Providence ! Just while all these things are going forward^ 
the humane Alexander is giving freedom to the peasants in 
Esthonia ; the law is passed ; the Ukase is printing, and arrange- 
ments are making for putting it into execution ; but they must 
be raised in some degree in the scale of. beings, before, the^ 
can enjoy the good preparing for thev) ; they must feel that 
they also have moral worth, that they are men. This effect is 
produced by the Bible Society, in a safe, expeditious, and powerful 
manner ; and when we take into the account the effect which, by 
the blessing of God, will be produced, by the reading of the 
Scriptures, on the minds of these oppressed and neglected human 
beings; and connect all these with the change about to take 
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place in their political exi$tence9 we must stand stilly and exclaim t. 
" O the depth of the riches both of the wisdom and knowledge of 
God ! How unseaFchabie are his judgments, and bis ways patT 
inding out^'

*' The elevated and Christian sentiments which His Imperial 
Majesty entertahts, he has most solemnly declared before the 
Ifvhole of Europe. The Finnish Bible Society has recently had 
fhe happiness to receive the most pleasing proofs thereof, in Hi* 
Majesty's Rescript of the 12th of March last, to its worthy 
President, Count Steinheil, in which he Was pleased to declare fait 
faigh satisfactron with the progress of the Society, and his gra- 
cious purpose to support it still farther in its good work ; and also 
two other Rescripts, of the 19th of the same month, granting to 
the Society free postage for all its letters and packages within 
the empire, and a loan of 30,000 rubles, free of interest, frofl» 
the Finnish Militia Fund, to assist in printkig a quarto edition of 
the Bible, to be re-paid m the space of five years^» reckoned from 
the time that the said edition shall have left the press. Such 
Valuable proofa on the part of His Imperial Majesty, of the moal; 
gracious &vour and attention to the affairs of this Society, and 
such readiness to promote the cause of the Bible and of religion, 
will be gratefully acknowledged, not oiriy by the Members of thia 
Society, but also by every virtuous Finlander ; and it will be cou« 
femplated with delight by the latest posterity. 

" Besides the 8000 Testaments printed in the cou-rse of the pre- 
ceding year, 5000 are now at press, afod nearly (inisbed. Of the 
former, 3000 copies have been distributed in Finland ; 2000 have 
been ordered by the Russian Bible Society, for distribution itt 
Ingermannland ; and the Society has resolved, in the course of 
the current year, (1816,) to distribute 2000 copies gratis to tlie 
poor ; also to supply all the prisons, poor-houses, and hospit^s, 
within the kingdom ; the remainder will be sold at a very low 
price. 

** Paper has been provided for the Btt)le in 4to. with the 5007. so 
liberally presented by the British and Foreign Bible Society, for 
the purpose xif defraying the expenses of the said edition ; and^ 
His Imperial Majesty having graciously afforded stich munificent 
assistance towards this part of the Society's plan, the Committee 
will immediately take measures for having it speedily accom- 
plished. 

" But, while the Committee were thus taking measures for prcN 
iriding a sufficient supply of Bibles and Testaraents ia the 
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language, they were not unmindful of the Swedish inhabitants of 
{^inland. They, accordingly, procured from Sweden copies of 
the Scriptures in that language, for the amount of the 200/. pre- 
sented them for that purpose by the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety ; and have distributed them in those parts of Finland where 
Swedish is spoken. The same benevolent Society has lately pre- 
sented a second doaation, to the like amount, for t-lie same pur« 
pose ; whichiiberality, 'On th^ part of the Society in London, has 
encouraged the Committee to increase their efforts in promoting 
'the distribution of the- Swedish Scriptures, especially among the 
poor ; so that 250 Biblea have been ordered to be distributed 
Ijratis in different parts of Finland. 

*' In order to enable the Society to furnisli copies of the Holy 
Scriptures at as low prices as possible, and especially to distrrbute 
copies gratis to the poor, until every poor cottage in Finland 
shall be bleseed witli tlie saving light contained in the revealei 
.word of God, it was resolved, at the .commencement of 1815', to 
invite more generally the Finnish nation to take part in tiiis good 
work, and to become vegular members of the Society, either by 
subscribing 3 r'ubles annually, or 30 rubles once for all. With 
the most lively gratit^ide, the members of the Society have now to 
inform the public, that this invitation has been answered in the 
lOiost liberal manner by their countrymen, so that already 12,44$ 
.jii^bles, 45>Gopeks, have thus been added to the Society's lunds.^ 



Mittm^ August Hf ISMU 

Last night, we met the Committee of the Courland Bible So- 
tiety. The Chancellor, Baron Medem, was in the chair. His 
Excellency gave a very satisfactory account of their proceedings 
•hitlierto. * Of the 15,000 copies of the Lettish New Testa^ 
ment, which have been printed here, the Society in Riga lias been 
able to obtain only 5000, as 10,000 were wanted tor Courland. 
Of these, 8000 are immediately required, the half of wbkh ba^w 
. already been deliver>ed out. 

It was agreed to establish a Tegular Depository, whiofa wHI 
prove of vast importance in giving regularity to this part of the 
Sosiety's worji. In connexion with this, it was stated, that it 
awould be necessary to have copies of the Scriptures, in various 
languages, in their dep6t, and particularly in German, Slavonian, 
Polish, and £sthonian. The information, that they were to re- 
t;eive 300 German Bibles as a present from the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, excited much gratitude to their li- 
beral benefactors. They pressed much to have a supply of 
small German Testaments, particularly for the schools ; but we 
. were sorry that wc could promise only a scanty allowance. U 
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was also agreed, that a number of the French Testaments, remain* 
tng, from those presented by the British and Foreign Bible So« 
ciety for the prisoners of war, should be brought into circulation 
\n the schools. 

The great depiand for their own Testaments, renders it evi- 
dent, that it would be necessary to m^ke arrangements for com- 
mencing a new edition, ^'ithodt dei^y ; and it w^s unanimously 
agreed, that 5000 copies should be begun as soon as paper can be 
procured. The zeal with whiph this was undertaken, afforded 
us much satisfaction.* |*erhaps you do no't know that the Lettish 
Testament is printed on standing types, and that the types have 
been provided entirely at the expense of their printer, who en- 
gages to keep them standing for tne Society, as long as they print 
their New Testament in his office. Instead of taking advantage 
of this circumstance, and making the Society pay dearer for the 
vork, he prints cheaper than any other person would do from 
standing types provided by the Society. Bqt Messrs. Stepben- 
bagen and Son know the wort}! of the Bible thepiselves, and only 
desire that all others may have au opportunity pf reading it. Had 
not this been the case, l^should perhaps have urged you to make 
a new grant for stereotyping the New Testament, as the demand 
is so great ; b,ut this is not necessary. On inquiry, we have 
found, that th^y have funds to meet the expense of the intended 
edition, although they have sold their 10,000 copies'^l little more 
than one-third of what they cost the Society. 

Nothing gave the Committee so much heart-felt satisfaction, as 
the information, that your Co^imiltee had granted 1000/. for 
stereotyping the Lettish Bible. 

It was ^tjjggested, that now was the time to endeavour to ex- 

^cite more general attention to the object pf the Bible Society. 

This subject was ^Iso fully discussed; and it was resolved, to 

commence doing something on an extended and general plan, wbicli 

^ would leave no corner of the province unoccupied. The plan 

^ proposed, and adopted, is, to establish Branch Societies, as with 

you, in every town in the Government, each of which shall have 

I'or the field of its operation, not only the town in which it is 

established, but also the district connected therewith. In each 

parish or congregation^ it is also agreed to establish Asso- 

fsiations* 



Ptmau, August 13, 1816. 

Wb remained with our friends at Mittau till one day after 
the Meeting, and had the pleasure to meet the whole "Com- 
mittee at His Excellency's, Baron Medem, when we again had 
much conversation concerning the affairs of the Bible Society. 
Pue object particularly occupied our attention^ namely, the 
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iltnation of the Letten, in that part of Lithuania belonging 
to Russia, in which there are whole parishes where the Lettish 
kioguage is spokeu, Lettish is preached, and all their book» 
are in this language. As far as we could learn, the number 
of the Letten in Lithuania is about 20,000; their situation 
claimiag particular attention, as they are in danger of being en* 
tirely neglected in the distribution of the Scriptures in their 
language. As these, parishes are on the confines of Courland, it 
Bust be the business of the Mittau Committee to attend to them, 
which they are willing to do, as far as their circumstances will 
permit. The poverty of the people, together with other con<» 
niderations, rendering it necessary to furnish them with copies of 
the New Testament gratis, (which the funds of the Courland So-* 
/ciety do not at present admit of,) I would propose, that you should 
allow them a small sum for this purpose, say 1000 rubles ; this 
would enable our Courland friends to distribute about 500 copies 
of their New Testament among their neighbours, and may be at^ 
tended with the best effects in exciting attention to the Scrip- 
tures, and the Bible Society ; and, perhaps, may lead to some- 
thing more desirable. On Thursday morning we left Mittau 
for Riga 

In the evening we met the Committee; all the Members in 
.town were present. The account of this Society was very satis- 
factory. They have hitherto been able, from their own funds,. to 
meet their own expenditure ; so .that (he 5000 rubles they re- 
.ceived from the British and Foreign Bible Society, remain in the 
-Bank at interest, on their account. They have, in conjunction 
with the Courland Society, printed 15,000 copies of the Lettish 
.New Testament, of which they have . borne one-third of the ex- 
.pense, as the Committee in Mittau required two-thirds of the 
« whole edition, to satisfy the demand of those who had subscribed 
for them. These are, at present, binding; and the distribution is 
just commencing. They have shown their liberality towards the 
•Dorpat Society, which is much poorer than they are, by a present 
. of 300 copies of the Dorpatiau Testament, for distribution among 
.the poor .in that .district. They have also provided for the re- 
.cruits, and the children of soldiers, speaking the Dorpatian dia- 
lect ; furnished the hospitals with German and Russian copies of 
the Scriptures ; and provided a supply of Slavonian Bibles and 
Testaments for the population of Riga. In short, the Society in 
Riga has done every thing which circumstances permitted to do, 
during the three years of its existence. The General Superin* 
' tendent gave the Committee a luminous statement of all we had 
to propose for their consideration, which was most readily 
agreed to.. 

Their joy, on account of your magnificent present of 1000/« 

- for the Lettish Bible, was very great. A stereotype plate which 

I showed them, afforded universal satisfaction. Dr. Sonntag felt 

so deepl^r interested in the stereotype edition, that he declared 

|)is ire^diness to undertake the correction of the press at St, 
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Petersburg, st bis own expense. He is a tnan of nncomnfoii 
energy and perseycmoce. As tbere is a great conflux of strangera^ 
at all season's of the year, in Riga, it is a most eligible station #dt 
a Bible De|»ository, and measures were taken for establisbing on^, 
Tlie German Bibles, of whicfa tbey were to receive 250 cofues, 
were a most acceptable present. Here is also a great demand for 
German Testaments, as well as for Bibles in tliat language, ft id 
evident that the Russian Bible Society must undertake an edition 
of both, on stereotype, as soon as possible. 

A commencement has, here also, oeen made with Bible Associa* 
lions, among the peasants. 

When we urged the necessity of thus forming Bible Associations^ 
all agreed that the plan must first be attempted on an extensive scale 
in the parishes, where the United Brethren had most adherents^ 
as they were the people who had most love for the word of God» 
on whom the fullest dependance could be placed, and whose 
example would influence others.

BETWB8N Riga and Pirnau, we called on the Rev. Mr. Bergi* 
mann, who is well known on the Continent, for his interesting 
account of the Calmucs, having wandered two years with thesa 
people, for the purpose of gaining a perfect acquaintance with 
their language and manners. We found in his house a most bril* 
liant assembly of the neighbouring gentry, who had come to spend 
the evening with their pastor. Although in our travelling hablt^ 
we were obliged to take part in the festivities of the evening, 
and had an opportunity of speaking a word for the Bible Society. 
We found here a most excellent library, in which are many scared 
books. We discovered a grammar of the Manjur language, and 
another book, from whiich Information may be obtained in regard 
to their written characters. These we carried with us, abd 
promised some copies of our rare editions, in return, to enrich 
his library. Having torn ourselves away from our kind friends, 
aft^r supper, we pursued our journey, and at midnight arrived 
at our station. Now we found ourselves in a part of Livonia, 
where the Reval Estfaonian is spoken, the Pirnau and Fellia 
•districts. These districts had hitherto been totally neglected by 
-the Bible Society. As tlie people here speak a diflerent language 
froiti the Lettish or Dorpatian, neither the Society in Riga, nor 
that in Dorpat, could make any provision for them ; and, belonging 
to a different government, they were not included in the bounds 
•of the Reval Society. All this I foresaw in 1813, and insisted 
that a Bible Society ought to be formed for this district also, cotf- 
taining about 80,000 souls. My proposition was at that time 
controverted, and I ^'ielded. Now the friends to the cause were 
•convinced that I was in the right, and exerted themselves to the 
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Qtmost, to bring about the establisbment of an independent BibU 
Society for this part of the govemment* The General Superin^ 
teudent, Sonntag^ wrote to the Deans of both districts on the 
subject, and informed them of our intention of visiting them for 
the purpose of forming a Bible Society. On our arrival at thf 
station, I found a letter addressed to me, from the Rev. Mr. Berg^ 
Dean of the Pirnau district, who resides at Halixt. Very earl; 
next morning, we took post iiorses, and set out to visit hifQ» 
We found him prepared for us, and immediately entered on the 
subject of our mission. We found the Deaii a warm friend to 
religion and the Bible Society. He had earnestly desired to see 
a Society established in that part of the country ; but, from 
their poverty, and want of encouragement, hitherto in vain* He 
had received full power from the Rev. Mr. Richter, the Dean 
of Fellin, to treat with us on the subject, as it was impossible for 
the latter to meet us. Every thing was soon settled, a plan draws 
out, and other previous arrangements made. While thus engaged^ 
we were agreeably interrupted by the entrance of the Bev* Mr« 
Bergmann, and one of the noblemen, with whom we had spent 
the preceding evening, who had come twenty English miles to meet 
ns again, and spend a few hours in our company. We received 
much interesting information concerning the state of religion in 
this part of the country; and were truly happy to learn, that 
much true piety existed among the peasants in these districts, that 
they were better instructe<| than in many other places, that they 
highly prized the Scriptures, and ardently desired to possess th^ 
invaluable treasure; but that the scarcity of Bibles and Tes« 
.taments was truly deplorable. In proof of this, the Dean in- 
formed us, that there was money lying for some years past, which 
the peasants had brought to obtain the Scriptures, without being 
able to accomplish their object. So greatly was the want of 
Bibles felt by the poor people, that they had even submitted to the 
Jahorious task of copying part of the word of Go4, that they might 
have it in their houses. The Dean had met, in his own parish, with 
two complete manuscript copies of the Esthonian Bible, written 
by peasants, in a fair hand. He offered twenty five rubles for 
one of them ; but the peasant, though poor, could not be prc^* 
▼ailed upon to part with it for money, but offered to exchange it 
for a printed copy, which the Dean could not procure for hiui at 
the time. These facts speak for themselves. It was impossible 
to establish a Bible Society, .during our stay in this part of the 
country, as the leading persons live at a great distance one frodi 
anot|ier, and could not be brought together in such a hurry. 
The plan of Bible Associations met with the warmest appro- 
bation of our friends ; and, we have every reason to hope, will 
soon be carried into effect. It was no easy task to get away from 
the good people ; but, having finished our business, we tore our- 
selves from their embraces, and pursued our journey towarda 
Piitiau, where we arrived early next morning. Here we waited 
on the clergyman^ with whom we went over the nftme ground, and 
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met with the same reception. They will, with the friends in the 
country, make all the needful arrangements for the final establish* 
ment of the Society. Ip Pirnau, it was agreed, that a Bible Repository 
thould be established. This intended Society will connect itself 
with the Societies in Reval and Arensburg, and take part with 
them in printing the Scriptures in the RevaUEsthonian dialect, 
and in the mean time order as many copies of the New Testament 
from Reval, as they need for the present, or rather as the Society 
can spare them. After all I have said, I need scarcely add, that 
they look to you for such assistance as shall enable them to com- 
mence their operations with, spirit. They will do what they can 
themselves ; but, without your assistance, this will be but little. 
With the formation of this Society, the whole of the ground in the 
East Sea Provinces will be completely occupied, so far as Auxiliary 
Societies are concerned. Branch Societies, and Bible Associations, 
will follow of course. 

From St. Petersburg they write us, that the plan for an ad- 
ditional building to the house of the Bible Society has been pref- 
sented to the Committee, and approved of. The expense will be 
very great; the estimate being no less than 30,000 roubles. Our 
worthy President exhorted the Members not to allow the'expcnse to 
discourage them. ** I will pray God," said he, " to send us assist- 
ance ; and I am convinced he will hear me, for he loves his own 
cause/' God has heard him. — Our most benevolent benefactor, 
the Emperor, has again come forwar^ to our assistance with a 
present of 15,000 rubles in aid of the new buildings. 



Reval, August 27, 1816. 

We had formed a very high idea of the Bible friends in the 
Island of Oesel, and promised ourselves much pleasure from our 
visit to them. 

On Tuesday, the Committee met at the house of the Secretary, 
in Arensburg. Several Noblemen and Clergymen were present, 
besides the Members of the Committee. They first gave us an 
account of what they had done since the formation of the Society. 
From Reval they had procured as many copies of the Scriptures, 
in the Estlionian language, as they could obtain, and distributed 
them with great effect. The copies in the German, Swedbh, and 
Slavonian languages, which they have received from us. have also 
.been distributed, and gladly received. The Swedish Pastor, from 
the island of Rungo, happened to be present, and gave a very 
pleasing account of his parishioners, as far as regards the Scrip- 

tures* 

The Arensburg Committee have ordered, from Reval, 2,500 
copies of the new edition of the Testament, of which number 
500 copies are to be distributed gratis. The arrangements made 
for this purpose, promise to excite still more interest in behalf of the 
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Society. Here we liad the pleasure of receiving a deputatioil 
from the Military Orphan School, to which some copies of the 
Slavonian Testament bad previously been presented, who came 
to testify their gratitude to the Committee- for the gift, and, in 
return, to present the sum of IG rubles, being a collection from 
their school for the Bible Society. It was mostly in copper 
money. A fine boy was the bearer : as he understood German^ 
we gave him a German Testament. 

We proposed to them to establish a small Bible Depository for 
the island, which was agreed to. As tlie President, Dr. Lucy, 
is Director of all the schools on the islands of Oesel and of 
Dageo, he declared his resolution to introduce the New Testa- 
ment as a school book into all the schools. We promised to send 
•them French Testaments, gratis, for that purpose. The Presi- 
dent of the Consistory, who was present, offered to pay the 
amount of the copies distributed in the French language, into 
the funds of the Committee : which kindness was thankfully ac- 
cepted. We then informed them of your gift of 1000/. for ste- 
reotype plates for the Eskhonian Bible ; explained fully your ob- 
ject in making so large a grant ; specified the advantages of print- 
ing with stereotypes ; and, to give a proper idea of it, showed 
them a plate. All this excited much interest, and produced the 
warmest expressions of gratitude to the givers. 

The subject of parochial Bible Associations was also brought 
forward, and met with the warmest approbation. Several clergy- 
men present declared their willingness to make the attempt, as 
soon as they should receive regulations for their direction. 

The island of Dagen next engaged our attention. Hitherto, it has 
been found impossible to do any thing for this island. It is small, 
consisting of three or four parishes ; the peasants are represented 
as being very poor. It was thought, that the best plan for exciting 
an interest among them, would be to send a number of copies for 
gratuitous distribution ; but, as the funds of the Arensburg Bible 
Society will scarcely admit of this, I take the liberty to propose, 
that your Committee should allow me to present them with 1000 
rubles for this purpose. 



Narva^ August 30, 1810. 

On the 26th we met the Committee in Reval ; here we found 
every thing in the best order; their edition of 10,000 copies of the 
New Testament completely finished, and partly with the binder ; 
and a short printed address drawn up, in the Esthonian language, 
for circulation among the peasants, informing them that the New 
Testament was now to be had at a very low price, and giving them 
some idea of- the nature df the Bible Society, and what it had 
done. The Committee, in our presence, resolved to send copies 

3L 
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for distribution to Oesel, Pirnaa, and Dorpat. All the Gerniaa 
and Swedish copies of the Scriptures, which they had received 
from the British and Foreign Bible Society, have been disposed 
of; and they calculate, that they will still need about 300 Swedish 
Bibles, before every Swedish family in the government be supplied 
with a copy^ The Swedes in Esthonia are very poor, and few of 
them are able to pay for a Bible ; so that they must be supplied 
gratis, for the most part. The Society look to you» their generous 
benefactors, for enabling them to do this. They have dis- 
tributed as many Bibles and Testaments, in the Esthonian 
language, as they have been able to obtain. On the whole, 
they have been as active as their circumstances would admit of; 
they complain, and with reason, that so few in the province take 
an interest in the Bible Society. In order to excite more atten- 
tion, and make the object of the Institution better known, it was 
resolved to distribute 500 copies, gratis, and to request the Con- 
sistory to use its influence with the clergy, to insure their being 
distributed to the most deserving. Arrangements were also made 
for forwarding a sufficient supply for sale to every parish. A 
dep6t IS to be opened in Reval for the Scriptures in various lan- 
guages, ef which the German Bibles you have presented to thern^ 
will form a part. They expressed much thankfulness for this 
gift. The 1000 German Bibles have been distributed as follows: 
Dorpat 150, Riga 250, Mittau aoo, PirnaudO, Reval 200. With 
this arrangement I hope you will be satisfied. We met again for 
business next day. The first object which eiigaged our attention, 
was, the stereotype edition for the whele Bible. Their gratitude 
and joy for the 1000/. were very great. I leave it to themselves 
to describe what they felt, when informed of this new proof of 
British benevolence. They approved of what we were authorized 
to propose to them on the part of the Committee in Arensburg* 
Tliey intend, as soon as possible; to call a meeting of the most 
learned and experienced among the clergy, to confer on the 
measures which ought to be adopted, in order to accomplish 
their design in the most satisfactory manuer. It was agreed, that 
this edition should in all things correspond with the last Halle 
edition of the German Bible» in large octavo. 

We then fully discussed the plan of Branch Societies, and Bible 
Associations, among the peasants, which met their warmest appro- 
bation. Their worthy Vice-President, the Rev. Mr. Holtz, un- 
dertook to make the trial immediately in his parish, and ex- 
pressed his most sanguine hopes that he should succeed. 
 We were exceedingly pleased with the spirit manifested by 
these excellent men. We spent only two days in Reval ; but things 
were so contrived, that we weve constantly in the company of 
the Committee, and other friends of the Society, and thus had 
an opportunity of fully conversing with them concerning every 
thing connected with the success of the good cause. 

yfe hope our visit to Reval, will, by the blessing of Divine 
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Providence, be attended with much good. In the mean time, itha$ 
fttrengthened tlie hands of our friends there not a little. 

On the 28th, in the morfciing, we left Reval, and arrived at 
Narva late last night. Here His Excellency, Mr. Rapoff, received 
a letter from Prince Galitzin, inclosing the Order of St. Vlademir 
of the Third Class, which had been presented to him by Hit 
Imperial Majesty, for his very great exertions in the cause of 
the Bible Society. 

This is another proof of the deep interest His Majesty takea 
in the cause, and his attention to every thing which concerns the 
progress of its afiairs throughout his dominions. Instances of 
this solicitude are almost daily occurring. One day, our President 
happened to mention, that the Russian peasants bad sent in their 
contributions to the Society of their own accord. His Majesty 
was exceedingly pleased with the information, and said, •* I am 
convinced, this is of God : our peasants have a great aversion to 
every thing that is new ; and God only could have put it into their 
hearts to contribute to the Bible Society, which to them is 
entirely new." When the Prince spoke to him about the affairs 
of the Bible Society in Warsaw, His Magesty pointed out the 
persons to whom he should write on the subject, and promised, 
ivhen in Warsaw, to speak to the leading people himselC 



St. Petersburg, September 30, 1316. 

Yo V will, no doubt, wonder why I have deferred so long writing, 
after my arrival in this place. I found so much to do, that 1 
have scarcely had time to put pen to paper. Besides all my other 
engagements, the repairing of the house which the Emperor hat 
presented to the Society, was waiting for me, as they would do 
nothing till they knew how I wished to have it altered, so as to suit 
for our Depository and also for the printing-office. This occupies 
a part of my time every day for the present. It is a great satis- 
faction that the work proceeds rapidly. The new house will be 
cov^rfed in, this autumn, and the old house, I hope, completely 
repaired, Some of our editions were also standing istill ; now 
they are all proceeding rapidly, except the Moldavian Testament, 
for which we have no corrector. The demands for copies of the 
Scriptures are enormous; 10,000 Slavonian Bibles are ordered ; so 
that^he 6000, now printing, will all go off as fast as they can be 
bound. Only 200 copies of our Armenian Testament are re* 
maining, and even these have all been ordered. The German 
edition of the New Testament is exhausted, and thousands more 
are wanted. We know not how to procure a sufficient supply. 
We are speaking of stereotyping the Protestant version, and 
printing 5000 copies of the Catholic Ratisbon version, with move«' 
able types. The German Bibles go off as fast as we can get them

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bound. The demands for the Polish and Slavonian Testaments 
are also very great ; the people are thirsting: for the living waters, 
but we cannot supply them in sufficient quantity. We have much 
pleasing information concerning the eagerness of the Persians to 
obtain the New Testament in their own language; also of thf Cal-r 
OBUcs. Ip Orenburg, the Missionaries can scarcely walk the 
streets, without being surrounded by the Calmucs, inquiring if 
the new Books are not arrived. In that quarter they are all 
Christians by name ; but observe all their heathenish practices. 
The Burjats hfive again sent us more than 2000 rubles, to pay 
for translating and printing the New Testament in their lan- 
guage. We are taking misasures for the purpose; but many dif' 
ficulties remain to be overcome. 

We have the. pleasing information from Mittau, that the first 
effect of our visit there, was, that nearly 4000 copies of their 
Testament hod heen issued fropi their Deppsitory in nbout three: 
weeks. 

On the whole, we have much reason to bless God for the suc- 
cess he granted us on our late tour to th^ Societies in the Eastern 
Provinces. The beneficial consequences pf jit will become moce. 
^nd more evident every day. 



St. Petersburg, October 23, 1816. 

I HASTEN to tell you some good news. For some time past, 
things have worn a favourable aspect in regard to the cause of the 
Bible Society in Croustadt. A considerable sum of money had 
been collected ; and copies of the Scriptures were demanded with 
an eagerness which at once gratified and astonished us, as we had 
not expected it. Persons began to -show themselves friendly, who, 
from their station, had.it in their power to promote the cause. 
It was therefore proposed, that they should attemj3t to establish 
an Auxiliary Bible Society for Cronstadt. The proposition was 
well received, and arrangements were made for carrying it into 
€xecutiott.^ Every tjiing being prepared. His Excellency Mr. 
Papofi^ and myself went down on Monday last, to assist on this 
interesting occasion. We called on some of the leading people, 
and found, in general, the best spirit existing among them. The 
Meeting wa3 appointed for yesterday morning at 10 o'clock, when 
a most numerous and respectable assembly attended in the house 
of the Nobles. His Excellency, Vice-Admiral Korobka, opened 
the Meeting, with a very appropriate speech, on the object of 
the Bible Society; ^nd Mr. Papoff having read the rules, the 
Vice- Admiral Korobka wa$ then unanimously chosen Chairman, 
or Vice-President of the Society ; the Dean of the Russian Ca- 
thedral Church, the Rev. Mr. Marshall, the Rev. the Abb6 de 
Maison; the Rev. Mr. Toppelius, of the German Lutberai| 
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Church ; the Couasetlor of State, Dr. Franck ; Jofail Becker, Esq. 
EngKsh Vice-Consul; Colonel Sepankevit2, Treasurer of the 
Marine ; Captain KatamanoflF ; the Director of the CuMouis^ 
Mr. Lindenbaum ; Lleot. Colonel Stepavoy ; Lieut. Colonel Nord- 
ateyn ; the Danish Vice-Consul, and Mr. Haselmann, Directors: 
J. Berlovsky, Esq. Treasurer : and Mr. Lavin, Secretary. 

The Secretary then made a short and judicious speech ; 
after which, His Excellency Mr. Papoff delivered an excellent ad- 
dress, in which the nature and success of the Bible Society were 
pointed out, and the importance of the Cronstadt Branch stated. 
This address produced a wonderful effect. Subscription papers 
were then presented to the Meeting ; and it delighted us to be- 
hold with what eagerness the assembly pressed forward to sub* 
scribe : all were fired with zeal for the good cause. One thing 
that distinguisbed this Meeting from all others ever yet assem- 
bled on such an occasion, was, that more than two-thirds were 
naval officers. You need not be told hoiv much such gentlemen 
have it in their power to influence their inferiors on board of 
ship, to promote the distribution of the Scriptures in the different 
countries which they visit. 

It is resolved to form a dep6t in Cronstadt, for supplying per- 
sons of all nations. 



St. Petersburg ^ December 27, 1810; 

A SETBfiB Illness has bitlierto prevented me from communicating 
what passed at our Meeting of the Committee about tive weeks 
ago. Many important letters were read> On that occasion, we 
bad, among others, some very interesting letters from the South. 
A Bishop in Anatolia has become a subscriber to the Bible So- 
ciety, and promises to assist in the work, to the utmost of his 
power. He thanks God for the Bible Society ; . for, <' the 
light among us," he observes, ** is darkness ;" and he views the 
Bible Society as the appointed means for dispelling it. He ex- 
plains the nature and design of the Society to all his flock. A 
.French Consul in Anatolia has taken on himself to distribute 
copies of the New Testament in Greek and Armenian. He has 
sent copies into the interior, and has invited the Greek Bishop 
to ep-operate, which the latter promised to do. He says, the 
Armenians get copies from Venice ; but the price of our New 
Testament is so little, that they cannot comprehend how it is pos- 
sible to furnish it at the money, and, on this account, it has the 
preference. The thirst for the word of God is great ; but there 
are many of the Greeks and Armenians, who no longer under- 
stand their own languages, and, therefore, he proposes printing in 
Turkish, but with Greek and Armenian letters. 

A very pleasing circumstance was brought before the Com- 
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mittee, from Moseow. A numUer of noblemens' children had in 
private formed a Bible Association, having heard of such in 
England. When they had collected 2000 rubles, they sent this 
to the Committee. Some time after, they drew up statutes, and 
requested to be allowed to continue their exertions, which was 
agreed to. A short letter was read from the Russian Commander 
in Chief in France, returning thanks for the copies of the Scrip-* 
tares sent to the army. *' This is, indeed,'' says he, '* to stretch 
the hand of brotherhood over many lands, in order to present the 
Bible to your brethren in arms." 

As all our Armenian Testaments are exhausted, a new edition 
of 3000 copies was resolved on in 12mo. 

But the Meeting of the Committee the day before yesterday, 
was one of the most important and interesting which has been 
held since the formation of the Society. A copy of theSlavoniajD 
Bible in stereotypes, was presented to the Committee, and occa-^ 
sioned universal joy. It forms a most handsome large 8vo. volume, 
and can be sold at 5«. strongly bound, leaving a profit sufficient 
to defray the expenses of Depository, packing, &c. 

The Committee now saw themselves in a situation to redeem 
the pledge they had given to the public, and to satisfy the de- 
mands that are daily makmg on them for thousands of copies. 
It was announced, that the second edition of 5000 copies was 
advancing rapidly, and that one-third was already printed off. 

The 4to. Bible on stereotypes is begun ; the half of the plates 
for the 12mo. Testament, cast; the Greek Testament on stereo* 
types about to be printed. 

Our 5000 copies of the Polish Testament being all demanded, 
it was agreed to prepare stereotypes for this edition, as there is a 
prospect of the demand being very great ibr them in the Russian 
Polish provinces, which fall within the boundaries of our So^ 

cicty. 

It was resolved to prepare stereotypes for the Polish Bible, as 
soon as the New Testament was completed, and to communicate 
both resolutions to the Polish Society, and ask them to take part 
in the work. 



St» Petersburg, Decmber 29, 1810. 

I KEED not inform yoowbal impression the information of your 
late grants * made upon the minds of all the Members of the 
Committee here. Your unwearied liberality fills them with

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astonishment, and causes them to send up many prayers to 
the God of all grace for the prosperity of your Society » and many 
thanksgivings on your account. 

' You may form some idea of the exertions of the Society here^ 
when 1 inform you, that, for the last three months, their expeii. 
diture has exceeded 40,000 rubles per month. Oiir income for 
the first two months did not amount to more than l^ or 16^000 
monthly^ but the last month it was somewhat more than 42,000. 

This increase was chiefly owing to our having received from 
our good friend, the Archbishop Job, more than 13,000 niblei, 
which I think makes the sum he has collected for us considerably 
more than 60,000 ; a sum which I do not suppose any individual 
has yet collected for the Bible Society. 

Nearly 10,000 rubles had been sent in from the newly formed 
Society at Moghilef, which may be chiefly ascribed to the libe* 
fality and zeal of the heroes of Russia. Immediately after this 
information had been communicated in regard to the Russian 
array, our Vice-President from Cronstadt, who was present for 
the first time, like another Lord Gambler, gave us a pleasing ac- 
count of the progress of the cause in the Russian Marine. The 
desire manifested by both oflicers and men for the Scriptures, ex* 
ceeds all description : nor are the exertions of this active Society 
confined to Cronstadt ; its influence already extends to s'everal 
other naval stations ; and I hope soon to be able to inform you 
of some Branch Societies being established in connexion with it. 
May we indulge the pleasing hopes, that, by these means, the 
armies and fleets of £urope, instead of being the scourge of 
mankind, shall be brought to range themselves under the stand- 
ard of Him who is faithful and true, who in righteousness 
doth judge, and make war ; and, following Him, go forth, for the 
punishment of vice, and the promotion of peace on earth, and 
good- will, towards men. Another pleasing feature of our last 
Committee, was, that we receive<l letters from several of the other 
national Bible Societies, and particularly one from the Swedish 
Bible Society, which was heard with much interest. 

The Society in Stockholm offered to send copies of the Scrip- 
tures to the Society here, to supply their countrymen who mi^t 
▼isit this place, or Cronstadt, or be otherwise resident in Russia; 
and offered to supply Russians, who might visit Sweden, with the 
word of life, if the Society here would furnish them with copies. 
The challenge was accepted with joy. 

My health is still very precarious. The arrival of dur dear 
Henderson has almost been as life from the dead to me ; and I shall 
take the advantage of his being here, to visit Sweden, and when 
in Sweden, to set my feet in the packet, and Vmt yon once mord 
in London. I have much on which I wish to consult with my 
friends personally. . I hope my long journey, by way of Toitea, 
and the sea voyage, will, by the divine blessing, be the means 
of restoring me to health.

Stockholm, February 21, 18I7» 

I SH ALL,give you some account of my journey, as far as relates 
to the Bible Society. Previously to my leaving St. Petersburg, 
I bad corresponded with the Society in Abo, about the establisb- 
oi£nt of Branch Societies in different parts of Finland : but they 
thought that the public mind was not ripe for this part of the 
plan, and wished it might be deferred some time ; requesting me, 
Jiowever, to collect all the information I could, in-order that, on 
my return through Abo next summer, we might be able to dis* 
' cuss the matter, and make such arrangements as might then ap- 
pear needful. As this Society has dene so well, and succeeded in 
exciting such a general interest throughout the whole country, I 
did not wish to force the matter on them ; convinced, that, as it 
had once been brought before them, they would soon of them- 
selves adopt the plan. 

The Committee in St. Petersburg furnished us with as many 
Finnish and Swedish New Testaments as 1 could take with me in 
my sledge. Having lefL St. Petersburg on the 29th of January, 
in the evening, we arrived next morning at Wiborg. Here 
I spent a day in visiting my friends. I proposed to the Go^ 
Ternor and the. Dean the plan of establishing a Branch Society 
for the province, which met their most hearty approbation ; 
and they both promised to see it carried into execution, as 
soon as any thing was resolved, on the subject, in Abo. In this 
government they have already done much for the Bible Society, 
and I have no doubt will in future do much more. From Wiborg 
we proceeded directly north over the frozen lakes to Karepeo, 
where we arrived late on Saturday evening, the 1st of February^. 
Here we rested the first day of the week. I visited some good 
people in this place, and, among others, met with a peasant, a 
most interesting man. He had sold his farm to his brother, on 
such conditions as make provision for his devoting himself 
wholly to the propagation of the Gospel among his countrymen. 
He travels far and near for this purpose ; and as soon as he has 
procured copies of the Scriptures, he intends loading his little 
cart with them, in order to carry them to all the markets in the 
province. As this is the most remote and the darkest province of 
Finland, the good peasant has already proved extremely useful, 
and promises to be much more so in future. 

I waited on the Governor, who received me in a most friendly 
manner ; aud had much conversation with him about the Bibk 
Society. He was convinced of the advantage which would arise 
from the establishment of a Branch Society for the province, and 
professed his willingness to do every thing in his power to sup- 
port iu At present, they are without a Dean, so that. nothing can 
i>e done immediately. His Excellency also promised to attend 
to the. Christians of the Greek profession in bis government, who 
are all very destitute. The next place I came to, was, UUe^berg. 
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The Dean, to ivbom I had a letter, was absent ; but I met with 
some other good people, who are deeply interested in the cause^ 
and have done what they could to promote the circulation of the 
Scriptures in this place. They gave me reason to hope, that ^ 
Society might be established, if properly encouraged. It is a 
great disadvantage that all the places along the coast of this 
gulph have little or no connexion with Abo, and that the copies 
sent to them must be sent by way of Stockholm. I must make 
such arrangements, that this may take place without difficulty, 
and free of all expenses, except freight. 

At Remi I called on my old friend the Dean, who la- 
bours much for the spiritual good of his flock. He begged 
earnestly to have 2 or 800 Finnish Testaments, for the Laplanders 
under his charge, who read their own language only. I pro- 
mised to endeavour to procure him the means of obtaining them, 
which is only about 20/. I hope you will attend to this. In 
Tornea I visited the clergyman, an elderly man ; and took the 
liberty of pressing upon him the importance of his co-operation* 
On my way through Finland, I enjoyed much pleasure in distri- 
buting the Finnish New Testaments, which I had brought with 
me. I wish you could have witnessed the joy with which they 
were received. In some instances, when I felt myself obliged to 
refuse them, the inhabitants literally forced them from me. Those 
who had not received them, wept bitterly ; their tears were ar- 
guments which I could not withstand ; they softened my heart, 
and I was obliged to grant their request. They would have given 
me any price for the books ; but I told them, that, as I had re- 
ceived freely, so I must give freely. I had a few remaining when 
I arrived in Tornea, which I packed up, and sent with a letter to 
an old friend, who is Dean of a district, extending as far north as 
the Arctic Circle, requesting him to distribute them to such as he 
knew were hungering for the word of life. It was with pleasure 
I learned, that pure religion is on the increase among the Finnish 
peasants. Around the north end of the Gulph of Bothnia there 
is a fire kindled, which promises to spread light and heat over 
these frozen regions. On the whole, I am much pleased with my 
journey through the wilds of Finland. The knowledge I have 
obtained will enable me to suggest such plans as may lead to 
the completion of our wishes, for the spiritual benefit of this 
interesting people. 

I need not inform you with what pleasure I turned my face 
towards the south. We had left the sun far behind us. The day, 
instead of lenpthening, had shortened rapidly, as we approached 
these cold regions of t^e north. In going towards the south, I 
knew I was to pass through tracks over which the Spirit of the 
Lord has, in the last few years, been poured out in such abun- 
dance, that the desert has been made to rejoice, and blossom as 
the rose, and the wilderness has become a fruitful field! This 
work began in the year 1808, at which time Mr. Henderson and I 

aM 
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first visited these places. It took its commencemeDt in the parish 
of Lulow, and has gradually extended through a track or 2 or 
300 English miles in length. Tb^ word of the Lord has grown 
and multiplted exceedingly. At first, there was much strange fire 
mingled with the incense from the altar ; hut the reading of the 
Scriptures, and the writings of Luther, of which the awakened 
are fond, has corrected, in a great measure, their first irregulari- 
ties ; and now they make their light so to shine before others, that 
they are conistrained to glorify their Father who is in heaven. I 
saw many of these good people, and bad much interesting con- 
versation with them. At one station we met a young man, whose 
mind was particularly enlightened. I happened to give two little 

firls a Swedish New Testament, which led him to plead hard, that 
would allow him to pay me for one, which I refused, alledging, 
that I had none for sale, and that he could get a Bible for money, 
if he chose to pay for it. This, he said, was next to impossible; 
Bibles being so dear, that it was needful to sell a cow, to get money 
to pay for it. I found every where an ardent desire after the 
word of God ; but was sorry lo learn, that, except in two or three 
Instances, no Bible had been sent so far north, nor was it likely 
that any number would be sent, until a Bible Society was formed 
for the diocese. I called on as many of the clergy as circum- 
stances would admit, and had much important conversation with 
them on religion, and the circulation of the Scriptures. I was 
jmrticularly pleased with the Dean of Bugde^, a pious, active 
man, zealous for the cause of God upon earth. The Bible Asso- 
ciation plan met his hearty approbation, and he promised to have 
It introduced into his diocese as soon as possible. In Hern6- 
sand, I waited on the Bishop. They were just employed in form- 
ing a Bible Society ; so that my visit was most welcome. I need 
not waste time in describing the ground I went over : I would 
rather tell you of the zeal and activity of this good man. His diocese 
Is very large. The population is thin, but they are a superior race. 
He has, also, under his charge, all the Laplanders in the kingdom, 
and many thousand Finns. With the Laplanders he is taking great 
pains, especially with the schools. In travelling through his 
diocese, I had observed that those who had Bibles, set so a high a 
lvalue on them, that they kept them constantly locked up, and 
seldom read them themselves, aiHi never allowed their children 
or servants to touch them. This led me to suggest the propriety 
of putting the New Testament into the bands of all youths, to be 
read by them when around the fire-side. The idea pleased the 
Bishop, and he immediately resolved to have it executed. His 
Lordship co^ld not conceal from me the great poverty of his 
people, and the embarrassment in which this infant Society 
would find itself for want of funds. He said, their great de- 
pendence v^as on tbeik* London friends, who, he hoped, would 
think on their poor friends in the North, and not leave them 
\o famish for the bread of life. L promised to lay their case be^ 
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fore yeu. I think that 2001. would set them oa their feet« and 
then there would he some prospects of their going on alone. 

In Upsala I waited on the venerable Archbishop of Sweden, . 
who received me with open arms. He called a Meeting of the 
Committee, in order to converse with me. They manifested 
much seal in the cause ; and seemed determined not to remain 
behind their brethren in promoting its success. His Lordship is 
determined to have Associations in every parish of his diocese, . 
and is now labouring hard to redeem the time they have lost. . 
They have already <^lected more than 2000 rix dollars, and ex- 
pect still more. 

The spirit in this place is excellent, and promises great things. 
I was much pleased with my visit, and so, I believe, were they ; 
not on my account, but on the account of those who sent me. 
They could not say enough of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, and gave me a thousand charges to present their respecta 
to the Committee. 



London^ March 24, 1817. 

My stay in Stockholm was only eight days; but, during that 
time, I had an* opportunity of making myself perfectly acquainted 
with every thing connected with the affairs of the Swedish Bible 
Society, and seeing all the leading men, and conversing with them. 
What I had witnessed in the northern provinces, had raised in me 
very high expectations as to Stockholm, and I was not disappoint- 
ed. The zeal and activity of the friends there, exceed every thing 
of which I had formed any idea. The zeal of their worthy Presi- 
dent, Count Rosenbiad, not only continues, but grows exceedingly. 
His Excellency has long laboured to communicate to others that 
holy fire which burns in his own breast, and he has succeeded to 
a degree which astonishes every intelligent observer ; and this 
success, instead of exhausting, has fanned, the sacred flame with- 
in him. However much the duties of his office, as one of the 
first Ministers of State, press upon him, the affairs of the Bible 
Society are not treated by him as a secondary object. He Uvea 
for the cause. On my first interview, I was going to express the 
obligations we were under to him for the active part he had take^ 
in the work; but he interrupted me, saying, '' It is I who am 
under obligations to the friends of the Bible Society, who called 
me to fill an office which has proved so beneficial to mv own best 
interests ;" and with holy joy and gratitude beaming in his counte- 
nance, proceeded to offer up thanksgivings to Him who had counted 
him worthy, patting him into the mmistry. The account I was en- 
abled to give him, and the other friends, of the progress of the good 
cauae in Russia, and the surrounding countries, proved highly in- 

dM2 
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teresting and encouraging to them. It is delightful to observe how 
the Bible Society is gradually wearing off the asperities which sub- 
sist between rival nations. It is neutral ground, on which they can 
meet as brethren, and consider each other as fellow-labourers in a 
work which is dear to their hearts, and by which peace and good 
will are insensibly generated between them. The day I dined at the 
Count's, I met with several distinguished personages, who, al- 
though not as yet actively engaged in the cause, are friendly to- 
wards it. Among others, I had much conversation with the Right 
Beverend the Bishop of Linkoping, who promised me that a Bible 
Society should be established for his diocese, in the course of the 
ensuing summer, and urged my paying them a visit, on returning 
from England, which I gave him reason to hope I would do. 

On the evening of the 4th of March, I met the Committee of the 
Swedish Bible Society. A more numerous or brilliant Committee 
IVleeting I have never witnessed. It is easy to conceive my feel- 
ings, when I compared it with the first meeting of a few humble 
individuals, in an upper chamber, exactly nine years ago, which 
laid the foundation of all that is now doing in Sweden. Three of 
these individuals, besides myself, were present on this occasion, 
and rejoiced with me in contemplating what the Lord, who despised 
not our day of small things, hath wrought. Besides many other 
persons of distinction, His Excellency Baron Anker, Minister of 
State for Norway, was present, and seemed deeply interested iu 
the cause. He united with the other friends, in urging the abso- 
lute necessity of my visiting Norway ; but, for the reasons men- 
tioned in my last, 1 declined it ; but promised that Mr. Hender- 
son should, as soon as I returned to Russia. The Baron requested 
that he would wait upon him in passing through Stockholm, that 
he might have an opportunity of furnishing him with letters of 
recommendation to the leading men in Norway. 

The President opened the business of the Meeting, by expres- 
sing the obligations the Swedish Bible Society was under te 
the British and Foreign Bible Society, for all the assistance 
granted them in various ways, and particularly for the liberal 
inanner in which their British friends have supplied their funds. 
His Excellency charged me, in the name of the Committee, and 
of the whole Swedish nation, to express their grateful acknow- 
ledgments to the President and Committee of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, and to assure them of their active co- 
operation in promoting the glorious work of disseminating the 
word of life throughout the world. The President was then so 
condescending as to give some account of the progress the Swedish 
Bible Society had made since I last visited them, their present 
state, and their future prospects, and which he requested I would 
communicate to their friends in England. 

During the year 1816, the Society printed 13,000 whole Bibles, 
and 8000 New Testaments ; making in all 21,000 copies of the 
9acred volume : the whole number of Bibles printed since 1810^ 
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being 31,000, and of New Testaments, 40,000 : total, since the 
commencement of the Society, 71,000 copies. This number, 
however, instead of satisfying the wants of the inhabitants, lias, 
by exciting a greater desire after the words of eternal life, only 
tended to bring these wants to view. The Society has thereby 
been called upon to make still greater exertions ; ana, in order to 
meet the increasing demands from every quarter, has ordered, for 
the present year, 4000 reams of paper, which will enable the Com^ 
mittee to print 20,000 Bibles, and about 10,000 Testaments. 
During the year 1810, copies of the Scriptures were sold, to the 
amount of 18,000 Rix Dollars, Banco, and distributed, gratis, to 
the amount of 575 Rix Dollars, Banco. The amount of sub- 
criptions was 3206 Rix Dollars, Banco ; their expenditure, 22.016 
Rix Dollars; and they had remaining in the handsof the Trea- 
surer, or in the Bank at interest, at the commencement of tin's 
year, 11,510 Rix Dollars, Banco, which will be required for the 
payment of paper, printing, &c. in the course of the current year. • 
The Committee have, besides, in the course of the past year, s<«nt 
300 copies of the Swedish New Testam«fnt to the poor Fiulanders 
settled on the frontiers of Sweden towards Norway, who were 
entirely destitute of the word of God. 

A letter was now read from the President of the British and 
Foreisn Bible Society, addressed to Count Rosen blad, which pro- 
duced a great effect on the minds of all present; also a let- 
ter from Dr. Steinkopif, which was listened to with much in* 
terest, and which announced the grant of 250/. sterling, to the 
Swedish Bible Society, of which 100/. for the Bible Society iu 
Wexio, when formed, and 150/. for general purposes. For both 
letters, as well as for the grant, the President requested me, in the 
name of the Society, to present their most unfeigned gratitude to 
bis Lordship, the President, and to the Committee of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society. 

After reading these letters, the President proceeded to give a 
concise account of the progress of the cause in the provinces. 
Of all the Auxiliary Societies yet formed in Sweden, that of Lund 
stands first. The activity of his Lordship, Bishop Faxe, aided 
by the Professors and Clergy, stands almost unparalleled in the 
history of Bible Societies. The eminence this Society has at* 
tained, is not a little owing to the impulse given to it by the 
presence of my friend Mr. Henderson, about the time it was 
forming. He urged the plan of Bible Associations in evert 
parish, the adoption of which has been attended with such 
amazing effects. During the year 1816, they distributed nearly 
6000 Bibles and 2000 Testaments ; and require for the present 
year 8000 Bibles, and a proportionate number of Testaments. 
The 300/. presented to this Society, have, of course, been turned 
to the best account. The state of the Bible Society for the pro* 
vince of Nerike was also brought forward, whose Committee 
meets in Askerstund, a small town at the north extremity of the 
Lake Vetera* This Society owes its origin to the zeal and libe- 
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rality of a yoang nobleman, Chamberlam Stench, now its Presi- 
dent, who gave 500 Rix Dollars, Banco, to its funds, besides 100 
Bibles and 500 Testaments, to enable the Committee to com-, 
mence its operations. Its success has answered the most san-> 
guiue expectations of the worthy founder; and he now enjoys the 
satisfaction of seeing the names of 400 Members on the lists, who 
are all influenced by the best spirit. The field of their opera- 
tion is extensive and important The Committee in Stockholm 
has presented them with 100 Bibles and 300 Testaments ; and I 
promised their President, who was present at the Meeting, to re- 
commend this infant Society to the attention of the Committee 
in London. 

The formation of a Bible Society for the diocese of Skara was 
announced, and the constitution presented to the Committee ; on 
which it was proposed, and unanimously determined, that the 
Parent Society should make them a grant of Bibles and Testa- 
ments, to commence their operations, and I was requested to pay 
them a visit on my way to Gothenburg, which I consented 
to do. 

A gentleman then informed the Committee, that he had 
jast received a letter, containing the important information, that 
a Society bad been established in Carlstad, for the government 
and diocese of Vermland, with the Bishop and Governor at its 
head. This district contains about 140,000 souls, the greater 
part of whom are connected with the mines, and are very poor. 
Some of the parishes are very extensive ; one of them contains 
about 20,000 souls. In some places it is very thinly inhabited ; 
there being not less than six or seven English miles from house to 
house, and more than 120 miles from any town. A very great want 
of the Scriptures exists in this quarter, with an ardent desire to ob- 
tain them ; but the poverty of the people is so great, that, unless 
they receive foreign aid, they must continue destitute for years 
to come. This is a case which particularly deserves the atten- 
tion of your Committee. The inhabitants of this province have 
already experienced the liberality of their English friends in sup- 
plying their temporal wants ; their eyes arc turned to the same 
quarter for a supply of their spiritual necessities, and they rest 
confident that they will not be disappointed. 

His Excellencv now stated to the Meeting, that, in consequence 
0f the extendecl nature of the Society's concerns, the inconve- 
nience experienced in removing their Depository from place to 
place, and in the transacting of business generally, it would be 
necessary for the Society to have a house of its own, which he 
hoped they might be able to obtain on terms which would not 
materially affect the funds of the Institution. The proposition 
"was agreed to, and a Sub-Committee appointed to look out for 
4uitable premises. 

In consequence of the increasing demand for their Bible on 
standing types, it was suggested, that it would be improper any 
longer to print the New Testament apart^ as it wonld wear out

the t}'pcs for the same, much sooner than those for the Old Te9» 

tameiit, and that of course, it became necessary to take measures 
for procuring standing types or stereotype for the New Testa- 
ment, on a larger type, and of a more convenient size than the 
present one in large octavo. This proposition was approved of; 
and it was resolved to engage in the work as soon as their funds^ 
and other circumstances, would admit of their doing so. 

His Excellency then stated, that the long felt necessity of 
faavihg an edition of the Swedish Bible in quarto, with marginal 
references, and on a large clear type, for the benefit of people 
in advanced life, and for the use of the churches, now pressed 
so hard on the Committee, that they could defer its execution no 
longer. On this subject there was only one opinion in the Com* 
mittee. All felt its necessity and importance. But the expenses 
of this undertaking almost made them to shrink from it. It 
would require more than 20,000 Rix Dollars for paper and 
printing alone ; a sum greater than the whole amount of their 
present funds. Some assistance is to be expected from the dif- 
ferent Auxiliary Societies; but their chief dependence is on 
foreign aid, and, with the utmost delicacy, they gave me to under- 
stand, that they looked for help to that Society to which they 
owed their existence, and to whose liberality their success was 
chiefly owing. I said, all I could do, was to lay the matter be£»re 
the Committee of the British and Foreign Bible Society, who, I 
had no doubt, would give it the attention its importance required. 

The business being ended, the Committee separated. 1 think 
I was never present at a meeting which gave me more real satis- 
faction. All seemed to feel that they were deliberating about 
matters connected with the temporal and eternal welfare of their 
fellow-subjects. Taking an affectionate farewell of them, and my 
other friends in Stockholm, I set off for Westeras, and, travelling 
all night, arrived there about three in the afternoon of the next 
day. I had scarcely arrived at the inn, when the worthy Secre- 
tary of the Society waited on me, and then went to call a Meet- 
ing of the Committee of the Bible Society, and, before I was 
dressed, returned to carry me to the house of their Presid^ent, lu 
which they were assembled. I expected only a few members, but 
found, to my astonishment, a numerous Meeting: and among other 
persons of distinction, his Lordship^ Bishop Murray, and his Ex- 
cellency, the Governor of the Province. 

The communications of our much lamented friend. Dr. Bmnn- 
mark, have already made you acquainted with the character of 
the men who compose this Committee, and their zeal and activity 
in the cause. Suffice it therefore to say, that I found them, ou 
this occasion, vastly improved. Their friend, whom they so highly 
respected, from whose counsel and activity they expected so 
much, on whom their human hopes of success depended, had 
been taken up from them ; but a double portion of his spirit 
rests upon them, and they feel themselves under the most solemn 
obligations to do all that was in his heart for the province 
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which gave him birth. This Society has already distributed 
between 4 and 5000 copies of the Scriptures, a great part of which 
have been disposed of gratis. Their annual income, owing to the 
▼^fy great poverty of the people, does not amount to one-third of 
the price of the copies they have given away to the poor without 
money. An inquiry has been instituted into the want of the Scrips 
tures in every parish of the diocese ; and, although the returns had 
not all come in, yet from those which had been sent, it appeared, 
that it would far exceed what they had previously supposed. In 
one of the smaller parishes, 400 families were found without a 
Bible ; and it was feared, that no fewer than 20,000 families would 
be found in the same situation, within the diocese. When it is 
remembered, that most of these are in such circumstances^ 
that they cannot even pay for a Testament, we shall see 
bow much work this Society has to do, and what funds will be 
required in order to enable them to supply the demands made 
upon them. These wants are particularly felt in the province oif 
Dalecarlia, where the inhabitants are, this season, reduced to the 
awful necessity of grinding down straw and the bark of trees, to 
supply the bread which perishes; how lamentable that they 
should be also destitute of means of obtaining the bread which 
came down from Heaven, and for which they are hungering! I 
warmly recommended to them the formation of Bible Associations 
in every parish, as the only plan by which the demand of the 
population could be effectually supplied. Their gratitude to the 
British and Foreign Bible Society was expressed in the warmest 
manner, and I was charged to convey their thanks to the Com- 
mittee. AAer spending some pleasant hours in the company of 
these good people, I again set myself in my carriage, and departed 
for Skara. 

On the way, I called ou some excellent men, who are active 
friends to the cause, and from whom I obtained much intelligence 
as to its success in their respective neighbourhoods. 1 arrived in 
Skara, late on Friday evening, and, next morning early, waited on 
the Rev. Dr. Kn6s, a truly pious, active, and amiable man. I wa» 
happy to find, that a Meeting of the Committee was appointed for 
eleven o'clock. Here I met the venerable Bishop of this diocese, 
and several other most excellent men. It was their first Meeting 
of Committee since the formation of the Society. TUe manner in 
which they should proceed in their future operations, was fully 
discussed. They needed much information, which I endeavoured 
to give them, as far as was in my power. The spirit they mani- 
fested, was such as inspired enlarged expectations as to their 
future success. Skara is one of the most populous provinces in 
Sweden ; they are poor, but religious ; many of them are desti- 
tute of the Bible, but ardently desire to possess it. They have 
resolved to institute Bible Associations in every parish ; one 
has already been established, and made considerable progress. 
Dr. Brunnmark, a little before his death, had encouraged them to 
establish a Society in Skara, promising to use his influence with 
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the Committee of the British and Foreign Bible Society to pro* 
cure for them some assistance. I engaged to supply, in this re- 
spect, the place of my deceased friend, and also to endeavour to 
procure for them a set of versions, which may be extremely use* 
fbl here, as this is a seat of considerable learning. 

Leaving Skara, I arrived in Gothenburg, where I spent the 
Lord's Day in the company of my religious friends, and, on the 
day following, saw the active Members of both Bible Societies 
in this place. I was quite delighted by my interview with the 
venerable Bishop, who is now entering on his 80th year. He is 
becoming very weak ; but his zeal for the Bible Society grows 
exceedingly. It is the comfort of his old age ; and, on reviewing 
what it has already accomplished, and anticipating its future 
success, he exclaimed, " Now lettest thou thy servant depart in 
peace, for mine eyes have seen thy salvation.'' 

In the afternoon, I met the Committee of the Bible Association^ 
which was originally formed by the children of a charity school, 
but is now supported by many hundreds in the lower walks of 
life. It was an interesting meeting, and rendered more so by 
being partly composed of the boys who were the original founders 
of this Association. This Committee particularly charges itself 
with the distribution of the Scriptures to the poor inhabl- 
fants of the town of Gothenburg and its neighbourhood, whicb 
is a great assifttance to the Parent Society. The most pleasing 
efl^ts have followed its exertions, and the Members of it are 
much enconraged, by observing a growing interest in their fa- 
vour. It was proposed to extend their services to the seamen of 
different countries, who visit their port ; and they begged me to 
recommend them to the attention of the British and Foreiga 
Bible Society, for a small supply of Bibles and Testaments in 
various languages. They had, with their own money, procured 
a number of Finnish Testaments from Abo, to relieve the wants of 
some of the military of that nation, who are stationed in their neigh* 
bourhood, and which had been received with much thankfulness;. 
I then proceeded to the bouse of his Lordship, the Bishop, where 
I found the Committee of the Gothenburg Bible Society assem^i 
bled. A letter from Lord Teignmouth to the Bishop was read, 
and listened to with peculiar pleasure. Indeed I never felt 
more convinced of the necessity and great importance of such 
friendly comraunications from the Parent Society to the Societies 
in foreign parts. They could not find terms in which to express 
their obligations to the President, and to all the Members of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. The Committee in Gothen* 
burg have supplied all the . prisons, work-bouses, houses of 
charity, and hospitals, within their district, with copies of the 
sacred volume. Poor children, at their confirmation, have been 
presented with the New Testament ; and many hundreds of the 
poor have received copies of the Scriptures, gratis. Indeed, all 
their fands have been devoted to the supplying of the poor. On 
tbis accoanty although their annua) subscriptious.are. coasidecr 
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able, jet they are fair from being adequate to their necessities; 
The requisitions for the poor for the year 1817, amount to 6500 
copies ; and they have resolved to distribute, gratis, 2000 Bibles« 
and 1100 Testaments. This will about exhaust their present 
funds : but they are confident that Divine Providence will not 
permit the good* work to be interrupted for want of means to 
carry it forward. They requested to be favoured with the publi* 
•cations of your Society. 

At the breaking up of the Meeting, a moat interesting scen^ 
took place. The venerable Bishop, taking his son, (the excellent 
Secretary of the Society,) by the hand, and addressing himself to 
sue, said, ** You see. Sir, that I am an old man about to drop into 
the grave. I am no longer able to take an active part in this 
good work ; but, thanks be to God, who hath given me this son, 
and who hath put it into his heart to engage with bis whole soul 
jn the cause; so that he not only discharges his own duty as Se« 
cretary, with a zeal and ability which do him honour, but the 
duties of his aged father as President. Tliis comforts me, in the 
view of my departure from this lower world, that 1 can commit 
the cause with confidence into his hands. May the Lord bless 
him, and be his exceeding great reward !" My heart was too full 
to allow utterance to my feelings; I could only unite with 
this aged Prelate in offering up thanksgivings to the Most High, 
for the support and comfort he enjoys in his declining years, and 
in praying for a blessing on the excellent Secretary. 

Having mentioned at the Meeting, the resolution of the Com- 
mittee of the Swedish Bible Society, to print an edition of the 
Bible in 4to., which afforded much satisfaction, it was hinted 
that a Printer in Gothenburg had been making preparations for 
the same purpose, and hoped to be able to sell his 4to. Bible at 
about & rix dollars, banco, in sheets. I said> that it would be 
necessary to converse with him on the subject, as it might be the 
means of ruining him if he engaged in this undertaking, while 
the Society had resolved to publish such an edition at their own 
expense. They requested I would go to him immediately, which 
J did ; and, after fully talking over the subject, and convincing him 
that he could not undertake the work, on his own account, without 
great loss, I proposed that he should give up all the paper he had 
prepared for his intended edition, to the Society, and print the 
^ork for them at a reasonable price. With this he was content ; 
but asked eight days to consider of it. I told him, that I could aU 
low him only as many hours, and that he must have his esti- 
mate ready early next morning. In the morning, he came to me» 
and proposed very reasonable terms; in order to simplify 
the matter for the Society, I agreed with him, that he should 
liirnish paper and every thing, at his own expense, and de^ 
fiver the edition of 6500 copies, for the low price of about 
4*. 6rf. per copy, in sheets. He is to receive only 2000 rix 
dollars in advance, for the purchase of types, and the re- 
Qiainder when the work is finished. This, besides being abotti 
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ooe-fourtb cheaper than they could have done it in Stockholm, 
saves nearly all their funds for the other purposes of the Society, 
and will supersede the necessity of any grant being made by 
their friends in £ngland, to enable them to carry on this work. 
Before I had finished my negociations with the Printer, the Cap* 
tain came to sive notice that the vessel was about to saih It was 
painful to be thus iMArried .away from my dear friends, without 
Laving the opportunity to bid them farewell ; but the summons 
was not to be resisted. I went on board, and in seven days had the 
happiness of setting my feet once more on British ground, after ^ 
journey of 2500 English miles, performed in the space of six weeks* 
1 felt thankful to Divine Providence for the merciful preservation 
1 had experienced on the long journey ; but especially for what I 
Jbad witnessed of the progress of bis cause in the countries 
through which I had passed. From St. Petersburg to Toruea, and 
from Tornea to Gothenburg, 1 had been travelling on Bible So* 
<i^^y ^*otmd. From Tornea to Gothenburg, and from the 
Gulph of Bothnia to the mountains of Norway, Bible Societies 
are formed for every diocese in Sweden. There remain only four 
dioceses to be organized ; and it is expected, if a little encourage- 
ment is held out to them, that«. before the end of this year, we shall 
be able to add them also to the number of Societies in Sweden^ 
Bible Associations are forming in different parts of the kingdom^ 
and we may soon expect to bear of them in abnost every p9rish* 
It is pleasing to be able to state, that the ^ood effects intended 
lo be produced by Bible Societies, in reforming the morals of the 
people, and in begetting and confirming religious habits, are most 
visible in many parts of this country. Indeed, I doubt, if so 
much real good has been done in any country by the institutioii 
of Bible Societies, as in Sweden. The good that has been pro-* 
duced there, is more than a reward for all that has been doi^e 
to promote the cause of truth among them; and affords much 
micouragement to us all, not to be weary in well doing, oon« 
lident that in due time we shall reap, if we faint not.

REV. E. HENDERSON'S LETTERS. 

Veile, in JtUlandp April 9, 1816* 

On the 8nd instant, after being furnished with letters from the 
Cofumittee of the Danish Bible Society, to the Bishops of Fiihneo, 
Aarhuus, Viborg, Aalborg, and Ribe, I took my departure from 
Copenhagen, and proceeded across the island of Zealatfd toCorsoer» 
at which place I arrived about midnight. Next day, I crossed 
the Great Belt, and pursued my course to Odensee, the capital 
of Fiihnen. I waited, the following forenoon, on the Right Rev. 
Br. Plum, Bishop of Fiihnen, and was received by him in the 
kindest and most affectionate manner. As his Lordship intended 
setting off for Copenhagen the following day, I found his time 
much occupied ; so that, on my first Introduction, I had only an 
opportunity of barely stating the object of my journey, and reeom- 
mending the formation of Bible Societies in his diocese. Being* 
liowe\*er, invited to dine with him, I brought forward th« 
matter more fully, and was happy to find that his Lordship was 
disposed to promote the cause, to the utmost of his power. 

In the evening, we went together to the palace, when I had the 
honour of being presented to His Highness, Prince Christian, 
whose well known disposition to patronize and advance every 
benevolent and public undertaking, left me no room to doubt that 
lie would cordially approve of the formation of a Bible Society 
in Fiihnen. His Highness received me in a very condescending 
manner, and expressed in high terms his approbation of my labours 
in Iceland, anci bis admiration of the principles and success of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society. The conversation then 
turned on the Danish Bible Society, the translation and circula-^ 
tion of the Scriptures, and the eligibility of establishing Auxiliary 
Institutions, in aid of the Parent Society, in different parts of the 
kingdom. His Highness declared it was his cordial wish to see 
«n Association of the hind formed here, and regretted that the 
absence of the Bishop would render it impossible to do any thing 
Ht the present moment. However, as the Annual Meeting of tlve 
Fiihnea literary Society, which is attended by most of the Clergy, 
end many of the leading people in the island, takes place at 
Odensee, on the 7th of May, His Highness was of opinion, that 
m more suitable occasion could not be obtained, aud requested 
me to return to Odensee, after completing my tour in Jutland, as 
lie was pleased to consider it a desirable thing, that I should be 
present at the first Meeting. In this, his Lordship, Bishop Plum, 
cordially concurred ; and we took Leave, after I had promised 
to return by the beginning of next month. 

On the 5th, I proceeded to Sauderumgaard, the seat of His 
£xcellencyt frivy Counsellor Bulow, to whom I had kttew of 
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introduction from Copenhagen. His Excellency is a friend and 
promoter of every good work, and in him the Bible Society pos- 
sesses a noble and powerful supporter. At his house I had the 
pleasure of forming an acquaintance with Lieutenant Colonel 
Guldberg, a son of the immortal Guldberg, than whom Denmark 
never produced a warmer admirer of the Holy Scriptures, or a 
Statesman, who devoted more of his time and attention to their 
study and interpretation. 

The two following days I spent in the company of the Rev. 
Messieurs Boesen and Balslev, whose unremitting endeavours to 
promote the circulation of the Scriptures, are already well known 
to the Committee. 



Ckristiansfeld, April 25, 1816^ 

I HAVE recently visited the Bishops of Aarhuus, Viborg, and 
Aalborg, all of whom expresssed their approbation of the object 
of the Bible Society, and their determination to do all that lies 
in their power to promote its attainment. The Right Rev. Dr« 
Birch, of Aarhuus, has already collected 1100 rix Bank dollars, in 
aid of the funds of the Society, and is deeply convinced of the im* 
portauce of tlie Scriptures as a book of instruction in the schools, 
and the cottages of the peasants. 

His Excellency, Baron Gyldencrone, I also found a warm friend 
for the cause. In Viborg, I met with the kindest reception from 
the Right Rev. Dr. Blbch, who is regarded as the first Greek 
scholar in Denmark. It is his full determination to establish an 
Auxiliary Society in Viborg, at the Meeting of the Synod in the 
mouth of July next, when he intends making the importance o^ 
circulating the Scriptures the subject of his Charge to tne Clergy ; 
and minor Associations, he hopes, will follow of course, when once 
the attention of the Clergy has been directed to their importance 
and utility. 

On my way to Aalborg, I passed through the small trading town 
of Hobroe, the birth place of Laurence Stistrup, a pious Mer- 
^*hant, who, having no heirs, bequeathed the whole of his pro- 
perty to the noble object of supplying the poor in the Danish 
dominions with the word of God. This took place about the 
middle of last century, and a considerable number of Bibles and 
New Testaments have ever since been distributed annually, till 
within the. last ten or fifteen years. 



Odensee, May 8» 1816. 

By the blessing of God, I again arrived in this town» in good 
healthy on the 5th instant, when 1 was favoured with another 
MMiience #1 the aaiiaUe Prince^ whose cordial approbatioB of the 
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tnea^res taken by the Bible Societ}r 1 had occasion to notice in 
my late communications. Nor can I forbear mentioning the gra- 
ytication it afforded Her Highness the Princess, to be informed of 
the progress of the different Societies, and especially of the welcome 
•apply that bad been sent to the worthy inhabitants of Iceland. 

At the Meeting of the Literary Society, held yesterday in this 
town, his Lordship, Bishop Plum, gave intimation that a Meeting 
was fixed to be held on the following morning, for the purpose of 
forming ' an Auxiliary Bible Society for the island of Fuhneu. The 
Meeting took place, accordingly, this morning, at eight o'clock, in the 
Consistory Hall, under the auspices of His Highness Prince Christian, 
and was attended by His Excellency Privy-Counsellor Biilow, and 
other gentlemen of the first respectability. The business com« 
nenced with a luminous speech by the Bishop, on Bible Societies, 
and the importance of distributing the Holy Scriptures. His 
Lordship then read the Laws of the Danish Bible Society in Co- 
penhagen, after which he proposed that a Committee be imme- 
diately nominated for the purpose of modifying and realizing the 
Regulations of the Parent Institution. Besides a number of 
Directors resident in the town, several Co-Directors were nomi-* 
Bated from among the gentlemen present, who resided in the 
country, to whom it was recommended to promote the formation 
of Branch Societies, and Bible Associations, in their respective 
spheres of action. 



Sleswig, May 20, 1810. 

On the 18th, I set out for Ribe, the only See in Jutland I had 
not visited, where I arrived the following day, and remained till 
the 18ih, during which time T had several important conversa* 
tions with His Lordship, Bishop Hiort, on the subject of my 
mission. The plan of the Society had already circulated in his 
diocese, where a deplorable want of the Scripture prevails ; and 
he promised to lose no time, after the return of the Lord 
Lieutenant, in organizing an Auxiliary Society in Ribe, and minor 
Associations in different parts of the country. 

The 19th, I spent with the Rev. Mr. Windekilde, one of those 
excellent men, whose souf^ls wrapped up in the success of the 
Gospel, and who endeavour by every means in their power to 
promote the glory of God, and the best interests of mankind. 

An address and subscription paper from the Sleswig-Holstein 
Bible Society was in circulation among his parishioners ; and he 
had every reason to conclude, that, notwithstanding the general 
want of money in these parts, the contributions would be consi- 
derable. Where this paper had already circulated, it was found that 
most proprietors, many of the inferior class of the peasantry, and 
a considerable number of servants, had signed their names, either 
for donations or annual subscriptions. . ^ 

In the parish of Loydt, about ten miles further souths I foun^^ 
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likewise, that a subscription had been set on foot by the worthy Pas* 
tor, Matthiessen, to whom, as well as to Mr. Windekilde, I recom- 
mended the plan of Bible Associations, which they will be able 
to carry into effect with the greatest facility, as there are in both 
parishes several hundred souls, who make the one thing needful 
the supreme object of their care. 

On my arrival in Sleswig, I was received with open arms by 
our worthy friend Dean Callisen, to whose enlightened, zealous^ 
and unwearied, exertions, the establishment of a Bible Society 
for the Dukedoms, is principally to be ascribed. The Society is 
in full activity, and increasing in its funds, and its sphere of action, 
every day. Associations are formed, or forming, in almost every 
part of the country. 

At Kiel and Rendsburg, two important Branches have been 
established, the latter of which has already collected upwards of 
1600 marks. It gave me much pleasure to find the Members of 
the Sleswig-Holstein Committee enter with zeal and ardour into 
the cause. Your recent gift of 300/. has excited much interes^» 
and many unfeigned thanksgivings to God on your behalf. 

P. S. His Serene Highness the Landgrave of Hesse u warmly interested 
in the Bible canse ; I have had tlie honour of dining with him, during my stay 
here. 



Sleswig, June 29, 1816. 

From the communications of the Very Rev. Dean Callisen, you 
will have learned the circumstances connected with the establish- 
ment of the Sleswig Holstein Bible Society, the principles and 
rules of its constitution, and the means which the Committee 
have agreed to employ for attaining the grand object of their 
union. 

As soon as matters were put in a proper train in this town, 
letters, accompanied with copies of the laws and regulations, 
were forwarded by the General Superintendent, the Right Rev. 
Doctor Adler, to all the Deans in the two Dukedoms, requesting 
them to communicate the same to their Clergy, and recommend 
the formation of Bible Associations in the different parishes, and 
the opening of subscriptions for the funds of the Institution. 

There is reason to hope, that there are but few churches in the 
Dukedoms, (the number of which amounts to 442,) iu which notice 
has not beeu given, from the pulpit, of the formation and object 
of the Society. Many of the Clergy have delivered animated 
and appropriate discourses on the subject ; and endeavoured, by 
this means, to excite the attention of their hearers to the Sacred 
Oracles as the only infallible Repository of religious truth, and the 
inexhaustible source of wisdom, strength, and consolation. 

Considering the short time that has elapsed since the full orga- 
nization of the Society, it must afford great pleasure to every 
friend of the Bible, to be informed, that Auxiliary Societies, and 
Bible Associations, fiave already been established indifferent parts 
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of the country, and that in many places similar Institutions are in a 
considerable degree of forwardness, though they have not yet 
received tlieir final establishment. 

I now directed my course to Meldorp, the principal town in 
southern Detraarsh, where I was kindly received by Mr. Bruhns, 
a pious Merchant, who is Treasurer of the Bible Union at 
this place. The Society had been formed a few weeks previously 
to my arrival, under the Presidency of the Very Reverend Dean 
Clasen, and not less than ninety-eight rix dollars have already 
been collected. 

My next resting place was a spot which you will still recollect, 
and where you are remembered with the liveliest feelings of 
Christian love and esteem, the estate of Mr. Manbardt, at 
Hanerau. Here I was received in the most affectionate manner 
by the whole family, who all feel a deep interest in the propaga** 
tion of the Gospel, and the extension of the Redeemer's kingdom, 
I have already noticed, that there exists a Bible Association at this 
place. I am happy to add, that all who form the Committee of 
Management, are individuals who themselves read the Bible, and 
prefer its treasure to " much fine gold," and are anxiously de- 
sirous of imparting this inexhaustible source of riches and 
happiness to their fellow-men. On the evening of Sunday, the 
16th of June, the Committee and friends of the Association, to the 
number of 60 or GO, met at Mr. Manhardt's, when, after intro- 
ducing me to them, he left me to fight my way as well as I could 
in German; and it was truly gratifying to observe, with what 
eagerness they listened to the view I gave them of the origin^ 
progress, and effects, of the different Bible Societies that are 
now scattered over almost every part of the globe. 

When I had finished, we were favoured with a most excellent 
speech from the Clergyman, the Rev. Mr. Vent, on the inesti^ 
mable worth of the Bible, its suppression during the long reign 
of blind superstition, and tire infamous measures that have of late 
years been Used for the purpose of weakening its authority, and 
effecting its ultimate banishment from Christendom. After Mr. 
Manhardt, who followed, had concluded a number of the most ap« 
propriate and interesting observations, he took me by the hand, 
and, in the name of the Association, charged me to convey to the 
British and Foreign Bible Society their unfeigned gratitude fox 
the illustrious example which hs^d stimulated them to exertion, 
and to assure you, that they should undeviatingly follow in the 
path which you have trodden, and pray for the richest blessing 
of Heaven on your noble and unremitting endeavours to impart 
the words of eternal life to those that are near, and fo them that 
are far off. 

On the 20th, 1 arrived in Rendsburg, where I met with a cor,- 
dial welcome from the Very Reverend Dean Callisen, and the 
other Members of the Rendsburg Committee, who proceed with 
spirit and vigour in their endeavours to attain the grand end of 
their Institution. It is greatly to be deplored, that all the newly 
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formed Societies should be cramped id their exertions, for want 
of Bibles. The requisitions from Russia, Prussia, &c, are more 
than can be met by the Cansteiu Institution at Halle; so that the 
friends in the Dukedoms are obliged to use the utmost eco- 
nomy in the distribution of the small number of copies which 
they have been able to obtain. From Rendsburg I made a smalt 
excursion to Emkendor^ where I met with the kindest reception 
from the Count and Countess, who enter with their whole soul 
into, the plan of the Society. I here spent two days in the most 
agreeable manner. The Countess, who is truly an example of 
faith and patience, still suffers much, and b so reduced, that 
you would suppose her incapable of following the progress of the 
numerous Institutions for propagating the Gospel ; yet she is ac- 
quainted with almost every step they have taken, manifests the 
inost lively interest in what is going on among the Heathen, and 
supports with the utmost vigour the measures that are adopting iti 
her vicinity for the distribution of the Script uresp 



Altona, August 1, 1816: 
The Borbye Bible Society, I was happy to find, is in a flourish- 
ing slate. His Excellency, Count Stolberg, ofWindebye, is th^ 
first Member, and one of its most active and generous sup- 
porters. 

My next station was Kiel, where a Bible Association had been 
fonhed on the 18th of May. Most of the Professors are either 
Members of the Committee, or subscribers to the Institution. 
It was resolved, that the designation of the Institution should 
henceforth be " The Bible Society of Kiel," and that it should 
extend its operations to all the parishes of the Deanery. 

Immediately on my arrival in Eutin, I waited on Dr. Olshausen, 
the Superintendent of the Principality, the President of Govern- 
jnent, the Burgomaster, and several others, who I had reason to 
hope would countenance the esfkblishment of a Bible Society in 
the place. 1 was happy to find, that they were all disposed to 
give the object the benefit of their influence and support ; and 
it was agreed, that a Meeting should be held the following 
Sunday evening, (the 21st of July,) for the purpose of deli- 
berating on the most eligible mode of proceeding in the for- 
mation of the Society. 

At the time appointed, I had the satisfaction of meeting eleven 
of the first people of the town of Eutin, at the house of Dr. 
Olshausen, who explained to them the definite object of the 
Meeting, and read a plan, which had previously been drawn up, 
for the constitution and operations of the projected Society. 
The plan was unanimously adopted ; and it was resolved, that a 
Bible Society should be formed for the principality of Luebeck ; that 
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the Society should be considered as provisiooaliy constituted ; but 
that, previously to the plan being laid before the public, and their 
being solicited to participate, His Serene Highness, the Duke of 
Oldenburg should be requested to .become Patron of the Society. 
It was in the highest degree pleasing to witness the unanimity, 
cordiality, and interest, which prevailed on this occasion, and 
which may reasonably be regarded as prophetic of the future 
success of this establishment. 



Barth, in Pomeranie, September 2, 1816» 

From Eutin I proceeded to Luebeck, where I waited on the 
Burgomaster, Overbeck, the worthy President of the Bible So- 
ciety, who received me in the most friendly manner, as did also 
the Members of the Committee, with whom I had the pleasure 
of becoming personally acquainted. In the Rev. Mr. Geibel, in 
particular, I found one of the most enlightened, zealous, and ac- 
tive ministers I have met with. The Society had lately held their 
Annual Meeting, when a report of their proceedings was pre- 
sented, from which it appears, that they have distributed upwards 
of 700 copies of the whole Bible, and about 300 copies of the 
Jiew Testament, since the commencement of their operations. 
The general stagnation of trade, and the consequent exhaustion 
of the usual channels of wealth in this city, are at present very 
unfavourable to the extension of their plan. Between 3 and 400 
liouses are shut up for want of inhabitants, and a great propor- 
tion of the community are reduced to circumstances of perplexity 
and distress. 

In Altona, I met with the most cordial reception from those 
active friends of the Gospel, the Messrs. Van der Smissens, in 
whose house I took up my lodgings, in consequence of a pressing 
invitation from our mutual friend, Mr. Gilbert Van der Smissen. 
To you, who have yourself spent some time in the house, it is uur 
needful to describe the general piety, the liberality of Christian 
sentiment, and the pure, enlarged, and active benevolence which 
pervade the whole of this family circle. Their business and con* 
nexions are of the most extensive nature ; but all is consecrated 
to the Lord, and carried on with a view to his glory. 

On the 8th ult. I attended the General Meeting of the Ham^ 
burg-Altona Bible Society, which was held in the Consistorial 
Chamber of St. Michael's Church, and honoured with the pre* 
senc^ of some of the first people in both towns. The Burgo- 
master, Von Graffen, the President of the Society, opened the 
business with an appropriate speech, on the cause to which the 
success of Bible Societies, in some places more than in others, was 
to be ascribed ; and was followed by the Rev. Mr. Willerding, one 
of the Vice-Presidents, who expatiated on the practical im- 
port?(qce of the subject, A most explicit and eloquent Report 
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ivas then retad by the Secretary, Mr. Runge, nvhich gave udiversal 
satisfaction, and seemed in no small degree to excite those feel- 
ings of benevolent joy so strongly depicted in the countenance 
of those who have the privilege of attending your London An- 
niversary. The indispensable necessity of putting the Scriptures 
into the hands of youth, formed the subject of a speech from the 
Rev. Mr. Mutzenbecher ; and the solemnity was concluded by 
the Very Reverend the Dean of Altona. 

I left Hamburg on the 13th, and arrived, the same evening, at 
Ratzeburg, the seat of the Lauenburg Government, where, oa 
inquiry, I found, that as yet no step had been taken towards the 
formation of a Bible Society^ 

Immediately on my arrival, t waited on His Excellency, Count 
Reventlow, who is appointed by the Danish Government to take 
possession of Lauenburg ; and, as I had every reason to expect^ 
met with the most cordial reception, both from him and his ex- 
cellent lady, the Countess, whose acquaintance I had the honout 
of forming, at their seat, on ray journey through Holstein. 

On the 16th, I attended a preliminary meeting, at the Rev. Mr* 
Wienecke's, at which it was agreed, that a Society should be 
formed, and that Sunday evening, the 18th, should be fixed oa 
for that purpose. 

On the evening appointed, about fifteen of the most respectable 
inhabitants assembled at the Rev. Mr. Wienecke's, when His Ex- 
cellency, Count Reventlow, having taken the Chair, the business 
of the evening was opened by the Rev. Mr. Wienecke, in a short 
speech, which contained a number of very pertinent remarks oa 
the utility and importance of Bible Societies. It was agreed, that 
the designation of the Institution should be, " The Lauenburg* 
Batzeburg Bible Society,^ and that the sphere of its operations 
should comprise the Duchy and Principality known under these 
namesl It was finally resolved, that a statement of the proceed- 
ings of the evening, accompanied with a petition for the sanctioa 
of the respective Governments, should be drawn up, and dis- 
patched, without loss of time, to Copenhagen and Streiitz ; and 
that, as soon as an answer was obtained, a General Meeting should 
be held, and the Society receive its complete organization. To 
encourage and aid their exertions, I held out to them the pro- 
mise of 100/. or 150/. 

My i/ext station was Schwerin, where I waited on the Very 
Reverend the Superintendent Ackermann, Vice-President of the 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin Bible Society, who received me in the 
kindest manner, and expressed in the warmest terms the sense of 
gratitude the Committee entertained for the liberal donation made 
.by the British and Foreign and Bible Society. The Grand Duke 
himself has accepted of the patronage of the Society, and, with 
the other members of the Ducal Family, has added his name to 
the list of subscribers. The Directors have opened a corre- 
spondence with different parts of the Duchy, and would long ere 
now have been in full activity, had it not been for the want of 
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BH^les. I also waited on the Presideiity the Honourable Mr. 
tludloff. Counsellor of Government, a gentleman of the most ac« 
five habits, who enters warmly into the cause of the Society, and 
the Rev. Mr. Studemand, junior, the Secretary, both of whom re- 
joiced to he^ of the unparalleled exertions now making for the 
diffusion of Gospel light among all nations. 

It being considered a desirable thing, that an Auxiliary InstN 
tution should be established at Rostock, a mercantile town, con^ 
taining about 13,000 inhabitants, the seat of a University, and 
the centre of very extensive connexions in the north of Mecklen^ 
burg, some steps had been taken, with that view ; but, not having 
met with the desired success, the business had been dropped. 
With the approbation of the Directors in Schwerin, I engaged to 
renew the attempt ; and haviug had a letter of introduction to 
the Rev. Dr. Krey, be had the kindness to go with me to the rest 
of the Clergy, several of the Professors, and different Gentlemen 
in office, who were known to be friendly to the cause. 

Fourteen of them assembled, on the 30th, in the houseof the Rev. 
Magister Dethard'iDs ; and it was resolved, that a Society should be 
formed, under the designation of the *' Rostock Bible Society; 
for the town of Rostock, and the northern parts of the Duchy 
of Mecklenburg; five Directors, two Secretaries, a Treasurer, 
and a Depositary, were chosen ; and it was agreed, t^at, as soon 
as they obtained the sanction of the Grand Duke, a printed ad^ 
dress should be laid before the public, and the necessary measures 
taken for increasing the funds of the Society, explaining its 
views, and paving the way for the commencement of its opera- 
tions. Upwards of 40 dollars were subscribed on the spot. 

Having thus had the happiness of seeing the foundation of a 
Bible Society laid in Rostock, and commended it to the care of 
Him whose blessing alone can give efficiency and success to its 
operations, I left that town, on the 31st, and arrived, the same 
evening, in this place, where I have been received in the most 
affectionate manner by the Honourable Mr. Von Mevius, to 
whose enlightened zeal and unremitting activity the Bible Society 
for Pomerania and Riigen is indebted for its existence and pros- 
perity. In the company of this aged nobleman, and his daughter, 
(who shares the views, the piety, and the 2eal of her venerable 
parent,) I have spent three days in the most edifying manner; 
and am maturing the plan of an Auxiliary Society for the town 
and deanery of Earth, which met with the cordial ajpprobatioa 
of my noble friend. 



Berlin, September 23, 1816. 

In my letter of the 2d instant, I stated, that I was then ma- 
turing a plan for the formation of an Auxiliary in Barth, the town 
froir. which the exertions in behalf of the cause in Pomerania 
oQi'dBated. Having been apprised of the plan through the me* 
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dium of a circalar letter, the subscribers met, on the 4th, in the 
house of the Honourable Mr. Von Mevius, who presided on the 
occasion ; and, after a very spirited address by the worthy Assessor, 
Mr. Henning, M.D. in which the most honourable mention was 
made of the British and Foreign Bible Society, it was resolved^ 
that the gentlemen then present should form themselves into a 
Society, under the designation of the *' Auxiliary Bible Committee 
for the Town and Deanery of Barth," the sole object of which 
should be, to co-operate with the Central Committee in Stralsund, 
and give full effect to its plans, with respect to this part of the 
province. The same day, 1 set off for Stralsund, where I arrived 
early in the afternoon, and waited im^iediately on the Secretaries, 
and several other Members of the Committee, all of whom re- 
ceived me with open arms, and rejoiced to hear of the in«- 
creasing interest in favour of the Bible cause, in different parts of 
the worlds 

On the morning of the 5th, I paid my respects to the Burgo- 
master Kiihl, Vice-President of the Society, who immediately re- 
solved to call a meeting of the Committee, in the afternoon ; 
wliich meeting, accordingly, took place ; and one of the Secretaries^ 
at the request of the Chairman, gave me the following official 
statement of their constitution and proceedings : 

" Encouraged by the promise of pecuniary aid from the Bible 
Society in London, and several subscriptions which bad been ob- 
tained in consequence of it, a number of the friends of the Bibl^ 
assembled in the Town-House in Stralsund, on the 23d of January^ 
1816, who formed a Bible Society, under the designation of * The 
Bible Society for Pomerania and Rugen :' A Special Committee 
was at the same time chosen, for the purpose of managing the 
business of the Society ; consisting of a President, a Vice-Presi- 
dent, six Directors, two Secretaries, a Depositary, and a Trea^* 
surer. A constitution for this Society was drawn up, and 
made public, by means of a printed Address, and twenty-three 
correspondents were successively chosen in different parts of the 
province, in order to afford the good cause universal intro- 
duction and prosperity; the result of which has been, that a 
considerable number of subscribers have actually come for- 
ward in every division of the province ; and, though the sub- 
scription-papers have not yet all been returned, there are, at 
present, in the hands of the Treasurer, no less than 992 rix dollars^ 
V2 shillings, including the donation of 100/. from the Society in 
London, which has been drawn for through Mr. Gilbert Van der 
Smissen, of Altona. 

"It has been taken into consideration by the Committee, whe- 
ther they ought not to print a separate edition of the Bible, for 
their own use ; but, finding the undertaking to he impracticable, 
they gave orders for the immediate purchase of a number of 
Bibles and New Testaments. The arrival of these copies, 
which has been partly protracted by the numerous orders on 
Ualle^ is now daily expected ; and as soon as we are in pos-

session of them, our distribution of the Holy Scriptures will com- 



nience." 



Tbe Vice-President then charged me, as be had done at the 
beginning of the Meeting, to convey to the Members of the Bri« 
tish and Foreign Bible Society their most unfeigned and heart- 
felt thanks for the stimulus originally given to the zeal of the 
Christian public in these parts, and more especially for the very 
liberal donation they had recently received from your bounty. 

Now that inquiries have been instituted in various places, the 
attention of the people is turned anew to the transcendent value 
of the best of books; and the want of the blessed treasure it 
found to be much greater than was expected. In one village, 
where a sick traveller had been taken ill, and wished to soothe 
her mind with the balm of divine consolation, so richly contained 
in the Bible, the strictest inquiry was made for a copy ; but, alas ! 
not one was to be found : there was not so much as a single house 
in possession of the words of eternal life. 

1 next visited the Island of Riigen, where it had originally been 
my intention to form one or more subordinate Societies. But as 
the Straisund Committee had yet to fix the boundaries of tbe field 
to be occupied by each, I contented myself with visiting some 
of tbe principal and most worthy clergymen, and soliciting their 
active co-operation. They assured me, they could dispose of 
hundreds of copies of the Scriptures, in the course of one week, 
could they only obtain them for sale. At Greifawald I twice 
met some of the Professors ; and it was agreed, that one of the 
Straisund Secretaries should be invited to come to Greifswald^ 
and introduce the business, as soon as every necessary prelimi* 
nary had been settled in the Parent Committee. 

Numerous subscriptions have been obtained in this town, sixty 
of whicii are from females, whose attention had been called to the 
subject l>y a truly excellent Christian Lady, whose name I am 
not at liberty to mention, but who already enjoys her reward, in 
beholding the success that has followed her exertions. 

There was now only one link wanted to complete the chain of 
Bible Societies in the north of Germany— a Mecklenburg-Strelitz 
Bible Society. On my arrival in New Strelit2, 1 wait^ed on the Su-^ 
perintendent. Dr. Glass, who assured me, that the cause met with 
nis entire approbation, and that he would be happy to do every 
thing in his power towards the establishment of a similar lusti^ 
tution in those parts, where the Scriptures were much wanted, and 
the impoverished state of the inhabitants loudly called for the 
exercise of Cliristian benevolence. This gentleman had the 
kindness to present me to $ome of the Serene Members of the 
yeigniug Family, who expressed their cordial approbation of the 
object ; but, as the Grand Duke himself was absent, the Superin* 
dent deemed it advisable to defer the establishment of tbe pro- 
posed Society till bis return ; and engaged, immediately after, to 
transmit to London an official account of the steps taken in iU 
formation. 
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From Strelitz I proceeded direct to this city, where I arrived 
on the 17th, in the expectation of meeting Mr. Ptnkerton, but he 
Las not yet made his appearance. The intervening days 1 have 
spent with the Rev. Mr. Jsenicke, and several other Members of 
the Prussian Committee, from whom I have received very pleasing 
accounts of the rapid progress of the cause in this kingdom. They 
have lately celebrated their Second Anniversary ; it was attended 
by a prodigious number of persons, who listened with the deepest 
interest to the report that was given of their proceedings. The 
printing of the Turkish Bible has advanced as far as the 26tli 
sheet. The health of His Excellency, Privy Counsellor Von 
Diez, is wonderfully supported. This work engages his whole 
attention, and proves the joy and solace of his heart. 



Hamburgh October 20, 1810. 

This day's mail brought me your very important letter of the 
14th instant, conveying to me the earnest wish of the Committee, 
that I should proceed, without delay, to the assistance of my dear 
fbllow-labourer, Mr. Paterson, in St. Petersburg. The call was 
of so urgent and pressing a nature, as not to admit of a moment's 
deliberation. I had just preached from those remarkable words 
of our Saviour, " Remember Lot's wife ;" and in preaching agaia 
from them in the evening, I was to dwell particularly on the pas« 
sage, '* And another also said. Lord, I will follow thee, but let me 
first bid them farewell which are at home in my house ; and 
Jesus said unto him, No man, having put his hand to the plough, 
and looking back, is fit for the kingdom of God." (Luke ix. 61, 
62.) The question put by the Apostle came home with power to 
my mind : ** Thou, therefore, which teachest another, teachest 
thou not thyself ?'' (Rom. i. 2L) It was my intention to have 
sailed immediately for Scotland. The vessel and the day of de« 
parture were determined. Numerous subjects, of a domestic na« 
ture, which had been absent from my mind for years, now begai^ 
to crowd upon me. My continental labours appeared to be 
brought to a close for the present, and I already imagined myself* 
in the bosom of my expecting friends.- 

Surely it is not in man that walketh, to direct his steps. While 
I was feeding on these pleasing dreams, and hoping soon to secf 
tiiem realized, I heard, on a sudden, a voice behind me, sayings, 
^ This, is the way, walk ye in it." I turned to the voice that 
spake, and, behold, my way was plain before me. The in* 
calculable importance of the operations now going on in 
Russia, and the closest bonds of Christian affection which have 
uninterruptedly subsisted between Mr. Paterson and myself, fronf* 
the first moment that we became acquainted with one another, at 
otice produced a complete revolution in my mind. Had I not 
eome te the determinatioii instftntly to comply with your request^ 
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bow coidd I have borne tbe cutting reflectioo, " Demas has fou 
taken me, having loved this present world V* 

Excepting a &dy or two at Dantzig and Konigsberg, which 
places have not had a visit from any of us» it is not my purpose to 
tarry a moment by the way. 

1 beg you will assure the Committee of my unwearied regard, 
and my gratitude for the confidence they place in me. I desire to 
be particularly remembered by them in prayer, that I may have 
grace given me to be faithful, and to fulfil the ministry I have re- 
ceived of tbe Lord. The work is connected with many difficul- 
ties; but, with Omnipotence on our side, what may we not 
achieve ! 



Mittau, November 29, 1810, 

It gate me much pleasure, the day before I set but on my journey, 
to have a copy of the Altona Almanack for 1817 put into my 
hands, containing a well written account of Bible Societies in 
general, and particularly of the Sleswig-Holstein Institution. A 
more effectual method of calling the attention of the Holstein 
peasantry to this important topic could hardly have been devised, 
as this vehicle of information is sure to iind access, where every 
other must have failed. 

The Lauenburg-Ratzeburg Bible Society has received the sanction 
both of the Danish and Mecklenburg Governments: that of His 
Majesty the King of Denmark was expressed in terms of the 
most gracious approbation. The Rostock Society has, in like 
Qianner, been assured of the protection of His Serene Highness, 
the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg Schwerin, and is proceeding to 
measures of publicity, organization, and effective operation. 

On passing through Dantzig, I waited on tbe Vice-President 
of the Dantzig Bible Society, tbe Rev. Mr. Ewald, who had the 
most active hand in its formation, and the two Secretaries ; by 
all of whom I was received in the most affectionate manner: 
noue could find terms sufficiently strong, in which to express 
their sense of obligation to the British and Foreign Bible So* 
ciety. The exertions of the friends here are only circumscribed 
by want of copies for distribution. From the commencement of 
the year, till the 10th of October, the Committee have brought 
409 Bibles and New Testaments into circulation. It is more than 
two years since 1000 copies were ordered from Halle ; and the 
total they have received at different times amounts to only 
70O. 

Many poor people have received the promise of copies upwards 
of a year ago, but cannot ye;t be supplied. When it is made known 
^hat a partial sunply has arrived, the house of the Depository 
ifi crowded ; and, to use the language of one of the Dantzig 
friends, the copies go off like the morning roils from the bak^f^^ 

 • a * • 
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In Koenigsberg I found two Bible Societies : the older, which 
had conducted the impression of the Lithuanian Scriptures; and 
Chat more recently established as an Auxiliary to the Central 
Bible Society in Berlin. In both of these the worthy Bishop 
Borowsky takes the deepest interest ; and it is his intention, at the 
First Annual Meeting, to have them united into one. In order 
to secure the immediate distribution of the Lithuanian Scriptures, 
letters were sent to the seven Superintendents, requesting them to 
institute the necessary inquiries; and 187B copies of the whole Bible« 
and 532 New Testaments, have already been brought into circula- 
tion. The friends in Koenigsberg complain much of the want 
of German Bibles, Scarcely a day passes in which application is 
not made to the Bishop for copies, which he is under the painful 
necessity of refusing.

With you, and our other friends, I had rejoiced to hear, from 
time to time, of the spirit which animated, and the prosperity 
which attended, the exertions of the Russian Bible Society but 
now that I have seen with my eyes what is going forward in this 
metropolis, and the manner in which the business is conducted^ 
I am constrained to acktiowledge, that " the lialf hath not been 
told me.'' Here are men who view the Bible cause, I was going to 
say, in all the magnitude of its importance— but that is impossible ; 
it is unattainable by the mightiest mind, either of man or angeL 
But they really do consider it as one of the most iiiornentoiis objects 
that can possibly claim their attention. The liberal and substan- 
tial basis on which their union has been formed ; the Imperial 
patronage and bounty which it has experienced ; the zeal, wisdom, 
and activity of its Directors, and its present comprehensive 
undertakings, all entitle it to the first rank in the scale of those 
noble Institutions which have for their sole object, to extend the 
knowledge of divine love to man. 

With glad surprise you have contemplated the exertions of the 
Russian Bible Society, in its dawn. You have watched its progress 
with a growing interest, and regarded the rapid accumulation oE* 
its energies as one of the most striking moral phoenomena of the 
age ; but these are merely incipient successes. Nothing may be 
said to have been achieved, in comparison with what remains to 
.be done, and which, by the divine blessihg, shall be acCDmplished 
in due time. It is true, the Society has, within the short space 
of four years, printed the Scriptures, in whole, or in part, in na 
fewer than sixteen different languages; yet it has been ascertained^ 
that the languages and dialects used within the limits of this im« 
mense empire, constitute nearly an eighth part spoken on the 
face of the globe. Now, granting that some of these dialects ap- , 
proximate so nearly to each other as to be mutually understood 
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by the different tribes and tbat others are current among a po- 
pulation so scanty, as to render it advisable rather to teach them 
to peruse the Volume of Revelation in a foreign language, than 
be at the trouble and expense of translating: it into their vernacular 
tongue; what a number still remain, in which the glad tidings of 
saving mercy have never been sounded ! How great the aggregate 
of human beings, under the Russian Sceptre, whose minds have 
never been illumined with the light of the glory of God, as it 
shines in the face of Jesus Christ ! The time, however, the set 
time, appears to be come, when the true light shall shine on those 
who have hitherto dwelt " in the land of the shadow of death ;'^ 
and ** they shall all gather themselves together/' and flow as one 
stream into the church of the living God, to learn his ways, and 
ualk in his paths. The fanatical Mahomedan, the superstitious 
Shamanian, and the gentle, but deluded Lamaist, shall ere long 
confess, that they have given heed unto lying vanities ; and join in 
adoring the " Lamb of God, which taketh away the sins of the 
world/' 

We wait with the most anxions impatience for the appearance 
of the brightest gem in the Imperial Crown of Alexander — the 
translation of the glorious Gospel into the modern Russian. 
Through this medium, the fountain of living waters will be rendered 
accessible to upwards of thirty-four millions of our fellow-men. 
The translation is going forward. Pray that the Divine Spirit, 
under whose infallible inspiration the Sacred Writings were origi- 
fially composed, may rest in an abundant measure upon the trans- 
lators ; that they may be enabled to give their countrymen a faith- 
ful and luminous exhibition of the revealed will of God. 

From the eagerness with which the Russians purchase the 
Slavonian Scriptures, we may form some conception of the avidity 
with which they will receive the Bible in their common dialect. 

When it was recently intimated, that 600 copies of the Sla- 
vonian Bible were ready for sale, the Depository was almost 
stormed, and the whole number went off instantlv. Not a mail 
leaves leaves St. Petersburg, without carrying along with it some 
copies of the word of God ; and few return without letters of 
thanks, fresh orders, or the pleasing information of the establish- 
ment of new Societies.

Bible Society's House, SL Petersburg, January 9, 1817. 

It was cause of no small joy and thanksgiving, to find that our 
beloved friend Paterson was not so seriously ill as the accounts from 
London had led me to apprehend ; though I found him very much 
reduced, and greatly in need of assistance. Besides superintend- 
ing the printing of the Scriptures in many different languages, 
(a work of itself more laborious than most constitutions can bear,) 
he has accumulated an immense load of correspondence ; add to 
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these, the principal care of the Dep6t, and, latterly, the fitting 
up of the house for the purposes of the Society devolved upon htm. 
He has indeed laboured, not only to the extent of his ability, but 
beyond it ; nor could he have gone through what he has done, 
had it not been that his heart was so completely in this work, that 
every personal consideration was swallowed up in the vast im- 
portance of the object before him. 

You may easily conceive with what feelings I drove up to the 
house of the Bible Society. It is a fine -stone building, three 
stories and a half in height, and stands quite insulated, on the 
east side of St. Catharine's Canal, on a portion of ground at- 
tached to the garden of the Summer Palace. What renders its si- 
tuation particularly remarkable, is, its commanding the view of 
the churches belonging to most of the confessions, the members 
of which it is designed to supply with the words of eternal life. 
Nor is it unworthy of notice, that the next house towards the 
south, is the famous mansion formerly occupied by the Jesuits, who 
have been obliged to quit the empire. In the interior of the 
house are two divisions, to which there is a separate en- 
trance from either end, as well as a stair-case in the middle from 
the court. In the one end is the Dep6t, ou the tirst floor ; on the- 
second are the principal apartments, one of which will be ap- 
propriated to the Meeting of the Committee; and the third floor 
contains the rooms for the Depositary, &c. The other end of the 
house is at present occupied by the printing, but will be chiefly 
appropriated to dwellings for the printers, when the new office is 
ready. 

This office stands directly behind the house, and consists of a 
ground and upper floor; the one for the stereotype foundry, and 
the other for the printing. It was begun last Autumn, and will 
be ready in Spring. There is also a considerable piece of ground 
allotted to the house, which will make an excellent garden. 

It is peculiarly pleasing to observe, that, in its progress towards 
the attainment of the grand object of its Association, the Russian 
Bible Society has elicited the zeal, and gained the co-operation, 
of all ranks and classes of men. In proof of which, we 
have lately had a remarkable instance, in the case of a chimney 
sweeper, who gave a donation of 25 rubles to the Society ; 
and, as the person to whom he applied to receive it, remarked 
that the sum was certainly more than his circumstances would 
allow him to afford, he begged to have his name put down 
for the same sum annually, besides engaging to clean the 
chimnies of the Society's house, gratis, which would otherwise 
have cost the Society at least lUO rubles per annum. The 
anecdote was related at the last Meeting of the Committee, 
where it was heard with the deepest interest ; and, as a mark of 
acknowledgment for so distinguished an instance of liberality, 
they vQted their benefactor a quarto copy of the German Bible, 
with a suitable recognition of his deed in writing. 
It cannot fail to interest you, also^ to be iuformedj that, in the 
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Taurian Peninsula, t)ie Theodosian Bible Society has been very 
successful in calling the attention of the Russian soldiery to the 
importance of the Bible cs^use. Yes, those brave warriors who 
have so nobly assisted in euiaucipating Europe from the iron fetters 
of despotism, are now coming forward as volunteers in the service 
of the Lord of Hosts, against more formidable enemies. Officers, 
privates, and in some instances whole con^panies, and even inva- 
lids, have contributed to the funds of the Society. In one quarter 
they have collected upwards of 300 rubles in this way. Nor is 
it in this part of the army alone, that an interest has been excited. 
Copies of the Scriptures have been forwarded 9II the way to 
]prance, for the Russian division serving in that kingdom ; and 
fresh demands have recently been made from the same quarter. 

Bibie Societj/*8 House, Si. Petersburg, January 17, 1B17. 

Referring to my last, of the 24th ult., I hasten to acquaint 
you with a circumstance which cannot fail to excite the most 
lively emotions of joy and gratitude in the minds of all who feel 
the importance of circulating, to the widest possible extent, the 
charter of eternal life among their fellow metu Of the deep 
interest which His Imperial Majesty, Alexander, takes in the 
prosperity of this sacred cause, we have already been furnished 
with repeated and most convincing proofs. Each successive 
Ileport which your Committee have laid before the world, has dis- 
closed some fresh act of benevolence and munificence, on the 
part of this illustrious Monarch ; but, in your next detail, you 
will have to record an assemblage of acts which cannot but have 
the most direct and mighty influence op the operations of the 
Hussian Bible Society. 

We were gratified, the other day, with the intelligence, that the 
Emperor had lately expressed a most lively desire to see the 
exertions of the Russian Bible Society in some degree commen- 
surate with the wants of his empire ; and waiting, the day before 
yesterday, on the worthy President, we were happy to have the 
account fully corroborated. 

His Excellency had I'^tely been desired by the Emperor to lay 
before him a selection of the more important correspondence 
and documents in the possession of the Committee ; which he ac- 
cordingly did, and had the satisfaction to find that the perusal of 
them afforded His Majesty the most heart-felt delight. " It is 
not in my power," said His Majesty, '* to be present at the 
Meetings of your Committee ; but I beg you will lay before me 
an account of your interesting Proceedings." The Emperor added, 
it was with the deepest concern he had observed, that, with their 
most strenuous exertions, the Bible Society had not been able to 
satisfy the urgent demand for the Holy Scriptures, especially the 
gls^yonian^ luid that he hoped the Committee would take into im- 
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mediate consideration the measures necessary to be adopted, in 
order to render the distribution proportionate to the extent of the 
want. ** Do the Committee/' he asked, " stand in need of 
money, or of people 7 Only let me know ; I am at your disposal/' 



St. Petersburg, January 26, 1817. 

I TRANSMITTED an account of a fresh proof which His Im- 
perial Majesty has lately given of the interest he takes in the 
cause of the Bible Society. I now send ypu an important com- 
munication made by Prince Galitzin to the Printing Committee, 
with a view of forwarding the measures necessary to be taken in 
order to gratify the benevolent wishes of the Emperor, in regard 
to the extensive operations of the Society. 

The translation of the document is the first fruit of my study 
of the Russian language, and a more auspicious subject 1 could 
not have chosen for my first attempt. 

** To the Printing Committee of the Russian Bible SocittyJ' 

** His Majesty, taking a particular interest in the universal in- 
crease of the salutary reading of the word of God, has ordered 
me to lay before him all the accounts and papers read at the 
Meetings of the Russian Bible Society, which contain the most 
remarkable facts relative to the progress of the Russian Bible 
Society, and of those existing in the world at large. 

*' In consequence of this order, I furnished His Imperial 
Majesty with certain documents read at the last Meeting of the 
Committee; and it was with the greatest satisfaction that His 
Majesty observed 'the extraordinary desire for reading the Sacred 
Scriptures so rapidly increasing among the inhabitants of the 
Russian Empire, and which has already risen to such a height, 
that the demand for those Divine Books far exceeds the number of 
copies which the Bible Society,with the utmost energy of its present 
operations, can possibly furnish. His Majesty, entering with his 
whole soul into the plan, is determined that all means in his 
power shall be employed, that can contribute to satisfy this 
appetite for spiritual nourishment among the people whom the 
providence of the Most High has placed under his sceptre; 
he has therefore directed, that his gracious pleasure should be 
signified to the Committee of the Russian Bible Society, that 
they proceed immediately to the adoption of such measures 
as shall be found necessary for augmenting the impression of the 
Books of Holy Scripture, in a degree proportioned to the neces- 
sity of the case. His Imperial Majesty will not fail, on his part, 
to render the Russian Bible Society every needful assistance in 
the prosecution of its philanthropic and truly christian exertions, 
lA'hich ;^re regarded by His Majesty with peculiar satisfaction. 
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** In order to carry into effect the "Mill of our Most Gra- 
cious SovereigOy I propose to the Printing Committee, that they 
institute an inquiry, without loss of time, iuto ail the measure* 
requisite for the speedy multiplication of the Books of Holy 
Scripture, and for doubling, at least, the number already printing 
under their direction. The decision of this Committee must be 
laid before the Committee of the Russian Bible Society, for delibe* 
ration, at their First Meeting ; and we may then hope, that, by 
the divine assistance, we shall be fully able to meet the christian 
views of our benevolent Monarch/'

A Meeting of the Printing Committee was accordingly held, 
last Wednesday, in the house of the Bible Society, at which the 
above communication was read : as was naturally to be ex pected, 
it called forth expressions of the liveliest joy and gratitude from 
all present. 

The Committee then proceeded to the discussion of the ditfe- 
rent points necessarily arising out of the question ; and a plan for 
extending the printing, made out and presented by Mr. Paterson^ 
was read, and cordially approved by the Committee. 



St. Petersburg^ January 26, 1817. 

As it cannot but prove interesting to the Committee of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, to be made acquainted with the 
magnitude of the scale of operation on which it is proposed the 
Society here should proceed, I shall transcribe the substance of 

the plan. 

The grand instrument in the hands of the Committee for 
enabling them to multiply copies of the Holy Scriptures to the 
greatest extent, is, the stereotype printing-office. This establish- 
ment, having existed only a year and a half, is merely in its infancy ; 
and, like all new establishments, has had to struggle with many 
difficulties, at its commencement. 

In order to meet the wishes of His Imperial Majesty, and, in 
some measure, the pressing demands for copies of the Scriptures, 
it is proposed, that, in addition to the six presses now at work, 
other six be set up, in the course of next summer and harvest ; and, 
in the summer of IBIB, four additional ones^ which will make the 
number of presses at work sixteen ; and these are as many as the 
present premises will contain. 

(Here follows a specijication of details as to what editions ma^ 
he produced in 1817 and 1818 J 

After the year 1818, the stereotype printing-office will furnish, 
'annually, from 30 to 40,0(10 Slavonian Bibles, and from 20 to 
30,000 Slavonian New Testaments, besides about 10,000 copies 
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from the stereotypes in other languages ; and, with the same as- 
sistance which we receive at present from other printing offices, 
the Russian Bible Society can be certain of producing a supply 
of more than 100,000 Bibles and New Testaments annually. 
This is a supply which far exceeds our present demands ; but we 
have €;very reason to expect, that the demands will increase. If 
they should exceed the supply proposed to be furnished, the 
Society must then think of new measures calculated to meet them ; 
but, at present, more than is here proposed, cannot be effected. 

I am sure you will join us anew in giving thanks to the God of 
all grace, for the encouragement he has bestowed upon the la- 
bourers in this part of the Biblical vineyard, at the commence- 
ment of the new year. A fresh impulse is thus given to the 
exertions of the Russian Bible Society, and all possible expedi- 
tion will be used in removing the '' stoue from the well's mouth/' 
that thirsting millions may have free access to the water of ever* 
lasting life.

The King, my August Sovereign, is very sensible of the noble 
and generous conduct of the British and Foreign Bible Society^ 
in preparing an edition of the New Testament in French and 
English, for the use and instruction of the people of Hayti^ 
and His Majesty has commanded me to intreat you to express to 
the Society his warm and sincere acknowledgments. 

The copies of the Holy Scriptures, which you did me the 
honour of announcing to me, are not yet arrived ; Mr. Sander, 
who was to have charged himself with them, has not brought 
them, but he gives me hope that they will reach us very soon. 

. As soon as they are received. His Majesty will hasten their 
distribution in the national schools and private families, with a 
view to the promotion of morality, and the knowledge of the 
English language, among his people ; but His Majesty, my Lord, 
would be glad to discover some suitable means of covering the 
expense contracted by the new edition, without wounding in the 
least the delicacy of the honourable Society, and has ordered me 
to wake inquiry in order to the attainment of this end. 
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His Majesty, my Lord, is «lso very sensible of the favourable 
opinion that you have conceived of him. His greatest ambition 
in labouring for the happiness of his people, is, to merit the 
esteem and admiration of men, who, like your Lordship, arc th«* 
ornaments of their country. 

Mr. Sander has delivered to me the Reports of the Society, 
which were addressed to me; 1 have received them with the 
greatest pleasure, and return you my sincere thanks for them.

January ^'7^ 1817. 

t REJOICE, that, through the liberality of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, I have been able to put the word of eternal 
lifeiuto the hands of about 60 Negro Slaves in Berbice, within the 
last year and a half, who three years ago did not know a letter. 
What a blessing it is that this book is given for the instruction 
and happiness of Negro Slaves as well as others ! A few of the 
Negroes come to learn to read the Bible almost every evening, 
and they have found by experience that it keeps them from 
many evils to which they would be otherwise exposed, and for 
which they would suffer. Is it not wonderful that any who 
profess Christianity, should deprive these poor people of this 
treasure 1 

What a blessed book is the Bible ! It taught the Commissfoners 
of the Crown properly how to manage Negroes in their work, 
without whips and chains, while under the British Government, 
of which I have been a witness : but some of their new masters, 
who despise the Bible, and have taken it from their unfortunate 
Slaves, have completely restored whips and chains. What a 
blessing would the Bible be in this colony, if the inhabitants in 
general would read it with serious attention and prayer I 

I have also distributed a great many of the Qibles and Testa- 
ments among the Negroes in Demerary, where I formerly resided, 
for which I have received many thanks. 

A coloured woman in George Town, ib that C6lony, has pur- 
chased several Testaments for the children iti her school. At the 
request of a gentleman lately from St. Kitts, I sent a Bible to a 
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Negro Slare, wlio took great pttins to leurii to read. He goes nine 
miles to liear the Moravians preach, and is a helper in their eboveh. 
The gentleman has assured me, several times, that be is the moat 
conlidentiai Sla%*e under his father's care. The poor maa sent 
me many thanks for the Bible, which I send to the Bible Society 
tbfongfa you. Lately a very pious man, a Mate of a Schooner, 
from Barbadoes, called to see me. He takes great delight in dis- 
tributing Testaments wherever he goes* I committed to his care 
twelve Testaments, for which he was very thankful. A Mate in 
the River has h^d two Testaments for two boys he is teaching. 
1 gave him three or four copies of the Scriptures also, last voyage, 
for* the sailors; Other sailors have likewise had them. A Steward 
of a Schooner, from Barbadoes, called to purchase two Bibles 
from me, a few davs ago ; one for himself^ and another for his 
aistcr ; treasures which they did not possess. He also took with 
him five Bibles and three Testaments. They were principally 
purchased by a coloured man, to send as presents to his friends 
m Barbadoes. He being a poor man, I let hiili have the Bibles at 
half price. Several children in Berbice, who go to different 
schools, have also been supplied with Bibles and Testaments, 
either by sale or gratis. 

Sometime ago a Soldier saw a Negro with a New Testament in 
his band, which he took and read, and observed^ ** it is a good 
book, and will show us the way to God.'' The next day, through 
the advice of the Negro, he came to ask for a Bible, and, as he 
is better acquainted with Dutch, than English, I gaye him a 
Dutch one, for which he expressed great gratitude ; the next 
day one of his comrades came to ask me to lend him a Bible for a 
few days ; I made him a present of one, for which he was very 
thankful. Since I received the Dutch Bibles, last year, I have 
given away and sold fourteen Bibles and ten Testaments in Dutch; 
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Wrmn ConvicU on Board the Ocean, to the President, Viee-Pr^ 
iidrnta, and Committee of the British and Foreign Bible So^ 
dtty. Port Jackson, New South Wales, January dO, 1816. 

Wb, the Convicts of this ship, desire to return our warmest 
thanks to the Noblemen and Gentlemen of the British and Fo- 
reign Bible Society, for receiving from the hands of the Rev. J. 
Youl 26 Bibles, and 126 Testaments. Though we roust confess, 
that of all men living, we are the most unworthy of these great 
favours; yet there are some we hope among ns, who have 
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been plunged into this gulpb of misery and wretcbedRess» for 
v«nt of diiily ooaudering the importunce of the Hoiy.Serip^ 
Ittsos, wbo now riyoige io their exeellenoe. We cannot recom* 
pence you in any other way, than by telling you, that these Bibles 
and Testaments have caused many oaths to be turned into prayers* 
and a number of tbe worst sftings into hymns of praise. Being 
accompanied on our passage by the Rev. John Youl, Chaplain 
to the Ckrioiiy, we are happy to state, that his exertions are never 
w^ting to execute ti^e duty of his office; his interest with Capr 
tain Johnston baa pnoved of great utility, io a school being 
established among the convicts ; and a number of the scholars 
now can read» though imperfectly, in the Bible, which, before^ 
(hey were utterly strangers to. This they have learned since the 
^ottimenocnent of our paasage» dated September 1, 1815. The 
Rev. Mr. Youl attends th^ school himself daily, and ten of the 
most intelligent assist in various departments. Therefore, every 
day, weather permitling, there are 36, or more, reading the 
Scriptures, which your invaluable Society has furnished us with^ 
besides nearly 90 more learning to attain the same desirable 
and. Though tlie sobooi has met with, considerable opposition 
from a number of thoughtless convicts, yet perseverance in it 
bas surmounted every obstacle, and paved the way to a reco». 
niliation between bolh parties; and learning has gone on with 
fome advantage.

We are requested, by the Committee of the above Society, to 
submit to your consideration the following painful circumstance, 
which has lately come under their notice, and the resolution 
passed in consequence. Some Members of the Spitalfields As« 
sQciation, instituted lately for the temporal relief of the poorj^ 
found several of the families they visited, notwithstanding the 
continued exertions of our Society, without either Bible or Tefr* 
lament. Upon their making a report of this to the Committee 
of the Auxiliary Bible Society, a resolution passed, requesting 
M the Members of the Spitalfields Relief Association to make 
them a return within a month, of the number of families, with 
their names and residences, who were found destitute of the Holy 
Siariptnias within the boundaries of the North East ]L.ondon Dis«

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trict. Upon this report being presented, it appeared, that out of 
7000 families who were receiving weekly relief, there were no less 
than 2000 without either Bible or Testament, and, being objects 
of public charity, unable, even by subscribing one penny per 
week, to procure one. 

The Auxiliary Committee receiving such a report, passed the 
following resolution : 

** That an application be made to the Committee of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, for 1500 Brevier Testaments, on the 
cost account ; and that, taking into consideration the urgency of 
the case, the Society be respectfully requested to grant upon the 
above quantity a more than usual extension of credit.'^ 

In transmitting to you this resolution, we are anxious to put 
you in possession of those circumstances, with reference both to 
the Auxiliary, and its Six Associations, which might tend to se- 
cure its favourable reception. 

The Auxiliary and its Associations have been making, though 
slow, an effectual progress towards the accomplishment of their 
benevolent object. Adhering strictly to the principle upon which 
they set out, (of selling at cost pirices, or giting the Holy Scrip- 
tures,) the Committee have been enabled to remit you, on the 
mokty account, the sum of 3050/. and to circulate, in this poor 
and populous district, 5066 Bibles and Testaments. But they 
are now sorry to state, that the pressure of the times, upon the 
middle, as well as the lower classes, has had so injurious an effect 
upon the funds,' both of the Auxiliary, and its Associations, as to 
render them incapable of meeting the extensive and peculiar 
wants of this neighbourhood ; aud, therefore, the Committee, to 
their great regret, has been compelled, within the last eight 
months, to order on the cost account ; on that account, they are 
already indebted to you, 2441. 9«. 4d, but are not without hopes 
of liquidating this debt by the end of April. Allow us also to 
glance at the moral effects which have been already produced, by 
the partial distribution of the word of God, on the minds of the 
poor in this most distressed part of the Metropolis. We can as- 
sure yoUy from the testimony of many respectable individuals, 
who have been for years in the habit of visiting the poor, and are 
well acquainted with every part of our district, that they ar^ no 
less distinguished for their present sufferings, than the patience 
with which they have borne them, and the gratitude manifested 
to those who are endeavouring to mitigate them : and though it 
be stated in the Report of the Secret Committee of the House of 
Commons, ** that the attack upon the peace of the Metropolis, on 
the 2d of December, was deliberately premeditated by desperate 
men, who calculated upon active support from the multitudes 
whose distress they had witnessed, and whom they had vainly in- 
stigated to revolt;" so generally have these feelings of patience 
and gratitude been found to pervade the minds of the suffering 
poor of this part of London, that the Committee are not aware of 
any persons having been impeached by the attempts above id« 
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luded to. And they would suggest, whether they are not autho^ 
rised in ascribing this happy circumstance to the influence of 
those principles which the circulation of the Scriptures has emi- 
nently contributed to implant. 

With fervent prayers, that the Scriptures, circulated in this 
poor distressed and suffering district, may prove the power of 
God to the salvation of many.

With regard to the Auxiliary Establishments, your Committee 
well know how much depends upon a certain number of indi- 
viduals in each of them ; and to these they hold up this combined 
effect of their exertions as no small reward. To ikeir firm and 
intrepid spirit, your Society must contipue to look as to its grand 
security for years to come ; and your Cpminittee most gladly avail 
themselves of the present opportunity tp declare, explicitly, to 
those, their coadjutors, how much they have been enlivened and 
gratified, in witnessing their stead^t pursuit of the common 
ol^ect.

A particular account was giten in the last Annual Report of the 
formation of the Associations in the city and suburbs : — and the 
result^ as above stated, so &r as respects pecuniary supplies, suf- 
ficiently shows, that the sai^uine expectations of yonr Committee 
were not destitute of solid foundation. These Associations have 
been conducted in a manner highly creditable both to the zeal and 
to the prudence of their respective ofioe-bearers and Committees : 
aiid, from the increasing attendance at their quarterly meetings, 
they appear also to be happily a«complishiBg another anticipated 
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effect of their operations, the excitemeDt of a lively interest in the 
public mind, about the glorious object of Christian benevolence 
vhich they have been instituted to support ; — an interest, inrhicby 
your Committee fondly hope, will not only be maintained in its 
present vigour, but will " abound more and more ;" because it 
cannot fail to be productive of those salutary effects on the geoe* 
ral character of the community, which were enumerated in last 
Report, and to which the Christian mind will assign a higher place 
in the scale of comparative importance than to even the largest 
amount of pecuniary supplies. 

As the Associations in the city and suburbs have been thus 
active, and thus productive, your Committee, considering that so 
large a proportion of the members of different congregations are 
connected with one or other of these Institutions, and are thus 
contributing to the extent of therr ability, in a way at once more 
advantageous to the funds, and more easy to themselves, and con* 
ceiving that there is a danger, by pressing too bard, of disgust- 
ing even the " willing mind," liave thought it prudent to decline 
soliciting, during the past year, any congregational collectionii. 

From the recent distresses of the times, pressing, as they could 
not fail to do, very hard on a great proportion of those who earn 
their daily bread by the sweat of their brow, it was not to be ex«* 
pected that the weekly contributions of the Associations should 
be kept up to the height which they were attaining in more pros- 
perous circumstances. In the different quarters of the city and 
suburbs, an abatement has accordingly been more or less expe- 
rienced. Yet it is far from being so great, on the average, as 
might reasonably have been anticipated. Your Committee de* 
precate the idea of '* grinding the face of the poor/' even in the 
best of causes. *' If there be first the willing mind/' already al- 
luded to, *' it is required according to what a man hath, and 
not according to what be hath not." This willing mind has very 
extensively appeared ; and to those of their labouring brethren, 
who may have felt it a bitter ingredient of their trouble, that they 
have been necessitated, in order to their being just, to restrain 
the dictates of their generosity, they would say, with all the ten- 
derness of sympathy, in the language of him who afflicts them for 
their good, " It was well that it was in thy heart." 
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From the Fourth Report of the Auxiliary Bible l^ciety for 

Stirlingshire and its Vicinity. 

Notwithstanding these unfavourable circumstances, \\t» 
the distressed sale of agriculture, and the stagnation of commerce 
and manufactures^ the Society wHl perceive with much pleasure 
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Ihe jQonrtsiiiiig state of tbeir foods : And it gives the Comniiltee 
the highest satisfaction to mention farther, that they have learned, 
in HDswer to inquiries that liave been made, that there are some 
of your Branch Associations, the number of whose Members has 
increased since the last Annual Meeting ; that from others none 
bave withdrawn their support ; and that, of a third ciass, a very 
few only of the regular subscribers have ceased to contri- 
bute. 

The facts now mentioned respecting the state of your fnsti« 
tution, must appear highly encouraging. I^ey afford undeniable 
evidence, that the zeal which the inhabitants of Slirliugshire and 
its vicinity have hitherto displayed for the diffusion of the Sacred 
Scriptures is unabated ; and that, amidst all the difficulties of a 
temporal nature with vihich they have had to struggle, many of 
Ihem are heartily concerned to promote the extension of the Re- 
deemer's kingdom, and the spiritual welfare of their feHowmen. 
At the same time, it cannot be too strongly urged upon the friends 
of all Institutions of this nature, that the only security for a per- 
inaneut support to Bible Society exertions, is to be found in the 
•«eal of professing Christians for the diffusion of the blessings of 
^ure religion ; and that, depending on divine assistance, we ought 
to. strain every nerve for the purpose of increasing and perv- 
petuating that seal. Where there is no such feeling — where men 
give their countenance and support to Bible Societies from a ge- 
neral principle of benevolencey or to please their superiors or 
^beir teachers,. or prompted by shame aod the example of others, 
Iheir subscriptions will be witlidrawn when the charm of novelty 
h%s ceased, or somespecio4]s objections are made to the Institution . 
which they support, — or they «will be paid grudgingly, as a tax 
which they would gladly evade, bat which they are afraid or 
ashamed to retain. On the other hand, if 2eal for the interests of 
religion be kept alive, and increased in the hearts of real Chris- 
tians, it will not only be an effectual security for the continuance 
of their own support, but will silently and powerfully influence 
Ihe minds of many around them, who, though not truly and cor- 
dially solicitous for the advancement of religion, know enough of 
it to be convinced that they ought not to be lukewarm in pro- 
moting its interests. 

Your Committee camtot pass from the pleasing view which has 
been given of the prosperity of this Institution, without advert* 
ing to a general principle .which, the events that have lately oc- 
curred in the political and mercantile world, powerfully confirm 
and establish. It was frequently and loudly objected to Societies 
having the spiritual interests of men for their object, most of 
which were originated during the wars in which the nation has 
been so long engaged, that a time of war was not the most fa- 
vourable season for the institution of such Societies,T~that men 
were oppressed with taxes, and with difficulty provided the means 
of subsisting their families, or of. supporting the rank which thev 
respectively held in the world. Peace arrives ; and are ciicum^ 
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»tance9 more favourable ? The very reverse is the case. The 
agriculture^ the commerce, the mamifactures of the country, are 
in the most languishing condition ; and what, after all, is the 
state of our beneficeut Societies of every description ? Are they 
left to pine away or to be dissolved for want of the fostering care 
of those by whom they were supported before? No: Christians 
are faithful to the principles which they prpfess ; and rather than 
deny to (he poor and needy what is necessary for their relief-^ 
rather than withhold the mite or the talent which they had been 
accustomed to give to enlighten the darkened souls, to soften the 
hard hearts, and to cheer the contrite spirits of their fellow-sin- 
ners, — they again deny themselves some luxury in which they 
have indulged, some innocent enjoyment which they would other- 
wise have shared, or tbev take from the little heap which they 
had laid up for the supply of their future wants, justly hoping 
that lending to the Lord he will repay it again. Thus the wants 
of the poor and needy are relieved, and provision is centiuued 
to be made for the comfort and salvation of their souls. 

We do not mean to question the sincerity of those who have 
urged the objections to which we have now referred ; nor do we 
mean to affirm that every time is equally favourable to the insti- 
tution of Societies of a religious nature. But we assert in the 
strongest manner, that, if we must wait for the happy hour when 
there shall be no unfavourable circumstances to discourage our 
efforts, we shall wait for a period, which, like the convenient sea- 
.son anticipated by Felix, will, in all j^robability, never arrive ; 
and that the general principle so often inculcated in the word of 
Ood, to do whatsoever our hands find to do with all our might, is 
strikingly illustrated, and fully confirmed, by the events which 
have lately taken place 1 We may be less sujpcessful at one time 
than at another ; but, if we are startled by difficulties in the 
performance of duty, we shall live and die without doing any 
-thing of importance. It is our's to work while it is day, in every 
department of Christian obedience, looking up to our Heavtnly 
Master for the countenance ai^d blessing which seem good in his 
night.

. 1237 has been for Books. 839 persons have been supplied,' 396 

9ae now subscribing for Bibles and Testaments, and there are 672 

^ree Contributors. Total number of Bibles and Testaments dis- 
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tributed since the establishment of the Society^ March^ 1814^ 
is 1066. 

Your Committee now hasten to present the following facts^ ex- 
tracted ffom the Minute Book of the Ladies Committee, ivhich 
they trust will meet your acceptance. 

A poor wofnan/iiir advanced in years, having only a very small 
printed Bible in which she could hardly read^ eagerly accepted 
the offer to subscribe' for a new one at a penny per week, and^ 
though very poor, immediately paid four-pence in advance ; but 
such was her impatience to possess what she thought her greatest 
treasure, that she mustered her little all, (which consisted chiefly 
of a small sum received to buy clothes,) which sh6 brought the 
following Saturday, and most thankfully receiving her Bible, ex- 
pressing, at the same time, a suitable and becoming confidence in 
the care of Divine Providence for the supply of raiment, and 
rejoiced that the next day, being Sunday, she should enjoy her 
Bible, and there is every reason to be satisfied, from subsequent 
observation, that she has studied the same with delight and 
profit. 

A poor man, upon receiving the &lbl(e, warmly expressed his 
thanks ; and imploring the blessing of Heaven upon the Society^ 
be added, that he thought that the Bible Association surpassed 
any charitable Institution ever before established in Horsham. 

An interesting circumstance occurred in one ^district, in the case 
of a[ woman, who, from extreme poverty, was unable to continue the 
penny per week for her Bible ; upon inquiring into the real cause 
of such inability, she seemed at first unwilling to disclose it, but 
with reluctance and tears she confessed it was occasioned by th<! 
intemperance of her husband, whereby he deeply distressed hei^ 
and the children, and put it out of her power regularly to con-> 
tinue her subscription ; adding, with tears, ** I wish 1 had a Bible 
to be my companion when left alone in the evenings." — Struck with 
her simplicity and distress, the Collector advanced her the Bible^ 
upon which she was utterly at a loss how sufficiently to testify 
her gratitude, and expressed an affectionate determination to read 
it to her husband, hoping he would thereby understand and 
forsake the error of his ways. 

In one district, a poor female servant, from the privilege she 
enjoyed of reading the Scriptures, and having likewise perused the 
facts recorded in the Soutbwark Report, was induced, most cheer- 
fully, to come forward and become a Free Subscriber, and by her 
influence and example prevailed on her sister to do the same. 

To enumerate all the gratifying occurrences of- this nature 
which have taken place, would swell the size of this Report beyond 
its intended limit. In repeated instances, upon presenting the 
Bible, the finest feelings of the human heart have been roused 
into exercise and admiration by the silent, yet irresistable eloquence 
of the grateful tear descending down the cheek of the thankful 
receiver, and exciting that kindred sympathy, which must be felt^ 
to be properly understood.

. At this early period of their ettablisbtnent, yoar Committee 
tannot but regard it, as a circumstance of peculiar encourage* 
ment from Him who alone ** givelh the increase," that they are 
enabled to record some most important personal benefits, result* 
ing from their pleasing labour. The following anecdote, reported 
by one of the District Committees, will, they trust, communicate 
to the hearts of their fellow- labourers in the vineyard, a portioa 
of the cheering fervour which animates your Committee in ref- 
lating it. 

" One of our subscribers, after having given us the usual sum» 
and as we were departing, smiled, and said. This is not all, 1 hava 
something more to add, connected with a little tale you will ra« 
joice to hear. A few weeks ago, a young manr came to my shop» 
where the subject of the Bible Society was mentioned ; on this^ 
his indignation immediately kindled, and he expressed, in uube* 
coming language, the rancorous and bitter sentiments of his heart : 
lie was, at that time, so little master of his passion, that any 
rcmoj^strancc would have been ineffectual ; we made no reply, and 
he soon left us. I mentioned the circumstance to my little girl, 
then on her death- bed, who, though young in years, was old ia 
Christian experience, and asked her what should be done; 'Oh^ 
father!' she replied, ' subscribe for a Bible for him;' this wo 
did, and I presented it to the young man, at the same tinle in- 
forming him, who had induced us to procure it for him. Forcibly 
struck with the dyidg child's anxiety to supply him with the Bible^ 
he received it with gratitude — he took it home, he read it ; deeply 
impressed with the nature of its contents, he wished to share with 
others the pleasure he himself enjoyed;— he read it to Jiis fellow- 
servants, w1k> soon imbibed a similar feeling ; and one of them^ 
ardently wishing to be in possession of a volume, so unspeakably 
valuable, immediately paid down six shillings, longing for the time 
to arrive, when she could say. This precious book is mine. We re- 
ceived the money with peculiar interest, and with increased con- 
viction, that the work is of God, and that nothing shall impede 
its glorious and triumphant progress." 

At a subsequent Meeting, the Collectors delivered the following 
pleasing conclusion to this gratifying anecdote. "The remarkable 
change wrought in the heart of an individual by the perusal of 
the word of God, who, from a bitter enemy, became a zealous ad- 
vocate for the Bible, was lately noticed ; since that time, we have 
been informed, that he earnestly endeavours to improve in the 
knowledge of d;vine things, and that his actions prove the sin- 
cerity of his professions ; he considers the offer of a Bible to » 
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friend as the highest token of sincere regard ; and, for thii' pnr«» 
pose, we have received nine shiilings, vrith the acknowledgment 
of the privilege he felt it, to obtain so great a treasure for so 
trifling a consideration." Surely if this were a solitary instance 
of successful exarti<m, this Association would not have been esta* 
blislied in vain! 
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From the Fifth Report of the Dudley Auxiliary Bible Society % 

The Subscribers will doubtless be prepared to hear, that the 
unprecedented depression of our manufactures, and the affecting 
distresses of the lower classes of the community, in this populous 
district, have occasioned an almost total suspension of that 
most efficient part x>f the system, the Bible Associations. Your 
Committtfe, however, wish it to be understood, that this suspension 
^as entirely a measure adopted by themselves^ and by no means 
wished for on tbe part of the poor, had they been able to continue 
their contributious ; — for, the value which they set upon tbe Holy 
Scriptures, and their desire to possess them, seemed to have 
increased, with their increasing poverty, and their inability to 
purchase them. 

Under these circumstances, it is a just cause of congratulation^ 
that a system has been acted upon by this Auxiliary Society, from 
its commencement, by means of which, no less a sum has been 
raised by the poor themselves than 843/. 9s, 9d. and that in a 
district, where, with very few exceptions, they are almost wholly 
unable to continue their contributions. — The diffusion of the 
Scriptures, which has already been effected, is also at such a 
moment a juatter of the utmost importance. — Whether it be viewed 
in a religious, in a moral, or in a political point of view, the 
general dissemination of that sacred Book, which contains all that 
IS most interesting to the present and future happiness of man- 
kind, must be contemplated by every thinking mind, with senti- 
ments of approbation and gratitude. For while the poor man is 
labouring under tbe severest privations, even of tbe necessaries 
of life ; — while he perhaps beholds in his family the sad conse- 
quences of thoughtless dissipation and inconsiderate extrava- 
gance ; — when is he so likely to listen to the exhortations of divine 
wisdom, and the consolations of the Gospel? From these consi- 
derations, your Committee have made a survey in the parish of 
Dudley, with a view of furnishing Bibles and Testaments, gra- 
tuitously, to such families, as are yet unprovided with them, and 
seem likely to make a good use of them. In making the inquiry, 
they have been much surprised to find many hoases, still remain- 
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ing unfurnished with a Bible ; — ^and tbey can only account for this, 
from the circumstance of so many removals from one parish to 
another having lately taken place. They have the pleasure, 
however, to state, that they have met with only two instances, 
eveik in scenes of the most extreme poverty, where the greatest 
part of the furniture and clothes of a family had been sold or 
pawned to preserve existence, in which a Bible or Testament re- 
ceived from this Society had been parted with* 

The Bible, in several instances, had been adhered to, as the 
Sheet Anchor for this life and the next ; of which many proofs 
might be adduced, did it not interfere too much with your time 
on the present occasion. Upon the supposition that under the 
present existing distress, many of the poor .might have been 
driven to pawn their Bibles, in the hope of redeeming them in 
better times ; . your Committee thought it proper, to visit the 
Pawn Broker's shops, to ascertain whether this was the fact, 
and they are happy to state, that the result of their inquiry was,' 
that no Bible or Testament was found there. 

Your Committee have also had the satisfaction to observe, that 
the copies of the Holy Scriptures, which have 4»een distributed by 
this Society, have been diligently perused ; and they do not think 
it too much to assert, that this has been of much importance in 
preserving our distressed population from that disposition to 
tumult and outrage, which has manifested itself in some other manu-> 
facturing districts. — That the diffusion of pernicious publications, 
although attempted, has made no progress in this neigh hour* 
hood, is also doubtless to be attributed to the religious and scrip** 
tural knowledge which the poor have already attained, and to 
their minds having been in some measure previously impressed 
with those precepts of sound wisdom in every condition of life, 
which the Bible inculcates, and which are the best basis of social 
order, and the best security against the poison of iniidelity, or the 
seeds of anarchy, and sedition. It will also afford you pleasure to 
learn that the poor in the workhouse of Dudley have spent much 
of their time in perusing the Bibles provided for them by this 
Society, and that, by so doing, their interest in the great truths of 
Revelation has so increased, that many of them request permission 
to take a Bible with them when they retire to rest, assigning as 
a reason, (to use their own words,) that they can always sleep more 
comfortably after reading a chapter in the Bible. A presage 
this, we may reasonably hofie, that they shall go to their rest more 
comfortably, when they come to *• sleep the sleep of death." 

Since it has been understood, that the Committee in Dudley 
have recommenced their visits to the poor, with the view of furnish- 
ing them with Bibles, a greater eagerness to obtain them has been 
manifested, than at any former period ; numbers, without waiting 
to be called upon, having crowded round the doors of the Officers 
of the Society, earnestly intreating that they might not b,e over- 
looked or forgotten, whatever plan of distribution should' be 
adopted.

TO AUXILIARY SOCIETIES AND BIBLE ASSOCIATONS. 

Th^ Committee of the British aad Foreign Bible Society 
finding that their Third Regulation for supplying Auxiliary 
Societies with Bibles and Testaments on a short Credit, to 
enable them to supply their Mtmber4, has been misunder* 
stood as extending also to supplies for Bible Associations, 
whose Funds are chiefly, if not entirely, limited to the 
purchase of Bibles and Testaments ; they beg leave to 
state, that it is necessary for Orders intended for Associations 
to be accompanied with Payment ; it beiog understood that 
the Monies are usually collected from Associations previous 
to purchasing the books: and, from the vast increase of 
then^ the demand has become so progressively extensive, 
that, were the Parent Institution to allow a Credit to be 
given. by their DeposUary, they would be under the neces- 
sity of taking Credit from the Universities ; whereby they 
would lose the benefit of the Discount allowed for Prompt 
Payment, and, of course, the Cost Prices of the Bibles and 
Testaments would be proportionally advanced. 



It appearing that some have misunderstood the intention 
of the Bible Society in issuing Bibles and Testaments at 
Reduced Prices, it may be necessary to mention, that such 
supplies are exclusively intended for Subscribers who pur- 
chase, according to their privilege, as stated at the head of 
the. Society's Catalogues. But of those sold by Auxiliary 
Societies to the Poor at reduced Prices, the loss must 
necessarily be sustained out of the Bibles and Testaments 
returned for a moiety of their Contribution, or otherwise 
ftrrhisbM to such^Socae^ at prime Cost; as any other 
'measures would %e wriftous to the 'Funds of the'Parent 
Institution.
